1608. Tile baibii is very fpacious, being 
fufheient to contain 100 fail of men of war 
of the line. The river St. Lawrence, which 
is about four leagues wide above t!ie town, 
here fnrinks icfelf at once to the breadth of a 
fingle mile, and on this account the city w^as 
called Quebec, which in the language of the 
Indians of that country iigninc:; a shrinking 
or growing narrower. T'hc harbour, which 
faces the town, is lafe and commodious, and 
the water about twenty- livt; fathom deep. 
At the time when the city was founded,' the 
tide reached the foot of the rock ; but iince 
that time the river has funk fo far, that a 
large fpot of ground is left dry, and on th’s a 
large fuburb is built, called the Lriver Tfnvn, 
which ftands at the foot of a rocky precipice 
about forty-cigiit feet high. The houfes in 
the Lower Town arc of Itcne, ftrung, well 
built, and chiefly inhabited by merchants for 
the conveniency of their trade, which is very 
confidcrable. The fortifications are far from 
being regular j though the place, from its 
fituation is capable of makiogailout defence. 
If attacked by iiiips from the river, as their 


guns cannot injure the \vor!;c of the Upp^ 
Town, while thev themfdvrs mnft XiUer 
greatly from the cannon and Ixmdv; from 
thefe lofty ramparts. Tlte L-wver Tr .vn is 
defended by a platform, flarkec with two 
baitiens, which at r.iy'i warer, and furi]if;~ 

. tides are almoft level wit:h the furihee f ib.e 
water. A hhde above the Ir.diors, to d:s 
'vrighr, is a half ba hi on cut out of th;; r-'’rk ; 
a little higher a large battel v, and higher 
Fill a fquare fort, the moil; regifiar cd' aii the 
fortifications, and in which riie governor rc- 
fides. The paflages which form a coramu- 
nication between thelh works arc cxweiru'iy 
rugged. The rock which feparates iln. Up- 
per from the Lower Town, extends itfelf, 
and continues with a held and fteep front a 
confiderable way to the wcilward, along the 
river St, Lawrence. The Upper Town is 
alfo well built, and abounds vhdi noble edi- 
fices, as churches and palaces. But the nobleft 
ftrudlure of the whole is the palace, where 
the governor refidcs, where was the grand 
council of the colony, vvhhe Quebec was in 
the hands of the French, and where all the 
royal ftorcs are depofited. Befidcs the Lower 
Town above mentioned, there is another be- 
yond the Upper Town, ntuated on the banks 
of the river St. Charles, and the environs 
arc decorated with country feats, &c. The 
caftlc ftands on the brow of a rugged hill, 
about forty fathoms above the town j but is 
an irregular fort’fication, having only two 
baftions, and no ditch towards the city. Be- 
fidcs thefe there are aUb icvcral other fmali 
forriiications fcattered here and .iherc. 
Though the principal irrixatures are in the 
Upper Town, from its being origin'dlly the 
only place, yet the Lower Town has great- 
ly the advantage, the former itancling lb very 
bleak, that the cold is double to what it is 
in the latter. Befides this, the Lower Town 
has plenty of water, which is fometimes 
fcarce in the Upper Town, in the year 
1711, an attempt was made by the Engiifh 
and An*ericans, under the command of bri- 
gadier Hill, to lurprifc C^ebec, but it prov- 
ed abortive, and it remained in polTedion of 
the French till the year 1759, wlita it was 
taken by the Englifb, under the comma* sd 
of the brave general Wolfe, who fell in the 
engagement j and by the peace in 1763, it was 
ceded vvidt the reft of Canada to the con- 
querors, Long.

was intended : chat the mafter made light of 
the intelligence, and inftead of repairing im- 
mediately to the boat, as he was urged to do, 
fired one of his piltols at a mark ; that' the 
Indian, who had till that time continued 
with them, then left, them abruptly, and 
joined the body in the wood: that the maf- 
tcr, even after this, by an infatuation that is 
altogether unaccountable, continued to trifle 
away his time on iliore, and did not attempt 
to recover the boat till the attack was begun. 
Capt. Carteret, being deflrous to get in feme 
water, veered the ihip clofe to the fliore, but 
was himfelf induced to order feveral fliot to 
be flred, by which many of the Indians feem 
to have been killed before he could attain his 
purpofe. This happened on the i5diof Au- 
guh. Capt. Carteret, in the account of his 
voyage, fays, ‘‘ Hitherto, though I had been 
long ill of an inflammatory and bjliou-s dif» 
order, I had been able to keep the deck ; 
but this evening, the fymptoms became fo 
much more threatening that J could keep up 
no longer, and I was for fome time after- 
wards confined to my bed. The mailer was 
dying of the wounds he received in his quar- 
rel with the Indians ; the lieutenant alfo was 
very ill ; the gunner and thirty of my men 
incapable of duty, among whom werefeven 
of the moft vigorous and healthy, that had 
been wounded with the mailer, and three of 
them mortally j and there was no hopes of 
obtaining fuch relrelliments as we moil need- 
ed in this place. Theie were difeouraging 
circumflances. and not only put an end to my 
hopes of {.rrofecuting the voyage farther to 
the fouthward, but greatly difpirited the 
people. Except myfelf, the maker, and the 
lieutenant, there was nobody on board ca 
pable of navigating the Ihip home ; the maf- 
ter was known to be a dying man, and the 
recovery of my lelf and the lieutenant was very 
doubtful. I w-ould, however, have made a 
farther effort to obtain refreihments here if 
J had been furniihed with any toys, iron 
tools, or c'urlcry-ware, which might have en- 
abled me to recover the good-will of the na- 
tives, and ellablifii a traffic with them for 
fuch neceiTaries as they could have furniihed 
us wit]} ; but 1 liad no i'uch articles, and but 
very few others fit for an Indian trade, and 
not being in a condition to rifk the lofs of any 
more of the few men who were capable of 
doing duty, 1 weighed anchor at break of 
day, on Motiday the 17th, and flood along 
the fhore for that part of the ifland to which 
1 had lent the cutter. To the iiland I had 
given the name of Egmoni Ijland, in honour 
of the earl j it certainly is the fame to which 
the Spaniards have given the name of Smia 
Cruz^ as appears by tfle accounts which their 
writers hav^ given of it, and I called the, , 
■place im which 
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About ten miles weft from Swallow Bay Is af 
fmall ifland, near the coaft, called Portlatid^s 
Ijlandy and ftiii farther weft the bay where 
the cutter had been attacked by the Indians, 
to which, for that realbn, we gave the' name 
Bloody Bay. In this bay is a fmall rivulet 
of frefli water, and here we faw many houfes 
regularly built ; clofe to the water-flde flood 
one much longer than any of the reil, w'hich. 
feemed to be a kind of common-hall, or coun- 
cil- jioufe, and was neatly built and thatch- 
ed. This was the building in which our 
people had been received, who were on fliora 
here with the mafter, and they told me that 
both the fides and floor mere lined with a 
kind of fine matting, and a great number of 
arrows, made up into bundles, were hungup 
in ir ready for ufe. They told me alfo, that 
at this place there were many fine gardens 
or plantations, which were enclofed by a fences 
of flone, and planted with cocoa-nut-trees, 
bananas, plantains, yams, and other vege- 
tables : , the cocoa-nut-trees we faw from the 
Ihip, in great numbers among the houfes of 
the village. About three miles to the weft- 
ward of this town we faw another ofeonfi- 
derable extent, in the front of which, next 
to the water-flde, there was a breaft-work 
of flone, about four feet fix inches high, not 
in a ftraight line, but in angles like a fortifica-* 
tion ; and there is great reafon to fuppofe, 
from the weapons of thefe people, and 
their military courage, which muft in a 
great mcafiire be the effedl: of habit, that 
they have frequent wars among themfelves. 
As wc proceeded weflward from this place, 
we found, at the diftance of two or three 
miles, a ‘ fmall -bight, forming a kind of 
fmall bay, in which a river empties itfelf. 
This river we called Granmllds Rlvcr^ and 
to the weflward oF it is a point, to which we 
gave the name of Ferrers' s Point, From this 
point the land forms a large bay, and near it

qini-kcs, Vv'h.icli often furprife the inh.abicants 
in the niidft of fecudty. The whije morn- 
ing, and generally rill two in tliC artenioon, 
tuc vr slather is extremely ficligVitfui ; a bright 
fan, with a fcrcnc and clear fky, are com- 
monly fecit ; but. afterwards' the vp.pnurs 
begin to thicken, the whole afmc'phcrc is 
hlied with thick clouds, whicli brmg on 
fiicii llaocking tempers of thunder aiul light- 
ning, iliot ail the neighhouri’-ig rnoimrains 
’ ireaiide, , and the city too 'often feels their 
dreaJibI ehk’vl.s. j./adly5 tbe clouds dif- 
chiivgc themfc’ves in fuch impetuous larreius 
of ruin, that in a very'lhort time' the ilreets 
appear like rivers, and the fquarvs, though 
fuuated on a flopc, like laker. This drcail- 
fill iccnc generally conrinuv;s till near ibn- 
fet, when the weather clears up, and nature 
again appears ar> beautiful as in the morning. 
Semetimesi indeed, the rains coiitinue all , 
night, and they have been krso-.vn to iaft 
three or four days fucceliivclv i ^md on the 
contrar}% three or foirr days of line v</eather 
fomefirnc? fucceed one another. Karrh^ 
quakes cannot be confidcrcd as lefs terrible 
than any of the former, and if not fo com- 
mon as in other cities of America, vet they 
arc too frequent, and v^ry often violcnr, 
hardly a year paking without one or two 
bvdng felt, many iioirfes rlircwn down, and 
their irhabiiantH burled under didr ruins. 
I'hc perennial braur.y and pleafantnek of the 
country round the city of Chdu.o, can haruiy 
be equalled in any odter puit o!' tlic known 
world. The remarkable Feriihry of the 
full is naturaby p>rodudtive of a great plenty 
of fruits and corn of various kiuds, an i at ' 
the fame tisyie tenders them perfed’tiy good ; 
and this is cv'idenr from ih-; dclicacv of the 
beef, veal, rnutron, pork, and poultry of 
Qmto.- Here is abb wheat-bread in fuib- 
cient plenty ; but the Indian wonicu, who 
geuerally make ir, being igmorau: of the 
bell methods, it. is not equal combat of Eu- 
rope. This, however, is not owing to the 
wheat, whii'h is excellent, and the bread 
iiiade in private houfes equal ko any ‘m the 
known world. . Thcfe var ous produdUons, 
together- with its manufabhires, are, tne 
fourccs of the commerce of Quito, which is ' 
principally carried ou by Europeans, fume cf 
whom are fettit-d here, and others come oc- - 
cafionally* The latter .purchafe the country 
goods, and fell thofe of Europe, The mauu* 


faefures of this province are cotton^?, bays, 
and cloth^i, a'l which land a cood market- at 
Lima, for ruppiying all t’oe inland provinces 
of Pena.

There has been formerly, and at intervals, 
a rminbcr of European’ factories at Rabat ; 
but the difHcuky of navigating the river, the 
obftacj.es arifnig from the arbitrary power of 
the foycreign,"and the difpofttioii and pre- 
judices of die Moors, have difgufted the 
Europeans. Rabat is, however, the moft 
proper place for trade of any upo.nthis coaft, 
both for its vicinity to Europe, and the quan- 
tity of wool, leather, and wax it is capable 
of furnii'hiiig. Ac Rabat, near the mouth 
of the . river, are to be feen the ruins of a caf- , 
tie, built by Jacob Alraonfor, or AUMan- 
for, in the 12th century. The wails are 
near two miles round, and fortifted by fquare 
towers. They enclofe the'caftle, the town 
of Rabat, and a large fpace of ground* 
where Jacob Allmanfor built beautiful pa- 
laces, and laid out delightful gardens, water- 
' ed by plentiful ftreams, which he brought 
from the neighbouring fpring. Thefe walls, 
as well as the palace and the town, were 
built by Spanifli ftaves, whom he took prifon- 
ers in his firft campaign.

In the year 
laxS,. both the town and cahle were found- 
ed by Waldernar li, king of Denmaik on 
the fame pisce where his anct ilor's hi.d built 
the convent of St. Michaelj which, jn 1310, 
was included within- its wails. This town^ 
as well as the whole duchy of Efthonia, re- 
ceived molt of its privileges froth ,the DanilE 
kings j and the arras of Denmark, with In- 
fer iptions in the’Daniih language, are fiiil 
feen ini the churches and other pubiit edi- 
fices. The houfes are mdftly of brick, and 
well built; but the ifreets are fomething ir- 
regular. The only churches or congrega- 
tions here, befides thofe of the Ruffian churchy 
are Lutherans. The toils or cuftoras of chU 
town arc corifiderable *, of which the magi* 
ft, racy have a, part, and the reft belongs to 
the crown. Revel has its own arfenal; and 
maintains a number of matrofficsj and a com- 
pany of foldiers. This city, formerly, mad^ 
no inconfiderabk-figure among the lianfe- 
towns ; and is ftill a ftaple-towh, and has a. 
flourilhing trade. Its harbour is convenient' 
and fpacious ; and a part of the Ruffian fleet 
ufually lies in it. The town is furrounded 
with high walls, ftrengihuned with baftions, 
and a deep ditch ; and for its further fecu- 
rity, is fortified with a eaftlcj which fiands 
on a rock, and is embelliflied wdth feveral 
towers. The citizens have very pleafant 
gardens without tlie walls. King Waldc- 
rnar Ji, eredted this city into a bifliop’s fee# 
Revel was totally deftroyed by fire in the 
year 1433 ; and in 1710, furrendered to Pe- 
ter the Great, who not only confirmed it^ 
former privileges^ but reftored feveral others, 
of which rhe crown of Sweden had deprived 
it : 144 miles N. .Riga, and 164 WSW.

*• Phe EngliJ/j Cokny; of Rhode fjland and Pro-^ 
evidence Plantations in Naw England^ This 
charter, without any effential alteration, has 
remained the foundation of their government 
everfince. In the year 1730, the colony was 
filled with inhabitants ; and chiefly by the 
natural increafe of the firft fettlers. The 
number of fouls in the ftate, at this time was 
*7»935» of which no more than 98 5 were 
Indians, and 1648 negroes. In rhe year 
1738, there were above one hundred fail of 
velTels belonging to Newport. The colony 
of Rhode llland, from its local fituatiou, has 
ever been lelscxpofed to the incurfions of the 
neighbouring Indians, and from the French 
from Canada, than their neiglibuurs in Maf- 
ftichufetts and Connedticut. Many of the co- 
lony have, from its firft eftablifhmenr, pro- 
fefild the principles of the Quakers, which 
forbad them tp fight. For thefe reafbns, the 
colony has been very little concerned in the 
old wars with the French and Indians. In 
the expedition agfinit Port Royal, in the year 
tyio, and in the abortive attempt agaiiTib 
Canada, in the year 1711, they had feme 
troops \ and towards the intended expedition 
againft Canada, in the year 1746, they raif- 
ed 300 men, and equipped a flDop of war 
with 100 ieamen; but, in their voyage, to 
- Nova Scotia, they met with misfortunes and 
returned# Soon after the defign was drop- 
ped.:

Great Britain, the inhabitants, of this 
^tate have manifefted a patriotic fpirk ; their 
troops have behaved gallantly, and they are 
honoured in having protlaccd the fecond ,ge- 
floral ill the held/ The conllkotion -of this 
ftate is founded on the charter granted by 
Charles 11, in the fourteenth year of his 
reign 5 and the frame of governmeis^t -was ef- 
fentialiy altered by the revolution. The ie- 
giflature of the ftate confifts cf two branches.-: 
a fenate, or upper* hoiife, compofed of ten 
jcnembers, called in the charter, aiiililaiDts ; 
and a hoafe of reprefentatives, compofcd of 
deputies from the feversl towns. The mem* 
hers of the leglOature are chofen twice a 
•year ; and there are tvro fffhons of this bo- 
dy annually, via. on the hrfl Wfidnofclay in 
May , and tliae lafi; \V.cdnefday >n ‘October. 
The fupreme executive power is vefted -in a 
governor, or, in his abfence, in the ^puty- 
governor, who are chofen annually in May, 
by the falfrnges of the people. The gover- 
nor prehdes in die upper houlb, but has on- 
iy a fingle voice in enabling laws. ^ There is 
om: fupreme judicial court, comi>oicd of hve 
judges., whofc }urifdiCtion -extends over the 
'While liate, and who hold tw<» courts annu- 
.ally in each county. In each .county there js 
an inferior court of common pleas and gene- 
ral feifions of the peace, held -twice a year, 
for the trial of caufes, not . capital, adfing 
within the county, from which an appe^M 
lies to the 1 upremc -court. The juftice of the 
peace, as in other ftates have cognizance of 
imall caufes, and fince the revolution, their 
|i Avas have been enlarged to a dangerous 
^extent. In the rivers and bays are plent^y 
-of Ihccps-hcad, bi?.ck-£Ih, herring, Ihad, 
Ibftcrs, oyfiers-, and clams, and around the 
Hiores of Rhode llland, bifides thofe already 
memioued, are cod, halibut, mackerel, bafs, 
haddock, &c. ^c. to the amouni of 'more 
than ftventy diUcrent kinds. This ftate, 
generally fpeaking, is a country for pafture, 
and not for grain. -It, however, produces 
wheat, rye, barley, oats, arsd,flax, and cu- 
dinary plants and roots in great variety and 
abundance. Its narural^rowth is the fame 
us in tht other New England ftates. The 
wcHcrn and north -weftern parts of the ftate 
:stre bur thinly mhabited, and are barren and 
rocky. The people are gencrajly farmers, 
-and rai fc great numbers of the fineft and 
largeft neat- cattle in America. ,Xhey keep 
JarfcC dairies, and make butter aad .cheefe of 
'the iw;ft quality, and in large quantities for 
cxpcr‘ation. Narraganfctt is famed for an 
•exceUeut breed of pacing horfes ^ th«y are 
ft rone;, and remarkable for their fpeed, and 
.for thetr exceileucy in enduring --the fatigues

Rhode Iflmtd, an ifiand, from which 
A-merican ftate takes its name^ is fnuated m 
the Atlantic Ocean, near the coaft of MaS- 
chufetts, about forty miles foutb-weft from 
Bofton. It is about , thirteen miles from 
north to fouth, and four miles wide, and is 
divided int-o three townfkips, Newport, 
Bortfmouth, and Middleton, h is a noted re^ 
fort for invalids from foutheni climates.. 
The ifland is exceedingly pleafant and hcahh- 
fuK; and is celebrated for its tine women. 
Traveilers, with propriety, call it the Edei; 
of America. It foffered much by the late 
war. Some of its imott ornamental country 
fears were deftroyed, and their fine groves, 
orchards, and fruit-trees,, wantonly cut down. , 
The foil is of a faperitn* quality. Before the 
war, 30,000 Iheep commonly fed upon thiu 
ifland 5 and one year there were 37,000. 
Jnthe year 17S0, there were fcarcely 3000.

R-bodes, an ifland dn the Mediterranean^ 
near the coafr of Natoiia, much celebrated in 
ancient hiftory.,.^ The government was al- 
ways republican. At firft, the fupreme 
authority was lodged with the people. The 
nobles afterwards got, pqfTeffion of it, and 
formed an ariftucracy. Alcibiades, at the 
^head of a numerous fleet, rendered their* 
fubjedt to the Athenians^ but the republic 
e,nrering into an alliance with the inhabitants 
of Byzantium and Chio, (liook off that yokco 
Maufoleus made himfqlf maftcr of Rhodes, 
by ftratagem, and eftabiiftied a tyranny. 
Artemifia, his queen, making ufe, of a like 
artifice, cut off feme of the principal inha- 
bitants. But the Rhodians exiled their 
tyrants. Antigonus, -irritated Knot having 
been able to dcrach them from the ajiiance of 
Pcolemy.king of Egypt, declared war againft 
them. He made iminenfc preparationr,, and 
fent his fon, Demetrius, to fubdue the iflancL 
That prince., excellently fkilkd in the art of 
taking towns, befieged Rhodes by fea and 
land. To reduce it, he invented new 
machines. Tfhe ftrongeft tower of Rhodes, 
and great parr of the wall, were thrown 
down; but the courage of a free people 
triumphed .over the fleet of. DemCtnus, 
Mithrklares, who fo long withftood the for? 
tune of the Romans, and conquered Greece 
and the iflands of the Archipelago, failed in 
his attempts on Rhodes. Cains Cafsius toa|c 
it during this civil vyarsj and defpculed-ii:,of a 


I^art of its treafures. Neverthelefs, tne re- 
public again gloriouily reared its head, and 
the ferviccs rendered the Romans bv the 
Rhodians, procured them both their liberty 
and new towns in Caria. In fine, ever 6b- 
icrvant cf their laws, and careful to maintam 
the commerce to whicli they owed their 
power, j hey remained independent till' the 
reign of Vefpalian, who iirfb rcduceci their 
iiland to a Roman province. Since that time 
Rhode- has 'been only one of the finePc iflcs 
of (he Archipeiago : the power and riches of 
the iniiabitancs have diiappeared. Under 
Confiantine, this iiland remained a part of 
tile eaCtern empire, which was greatly weak- 
ened by its divifion. The puiillanimity and 
v'ces or the princes who fuccccded, ihook it 
to its foundation. The Arabs, led on by the 
enihufiafm which Mahomet had infpired,. 
invading and giving battle in the name of the 
Almighty, conquered the fineft provinces of 
the empire; and, in the twelfth year of the 
reign of Confians, Moawiah, Othman’s lieu- 
tenant, made himfelf of Rhodes. The Greek 
emperors, however, at length expelled the 
Mahometans, and kept pofiefsion till the 
time of Baldwin, who becoming fo\ereign 
of Conftantinople, Tent a prefc<St to Rhodes. 
Some time after, John Ducas conquered it. 
The brave warriors, then known by the 
jnamc of the Knights of St. John, led on by 
their grand-mafier, Foques de Villaret, at- 
tacked and took it, after a bloody battle, in 
which heroifm triumphed over numbers and 
valour. Mahomet the Second, who made 
the Chrifiian world tremble, and feemed to 
have enchained vidfory to his car, tarniihed 
tile luftre of bis laurels, by bdieging this 
place, defended by a handful of heroes. Jn 
the year 1552, Soliman faw a numerous 
army periih under its walls 5 and if this 
redoubtable conqueror of Hungary and Perfia 
did at length fubdue Rhodes, attacked, 3,s it 
Tvas, on all fides, by the forces of the Turks, 
the greater was the fiiame for the Chriftian 
princes, who did not fend a fingle veiiei to 
the aid of its intrepid defenders, Deftroyed, 
rather than vanquilhed, they were almofi: 
buried under the ruins of their forts. Soli- 
man could not enter the town but through 
torrents of the blood of his iuldiers. He 
found it nothing but heaps of ruins, defended 
by a fmall number of knights, covered with 
wounds, who afterw'ards removed to Malta. 
A pacha is tiic governor-general of the ifiaiid. 
He pofTefles ablbiute power ; and prclides at 
once over civil juitice and military diicipline. 
Ail private litigations are decided before die 
tribunal of the judge, called the cadi. His 
declfions are without appeal. The Greeks 
and Jews have a chief, named the Moute- 
ve|i, who is their intendant-general, and has 
the regulation of the tax, called carach, a 
capitatiori-tax, impoi'ed by the grand kigniSx

dri al! his fdbjcdls w-’ho are not Mahometang^ 
but which is jpaid only by the men. The 
foil of Rhodes is dry and fandy ; but the nu- 
merous fprings which water it, render it ex- 
tremely fertile. Corn thrives there admira- 
b]y.y Its yellow and heavy grain alfords a 
hour as white as fnow, which makes excel- 
lejit bread. If half of the country capable 
of growing it, were cultivated, the Rhodians 
woujd have far more than fufficlent for their 
coniumptton, and might export to foreign 
countries. The number of families in the 
whole ifland is efiimated at 4700 Turksj 
2.500 Greeks, and rco Jews, in all 7300, 
or about 36,500 inhabitants; a fmall popula- 
tion for an ifland thirty leagues in circumfe- 
rence. 

Rhodes, a city of Aifia, and capital of the 
ifland of Rhodes, built by Hippudamus, a 
famous archite<fi:, of Miletus, three leagues 
in circumference ; the beauty of its harbours, 
fays Strabo, of its fireets and walls, and the 
magnificence of its monuments, render it fo 
much fuperior to all other cities, as to admiC 
or no comparifon. The celebrated coloffus 
of Rhodes, dedicated to the fun, was the 
work of Chares of Lindus, a pupil of Lyfip- 
pus, and was feventv cubits high ; it was 
thrown down by an earthquake, fifty-fix 
years after it was firft ereaed. It is faid ta 
have coit^3oo talents, a fum which the P.ho- 
dians gained by the fale of the warlike 
engines left by Demetrius when he raifed 
the fiege, . Moawiah, the general of the 
caliph Othman, when he took Rhodes, de- 
Uroyed the fiatute, and fold the broken 
pieces to a Jew of Edelfa, near 900 years 
after its fail : neither did the other arts 
fiourifn lefs in this renowned city. Their 
fchooh, too, attained fo high a degree of 
celebrity, that they were reforted to by fome 
of the grearefi: men of Rome ; among whoncA 
were Marcus Brutus, Cicero, Caro,. Cal si us* 
Cjsfar, sod Pompey ; Alexander, who re- 
garded this city as the firft in the ur.iverfe* 
chofe there to depofic his laft will. The 
modern town, built on the ruins of the an- 
cient city, occupies only a quarter of its ex- 
tent, and poflefles no remarkable antiquiiies; 
Nut even the fmalleit remains of the theatre, 
temples, and portico, are to be difeovered. 
Statues, cololfufes, paintings, all have been 
defiroyed, or carried oif. To wide and 
skilfully diipofed flreets; to thofe regularly” 
ranged' edifices, wheie cadi front prcRncea 
the fame order of architecKirc, have fuccced- 
cd narrow and winding lanes, and houles 
without tafie, regularity, of decoration. The 
knignts or Rnodes have left various rrv.ces of 
their refidence in the ifland- Their armorial 
enflgns, and fome bufl& of the grand maflers„ 
fculptured in relief, on rn^mbic, decorated tha 
fronts of fevcral buildings. The waii:. aiid

The prefent 
palace, which is finely fituated, is a very 
plain edifice, bulk by the duke of Ormond, 
who received a grant of a confiderable fpace 
of land abo’ut Richmond, from king Wil- 
liam III, as a reward, for his military fer- 
vices ; but it devolved to the crown on that 
duke's attainder, in the beginning of the 
reign of king George 1 , and this lioufe was, 
by nis prefent majefiy, confirmed to the late 
queen -Caroline, in cafe file became quecn- 
dowager of England ; eight miles and a half 
WSW. London.

The principal exports arc 
corn, hemp, flax, iron, timber, malls, lea- 
ther, tallow, &c. its principal imports are 
fait, cloth, filks, wine, grocery. wares, and 
faked herrmgs. ^ The malls grow m'ofriy on 
the diftrnfls which border on the Dnieper, 
and are fent up that river to a landing-place, 
and tranfported about thirty verfts to the 
Duna. They are then formed into Eiats, of 
from fifty to 200 pieces, aad defeend the 
the ftream to Riga. They are ufuailv fromt 
ieventy to eigh-y feet in length. T he hemp 
is brought from the Ukraine and Ptdand-, 
and employs two years in its paiTage to Riga.. 
The barks in which it is conveyed are from 
250 to 3Q0 tons’ burthen, arc covered with 
matting, Hoping like a pent-lioufe roof, and 
have a falfe bottom. They alcpnd the Dnie« 
per and the Duna, but can only pals the 
laft mentioned river in the fpring, or about 
three weeks after the fnow begi ns to me it, 
on account of the numerous ihoals; fo that 
if they mils that time, they arc delayed, till 
autumn. The inhuDicants of Riga carry 01s 
alio a confiderable commerce in ialt. They 
import it from Spain, and fend it up the 
Duna, to fupply the diliriiis bordering bix 
that river, ^ and by land to Courland, and the 
neighbouring provinces of Poland. Riga 
contains within the foruucations 9000 inha- 
bitants, and in the fuburbs 15,000, exclu- 
five of a garrifon of 1000 foldiers. Riga was 
built in the year 1200, and Toon after in- 
doled with a wall. It has fuifered very much 
both by fires and fiegcs : of the latter, the 
moll remarkable are thofe it fiillained from ■ 
the Ruifians in 1656 ; the Saxons and Poles 
in 1700 i and a fecund time from the Ruffi- 
ans in 1710, when it was obliged to fubmit 
to Peter tiie Great: 300 miles NNE.

The 
rivers in this capuiinthip arc but Few, and 
not remarkable for their largenefs, except 
that from which it has its name ; though 
this is rather a gulf or bay than a river, as 
the water in it is lalt. Two large rivers, in- 
deed, difeharge themf.h.es into it, but their 
waters are not at all flfffivient for the capa- 
cious bay which is called Rio de Janeiro. 
The banks of the two riverr, above mention- 
ed have many villages of the natives. At 
the mouth of the Pvio de jamiro arc feveral 
Imall iflands, which render the entrance both 
difficult and dangerous, and it is furrounded 
with hills of a moderate height. 

Rio de JaneirOy a city of South America^ 
capital of a jurirdidtion, and the prefeni capi- 
tal of Brafll, fltuated on a river of the fame 
name. Rio de Janeiro, or the River of Janu- 
arius, was probably fo called from its having 
been difeovered on the feaft-day of that faint 3 
and the town, which is the capital of the 
Porcuguefe dominions in America, derives its 
name from the river, which, indeed, is rather 
an arm of the fea, for it did nor appear to re- . 
ceive any conflderable ftream of frelh water : 
it Hands on a plain, clofe to the fhore, on the 
weft fide of the bay, at the foot of feveral 
high mountains, which rife behind it. It is 
neither ill defigned nor ill built ; the houfes, 
in general, are of Hone, .and two flories 
high ; every houfe having, after the manner 
of the portuguefe, a little balconv before its 
windows, and a lattice of wood before the bal- 
cony. Its circuit capt. Cook eilimatcd at about 
three miles ; for it appears to be equal in 
flze to the largefl county towns in England,; 
Eriflol and Liverpool not excepted ; the 
ftreers are flraight, and of a convenient 
breadth, interft^ting each other at right 
angles; the greater part, however, lie in a 
line with the citadel, called St. Sekafiian^, 
which Hands on the top of a hill that com- 
mands the town, it is fuppiied with water 
from the neighbouring hills, by an aquedu< 5 t, 
which is raifed upon two Horics of arches., 
and is faid in fome places to be at a great 
height from the ground, from which the 
water is conveyed by pipes into a fountain in 
the great fquare that exactly fronts the vice- 
roy^s palace. The water at this fountain^ 
however, is fo bad, drat capt. Cook’s com- 
pany, who had been two. months at fea, con- 
flned to that'^ in caskV which was almoft,' 
always foiil, 'cauId not drink it with pleafure. 
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Water of a better quality is laid ibto Tome but little dukivstion ; the greater p-art of 
other parts of the town. The churches arc the land is wholly uncultiva' ed, and very

Ktmethyfts. The harbour of Hio de Janeiro 
is iituated weft-by-north eighteen leagues 
from Cape Frio, and may be known by 
a remarkable hill, in the form of a fugar 
loaf, at the weft point of the bay ; but as all 
the coaft is very high, and riles in many 
peaks, the entrance of this harbour may be 
more certainly diftinguilhed by the iftands 
that lie before ; one of which, called Rodonda^ 
is high and round, like a hay-ftack, and lies 
at the diftance of two leagues and a half from 
the entrance of the bay* in the' diredlion of 
fouth by weft j but the firft iflands which 
arc met with, coming from the eaft or Cape 
Frio, arc two that have rocky appearances, 
lying near to each other, and at the diftance 
of about four miles from the ftiore : there 
are alfo ac the diftance of three leagues to 
the weiuvard of thele, two other iftands, 
which lie near to each other, a little without 
the bay, on the eaft fide, and very near the 
ftiore. Tills harbour is certainly a good 
one ; the entrance, indeed, is not wide, but 
the i'ea-breeze, which blows every day from 
ten or twelve o’clock till iunfet, makes it 
eafy for any fhip to go in before the wind ; 
and it grows wider as the town is approach-* 
cd, fo that abreaft of it there is room for the 
largeft fleet, in five or fix fathom water, 
with an oozy bottom. Ar. the narrow party 
the entrance is defended by two forts. The 
river, and, indeed, the whole coaft, abounds 
with a great variety of ftfti. Though the 
climate is hot, the fttuation of this place 
is certainly whoiefome. Upon the whole, 
fays capt. Cook, Rio de Janeiro, is a very 
good place for ftiips to put in, at that want 
refrelhmeut : the harbour is fafe and com- 
modious ; and provifions, except whearen 
bread and ftour, may be eaftly procured : as 
a fuccedaneum for bread, there are yams 
and caftada in plenty ; beef, both frefii and 
jerked, njay be bought at about two-pence 
farthing a, pound; though it is very lean. 
Mutton is fcarccly to be procured, and hogs 
and poultry are dear ; of garden-ftufF and 
fruit there is abundance, of which, however, 
none can be preferved at Tea but the pump- 
kin. Rum, fugar, and mololTes, all excellent 
in their kind, "may be had at a reafonable 
price; tobacco alfo is cheap, but it is not 
good. 'Here is a yard for building ftiipping, 
and a fmall hulk to heave down by ; for, as 
the tide never rifes above fix or feven feet, 
there is no other way of coming at a Ihip’s 
bottom.

Ihe country is for the moft part level, 
though intedperfed with fome large and 
remarkable mounrainsj the rnofl confidcra- 
ble of which is Mount Hmmu:;, dividing 
the country to the north from Bulgaria, 
The next in ii^e is Rkodope, celebrated by 
the ancient poets for the cataftrophe of 
OrplicUR. Mount Pangaeus feparates thi^ 
country from Macedonia. Hamius and 
Rhodope are two' long ridges of mountains, 
extending from the frontiers of Macedonia- 
to the Black . Sea. The territories among 
■the ^ mountains are cold and barren 3 but 
thole near the f&a pleafant and fertile, pro- 
ducing 
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uudng all kinds of grain, with other necef- 
jarics, particularly rice, which grows here 
in great plenty, and is remarkably good. 
This country was anciently divided into 
feveral independent kingdoms. The Thra- 
cian Cherfunefus was alfo governed by its 
own kings. The prcfcnt inhabitants are 
Greeks, defeendants of the Thracians, 
with a mixture of Turks. The dourifhing 
itatc of tiie iciences and beaux arts among 
the Greeks was chiefly ovving to the Thra- 
cians ; but at prefenc there is fcarce a per- 
fon of any eminence in literature in all 
Somania. The country is governed by 
diree fangiaks , and, confequentiy, is di- 
vided int-o as many fangiacates. Conftanti-

The 
names of the bills were Paktinus, Capitoli- 
ruts, Aventinus, Janiculus, Ca-lius, Efqui- 
linus, and Qnirinalis. At this rime it is the 
refidence of tnc pope, and tlie capital of his 
dominions, fituatccl in the province called 
Ca 7 ? 2 pag 7 m, Jt contains eiglity-one parijfli'es, 
200,000 inhabitants, including ftrangci:s, 
2827 priefts, 3S47 monks, 191c nuns, 1665 
fiudeiits, and 1470 paupers. The itree,ts 
are large and handTome, but not kept in 
good repair. It is divided into fourteen 
quarters or wards, railed riones, in .which 
are found a great number of beautiful fquart^ 
fuperb palaces, and maguificent churches^-

the gates are for the moft pjirt triumphal 
arches. It is ten miles in circumference., 
but this extent comprehends gardens and un- 
inhabited places, and defended by the cafile 
of St. Angelo, i. In the Rione di Monte 
is the celebrated church" of St. Giovanni in 
Laterano, dedicated to St. John, in the 
7th century, and railed on the ruins of a 
palace built by Conftantine, in the year 
324. Near this church is the baptiftcry of 
Conftantine, celebrated for its ornaments, 
its. antiquity, painting, columns, and ftatues. 
Before the church is an obclifk, conftrufled 
at Thebes, in Upper Egypt, and brought 
down the Nile to Alexandria, from whence, 
by the order of Conftantius, it was convey- 
ed to Rome ; it is of red granite, and 
loaded with hieroglyphics*, the height is 
204 palms, and the weight upwards of 
1,300,000 pounds. In this ward alfo are found 
the Scala Santa, a fquare fandl'uary, where 
are twenry-eiglit marble fteps, which tlioy 
lay were brought from the palace of Pilate, 
at Jerufalem 5 the palace of the Lateran, 
one of the moft fuperb buildings in Rome, 
is at prefent appropriated to the employ- 
ment of 230 poor girls in different kinds of 
w'ork ; the church of St, Stephen, called 
the Round, from its form, which was an, 
ancient temple of Faunus, fupported by 
fixty pillars of granite, or marble of Paros ; 
tile church of the Holy Crofs of Jerufalem"', 
built by Conftantine, celebrated for its re- 
lics, its magnificent columns of granite, and 
beautiful paintings; the ruins of a temple^ 
dedicated to Venus and Cupid ; the mo- 
naftery of St. Eufebius, built on the ruins 
of the baths and palace of Gordianus ; the 
church of St. Laurence *, the church, of St. 
Mary Major, built in the year 352, in 
which are found the magnificent chapels of 
Sixtus V, and the Borghefe family, nume- 
rous maulhlea, marble columns, ftatues, and 
relics ; Trajan’s Pillar, one of the moll 
beautiful monuments of ancient Rome, 
and, perhaps, in the world, its height is 
217 palms, including the pedeftal, the 
lower diameter is fixteen palms, and the 
upper fourteen and a half, adorned' with 
has reliefs, in which are 2500 human 
figures ; the'Temains of the baths of Titus, 
of temples dedicated to Concord, to Peace, 
to Jupiter Tonans, to Jupiter Stator, with 
many ocher churches, palaces, and monu- 
ments of antiquity. 2. In the Rione di 
Trevi is , found the church of the Twelve 
Apoftles, firft; built in the reign of Con- 
ftantine, and rebuilt by Clement XI, cele- 
brated for its pictures and arebitedture ; 
this ward iikewife contains a church, dedi- 
cated, to our Lady of Loretto, adorned with 
Corinthian pillars, and the moil beautiful 
ftatues j the church of St. Mary in Trivio, 
built or repaired by Bclifarius 3 the churches 
Iz ■ ,■ .7,4,4 "of 
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Cif St- ViBcent, of Anaftafius, St. Silf'cfter, 
St,Siitaona» and many fuper.b palaces. 3,The 
Kioncdc Culonna contains the churches ot St, 
Andre, St. Silverter in Capiit% St. Mary in 
Aquir\\ St. Mary Magdalexij St. Laurence 
in, Lucina, &c,*/the Piazza di Colonna is 
large, of which the buildings arc hand-

one palms, and the height 177, on the fum- 
mit is the ifatue of St. Paul, nineteen palms 
Sn height i the bas relief reprefenrs the 
wars oV Marcius Aurelius: in this ward is 
the i;rcar hall of juftice 5 the houfe of the 
miirio;-if.rk‘s, whither ail ecclefiaifics of 
Home retire for ten days before they re- 
ceive holy orders ; with feverai palaces and 
monamtnts of antiquity. 4. The Rione 
di Campo di Marzo contains the ancient 
Campus Martius ; in this are found feve- 
rai beautiful churches and magnificent pa- 
laces ; among other buildings is the Clemen- 
tine College, founded for the natives of 
Illyricum, by pope Clement VIII, and now 
appropriated to the Dalmatians ; the obc- 
Jifics of Auguihis and Sefoftris, which after 
being long ncgltilcd, were eredlcd by pope 
Benedidf XiV. 5. The Rione de Ponte 
takes its name from the bridge of Sr. 
Angelo 5 in it arc found a college for 100 
ihidents, Hungarians and Germans; the 
church of St. Apollinarius, conftrudfed on 
the ruins of a temple dedicated to Apollo ; 
the churcli of St. Simon and Jude j of our 
Lady of ikace, built to fulfil a vow of 
Sixtus IV, for the peace of Italy, and re^ 
paired by Alexander II, with ibme others, 
ievcral palaces, o. The Rione di 
Parione occupies a part of the Flaminian 
Circus; it contains the beautiful church of 
St. Nicolas ; near which is the Piazza di 
>lavoniie, in the centre of which is a foun- 
tain, c.xecutt'd bv Bernini, reprelcnting the 
Danube, the Ganges, the Nile, and the 
Plata, fitting on a rock, which iupports an 
obelisk, and pours out tlie waters bv large 
ilreams ; it indofes a cavern, from which a 
lion and a horfe feem advancing to drink : 
the defign is bold, and the fculpturc ex-;

Here are found many beautiful 
llatues and pitStures, by the moft celebrated 
rnafters; the Tarpeian rock is now called 
iMonte Caprino j the remains of the temple 
of j upiter Tonans ; and the church’ of Sr. 
peter in CV.rccre; part of a prifon conilru£icd 
by Angus Martius ; the ruins of a temple of 
Concord ; the church of our Lady of Confo- 
ktion ; the church of St. Sebafrian, built in 
the ancient Hippodrome. In this ward is 
found likeu^ife the Collifeum. a fuperb build- 
ing, conhruttfxl at the command of Vefpa- 
iian, by the Jews brought from Jerufalem, 
and defeined for the combats of gladiators 
and public fpedtaclcs; it was 2338 palms 
in circumference •, the ourfide was com* 
pofed of four orders of architecture, and all 
round was a double portico, ornamented with 
Ilacues, part of which yet remain j theinhde 
is pulled down, and in the centre is a church, 
with thirteen oratories rotund the arena ; 
near it is the arch of Conftantine, erected by 
the fen ate and people of Rome ; St. Mary 
de la Navicella, an ancient church, rebuilt 
after the ddigns of Raphael, &c. it.

di Tjfanftevere is on the other fide of the 
Tiber, and includes the Mountain Janicu** 
lus 5 in the church of St. Peter in Monrorio 
is the celebrated pidture of the transfigura- 
tion, by Raphael, by fome thought to be the 
moil perfedt painting that exills 5 the hoR 
piral of St. Michael, which ferves as a houfe 
of induftry, a prifon, and a houfe of correc- 
tion ; in this part were CaafaPs Gardens ; 
the baths of Severus ; the Naumachium of 
Augiiftus ; the temple of Fortune; and here 
now are feveral feats or villas, as the Villa

in the world. It was projedied by Nicholas 
V : Julius II laid the tiril ftone, in the year 
1506; but the whole building was not 
linilhed till the next century ; it is faid to 
cover twenty acres, and to have coft upwards 
of one million fterling. .The original arrift 
was Braraante, but the greater part was 
from the plan of Michael Angelo, who.

Ibreads along the weftern bank of the Nile, 
and is nearly a league in length, and oue- 
fourth as wide. No remarkable fquare is 
feeii here ; no itreet perfectly ftraight ; but 
the houfes built with terraces, ftanding afuii- 
der, and kept in good repair, have a pleaf- 
ing air of neatneis and elegance. The only 
sftiiiarkable public edifices are the mofques. 
North of the city are gardens, where citron, 
orange, date, and fyeamore -trees are pro- 
mifcuoufiy planted ; the mingling of the 
trees, and the arbours they form, impene- 
trable to the fun’s rays, together with the 
dowers fcattered among them, render thefe 
groves moft: enchanting. The principal wealth 
of Rofetta Bows from commerce.

The magiftracy conflfts of three burghcr- 
mahers, one fyndic, twelve aldermen, one 
fecretary, and a prudionotary. It is endowed 
with the right of coining copper, hlver, and 
gold, and in confcquence thereof has a mint. 
Both the civil and criminal iurifdidtion are 
vefted in the magiftracy, tnough with right 
of appeal to the two fupreme courts of. juf- 
tice, except in thofe cafes where no appeal is 
allowed. The town enjoys other coniider- 
abie privileges, yet is hereditarily fubjedt to 
the dukes, to whom, as an acknowledgment . 
of its fubjedtion, it annually pays the fum of 
fifty-live rixdoilars, as an urbor, cr original 
tribute., as likewife the i\m of 600 fiorins, 
in conlideration of the grant of an excife.,-

RuJJhi. This val> cmipire extends from 
the 41 ft to the ^octh degrees of longitude 
eaft from Ferro, and from the 43d to the 
7Sth degrees of north latitude. On the 
north it is hounded by the Frozen Sea, on the 
eaft by the North Pacific Ocean, on thefonth 
bv the Pacific Ocean, Chinefe and cither parts 
of Tartary. the dundnions of Perfa, the 
Cafp'an Sea, Afaric and European Turkey, 
and on the weft by Posand, Lithuania, Baltic, 
Finland, and Lapland. It is divided into 
forty-two governments, the names of which 
sre,Petcrfl->urg, Archangel, Oiorietz, Vihorg, 
Revel, Riga, Pftov, Tver, Novgorod. Vo- 
iogdn, JariJlavl, Koftrom, Viatka, Perm, 
Tobulf:, Tvlofcow, Srnolcnik, Pcloiil:, Mo- 
gilev, Tchernigov, Novgorod Sicverf/coi, 
Charkov, Kur&, Orel, Kaluga, Tula, 
kiazan, Vladimir, Niznei Novgorod, Kazan, 
Simhirf':. Pen,- a, Tambov, Voronez, Sara- 
tov, Uplia, Kolivan, Irkutft, Kiev, Eka- 
terinoilav, Caucafus, and the country of the 
Cofacs. A.S this empire conf .fts of fo great 
a number of provinces, many of which are 
very extenfve, the foil and temperature of 
the air mull vary confderably in different 
parts of it ; and, confeqaently, one province 
may fupply what is w^anting in another. In 
thofe parts wliichiie beyond the'. 60th degree 
of Iaiitu:le, there are but few places where 
corn will grov/ to maturity ; and in the 
northern part of the empire no garden fiuits 
are produced, except .in the country abmt 
Archangel, where horned cattle are^aifo 
bred, and a great manv hulhes and ihrubs 
grow fpoiitaaeouily, wiuch yield feveral 


forts of berries. There is affo plci^tv of 
wild^ beafts and towis, and icvcral forts of 
fith in the neighbourhood of that city. In 
thofe provinces which lie in the middle of 
the empire, the air is mild and tcmpcratCj, 
and the foil produces ail kinds of trees and 
garden fruits, corn, hf^ney, &c. They are 
aifo well {locked with horned cattle, the 
woods abound in game, and tb.e rivers are 
navig.ablc, and full or the beft forts of ftih. 
In the fouthern provinces the climate is hot: 
and though many barren waftes are to be 
met with in fame parts of them, yet in 
other places they are covered with verdure 
and dowers. Tobacco, wine, and fiik, might: 
be produced in them, and they are well 
watered with rivers, which afford plenty of 
fiih : nor are they cefticute of game, in pro- 
portion to the extent and number of the 
woods. Medicinal and iaiine {brings are 
not uncommon in Rulfia. Fitre fifver, "which 
alf> yields feme gold, is dug out of the- 
vp,'iii4t in ihiscountry, and iikewifeexcccdingijr 
fine copper, iron, and many other minerals; 
as the famous marien-ghfs, called by fome 
Mufcovy-glafs, or ifing-glafs, &c. with ftwe- 
rai precious ftones. In the middle and northern 
parts of the empire, the cold is very fevere, 
arid thc^ days extremely fhort in winter; 
but the lummers are warm and delightful ; 
and even in the ihorteft nights the twilight 
is very luminous. At the winter foilhee, 
when the d:iy is at the fliorteft, the fun nfea 
and lets on the horizon of fonie of the prin- 
cipal cities in the Ruftian empire according 
to the following table :

At the fornmer fulftice, when the day is at 
its greateft length, this order is reverfed. A 
perlpn may travel cheap, and with great ex- 
pedition in Rulha, both in fummer and win- 
ter, eipec«aliy in the fledges during the latter 
lealoa. The draught-horfes are extremely 
fvvife, and the roads very good, particularly 
iff thc winter time, bcnvveeeu the principal 
cities of this country, it is nothing extraor- 
dinary CO go with poft-horfes from Peterfburg 
to Mofeow, which is about 440 miles, m 
feventy-two hours ; and a commodious 
fledge, drawn by a pair of poft-horfes, for 
rh‘‘S diftance, miy be hired for L)urt'. en or 
fifteen rubais. Not one-rhird of the Ruffian 
empire is fufhciemly peopled, or properly 
cultivated.^ The number of inhabitants who 
pay the poil-tax and furnish recru:ts, is com- 
puted at ne^r 13,000,000, and of the whole" 
to near ' 000, 000.

la\3ges. B'jr that wife and great prince by 
mere iible ap dication, arid a proper teinpe- 
rip.hc of llvcritv and mildnefs, brought about 
f.ch a h'.ppv change in their manners^ as 
in a gi t at n eafurc fets them on a level with 
t!:e o'.hcr civlii^ed nations of Burope. The 
infatiabic cagernefs of the common people 
affer fpi.ituous and other ftrong liquors, 
efptciallv in t*he carnival time, i's by Dr. 
Bobbing impiucd in a great meafure to the 
rigo-ousTiris they obferve, and the {lender 
diTt they live upon ths-ougbout the year. 
Thtir food chiefly conflib of turnips, cab- 
bage, peas, large cucumbers, onions, and 
cou-fe ilk rafted "ii ill. Their drink is quas, 
which is a kind of fmali beer; and even 
among the gentry brandy always makes a 
part of every repaft. Among the lower 
fort, it is generally the men who give them- 
ielves up to thefe cxct-flls ; though, indeed, 
it is no uncommon fight at Peteribnrg to fee 
t drunken woman flaggering along the 
ilrsets. The Ruifian women are extremely 
fond of paint, and look upon a ruddy com- 
plexion as the very eflence of beauty; fo 
that in the Ruffian language red and beauti- 
ful arc fynonymous terms, Perfons of dif- 
tindtion d refs* after the German and French 
manner, and are very fond of ftate and 
Iplendcur. The drcTs of the common peo- 
ple in Ruilia is mean, but they are neat and 
cleanly iu their apparel. Perfons of both 
fexes wear a crofs on their breafls, which is 
put on when they are baptized, and never 
laid afule as long as they live. The pea- 
fants’ croires are of lead, but thofe worn by 
the better fort arc of gold or filver. The 
peafanis let their beards grow to their full 
length. The Ruffians feldcm fail of bath- 
ing twice a week ; for which purpofc almoft 
every houfe-keeptr is provided with a bath ; 
and he that has none of his own goes to the 
public baths. They often fally out naked 
from the warm bath, run about in the cold, 
aiul roll themfelves in the fnow ; and then 
they plunge again into the bath : this vicifii- 
tude of heat and cold they look upon as bene- 
ficial to the cunflitution, by rendering them 
haidy and robuft. Uhere is commonly a 
brick flove or ia*ge oven in every room in 
the houfe of a peafanr, which takes up 
the fourth ptrt of the area, and is flat at the 
top and boarded; on which, and a kind of 
ihelves round the room, the whole family 
fleep. Their furniture cdnfifls of three 
benches, an oblong tabic, and a pi£l:ure of a 
faint or two. The peafaius are but vaflals 
to the great, and groan under many oppref- 
fions ; bus they arc fo far from being dull 
and flupid, that they are remarkably acute 
and witty, and do not want for natural parts. 
'The Ruffian nobility formerly confifted fble« 
ly of knefes, or pfinces, and^entfepen. Bojar 


a poft or ofiice, as a privy counfeHor, 
Peter the Great added the titles of the coimts 
and barons to the former ; and, in 1714, or» 
deredthat theeftates of the nobility Ihould nor 
be divided ; and alfo invefled the proprietors 
with full power to leave their eltates to that 
child or heir whom they fhould think moil 
worthy of the inheritance: however, this 
law was repealed in the year 1731. The 
nobility, with regard to unlimited' 1 ubje6i-ioa 
to their fovereigii, are on a level with the 
refl of the people; neither does their rank 
entitle them to high polls in the ftate 5 but: 
they are promoted only according to their 
merit. - The Iluifian language' derives its-' 
origin , from ^ the Sclavonian ; but difFeri^ 
greatly from it at prefent, and with re- 
gard to; religious fubjedlsj is enriched witll, 
a great number of Greek words. The 
alphabet confifts of forty-two letters; and 
moR of them are Greek characters, as they 
were written in the 9th century. But as 
the latter did not exprefs every particular 
found in the Sclavonian language, recourfe 
was had to feveral Hebrew letters, and jbme 
arbitrary figns. There are various dialects 
ufed in the different parts of the Ruffian em- 
pire, namely the, Mofeovite, the Novogro- 
ciian, the Ukrainian, and that of Archangel. 
The Siberian dialed! is much the fame with 
the laft. The Ruffians profeis the religion 
of the Greek church, which was firft em^ 
braced by the great duchefs Olga, in the 
year of Chrift 955, and afterwards by her 
grandfon, the great duke Wladimir, in 98 8^ 
whofe example was followed by his fubjeefs. 
The inhabitants of the provinces conquered 
from Sweden profefs LfUtheranilm, .and the 
Proteftants, of whom there are great num- 
bers among the Ruffians, as alfo t 1 ie Papifts, 
enjoy a full liberty of confcience, and the 
public exercife of their religion ; ib rhat 
they have churches and pricit's or rninliters 
at Percriburg, Cronitadr, Mofeow, Arch- 
angel, and Aftrachan : but the Pnpifts have 
no longer the privilege of hanging up !:>elis 
in their churches. ‘The Arminians' have 
their public places of v/orfliip only at Aftra- 
chap. A coiifiderable number of the Ruiilan 
fubjCtfls profefs the Mahometan religion, 
and greater numbers are Rill Pagans. In 
order to promote their converfion, the Pm-od 
has inftituted a peculiar fociety for prop::Qat- 
ing ChriRian knowledge, called CoiU^'i:>:n 
de propaganda Fide ; and we are informed 
by the public papers, that many thonfands of 
them have been converted to Chriftianity. 
There are great numbers of convents for the 
religious of both fexes in the Ruffian empire i 
but Peter I very prudently ordered, that no 
man ihouid be permitted to enter on a mo- 
naRic life before he is thirty years of age, 
and that no woman fliould take the veil un- 
der fifty, and then not without the exprefs 
approton aud ikeuce of tht hoiy’fynod.

Bcfoi'e the reh_^n of Peter T, the feveral 
brandies of learning were but little known 
in Rulfia; but that iilullrious monarch fpared 
neither expence nor trouble to difpel the 
clouds of ignorance in which his lubje-fls 
were involved, and to infpire them with a 
tafte for arts and 'fciences.-' That nreat 
prince ’ founded' an academy, of .fciences, 
an univeriit^yj .and a gymnafinm or .feminary 
at Petei'&urg, befjdes other fchoois in the 
dhfcrcin parts of his empire ; invited feve- 
ja! perfons of diftingiiifacd learning from 
Germany, France, and Holland, to iettlemt 
Pctcrilsurg, c^liccftcd a great number of 
books ; and encouraged his fabjects to 
travel into thofe usun tries v/here arts 
and fciences were known to iioari 0 i. Thefe 
wife and laudable irieafures are ftill conti- 
riutd; and have cultivated many geniufes 
among the Ru Ilians, who have made a con- 
iiderabie figure in the republic of letters. 
The members of the academy of fciences at 
St. Peteriburg, not only publiOi colledtions 
of their own memoirs ; but compofe a vari- 
ety ot books for the inftrudtion of youth in the 
fciences, befides tranfiations of the moft ufe- 
fui books publi&ed in foreign countries. All 
mechanic arts and trades are continually 
improving in Ruffia; and thofe improve- 
ments are not entirely owing to foreigners 
who refide there, but even the natives are 
fpiirred on by emulation to equal, and fome- 
times exceed, their mailers. Formerly, the 
Ruffians were wholly employed in agrienU 
ture, feeding of cattle, hunting, and lilhing. 
What they moftly excelled in was making 
yuchte, or Ruffia leather, which had been 
a fecret of a long itandinii: among them ; but 
they were entirely unacquainted with the 
more ingenious mechanic' trades. ' Great 
numbers of excellent artificers having. been 
invited to Peterfourg by Peter the Great, the 
Ruffians Ihowed that, with proper inUrnc- 
tions, they did not vvant a capacity for all 
kind of handicraft trades, for they have now 
f ourilhing manufadlures of velvet," fiik, wool- 
len-ltuffs, and linen j aiib copper, brafs, iron, 
ileek and tin, are wrought; and great guns, 
arms, wire, cordage, and fail -cloth, paper, 
parchment, giafs, giui-powder, &c. are made 
in Ruifia. Ruliia affords a variety of com- 
modities, which are of great ufe to foreign- 
ers, and as the exports of this country greatly 
exceed its imports, there is a confderable 
annual balance of trade in its fav'our* The 
Ruffian liomc-commodides are fables, and 
black furs, the Ikins of blue and white foxes, 
ermines, hyenas, lynxes, fquhrcls, bears, 
panthers, wolves, martens, wild-cats, white 
hares, &c. .Likewife Ruffia-leather, copper, 
iron, a tranfparent follil, called mariengias, 
pr Mnfcovy-glnfs, tallow, wax, honey, pot- 
affi, tar,, iinfecd-oil, rof n, pitch, train-oil, 
caviar, falt-fiftj, caftor, ifnig-glafs, hemp,- 
|axj tinreadj Rpffi^-rmenj fail-cioth, 


mancp, ' matting, Siberian muilc, foap, fea» 
thers, hogs’ bnftles, timber, To thefft 
commodiiiesmav be added rhe Chin?fe goods, 
as rhubarb and other drugs, fuks, with 
which the Rulfans partly furnim the other 
coiintnes of Fu-'^pe. The red and bi:ick 
juehte,. or Ruffia- leafier, for colour, fmtll, 
and fofcnefs, cannot be equal Ird in any other 
part of the w-orld. The quantity of bar and 
other unwrought iron, annually exported 
from Ruffia, amounts, one year with another, 

to 300.000 puds, each thirty pounds Eng- 

lilli. The goods impon-ed into Ruffia are 
,;flks, chints . and cotton cloth, and other 
woollen ihiffs, fine linen, toys, French bran- 
dy, wines, herrings end other iRli, fpices, 
hard-ware/ &c. The Ruffians, Rt firll, 
were ft rangers to any courlb of exchange, 
which was not introduced among them rill 
the year 1670; and nion.cy ^^as fo very 
fcarce in this country, that foreigners were 
obliged lO barter their goods for thofe of 
Ruffia, and even to give tlie P^uffians money 
in exchange for their commodities. Moft of 
the foreign merchants ufed to refide at Mof- 
cow, and took a jaiirney in fummer-time to 
Archangel, where they had the'r warehoufes 
and factors. This praflice continued till the 
year 172,1, when, by order of Peter the Great, 
the feat of commerce was transferred from 
Archangel to Peterfburg; and the foreign 
traders accordingly were obliged to remove 
their fahfories to the latter. The Engiifh 
enjoyed here conftderable privileges in trade, 
fo early as the reign of the czar Iwan Baft- 
lowkz, which were renewed by Peter the 
Great, who gave them great encoutagements, 
however, that monarch permitted them to 
fend their goods only to Mofeow. In 1 7 52^, 
a treaty of commerce was concluded betwixt 
Ruffia and England, by which it was ftipu- 
lated that the Kngii in ihould be allowed the 
privilege of fending goods through Ruffia 
into Perfia; but capt. Elton, an Engiilhman, 
having, entered into the iervice of Shah Na- 
dir, in 17.46, and built Chips on the Cafpian 
Sea for that monarch, the Ruffians put a flop 
to this trade to Perftn. The Englifti ftiil 
have a con fiderable trade with Ruffia, which 
exceeds that of any other nation. F^uffia is 
by foine called but this way of 

fpeaking is very improper. Frm to give* this 
empire the name of Mofeovy, from M'oicow, 
its capital, is as abfurd as if we ftiould term 
it the Peterftmrgian empire. The etymology 
of the word Ruffia is uncertain. This, how- 
ever, is certain, that before the ninth cen- 
tury the name of Rulfia was entirely un- 
known ; not the leaft mention of it- being 
made in the preceding ages. The Ruffians 
are colonifts in the country which they now 
inhabit. , The aborigines, or ancient inhabi- 
tants, not only in Ruffia, bur all over Sibe- 
ria, even as far as the borders of China, arc, 
paM 1 fop the in|enious pro-

feffw Hitller, upon enquiring hy whom the 
ancient bnllclings and fepuichral monuments 
werr; ere.?icd, and whether they were the 
of the RiJHsns ? %vas every where 
aofvvered the inhabkants, thatihefs mo- 
mimcniB, ore* were fet np by the Tihudi, 
wno in Rncieor times hi-.d lived in that coun- 
try, But the T&udi, who, as the Ruifiau' 
hi’ftory informs u?, inhabited the north jnun 
of Rum, anreredent to the prefent poffeiTGrSj 
are properiv the Finn?, Carelians, and Fili- 
ng in Kuhlmders. The nation from which 
the Ruiiuiii derive their origin, were the 
Siavia-.iS, or Selavordans, who'hrft fettied 
alonu th; hanks of the Volga, and afterwards 
•ncu'thc Danrbc, in the coimtriesmow call- 
ed Bidj, i. in and ilunt>ary. ’ But, according to 
%\>^ account of the Rullian hiftorians, being 
driven from 'thence by the Wolochers, or 
Wolotmcrs, that is the 'Romans, they liril re- 
moved to the river Borylihenes, or Dnieper, 
owr-rnn all Poland, and, as it is faid, built the 
ci'V of Kiev. Afterwards they extended their 
^'•Lnics farther north, to the rivers which 
run into the jlmen lake j confined the Fmns 
wit'oin narrower limits j and laid the foun- 
c:.;i;ni of the city of Novgorod. The, towns 
i/f S nolenlk and Tchernikov appear alfo to 
lo have Ikcti built by the Sdavonians. In- 
deed, the dates of ihefc events cannot be pro- 
perly aR-ertained. in the ninth century, the 
Scandinavians, who were the Danes, Kor- 
mnns or Norwegians, and Swedes, emi- 
grated from the north, and croffing the Bal- 
tic, came to feck for habitations i,n Ruffia. 
Tncy firtl fubdiicd the Courlanders, Rivo- 
niair,, and Eiihonians; and extending their 
ff'.nauritn fii 1 farther, they exadled tribute 
fr^rn the Novogrodians, and fettlul kings 
«vcr them ; and traded as far as Kiev, and 
even ti) Greece. They vvere called IFarc-- 
wh'ch name, according to M. Muller, 
fignnits “leaf ifing people, ” and probably was 
lir:t uied by the Scandinavians, but after- 
ward by rhe Ridfinns ; and with people un- 
afq’-»H»r.tfd with the northern language, this 
word enmepn time, to pais for a proper name. 
Not to . mention other etymologies, it may 
P'illibly i;e derived from the old northern 
word V/nr, that is war, and may be rendered 
^^warlikcd' To thefe WarregersVhe name of 
Ruffes or Rudians owes its origin. The 
t!;rce Warcgcrian broihers, Rurik, Sineus, 
smd^TruWor, were eledcd as chiefs by the 
Ruffians. After the deceafe of the two kft, 
Rurik became the foie fovereign. In ths 
year of Chnld 955, Olga, who was the Ctjn- 
iTt of hi fon and futcefifor, the great duke 
Igor, was bapikeJ.at Conffantinople ; and, 
in tiie year 9t>8, VViadimir, Ruriik’s grand- 
hn, likewifc embraced rite Cimifttan .religion* 
1 he city of Kiev was. the rtfich nce of all the 
ircat dukes or fovercigns of Rullk till the ’ 
izih century.^ Jsroflaw,. who. diedin 'the

The Tartars, who lived cm 
plunder, took advantage of the w^eaknefc of 
the brothers on this partition of Irie Ruiban 
dominions, by making frequeru inn.sds into 
their territories.

Vdhen rhe 
Fate waJ in the utmofi: da'isr.cr of being loiR 
the brave and wife prince' Ale Aander exerted 
hirnfeif againft his enemies ; and by Ivs C'>u- 
rage and conduct, partly in his fat licr’s uicniriVs 
when he was thereditary' prince, and partly 
after his death, while he wa^ great duke^, 
refeued his country from the calmnirits un- 
der which it gro.aned. Lt the year 1241, 
he obtained a fignal viclory, near the river 
Neva, over the Swedes and rhe Teutonic 
knights of Livonia, and on th.-t ctecounr he, 
was honoured with the firaamc of Neviki, 
In 1245, he fucceeded his hither, Jarollawy 
as great duke ; and after a glorious and 
happy reign, ended his days in the year 
1263. In the 14th century, Rufsia fell 
almoU entiredy under the doininion of the 
Tarttirs and Poles, and about the chde of 
the 15th century, Iw^an BafUowitzJ, Oiook 
elf the Tartarian yoke, fubdued tV;e petty 
princes of RuiVia, and la.d the firl't founda- 
tion of the prefent grandeur of the Rufsian 
monarchy. Peter I, whole name will be 
remembered with honour to the lateft pofte- 
riry, add.ed Livonia, Ingerm.ania, and a part 
of Careiia, to his dominions by the peace of 
Nylladt. He alfo brought about a wonder- 
ful change in the manners of his fubiedts, 
built the city of Pctcrlburg, put trade and 
manufactures on an excell'-nt footing, eftu- 
biilhed the rierhe of the R-ullian czar to nomi- 
nate a fuccuTur, took upon him the title of 
emperor, and by his rufiinns juftiy acquired 
the furname cf Grtac. He fimthod his glo- 
rious courL in the yeim 1725. On rhc''5ii|. 
of February, 1722, the emperor, Peter t!.e 
Great, publifhed an ordinance, by which, the 
fyccefsion was entirely to depend on tlte 
will and pleafure of the reigning fovereiun ; 
and ths is the ordy wrirten fundaiTicnuu 
kiw with regard to rhe fuccefsion in Ruisni. 
The power of the Rufdan emprnjr is aUlo- 
iute and unlimited. The ancient fovcr.igns 
of Rufsia fiyled themfcivcs great dukes, and 
afterwards were called czars ; but Peter I 
alfumed the title of emperor, which was 
offered him by his fubjeas, and is now ac- 
knowledged by all Europe.

defcrlbecl in the following manner ; all tlia^ 
part of the main land of New England, be- 
ginning at a certain place called *. 9 -', Croix^ 
adjoining to Nova Scotia, in America 5 and 
from thence extending along the fea.coaft, 
to a certain place called or Pema<- 

quld^ and fo up the river thereof to its farther 
head, as it tends to the northward, and ex- 
tending from thence to tlie river Q;persebcc, 
and fo up by the fliorieft courfe to ilie river 
of Canada northward. This tcrriiory was 
then annexed to the government of New 
York. But the duke, on the demife of his 
brother, Charles 1[, afeending the throne of 
England, thefe lands, on, his abdication, re- 
verted to the crown. At pref nt, the ter- 
ritory of Sagadahoc is fuppofed to extend 
from the river St. Croix eaftw ird, to tre 
river of Quenebec weftward, and from each 
of thefe two rivers due north to the river 
Sr. Lawrence, which is its northern, and to 
the Atlantic Ocean, its fouthcrn boundary. 

^ Sagadahokf or A^furajcogghi^ a river of 
North America, wiiich runs into the Klene- 
beck; in the country of Main, about ten 
miles from its mouth.

During the firft war with France, 
“Which broke out under George 11, this iiland 
was fo convenient to the French for , priva- 
teering, that above fifty Englifh fhips were 
carried into its .harbour, and therefore two 
privateers from Antigua attacked and ror 
d'JccJ it, making priibners 400 of its white 
inhabitants, of whom 340 were fit to bear 
*rms, and 300 negroes. The French after- 
wards returned to the pofiediion of it, and 
in the year 1785, ceded it to the Danes. 
Though' little of the foil of this ifland is fit 
for cultivation, yet it produces’ tobacco and 
caffava, with fome excellent woods and iime- 
frone, with which the inhabitants furnifh 
their neighbours.

fervecl themfelves. The policy of the Dutch- 
in the government of St. Euttatia, exceeds 
that of all the other European nations who 
hold any of the Caribbees. They are jea- 
lous of admitting any ftranger whatfoever 
into their harbour, and few befides them- 
feives know any thing of the internal go- 
vernment or riches of the bland, any more 
than that it ferves as a ttore-»iou(e for ail 
kinds of European commodifies. St. Euf- 
tatia became a Dutch ifland by the right of 
polTeilion or occupancy ; and it was granted 
in property by the States-General, to cer- 
tain merchants of Fiurning* It was tirll 
ferried about the year s6oo ; but during the 
wars between the Engiiffi and the Dutcti in 
1665, the latter were dirpoffelTed cf St. Euf- 
tatia, by an armament from Jamaica. The 
Dutch and French becoming confederates, in 
the fequel, the Englifh were dirpolleffed, in 
their turn, by their combined arms : and 
the French maintained a garrifon in the 
iliand, till it was reftored to the Dutch, by 
the treaty of Breda. Soon after the revo- 
lution, the French ejedfed the Dutch from 
St. Euttatia, from whence they were in their 
turn driven by the Englifh, under Sir Ti- 
mothy Thornhill, who found it neceffary, 
for the protedtion of the Dutch, to leave a 
fniall Englifh garrifon in the fort ; but he 
granted the French no terms of capitulation, 
but for their lives and their baggage. The 
peace of Ryfwick reftored the Dutch to the 
entire property of this ifland. In the year 
17S1, this ifland was taken by the Englifit, 
and from them foon after by the French, 
but reftored to the Dutch, at the peace in 
1783 : three leagues NW. from St. Chrifto- 
pher’s.

During it^j 
whole afeent. the Rufz, or Reufz, runs by 
the fide of it, fometimes to the right, and 
at other times to the left, with fcveral hand- 
Ibme bridges over it, moft of which are of 
ftone, and, frequently at the height of above 
ipofeet. This road is perfedtiy fafe and 
prtrdticable, not only to horlcs, but even to 
camages, though in winter the fall of mailes 
of fnow have proved fatal to many travellers, 
the road lying- between very high mountains, 
the lower parts of which are covered with 
thick woods ; higher up they are quite bare.

Btfides quadru- 
peds,^ the Portuguefe brought hither fowls, 
partridges, and pheafants, which now run 
about the mountain^ in prodigious numbers ; 
and planted a variety of fruit-trees, as le- 
mons,, oranges, and pomegrantes, all of 
which, from the excellency of the climate, 
■have- increafed fo amazingly, as to- make 
' " ' . : mtm 
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wiany people imagine they were, the indi- 
genous and mtive gim'th of the iOahd. But, 
whether they planned a colony in it or not, 
certain it is, that it was totally abandoned 
when the Dutch firft took pofteflion ; and 
that not a Portuguele was found on the 
ifiand, when, in the year 1600, the jEngliih 
became its makers. After the Englifii had 
once got poifeifion of Sr» Heiena,Ahty main- 
tained it without difturbance till the year 
1673, when the Dutch took k by furprize, 
but did not long enjoy the fruits of their 
conqueft, for it was retaken a fhprt lime 
0ftcrvvt,rds, by the brave captain Munden, 
with three Dutch Eaft Indiamea in the har- 
bour. I'he illand of St. Helena is about 
twenty miles in circumference, and the land 
fn high, fiiat it may be difeerntd at fea above 
twenty Ira^iies’ diftance. It cordifls indeed 
of one V aft rock, perpendicular on every 
fide, like a cattle in the middle of the ocean, 
whofe natural walls are too high to be at- 
tempred by fcaling-iadders ; nor is there the 
fnialleil beach, except at the bay called Cba- 
pd FalUy Bayt whicli is fortified -with a 
ftrong buttery of fifty large cannon, planted 
•even witli the water, and. farther defended 
by the perpetual da&ing of prodigious waves 
againit the Ihcre, which, without farther re- 
finance, makes the landing difficult ; and a 
-little creek, wlicrc two or three men may 
land fiOin a fmall boar, but now rendered 
■inacceifible by a battery. As there is no 
other anchorage but at Chapel Valley, touch- 
ing here is extremely precarious; for the 
wind always letting from the fouth-eaft, if 
a fliip once ovcr-llioots ir, it is a matter of 
great (lifficulry again to recover the hat hour. 
Ivotwithftaiidir'g St, Helena- appears on 
every fide to be a hard barren rocK, yet on 
the top it is covered with a coat of fine rich 
mculd, about a foot and a half deep, which 
produces all manner of grain, grafs, fruits, 
herbs, roots, and every kind of vegetables, in 
the utmofi; perfection and plenty. After 
afetndieg the rock which borders it to the 
fea, the country is prettily diverfified with 
riling hills and vallics ; the firft covered na- 
turally with a great variety of herbs, and 
the latter adorned with elegant plantations 
of fruh-trees and gardens, among which are 
difi-erfcd the houfes of the natives; while 
heids of cattle low about the fields, fome of 
which are fattened for the fupply of ihipping 
and of the ifiitnders,- and the reft kept for 
milk, butter, and cheefe, and to aSW a 
- proTptet equally rich and defightfuL AI- 
thr.ugh no ccumry produces finer crops of 
atmidft afiuence, they -are liable to 
be fiifved, and their cr^s tomliy-confumed 
% pts, which breed in incredtMe- numbers, 
snd defiroy every thing with nil the defo- 
iatbn orafiqntd by locufts in fome other 
^ TMs, h0wieve%' if- an* efil to 
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which certainly a remedy might be applied, 
ab wtli as to rhe fcarcity of wine, with which 
commodity they are now fupplied by the 
company’s llfips, and alfo with flour and 
malt. As the illand is too Tandy, and the 
Toil too thin for large U'ees to take root, it 
is extrlmely deficient in- wood 5 and their 
very liouTes are Tent ready framed from Eng- 
land: but with regard to uncferwood, they 
have as much as is wanted in this warm, cli- 
mate, , There are upon the ifiand between 
200 and 300 Englifh families, or at leaft 
deTcended from Englilh parents, or Tome 
way allied to them. Some French refugees 
were likewife ericouraged to fettle, in order 
•to propagate vines, and make wine, a point 
in which they have been by no means fuc- 
cefsful. Every family has its houTc and 
plantation, on the higher part of the illand, 
where they look after their cattle, hogs, 
goats, and poultry, fruit and kitchen gardens, 
without ilarcely ever defeending to the town 
in Chapel Valley, mviefs it be once h week 
to church, or when the fkipping arrives ; at 
whicli times almoft every houfe in the vally 
is converted to a punch- houTe, or lodgings 
for their guefls, to whom they fell their 
hogs, poultry, and fruits, receiving in ex- 
change Hour, wine, and whatever necefiaries 
they want, but they muTt firft come into the 
company’s warehoqfe. The merchandize 
ufuaily laid in. by the company are Cape 
wines, brandy, European or Canary wines, 
Batavia arrack, beer, malt, fugar, tea, coffee, 
china-ware, Japan cabinets, calTicoes, chintzes, 
muilins, ribbands, woollen cloths and fluffs, 
with a variety cf other particulars. The 
governor refidcs in a fort, with a garrifon, 
and ceiirineis are always placed on the 
highefi part of the ifland, to give notice of 
the approach of any veffeis. This ifland is 
fituated about 400 leagues from the coail of 
Africa, and 600 from the coaft of South

The lubjects of their fongs are 
t'je accomplilhments of their fair friends 
among rlie female fex, and the heroic actions 
of tliuir fowlers in climbing rocks, catching 
fowls, snd fifliiiig, and uitlancholy' deaths 
over the roiiis. The men and women drefs 
in the fame form that the Hebrideans do, and 
are poirelfed of an equal fhare of pride and 
gmbirjon of appearing gay o.n Sundays and 
holidays with other people. Their language 
is Galic, unadulterated, having no coinrniinir 
cation with ftrangers to corrupt it with other 
languages.

counted the belt in all the Caribbees. The 
Engliih were fettled up.''n St, Lucia, where 
they had lived fomc time, when, in the year 
1638, the Caribbeans, inftigaced by the 
French, either killed, or drove from the 
island, all the Engliih fettlcrs, with their go- 
vernor. Their enmity to the Enghfti was 
founded on the follovying incident : an Eng- 
lifn veifel, lying at Dominica, under 3 French 
Hag, the Caribbeans, taking her for a fhip of 
that natiijn, came on board to trafHc as ufaal, 
but being lirft intoxicated, v;crc kidnapped 
by the captain, who forthwith fet fail, in 
order to carry them oft' the island. The 
favages, perceiving his treachery, ictpt over- 
board, and fwam aftio're, all but two, whom 
tho Englifh captain put in irons, and f ftd for 
slaves. When the civil wars broke out in 
England,, a party of F rcnch arrived here, un- 
der one Rouft'clan, well provided with ftores 
and ammunition, Rcuffehm having mar- 
ried a Caribbee woman, w'p.s very agreeable 
to the ravages, who not only left him and his 
colony unmolefted, but even favoured them 
with ah advantageous trade. All the good 
fortune of the French lapon this island, 
however, ended with the life of Rcufteiaa, 
who died in 1&54, and was fucceeded by La 
Riviere, who, with the reft of the colony, 
was rnalfacred by the Caribs. Some more 
attempts were made both by the Engliih and 
French to form a fstt-emeut, but from 
mutual jcalcufy between the two countries, 
neither were fucceftful, and both courts 
agreed to confider it as neutral, till, in the 
year 1763, it was ceded to France. The 
Engliih took it in the year 3779, but rcftcrcd 
it at the peace in the year 1783. In the 
year 1794, it was again taken by the Engiifti, 
under the command of Sir Charles Grey and 
Sir John Jervis.

In the 
year jioo, the republic purchafed the caftie 
of Femiarofta, in its neighbourhood, and, 
in 1170, another called Cajaio. About 290 
years after, it affifted pope Pius 11, againa 
Malatefla, lord of Rimini ; in return for 
which fervice, he made over to k. the four 
fmaE of^Serravalk, Faetano^ Mont 
Giardino. and Fiorenttno,. together with the 
filkge of Piagge, At ilik period may be 
ixed the epoclw of its highei grandeur, but 
^Bowr k k reductti m its’ ori^nal ilrnks^ 


Tn the year 1739, at the deiire of fome of 
the dependents of Cardinal Alberoni, the 
pope's legate at Ravenna, it wa'. fubje-Sted 
to the fee of Rome ; but upon cotnplaint: 
of the council, the pope was pleafed to re- 
ftore it to its former freedom. The govern- 
n-ent confiih of a council of forty perfon?, 
the one half nobles, .and the other half com- 
moners. But on very important affairs, 3^ 
arengo, or great council is convened ; and 
every family has the privilege of fending a 
reprefentative. The chief officers of this 
free ftate are two capitrni, who are chang- 
ed every half-year ; a commiihoner, who . 
tries both civil and criminal cafes, and muft 
always be a foreigner ; a doctor of laws, 
whofe office is triennial; and a pbyfician, 
who alfo muit be a foreigner, and is chofen 
only for three years, to attend the fick, and 
to infpe^l all apothecaries’ ffiops.

entering into polTeffion of the moft pleafant 
part of it, which looks towards Anguilla, 
while the Dutch occupied the moft proftcable, 
becaufc it contained the falt-pits, and ponds 
VC- menuoaed, This . quarter * was ioon 


filled with, commodious buildings, and capa^ 
cious^ftore-houfes, while that of the French 
remained poor and ill-provided, and in the 
year 1689,- was plundered by Sir rimbrhj 
I hornhiil. The Dutch part would have 
proved a fly uri filing colony, had it not beert 
deftiture of a good harbour, and i'dn too far 
to leeward, to carry on a convenient com* 
merce with the windward iiland^'. In 1744^ 
a handful of Knglilh, headed by the deputy- 
governor, of Anguila, with two St. Chrifto^ 
pher*s privateers, drove the French from 
the poireffion of their part of the iilnnd, and* 
it has been ever fincc c- nfideved as •belong- 
ing half to the Dutch, and half to the Kng- 
lifli.

of 3 t., Ivikhael rnuit inevitably have been 
deitreyed by th(.>fe i'hcwers of liquid ftones 
and niiri-rra’s, thrown up into the air while 
the i-.Tupdon contirueci.

Miguel eP Ibarra, a jurifdic'ilion of South 
America, in the government of Terra Fir- 
ma, and audience of Quito, It formerly 
contained that of Otabalo, but on account of 
its prodigious extent the latter was feparated 
from it. The temperature of the air is dif- 
ferent in all the villages of this jnrifciiftion, 
but in rnoft warm, on account of their low 
fituations. Moft of the farms have plann- 
tions of fugar-canes, and mills for extract- 
ing the juice, from whence they make large 
quantities of very white fugar. Some of the 
farms arc planted with fruits, common in a 
hot climate, and in others cotton only is 
cultivated, which here arrives at the grear- 
eft perfedtion. The fngar-canes do not in- 
deed ripen fo well as in the province uf Quito, 
but they. may be committed at any rime to 
the mill, there being no necuiftty for cutting 
them at any preede time, retaining all their 
goodnefs, even when fuirtr.ed to lland two 
or three months after they arc: ripe ; they are„ 
however, cut every quarter at ieait, and the 
mills by that means kept conftantly at work 
during the whole year. The farms ftruated

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^J\v\th maize, wheat, and barley; Here 
Slrb aifo large numbers of goats, but not 
many Iheep. The Indians weave here a’ 
confide rable quantity of cloth and cotton. 
This jurifdia-ion has alfo feveral mines of 
fait, which, bcficlcs rbc home coixfumption, 
fupply the countries to the northward of it. 
In one part of this jurifdidtion, near a vil- 
lage called Mira, are great number of wild 
sides, which increafe very fall, and are not 
eafiiy caught.

and other machines for conveying the goods 
up and down from the city to the port. 
The plan of the Upper Town is as regu- 
lar as the uneveiinefs of the ground would 
permit ; but though the ftreets are ftraighr, 
and of a good breadth, moft of them have 
fo fteep an afeent, that they are impractica- 
ble to wheel-carriages. The irregular and 
inconvenient fituation of the city does not, 
however, hinder it from carry iiig on the 
greateft trade, and being one of the riche ft 
cities in the whole country ; and wc may 
add, that it fo greatly contributes to the 
ftrength of it, that it might with a fmali ex- 
pence be rendered impregnable ; nature 
having formed ditches and outworks, fianli- 
ingone another in fuch a manner, that every 
inch^^of ground might be difpuced. The 
taft fde is almoft inaccefiibie, and the reft 
well fortified, both by art and nature, and 
the avenues guarded % feveral forts. The 
commerce of St. Salvador is very confide- 
rable, confifting in linen and woollen cloths 
of all forts, hats, {lockings, both of fiik. 
and thread, wheat, barley, meal, bifeuits. 
Port-wine, houfehold and kitchen furniture, 
negro flaves, oii,^ cheefe, beef and pork, 
faked ; in lieu of which they export gold, fo- 
gar, tobacco, fnuiF, Brazil wood, hides, tallow, 
baEam of capivi, ipecacuana, and a great va- 
riety of other drugs.

and down from the Lower to the Upper city, 
on fledges drawn up by cranes, worked by 
fiaves. The Upper Town is adorned with 
feveral ipiendid ftrudtures, particularly the 
cathedral, which being dedicated to St. Sal- 
vador, hath given its uaiiie to the city. It 
is a fumptuous edifice, and not only adorned 
with hnc carvings, gildings, &c. within and 
without, but enriched with golden croffes, 
lamps, candiehicks, and other church nten- 
fiis, of prodigious value. The palace of the 
governor is a very fplendid building ; that 
of the archbifiiop little inferior to it, and the 
courts of juftice, hofpirais, and other public 
edifices, are anfwerable to the richnefs of the 
place, whofe extenfive commerce is greatly 
enhanced by its correfpondence with Rio 
de Janeiro, near which are feveral gold 
mines, remarkably rich.

Sc. Thomas, an ifland in the Atlantic, near 
the coaft of Guinea, fttuaced on the equi- 
nodial line, of a circular form about ten 
leagues in circumference, difeovered by the 
Portuguefe in the year 1460. The climate 
is hot, moift, and unwholefome, efpecially 
to Europeans, few of whom ever arrive at 
the age of fifty, though many of the natural 
inhabitants live to complete a full century. 
At certain feafons of the year, the fky is 
quire darkened by thick fogs, which are d if- 
peilcd by the frefli winds that blow in the 
months of July and Auguft. During the 
foggy feafon, the Portuguefe have found by 
experience, that their only defence againft 
its malign influence, is, keeping clofe ftiut 
up in their houfes, till the air is purified and 
refrefbed by the north- eaft winds, which 
blovv from Ethiopia and Abyffinia, acrofs the 
liontinent. They have two winters, like all 
other places under the fame paraMs, bnt 
without the cold which diftinguifiies that fea- 
fon of the year in Europe. What they here 
call winter is the rainy, or rather, foggy iea- 
fon, which is by far the moft fukry hot, 
and intolerable of the who|« year* They- 


both begin with the vernal and amumnaS 
equinoxes, or in the months of March and 
September, when the fan*s rays are dircdlly 
vertical. The rains continue from Decem- 
ber to February; fpring^ begins with our 
fummer, in the month of May. For the 
three firft months during this period the 
moift heat is altogether infupportable to 
perfons neceflarily expofed to it ; wc mean 
Europeans, for, as to the natives, it is life to 
them; though when it comes to its luight, 
even they begin to relax, grow faint and 
fickly under it, and are fcarcely able to drag 
themfelves along, or to touch the eank with 
their feet, unlefs defended by thick fnces* 
Now it is, that ardent and putrid fevers 
break out with incredible fury, fweeping off 
the Europeans with ail the violence and ra« 
pidity of a peftilence. When the court of 
Portugal firft thought of fettling a colony in 
this ifland, they fent a number of perfons 
whom tiiey fuppofed capable of fo important 
a truft ; and every man of them died in a 
fliort time, by the intemperance of the cli- 
mate. Thofe who fucceeded them had the 
precaution to make fome ftay in Guinea, and 
afterwards at Angola ; thus by approaching 
gradually, to render the effedls of the change 
lefs fud*den and fatal. The confequence 
was, that they fupported the climate of St. 
Thomas without any great diminution of 
their number, or inconvenience to thofe who 
furvived. The foil on the ifland of St. Tho- 
mas is clammy, vifeous, clayey, high-colour- 
ed, frequently coarfe, and mixed with chalk. 
It does not eafy crumble into duft, on ac- 
count of the moifture it receives from the 
heavy dews that fall at night, which, at 
the fame time water plants and render the 
foil prolific. The excellency and fertility of 
the earth appears from hence, that if a negro 
leave a plantation uncultivated or fallow but 
the fiiorteft time, trees, plants, and fhrubs 
fprout forth with amazing vigour. Thefe 
they convert immediately to ufe, by barn- 
mg them to afiies, which proves the ftrengeft 
and be ft manure for fugar- canes. This 
ifland produced neither fugar- canes nor 
ginger, before the Portuguefe planted and 
cultivated them, wdth great care and labour. 
The Portuguefe have been no left afliduous 
in bringing wheat to perfedlion, which they 
imagined muft ftourifli extremely in fo rich 
a foil. Experience, however, has difap- 
pointed their expedtation, and proved the 
climate to be too moift, and the earth too 
vifeous, for bringing that vegetable to its 
full perfedlion. Rice and millet flourilh 
here, and perhaps for the fame caufes that 
obftrudl the marurity of wheat. Vines of 
the richeft kind, melons, cucumbers, figs, 
ginger, ali forts of roots, pulfe, and pot- 
herbs, together with the fruits of every de- 
nomination of the warmer climates, are re^r« 
t ' ; ed' 
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in the mmoft pcrfciSliony with little la- 
bour or expence. From their vines they 
make excellent wine, but in a fmall quanti- 
ty. The fcarcity of wheat obliges the in- 
habiiants to ufe rice, millet, and roots, and 
chiefly the lafl, for bread. Yams, in parti- 
cular, are found congenial to the negroes, 
and prove a moft delicious and wholefome 
diet. The iiland of St, Th«mas is well 
watered \viih freflr rivers and rivulets, of a 
clear, light, wholefome water, that greatly 
fertilize the foil- In the centre is a high 
mountain, covered with wood and fruit-trees, 
the top always crowned with fnow, in fuch 
quantities that it forms a number of rivulets, 
which water the fugar-cane plantations^ in 
the vallies at the bottom. It abounds with 
a variety of animals, tame and wild, as hogs, 
black cattle, iheep, goats, and a fmall fpecics 
of little red, or high-coloured, bay-horfe, 
geefe, guinea-hens, ducks, turtle-doves, 
fowls, thrulhes, partridges, ilariings, fea- 
gulls, parroquets, with an infinity of the fea- 
thered kind -, fome valuable for their plum- 
age, fome for their fleflr, and others for 
their voices, and the melody of their fong. 
In the furrounding fea is an incredible va- 
riety of filh, from the whale down to the 
fmalleft filh that fwdms : nor are the rivers 
lefs plentifully flocked. In a word, this 
ifland might equal any fpot in the globe, did 
the temperature of the ifland correfpond in 
any meafure with the abundance of its fruitSy 
plants, and animals, as well as the diverfity 
and beauty of the landfcape. The inhabi- 
tants are of two forts, the outlawed and ba-- 
niihed Portuguefe, who were fettled there 
at its firfl difeovery ; their defeendants Hill 
preferve their fair complexion, with no very 
confiderabie alteration : and the Negroes re- 
tained in the fervice of the Europeans, and 
fuch as choofe to refide here from Angola. 
All the inhabitants, except a few negroes 
and Haves, are of the Roman Catholic reli- 
gion, but full of bigotry, fuperftition, and 
ignorance. The eccleiiaflical government is 
in the hands of the biihop, who refides in 
the capital, though his jurifdidtion extends 
over the whole iiland, and is a fuffragan to 
the archbifliop of Lifbun. la the year 1641, 
this iiland was taken by tiic Dutch, who, 
however, were foon compelled to relinquifh it 
through the mciemency of the climate.

St, JbowaSf a town of Hindooflan, on the 
coaft of Coromandel. Here was formerly a 
powerful city, called Mellapour^ or Maila^ 
bour^ the capital of the kingdom of Coro- 
mandel : partly, on its ruins, and partly in 
its neighbourhood, the Portuguefe eredbed 
the {lately city of St. Thomas, which is the 
rcafon that, notwithftanding fome travellers 
difllnguifli between the Indian and the Chrif- 
tim city, yet moft writers confider them as 
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the fame place 4 which, if it l>e an error, 
however, not very inexcufabie. It was, and 
indeed ftill is, inhabited by weavers and 
dyers, and noted for making the befr co- 
loured flufls in India, which they tranfpoit; 
to Malacca, java, the Molutco Iflands* 
Siam,' Pegu, &c. The excellency of the dye 
is attributed to the peculiar quality of the 
water, which arifes cut of fprings, in white 
landy ground, without any clay. It was 
defolate at the arrival of the Portuguefe, v ho 
rebuilt it in 1545, and it increaftd to that 
degree in buildings and inhabitants, that ia 
a few years it was one of the fin eft cities in 
the Indies,. It is fortified with a fttnie wall 
and feverai baflions, and has above 300 
towns and villages under its jurifdidirn. 
When it was in the hands of the Porru- 
guefe, it was firfl: fubjcdl to the fee of Co^* 
chin, and afterwards made a bifhopric, under 
the archbilhop of Goa. They had feverai 
churches, where the Mahomet'.?ns and Pa- 
gans were inflrudted and baptized, befides 
others, with two moiiafte.ics and a college, 
where the Portuguefe and Malabar children 
were inftru6tcd. Next to the college was a 
very large pariih, inhabited by none but con- 
verts. There is aifo the famous church of 
St. Thomas the Aptdtle, who, the Portu- 
gufe fay, was buried here, and pretend ta 
ihow his fepukhre on the top of a neigh- 
bouring mountain, over whieh they have 
built a fmall chapel, that is feen off at fesu 
The city had feven gates,, and was verjr 
ftrong, from its lituation, being covered bjf 
the fea on one fide, and by a chain of moun- 
tains on the other : yet the Moors took it^ 
after a long fiege, and are ftill in poftt:ffion.r 
The road is very fafe from April to Septem- 
ber, when the fouth and fouth-weft winds 
blow, but nut in the other feafon, when 
lliips of any confiderabie burden are obligedt 
to retire into fome of the adjacent ports s 
one league S. Madras. 

St, Thomas, a town of Germany, in the 
archduchy of Auflria ; fix miles NW*

St, "fbomas, the principal of the. Virgin, 
lilands, in the Weft: Indies, about fix leagues 
in circumference, belonging to the Branden- 
burgers and Danes, the former under the 
proted’lion of the latter. It abounds with 
potatoes, millet, manioc, and moll: forts of 
fruits and herbage, efpecially fugar and to- 
bacco, but is extremely infefted with mulket- 
toeS;' and other troublefome vermin. The 
Englilh had formerly a fpacious fettlement on 
it, where fijme French exiles fount! a great 
number of perfon.s of both fexes who had 
been killed, hut not ftripped, by the Spa- 
niards. H$re are excellent kids, and aU 
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forts of wild but from the numbers of 
people, and great plenty of money here, pro- 
vifions are, as is inofL commonly the cale, 
dear. Dam pier calls it a free port, and a 
receptacle oi randtpary for privateers : and, 
indeed, the Danilh monarch’s ports, from 
h'is being generally a neutral prince, are open, 
to the ft.ipping of ail nations. Here is a 
fafe and commodious harbour, with two 
natural mounds upon it, calculated, as it 
were, for placing two batteries lor the de- 
fence of its entrrince. Nearly in the centre 
of the harbour s a iinall fort, without ditch 
or out- V. Oiks, and the town, which begins 
about fifty or fixty paces weft of it, conhfts 
chiefly of one long hreet, at the end of 
which is the Dunhh factory, a large build- 
ing, with convcni.nt warehoufts, for the 
itowage of the goods, «s well as the recep- 
tion of negroes," in x.hich article they trade 
with the Spaniards. On the right fide of 
this fad^ory is the Brandenburg quarter, con- 
fifting of two little (treets, fuir of French 
refugees from Europe r-*nd the iilancB. Moft 
of the hrufes are of brick, being built and 
tiled in the Dutch fafliion; yet but of one 
iflory, on acc(-inu oC tlve foundation, where, 
before they dig to the depth of three feet, 
they meet v.dth v.pter and quickfands. 1 he 
trade of this fniali ifand, particilarfy in 
time of pea e, is xety conliderable ; this 
beiii? the Bapie for fuch trafhc as the French, 
Engiilh, Dut.h, and Spaniards, dare not 
carry on publicly in their own iflands : ana 
m war time privateers bring their prizes 
hither for lae. In i<;' 8 ' 3 ,.the Danifii fac- 
tory here was attacked and plundered by the 
French Buccaruers.

The place irfclf is 
populous, and contains in it one collegiate 
church, and two cioyiters : without it, on 
the fea, p-lfo hands a cloyfter. The har- 
bour here is formed by the Fiumara. From 
this town large quantities of goods and wares 
«ire exported, a conliderable pan, of which 
come from Hungary, and for the more com- 
modious importation of them’ the emperor, 
Charles VI, cauled an expenfiv^ highway 
to be made from this place to Carlitadt, in 
Croatia. A fugar-houfe has alfo been 
founded here. St. Veit is exempt from 
taxes and contributions. Formerly, it was 
incorporated in the duchy of Carniola, and 
with it bore all impofts ; but lb early as the 
year 164S, it was no longer reckoned a mem- 
ber of the province of Carniola. It is under 
the direction of the regency of one of the 
land princes, ftyied captain, who refidcs at 
the citadel, but has no province belonging to 
h : ten miles XVNVvL Circknitz.

they can arrive at this place of fecuriry. 
Betides this, there are feveral other bays on 
the fouth fide, in which ihips may anchor j 
and of thde the Portuguefe generally make 
choice to load their hides, St. Vincart has 
alfo good frelh water, which is leen to fpring 
up upon diu;ging a liule way into the Ibil of 
the vaily ; but the hills afford not a fmgl© 
drop; and this makes the illand improper 
for cattle.

St, Finceni^ an illand in the Weft Indies, 
about forty miles in length, and ten in 
breadth. This illand was only inhabited by 
native Caribbs till, in the latter part of tht 
laft (jentufy, a Ihip from Guinea, with a 
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"%Sitgc cafgo of {laves, was eithct wirecked Of 
run afhore upon the ifland of St. Vincent, 
into the woods and mountains of which great 
numbers of the negroes efcape ^ whom the 
Indians fuifered to" remain. Partly by the 
acceffion of runaway (laves from Barbadoes, 
and partly by the children they had by the 
Indian women, thefe Africans became very 
numerous ; fo that about the beginning^ of 
the current century they conftrained the In- 
dians to retire into the north- weft part of 
the iftand. Thefe people, as may be reaftm- 
aWy fuppofed, were much dilTatisfied with 
this treatment; and complained of it occa- 
fionally both to the Englifti and to the 
French, that came to wood and water 
amongft them. The latter at length fuffered 
themfelves to be prevailed upon to attack 
tdiefe invaders. After much deliberation, in 
the year 1719* they came with a confioerable 
force from hlartinico, and landing without 
much oppofnionj began to ourn the negro 
huts, and deftroy their plantations, Tuppofing 
that the Indians would have attacked them 
in the mountains, which if they had done^ 
the blacks had probably been extirpated, or 
forced to fiibmit, and become (laves. But 
either from fear or policy, the Indians did 
nothing, and the negroes fallying in the 
night, and retreating to inacceffible places in 
the day, deftroyed fo many of the French 
(amoiigft whom was Mr. Paulian, major of 
Martinique, who commanded them) that 
•tliey were forced to retire. When by this 
experiment they were convinced that force 
would not do. they had recourfe to fair 
means, and by dint of perfuafions and pre- 
fents, patched up a peace with the negroes 
as well as the Indians, from which they re^ 
ceived great, advantage. Things were ia 
this fituation, when captain Uring came with 
a confidcrable armament to take poffeftTion of 
St. Lucia and this iftand, in virtue of a 
grant from king George I to the duke of 
Montague. When the French had diftodg- 
ed this gentleman, by a fuperior force from 

• St. Lucia, he fent captain Braithwaite to 
try what could be done at the iftand of St. 
Vincent, in which he was not at all more 
fuccefsfuL After this the country became a 
theatre 'of favage hoftilities between the 
negroes and the Charaibes, in which it is 
believed that the former were generally vic- 
torious ; it is certain that they proved fo in 
the end, their numbers, in 17^3? being com- 
puted at 2000; whereas of the red or native 
-Charaibes, there were not left more than 
300 families, and moft of thefe are by this 
|;ime faid to be exterminated. It is, how- 
ever, worthy of remark, that the African 
intruders have adopted moft; of the Charai- 
beaa manners and cuftoms ; among the reft,, 
the practice of fiattening the forehead^ of 
their Infants, andj perhaps, }it wsi$-ebie|l|

from this drcuraftance that they acquired 
the appellation of the black Charaibes. St.^ 
Vincent being ceded to the EnglUh by the 
peace of Paris, in the year 1763, the firft: 
meafure of the Englith government was to 
difpofe of the lands, without any regard to 
the claims of the Ch-raibes of either race | 
which, in truth, were confidered as nf no 
confequence or validity. 1. his gave r.ie to 

a war with the Charaibes, in the courfe of 
which, it became the^ avowed intention of 
government to exterminate thofe mi ft* ruble 
people altogether, or,, by, conveying them to 
a barren iftand on the coaft of Africa, con- 
ftgn them over to a lingering dcftrudlion. 
By '..repeated protefts .and' . reprefentations 
from the military officers employed in this 
difgraceful bufinefs, and the dread of parlia- 
mentary enquiry, , adminiftration at length 
thought proper to defift, and the Charaibes, 
after furrendering part of their lands, vverc 
permitted to enjoy the remainder unmolefted. 
On the iqtli of June, 1779? St,^ Vincent 
(hared the 'common' fate of moft of the 
Bntifti Weft Indian poffelfions, in un- 
fortunate war with America, which fwal- 
lowed', up all the refources of the natioui 
being captured by a fmall body of troops 
-.from Martinico, con'rirting of only 450 men| 
commanded by a lieutenant in the French 
navy. It contained at that tjme fixty-one 
fugar eftates, 500 acres in coffee, 2.00 acres 
in cacao, 400 in cotton, 50 in indigo, and 
500 in. tobacco, befides land .appropriated tci 
the raifing provifion's, fuch as. pla,nraiiis, 
yams, maize, See.'' ' All the reilof the coun- 
try, excepting the few fpots that had been 
cleared from time to time by theX'haraibesjj 
retained its native woods. St. Vincent con 4 
tains about 84,000 acres, which are every 
where well watered, but the country is very 
generally mountainous and rugged ; the in- 
termediate vallies, however, 'are fertile in a 
high degree, the foil confifting chiefly of a 
fine mould, compofed of find and clay, well 
adapted for fugar. The extent of country 
at prefent poffefTed by Britifti fubjedts is 
2 3;6 o 5 acres, and about as much more is 
fuppofed to be held by the Charaibes. All 
the remainder is thought incapable of ciil- 
vation or improvement. The governor's 
falary is 2000L fterling, one half of which 
is raifed within the iftand, the other half is 
paid him out of the exchequer of Great 
Britain. The number of inhabitants ap- 
pears, by the laft returns to government, to 
be* 1450 whites,’ and 1 1,8 53 negroes.

St. Fit, called by the Germans SlnUFep, 
a town c.f Luxemburg, fituated near the 
fourcc of the river Uren. It was given as a 
fief by the comtes of Luxemburg to the lords 
of Montfaucon and Montjoie, from whom it 
pafiTed to the houle of Nafiau. W^illiam of 
NalTau, prince of Orange, having revolted 
againft Philip II, king of Spain, his inajef- 
ty confifeared his goods and revenues, and 
among others the iordihip of St. Vit ; but, 
in the year 1 596, Philip William of Nafiau, 
the eldeft fon of the prince of Orange, was 
, reftored by the fame king to all the honours 
and lands, which his father poffeiTed. In the 
year 1593, the Hollanders having overrun 
the whole province of Luxemburg, and 
pillaged many abbies and open towns, 
thought to have furprifed St. Vit, under the 
condudt of comte Philip of NafiTau, and 
Gafpar du Buy; but they were repuifed by 
the citizens, and the latter general was 
taken and beheaded at Luxemburg, by the 
order of comte Mansfeidc : twenty *five miles 
S. ' Aix-la-Chapeile, and forty‘ Lux- 
emburg. . 

St. Fito, a town of Italy, in the kingdom 
of Naples, and province of Otranto : fix 
miles SK.

Salz Ufirji, a t(wn of Germany, in. the 
circle of VVefiphalia, and couniy of Ligpe, 
fitiiatcd on the S:iiz.

Salza fOreapJi a town of Germany, in 
the circle of Lower Saxony, and principality 
of Magdeburg, having two fait fprings be* 
longing to it, and thirty Tour pans.

By virtue of 
of an agreement concluded with the Saxon 
revenue-office at Drel’den, relative to, the de- 
livery of a certain quantity of fait to the 
fait-off.ces, a fair overfeer ruildes here, whofe 
bufinefs it is to fee the fait put up in cafiu*, 
after which it is fent by land-carriage to 
.Frofe, on the Elbe, where it is Ihippcd uiT 
for the fali-oBices at Drel'den, Meiilcn, and 
other places in the eledtorate of Saxony : 
twelve miles S. Magdeburg.

mountains, on the river Sal?.a, which runs 
througii the city, and divides ir into two 
parts, communicating with other by means , 
of a bridge; It is well fortified, and that 
part of the city which lies to the right of 
the river, furrounded with eight baltions, 
that on the left iidc with three. The 
mountain -caflle, which (lands in the former, 
is very itrong, not only on account of its 
lofty fituation, but likewife of its works; 
and in it is the, principal arfenal. This 
fortrefs is open only once a year, and the 
garrilbn in it is never changed. It is aifo 
conftantly furniihed for a whole year with 
the neceff.iry proviiions, namely, with grain, 
fmoked beef, &c. The ftreets in the city 
are narrow, and ill-paved, but in other re- 
fpedls it is well built. The archbi (hop's 
palace in it is large, (lately, and commodious. 
Before it is a very beautiful fountain, and 
oppofiie to it hands another noble palace,, 
called the Nfuekm, in which the diet of the 
country is held, as aUb the meetings of all 
the feveral colleges ; and here likewife is 
the archbiihon's library. The blfiiop’s pa- 
lace of Chiemfee, the chapter- houfc, and 
the apartments for the canons, are elegant 
buildings. The ampldtheatrc here, cut out 
of a rock, and which is 220 feet in length, 
landing in the well part of the city, with 
the ftables on the fide of the MoncU- 
berg, are likewife deferving particular no- 
tice. The cathedral of Sr. P.upert, con- 
fecrated ill 162?, is built of free-itone and 
marble *, in it are five crgai^s, with a num- 
ber of embcUifhments, and a grand treafury. 
The church of St. Peter is the oidefi in the 
city, and near ic ftands a monaftery of Bene- 
dibtine monks, in which is a fine library. 
The univerilry church here, which was 
confecrated in the year 1707, is alib a noble 
building. The univerfity of Salzburg was 
firft founded by^ archbiflsop Paris, in the year 
1620. Salzburg is convcrficatly (ituated for 
trade. In 1510, the inhabitants attempted 
to make it an imperial free city, but were 
reduced to obedience by archbilhop Leonard : 
fixty-eight miles ESP. Munich^ and 140 
WSW:’ Vienna, 30. 49. E. Ferro. 
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an archbiihopric and principa- 
lity of Germany, in the circle of Bavaria, 
bounded on the north by Upper Bavaria, on 
the call by Aufiria and Stiria, on the fouth 
by Cariratliia and Tyrol, and on the weft by 
Upper Bavaria. Its greateft extent from 
eatl to weft 100 miles, and fixty-four from 
north to fouth. This country is defended 
on ail lldes by mountains and narrow paffes, 
or rather con fills ciiurely of mountains and 
valiies. No manner of grain is fuwn here, 
whence it is fupplied with all its corn from 
^ Bavaria ; but every part <i it prcsduces -hay 
»f a peculiar goodncBi and this proves a fuuji 


for breeds of -excellent cattle in at. The 
horfes here in particular arc citcemed for 
their beauty, ha rdinefs, and vigor. At K^l- 
ieih, which ftands about two hours' dilbnee 
from the city of Salzburg, arc falt-works, 
belonging to the fovereign, in which fait of 
all colours, yellow, red, blue, and \vhite, 
is hewn out from along the fubterrancous 
lanes, and then afterwards diftblved in freOi 
avater, which is conveyed into pits, of this 
brine of which is made the finsft fair; but 
thefe works are carried on only in fummer, 
a fuiEcient quantity being made in that fea- 
Ton, not only for home confumption, but 
likewife to anfwer all foreign demands. In- 
deed, Bavaria is the only country to which 
it is exported, and there, according to an 
ancient compact made betwixt the two 
princes, it is exchanged for corn. In this 
archbifhopric are likewife very confiderabic 
mines of gold, filver, copper, lead, iron, 
and lapis calaminaris. A great deal of fteei 
and brafs is alfo made here, and the plenty 
of thefe laft metals remarkably appears in 
the aftoniihing numbers of fwords, fabre?, 
bayonets, muikets, cannon, and mortars, which 
are to be feen in the armories all over the 
country. In the archbilhopric are fix cities, 
and twenty- five market towns. The eftates 
of the nobility here enjoying lower jurifdic- 
tion over the vaifals, are ftyled hofmarke. 
All peafants here univerfaliy are allowed the 
ufe of arms, and being from their early years 
trained up to (hooting at a mark and military- 
duty, on occaficn prove a very ferviceabfe 
body. The nobility here were formeriv 
very numerous, but the policy of the princes 
fet too many fprings at work for the op- 
prelfmg and extirpating of them, fo that not f? 
much as one at prefent remains, and their 
eftates are now in the hanwls of the church. 
Though in this archbiibopric the Ixomaii 
Catholic doftrincs and worfhip alone are 
tolerated, yet at the time of tlie refonnarion 
Lutheran ifm was embraced by great num- 
bers, whom 'archhi flop Matthew Laugins 
ftrove to harrafs and extirpate by oppreiHuns 
and violence. But archbilhop John James 
proceeded more mildly, and in order to re- 
concile all tempers, obtained the pope’s 
licence to adminifter the lacrament in both 
kinds, in which he was followed by his fuc- 
ceftbr. But the molt violent (lame of perfe- 
cution hero blazed out under archbifiop 
Leopold Antony Eleutherius, baron of Fir- 
mian, whofe^ ardour for fupprelfmg Lurhe- 
ranifm in his province was £0 great, that 
the oppreflTcd party applied for' red refs to 
the ftpes of that religion in the diet, who 
prevailed fo far that, in the year *732, per- 
milBon tvas granted to the Lutheran Sals;- ' 
burghers quietly to withdraw, together with 
their-efte^^s'i and, accordingly, above 30,00a 
perfous embraced this iaduigehce, difparfog 

themlelvef; 
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tliemfelves in the other Protellant cotiiitnes 
of Germ'^ny, Prulha,and even in the EngliHi 
colonies in America. In all which feveral 
places thev were received with that benevo- 
lence and encouragement which their mag- 
nanimitj; deferveci j and ever fince that time 
rhefe emigrations have ' ftill continued. 
Arno, thc^Tixth of its bilhops, according to 
the pofitive alTertion of the Salzburg hilfo- 
liansy was, in the year 798, created arch- 
billiop and metropolitan over Noricum, 
Bavaria, a part of Rhreria, Bohemia, Mora- 
via, and i'annonia. Since the extinftion 
likewife of the archbifliopric of Magdeburg, 
the archbilhops of Salzburg are become pri- 
mates of Germany without any competition. 
The lands belonging to this archbiihopric 
are of very great value ; and came to it 
partly by donations from the dukes of Ba- 
varia, the kings of the Franks, nobles, and 
private perfons, or by purciiale. Its alTeff- 
suent in the matricnla of the empire is equal 
to that of an elcGor, being Oxty horfe, and 
S77 foot, or I SsS .florins ; to the chamber 
at Wetzlar he pays 60S rixdollars fixty-nine 
kruitzers. His revenues are eflimated by 
Reyflev at Soo,oco rixdollars ; but a perfon, 
whofe knowledge and veracity arc equally 
indifputabic, and who has long lived at 
Salzburg, affirms, in a rnanuicripr, that the 
incomes ariflng from all his lands, amount, 
tf/lUkm annls’i to no iefs than betwixt three 
and four millions of guilders. The military 
force of this archbiihopric conliih only of 
one regiment of foot, containing looo men. 
The fifty halberdcers and the fifty trabants, 
or horfe guards, here, being ratlier inftituted 
for the fplendor of the court than the mili- 
tary eftablifiimcnr j indeed, a greater num- 
ber of foldicrs in this country would be both 
neediefs and inconvenient, it being by means 
of its hills and narrow paffies well fortified 
isgainft any invafions •, it has befiucs very 
few places fjt for the encampment of an 
army, and litdc or no grain, not to mention 
its brave and expert peafantry, who would 
prove a flout defence to it.

Samar 9 or Samai, one of the Philippine 
Iflands, I zo leagues in circumference, fep::.- 
ratecl by_a narrow fea morn the ibuth-er-lt 
extremity of the ifland cf Li^on. Jn this 
ifland the foil is extremely fertile, cafily cul- 
tivated, and rewards the indujflry cf the 
labourer with at leaft forty fold. Befides 
other grain, the Indians fow a confidcrable 
quantity of rice, but which is wholly iiirend- 
ed for the ufe of the parochial clergy, the 
fettlement of Manilla, and the governor of 
the province. The common food of the 
natives coafills chiefly in a fpecies of poratoe, 
yains;, and a Toot named gaby. From the 
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or ciic cocoa* liipe^ and caboBCgro trees, 
they obtain the materials for an *^e:{ccilent 
fpecies of brandy* The laft of thefe owes its ' 
name to the black colour of its fibres, which 
are manufactured by th.e natives into cables, 
different kinds of cordage. The only 
inftrument ufed by the Indianj either for the 
purpofe of war or iriduftry, is a kind of 
coutean de chalfe, named cris, or campilan ; 
an infirument which, after ibrving him 
it the enemy, enables him to cut down 
tree of the 'Wood, to be formed 
into a canoe, or fplit into deals for more 
uies. When the campilan has been 
worn as to be of little further fer- 
vice to him, it is ftill employed by his wife to 
grub up a light foil, in which fne plants 
yams, potatoes, and other roots. Sugar- 
canes, cabbages, garlic, onions, melonsj'^the 
Chinefe oranges, len\ons, vegetables, and, 
though in fmall quantity, ieverai other 
kinds of fruit, little known in Europe, are 
cultivated in this ifland. It abounds in figs, 
of which Mr. Pagis reckoned no fewer than 
thirteen or fourteen different fpecies*, with a 
great variety of perfumes. The natives are 
inO'rudted to give particular attention to the 
culture of the cocoa-tree, which grows here 
to an uncommon fize. Their woods pro- 
duce the pumplemoas, a fpecies of orange, 
.near Eve inches in diameter, pepper, honey, 
and wax. Indeed, all thefe illand? are emi- 
nently diftinguiihcd by the labours of the 
bee. The woods fwann with birds of almofl 
every defeription, particularly the common 
fowl, which is, however, difi.ingui*lied from 
our’s by the ihortcncd proportions of her 
body and legs. The colour of the hen is grey, 
with feathers fpotted, like a partridge. There 
are three different fpecies of turtle-dove. 
The parroquer, cockaioc, and another pretty- 
little fpecies of the fame genus, no larger 
than a linncr, are furprjlingiy common. 
There is allb found here a \ cry fmall bird 
of the dimiipjti've iice of a wafp, whofe 
colours, con.fUiii’jg in a lliridc of yellow, 
mixed with red and blue, are peculiarly vivid 
and beautiful. IMa;-;}' kinds of monkics, one 
of which is remarkably large, roc-bucks, 
wild bulliiioes, and other quadnspeds, abound 
in the vvo‘k 1 s. The foot or a tall fpe- 
cies of the ligbaun:in cmnlfts in nuntberlefs 
folds of b:irk, which in a certain period of 
putrefaction arc fcparable witiiouc arc or 
difficulty. Thefe pierced f'gethcr afford 
them a fpecies of line.lirsen, narih indeed, 
and difagreeaDlc to the flun, in its natural 
Hate, hue which they have learned to 
render fufficicntiy foft and pliable, by 
a preparation of lime. Befidcs ferving 
them as the materials of linen cloth, it is 
iikewife ufefui to them for the purpofes of 
cordage. The deportment of the men is 
opeii| and affable j the women are 
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gay and livelyy .Among their productlotis of 
art, the Indian mat merits particular no- 
tice : which is a fpecies of manufacture oi 
fuch finenefs, that a piece of fix feet could 
eaniy-be put into a pocket. It is executed 
in various handfome defigns, and painted 
in very lively and elegant colours, which 
they have the art of extradting from difier- 
ent trees. The hair of both foxes is re« 
markably fine, particularly that of the wo- 
men, which they are accuribmcd to comb 
with great care, and to anoint, frequently, 
With the oil of the cocoa-nut, in order to 
frrengtheu and render it of a deep black. 
Their nofes are ffiort and depreffed, but the 
noftriis are. by no mean^ dilated, like thofc 
of the negro. The iron-tree, ebony, and 
dying wood, grow in every part of the 
iiland ; and goid-dufi: is found, in fome 
quantity, in its more interior regions. The 
natives, efpeciaily fuch as relidc on the fea 
coafi, were formerly Mahometans ; but the 
miffioaary Jefuits converted them to the re- 
ligion and allegiance of Spain, Lat, 12.

S.imarcand, a city of Afia, and capital of 
a province in Great Bukharia, called dfct’u- 
ralnah\ or S.inmrctmd', fuppofed to be the 
Marakundus of the ancients. In the time 
of Alexander, it was twelve leagues in cir- 
cumference, inciofed with a wall, and hav- 
ing twelve iron gates, a league diflant front 
each other; and , at every two leagues there 
was a fort able to contain a great body of 
troops : the walls were Iikewife ftrengthen- 
ed with battlements and towers, and fur- 
rounded with a very deep ditch, through 
which an aquedudl was laid, conveyed thi- 
ther bv leaden pipes, from a little river 
called Sogdt and thence into the city, which 
Hood oa the fouth fide of it, fo that every 
gre^ ikeet had a canal of water running . 
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throngli it, and every houfe a fountain well 
as garden. In the year laia©, this country 
•was invaded by Jsnghis Khan, pd the city 
taken and plundered. At prefent Samar*, 
cand is the feat of a Tartar prince, and 
carries on a great trade with Perfia, Hin- 
doc-fTun, Cbincfe Tartary, &rc. Although 
k 'fails Ihort of being fo fpiendid as in 
times paft, yet it is Hill very large, and well 
peopkd. it is fortified with Hrong bul- 
warks of earth: and fome of the private 
houfes arc of iio-ae, dug our of quarries, 
which are near the town. The academy of 
fciences in this city% is one of the moit emi- 
nent among the Mahometans, who refort 
tiilther to lludy from all the neighbouring 
countries. The fiik-paper made here is faid 
ro be the moft beautiful in all Alia, and 
therefore in great requeft throughout the 
Eaft. The foil produces pears, apples, rai- 
Hns and melons, of an exquilite taite ; and 
in fuch plenty, that the empire of the 
Great Mogul, and part of Perfia, are fup- 
plied from hence. The little river Sogd, 
which glides by the town, would be of great 
ufe to the placey' by opening a communica- 
tion with the neighbouring dominions, if the 
inhabitants had the art and induftry to make 
it navigable. The province of Samarcand 
or Mawaralnahr, is dtuated to the eaft of 
Sukharia, and extends to the borders of 
Kafogar, being about 500 miles in length 
from weft to eaft, and 450 from north to 
• fouth. This country was formerly full of 
flourilhing cities, moft of which are at pre- 
fent ruined or fallen to decay.

The meadows feed ahundarice of 
cattle; and the horfes are particularly ex- 
cellent, In the woods arc found bears and 
elks. Bees arc abundant, and large quau- 
n'ties of wax and honey are collected. Thei 
inhabitants are robuft and ciowniih, but rec- 
koned honeft and juft in their dealings; they 
are.faid to have a finguiar cuftom, viz. no 
young woman is permitted to walk abroad 
in the night without a li^ht in the hand, 
and tsvo bells at the girdle. The province 
is fubdivided into twenty-rive diftridls. The 
principal towns are Rofienne and Mediiiki-

/Eih lius, reports that the fig-trees. ao pie- treesj, 
role-trees, and the vines too, or this ifiand* 
bore fruit twice a year. Pliny rakes notice cf 
the pomegranates of Samos, forae of which 
had red feeds, others white. Mere are 
abundance of wild-fowl, partridges, wood* 
cocks, fnipcs, thrufiies, wood- pigeons, tur- 
tle-doves, wheat- ears, &c. There are 11a 
rabbits m Samos, but abundance of hares,* 
wild-boars, goats, and ferae deer. They 
breed much cattle : they have fewer fiieep 
than goats. The French lade a bark with wool 
once a year- In Samos are fome iron-mine-..^ 
The cmery-ftcnc is nor fcaroe in this ifi&md.- 
Oker is common. AH the mountains of 
this ifiand are of white mjafoie. The Sa« 
-mians live at their cafe, and are not tyran- 
■nifed over hf the Turks. .The habit of the 
■vyomen, is a veft, after the Tuik ill 
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% fed ccif, and a talTel of yellow or v/hite, 
whith h.mgj down their back, a*> docs their 
fi'Jr, which rnoft- commonly they part into 
a couple of trcffes, at the bottom whereof 
hangs "a bunch of fmall plates of block -tin, 
or lilver of a coarfe alloy, for they have 
fcarcely any other in this country. The land- 
tax here is about 12,000 crowhs. A ^ tenth 
is likewife paid out of all forts of grain and 
fruit, without excepting the very onions and 
gourds: they have abundance of mcions, 
Iciniks, French-beans, &,c. The Mulca- 
dine grapes are the befl fruit of tip iiland. 
They gather about 30C0 Oarreis of Mulca- 
dinc :iC Samos, each barrel weigning- 15S 
pounds four ounces, but the whole quanti- 
ty of oil feidom exceeds 8co or 900 barrels, 
as much as the barrels of wine. They eve- 
ry year lade three barks with wheat for 
France. The poorer fort, in making their 
bread, mix half wheat and half barley and 
white millet. Some mix only millet and 
barley, of both which they have great plenty 
in this ifland. The pine-trees in the north 
of the iiland,., yield about 300 or 400 quin- 
tals of pitch, worth a crown a quintal, which 
pay four per cent, cuftom. The filk of this* 
illancl is very fine ; it is worth four fhiliings 
a pound ; this traffic, one ysTir with another, 

. may be rated at 20,000 or 23,000 crowns. ’ 
Their honey and wax are admirable ; hfey 
pounds weight of honey fells for a crown, 
but their wax is worth five-pence a pound. 
They gather no lefs than zoo quintals of 
honey; but of wax fca rce 100 j the quin- 
tal weighs 140 pounds. The fcammony of 
Samos is not fo good as that of Aleppo. 
Samos contains fevcral towns, or rather vil- 
lages, The principal harbour is that of 
Vati, on the north fide of the ifiand.

Sana has the apipcarance of being 
more populous than it actually is j for gar- 
dens occupy a part of the fpace within the 
walls. In Sana are only twelve public 
baths ; but many noble palaces. A.t Sana, 
and in the other cities of the Eaft, are great 
fimferas, or caravanferas, for merchants and 
travellers. Each different commodity is 
fold in a feparate maikct. In the market 
for bread, none but women are to be fecn j 
and their little fliops arc portable. Fruits 
arc, however, very plenteous at Sana. Here, 
are more than twenty different fpecies of 
grapes, which, as they do not all ripen at 
the fame time, continue to afford a delicious 
refrcfliment for feveraj months. Great 
■i^uantities of grapes are dried here; and the 
fnxporration of raifins from Sana is confider- 
abk. One fort of thefe grapes are without 


ftones, and contains only a foft grain, the 
preface of which is not perceptible in eat- 
ihg the raifin. In the caftie, which Hands 
on. a hill, are two palaces- The reigning 
iman rdldes in the city : 12S miles NNE, 
Mocha.

In the year 1259, 
the Tartars and Ruffians committed terrible 
ravages in this city, and put the inhabitants 
to the fword. On the izd of Augull", 1702, 
the nobility entered into a confederacy at 
Sandomir, and engaged by a folemn vow to 
defend their religion, their liberty, and their 
lawful king, Auguftus 11.

It \vas flrft , incorporated by the name of 
barons, and in the reign or Edward III, by 
the ftyle of mayor, jurats, and commonalty. 

It was reckoned one of the Cinque Ports, 
even in the reign of William the Conqueror. 

The members belonging to it arc Fordwich, 

Deal, W'’almer, Ramfgate, Reculver, Stonar, 
and Sar. The harbour has for many years 
been fo choked up with fands, and by a fliip 
of great burden, of Pauls IV, funk in the 
channel, that here is not depth of water for vef- - 
fels of a confidcrable fizc. The wool- ftaple was 
removed hither from Queenborough, in the 
reign of Richard IT; and fomc Walloons 
and Dutchmen, who fled hither, in the reign 
of queen Elizabeth, from pcrrecution,,fet up 
the manufacture of cloth ; but the chief trade 
pf the town is in ibipping and malting. It 
fends two members to the Britifli parliament, , 
and has two markets weekly, Wednefday 
and Saturday : fourteen miles N, Dover, and 
fixty-feven E. London.

Sandwich JJIands, a clufter of iflands in tlie 
Pacific Ocean, dilcovcred by captain Cook 
and captain King, in the year 1778, and 
thus deferibed by captain King, after vifiting 
them a fecund time, in the year 1779: This 
group confifts of eleven iflands, extending in 
latitude from 18. $4. to 22. 15. N. and in 
longitude from T9'9. 36. to 205. 06. E. 
They are called by the natives, i. Owhyec.

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cepting Morotifliiec and Tahoora: Bcfides 
the iflands above enumerated, we were pid 
by the Indians* that there is another called 
Modoo/^apapa^ or Kamodoopapapa, lying to tiic 
weft-fouth-well of Tahoora, which is low 
and fandy, and vifired only for the purpofc 
of catching turtle, and fea fowl; and ^ as I 
could never learn that they knew of any 
others, it is probable that none esift.in their 
Baeighhoiu'hocd. They were named by cap- 
tain Cook ^^jndwich Iflands, \i\ ^ ovik'UT- 
of the cnrl of Sandwich, under whofe adnii- 
niitradon he had enriched geography w-itli 
fo many fpiendid and important difeoverks. 
The climute of the Sandwich Ifland'^ differs 
very little from that of the Weil India 
Illfuds, vvhicli lie in tlw fame latitude. Upon 
the whole, perhaps, i? may be rather more 
temperate. The ihermomcter, on fhore, in 
KarakakoGa Day, never rofe higher than 88, 
and that but one day ; its mean height at 
noon vvas 83* Jn W'ymoa Bay, its mean-, 
height at noon was 76, and when out at iea ' 
75.'^ The mean height of the thermometer 
ac neon, in Jarr.alcu is about S6, at fea So. 
‘I'Vhetbcr they be ti.;bje6t to the fame violent 
winds and hurricanes, we could not difeover, 
as we were not there in any of the itormy 
months. However, -as the- .natives- gave. -us . 
lio pouiive refciiTiGDy of the fadt, and no 
traces of tiieiv efFcdts were any where vifible, 
it is prob-nblc that, in this rcfpedl*, they re- 
fciTiblt the Society and Fricndiy Iflands, 
whicii are in a great meafure free from 
thefc dreadful vifitaticns. During the four 
%ylnter months that we remained araongft 
thefe iilands, there was more rain, clpecialiy 
in the interior pans, than ufually falls dur- 
ing the dry feafon in the iilands of the Welt 
Indies* We gehcraUy law clouds colle^ing 
round the tops of the hills, and producing 
rain to keward ; but after they are feparated 
from the laud by the wind, they difperie and 
are loff, end otlicrs fuccecd in their place, 
Th'-; happened daily at Owhyee, the moun- 
rainous parts bci,f\g generally enveloped in a 
cloud, fucGclIive (bowers falling in the inland’ 
country ; with fine weather, and a clear fey, 
at the fea ihore. The winds, , in general, 
were from eaft-fomh-eail to north-eaft; 
though they fometimes varied a few points 
each way ro the north and fouth ; but thefe 
were light, and of feort duration. In the 
harbour of Karakakooa, we had -a conftant 
land and fea breeze, every day and night. 
The currents Teemed, very uncertain, fome- 
times Tutting to windward j 'and' at other 
times to leeward, without any regularity. 
They did not appear to be governed by the’, 
■winds, nor any other caufe that I can afhgn : 
they frequently fet to windward againfl a 
frelh breeze. The tides are very regular, 
flowhig and ebbing, fuc, hours eabh*. :The 
hood comes from the eafuvard j and -it is 
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high wiucr, at the full and change oF the 
moon, fony-live minutes niift three, ap- 
parent time. Their grearcit rife is tw'o 
feet leven inches; and we always obferved 
the water to be four inches higher v/hen the 
moon was above the horizon than when it was 
below. The quadrupeds in rhefc, as well as 
in all other iilands that have been difeovered 
in the South Sea, arc confined to three forts : 
dos2s, hogs, and rats. I'hc number of 
dogs in "thefe iilands did not appear to be 
nearly equal, in proportion, to rhofe hi 
Orabcitc. But, on the other hand, they 
ab-oiindi much more in Irogs ; and the breed 
is of a larger and weightier kind. Tlic 
fupply of provitions. ot this kind, which 
we got from them, wms really afionilhing : 
we were near four months cither cruifing in 
tite harhotu', or off Cwhyce q during ail ti;ia 
time, a large allowiruu; ^.f frefij, p.'.rk was 
confianily ferved to both erews ; lo that our 
couiumpiion was corn|:u;cd at nbe-ur fi 3 ;ty 
'■|ftUnchcons of five hundred weigtit each. 
Befidcs this, and the incredible waitc which, 
ill the irddil of fuch, plenty, was not to be 
■guarded againfl, fixty puncheons more were 
faked for Tea ftore, The greateft part of 
this fupply w’as drawn from tiie illand of 
Owyhee alone, and yet we could not per- 
ceive that it was at all drained, or even that 
the abundance had any way decrcafcd. TIjC 
birds of thefe islands are beautiful and nu- 
merous, though not various. There are 
four which feem to belong to the nuhlll^ 
or honey-fuckers, of Linnmus. There is a 
fpecies of thrufn, with a grey break ; and 
afrnall bird of the fly-caichcr kind, a rail, 
with very Ihort wings, a’ud no tail, which, 
on that account we named ralL’iS ecainlains^ 
Ravens are found here, but they arc very 
fcarce ; thedr colour is dark brown, inchn- 
'ing to black, and trieir notes dirfer from 
the European* Here are, alfo, owls ; plo» 
vers of two fort^, one very like the whiil- 
,iing-plovcr of Eiirupe ; a large white pi- 
■geou; a bird with a long tail, whole coioiir 
is black, the vent and featihers under the 
wing fwliich is much longer rhuii is ufunlly 
feeti in the generality of birds, except birds 
of paradife) areytdlow; and the common 
water or darker hen. Their vegetable pro- 
ductions are nearly the feme wdth the rek of 
the South-Sea Jsdands. The bread-fruit- 
trees thrive here; not in fuch abundance, 
but produce double the quantity tlicy do mi 
the rich plains of Otaheite. Their fugar- 
canes are of a very unufual fize : one of 
them was brought to us, at Atooi, mea- 
furiiig eleven inches and a quarter in ciiv 
cumfercnce, and having fourteen feet eat- 
able. At Onccdieovv, they brought us fe- 
vcral large roots, of a brown colour, fliaped 
• like a yam, and from fix to ten pounds in 
weight* The juice, which it yields in 

great 


great abundance, was found to be an ex- ' 
cellent fubftitute for fugar. The inliabit- 
ants of the Sandwich Islands arc undoubt- 
edly of the fame race with thofe of New 
Zealand, the Society and Friendly Islands, 
Eafter Island, and the Marqudas ; a race 
that poffeffes, without any intermixture, all 
the known lands between the latitudes of 
47 fomh and 20 north, and between the 
longitudes of 184 and 260 eaft, . The na- 
tives of thefe islands are, in general, above 
the middle fize, and \vell made 5 they walk 
very gracefully, run nimbly, and are capa- 
ble of bearing great fatigue ; though, upon 
the whole, the men are fomewhat inferior, 
in point of ftrength and adivity, to ^ t^^ 
Friendly Islanders; and the women lefs de- 
licately limbed than thofe of Otaheite. 
Their complexion is rather darker than that 
of the Otaheiteans, and they are nor alto- 
gether fo handfome a jjeople ; however, 
many of both fexes ,had line open counte- 
nances 5 and the women, in particular, had 
good eyes and teeth, and a fweetnefs 
and fenlibiiity of look which rendered 
them very engaging. Their hair is 
of a brownifh black, and neither uniformly 
Hraight, like that of the Indians of 
America, nor uniformly curling, a'? amongll 
the African Negroes, but varying in this 
refpedt, like the hair of Europeans, 

One ftriking peculiariry in the features 
of every part of this great nation, I do 
not remember to have fecn any where 
mentioned ; which is, that, even in the 
bandfomeft faces, there is always a fulne-fs 
of the noftril, without any ilatnefs or 
fpreading of the nofe, tint diitinguilhes 
them, from Europeans. It is not improba- 
ble that this may be the elFedt of their ufuai 
mode of falutation, which is performed by 
preffing the ends of their nofes together. 
The whole number of inhabitants cannot 
be lefs than 400,000. It was here, in the 
iiland of Owhyee, that the celebrated cap- 
tain Cook loft his life, in a quarrel with the 
natives. Captain King, however, fays, 
notwithftanding the irreparable iofs we fuf- 
fered, from the fudden refenrment: and vio- 
lence of thefe people, yet, in juflice to 
their general condudt, it muft be ackne-w- 
iedged, that they arc of the moft mild and 
affectionate dilpofltion ; equally remote from 
the extreme levity and ficklcnefs of the 
Otaheiteans, and th.e difaint gravity and re- 
ferve of the inhabitants of the Friendly 
Hands. They appear to live in the utmoft 
harmony and friendlhip with one another. 
The women who had children were re- 
markable for their tender and conftant atten- 
tion to them; and the men would often lend 
their affiftancein thofe domeftic ctFices, with 
a wiliingnefs that docs credit to their feei- 
ings* It mufti however • be obferyed, that 


they fall very Ihcrt of the other iflanders 
in that beft teft of civilization, the refpeiSt 
to the' women. Their natural capacity 
feems, in no refpedl, below the commoii 
ftandard of mankind. Their improve- 
ments in agriculture, and the.perfediion of 
their manufadlures, are certainly adequate 
to the circumftances of their fituation, and 
the natural advantages they enjoy. The 
eager curiofity with which they attended the 
armourer’s forge, and the many expedients 
they had invented, even, before we left the 
ifiands, for working the iron they had pro*- 
cured from us, into fuch forms as were beft 
adapted to their purpofes, were ftrong 
proofs of docility and ingenuity. Though 
the cuftom of eating the bodies of their ene- 
mies he not known, by pohtivc evidence, to 
exiftin any of the South-Sea Hands, except 
New Zealand, yet it is extremely probable 
that it was originally prevalent in them all* 
The facrilicing human vidlirns, ^vhich feems 
evidently ro be a relic of this horrid prac- 
tice, ftill obtains univerfaliy amongft thefe 
illanders ; and it is eafy to conceive why the 
New Zealanders ihould retain the repaft, 
which was probably the laft ad of thefe 
iliocking rites, longer than the reft of their 
tribe, who were htuated in more mild and 
fruitful climates. As the inhabitants of the 
Sandwich Hands certainly bear a nearer re- 
ft mblance to thoi'e of New Zealand, both 
in their perfons and difpofitions, than , to 
any other people of this family, fo it was 
ftrongly fufpeded, by INIr. Anderfou, that, 
like them, they ftill continue to feaft on hu- 
man deih. The inhabitants of thefe illands 
differ from thofe of the Friendly Hes, 
faffering, almoft uiiiverially, their beards to 
grow. There were, indeed, a few, 
amongft whom was the old king, that cut 
it off entirely, and others that wore it only 
on the upper iip. Both fexes wear neck- 
laces, made of ftrlngs of fmali variegated 
fhells ; and an ornament, in the form of, the 
handle of a cup, about two inches long, and 
half an inch broad, made of wood, ftone, 
or ivory, linely poliff*ed, which is hung about ' 
the neck, by fme threads of twifted hair, 
doubled, dbmetimes, a hundred fold. In- 
ftcad of this ornament, foine of them wear, 
on their breaks, a imall human figure, ; 
made of bone, fiifpended in the fame man- 
ner. The fan, or idy-trap, is alfo an orna- 
ment ufed by both fexes. The mofz ordi- 
nary kind are made of the fibres of the co- 
coa-nut, tied loofe, in buncbiCS, to the top 
of a fmooth, poliihed handle ; the tail- 
feathers of the cock, and of the tropic bird^ 
are alfo ufed, in the fame manner : but the 
moft valuable, are thofe which have the han- 
dle made of the arm or leg bones of an ene- 
my, fiainin battle, and. which are prefervedL 
with great care, and handed down from fa- 
ther

The cultoni of tattowing the body, they 
have, in common with the reft of the na- 
tives of the South Sea Iflandsj but it is 
only ar New Zealand, and the Sandwich 
Ifla'nds that they tattow the face. There is, 
alio, this difference between the two laft : 
that in the former, it is done in elegant 
fpiral volutes j and in the latter, in llraight 
Haas, croifing each other at right angles. 
The hands and arms of the women are, alfo, 
very neatly marked ; and they have a fin- 
gular cuftem amongit them, the meaning of 
which We couici never learn, that of tattow- 
ing the rip of the tongues of the females. 
The drefs of the men generally confifts only 
of a piece of thick cloth, called the maro, 
ten or twelve inches broad, which they pals 
between the legs, and tie round the waiff. 
This is the common drefs of all ranks of 
people* Their mats, fome of which are 
beautifully manufactured, are of various 
fizes, but mofily about five feet long, and 
four broad. Thefe they throw over their 
fboulders, and bring forward before ; but 
they are feldom. ufed, except in time of war, 
for which purpofe they feem better adapted 
than for ordinary ufe, being of a thick and 
cumberfome texture, and capable of break- 
ing the blow of a fione, or any blunt wea- 
pon. Their feet arc generally bare, ex- 
cept when they have occalion to travel over 
the burnt Hones, when they fecure them 
with a fort of fandal, madd of cords, twill- 
ed, from the hbres of the cocoa-nut. Such 
is the ordinary drefs of thefe hlanders ; 
but they have another appropriated to their 
chiefs, and ufed on ceremonious occafions, 
confifting of a feathered ciokc and helmet, 
which, in point of beauty and magnifi- 
cence, is, perhaps, nearly equal to that of 
any nation in the world. Thefe feathered 
drefles feemed to be exceedingly fcarce, ap- 
propriated to perfons of the higheft rank, 
and worn by tlio men only. The common 
drefs of the women bears a clofe refemblance 
to that of the men. They wrap round the 
waift a piece of cloth, that reaches half way 
down the thigh j and fometimes in the cold 
of the evening they appeared with loofe 
pieces of, fine doth, wrapt feverai times 
round the waift, and defeending to the leg, 
fo as to have exactly the appearance of a full, 
Ihort peticoat. Their hair is cut fliort be- 
hind, and turned up before, as is thefa- 
iliion of the Otabeiceans and Kevv Zealand- 
ers. The food of the lower clafs of peo- 
ple confifts, principally, of fifii and vegeta- 
bles; fuch as yams, fweet potatoes, tarrow, 
planrains, fugar-canes, and , bread. . To 
thefe, the people of a higher rank add the 
fiefh' of hogs and dogs, dreffed in' the fame 
manner as at the Society Illan^'s, : ' ' They 
-alfo eat fowls, of the fame , domeftic kiadi 


with ©ur’s; but they are neither plcnrifui 
nor much eflccmcd by them. The way of 
fpending their time appears to be \cry fim- 
ple, and lo admit of little variety. They 
rife with .the fun, and, after er.itying the 
cool of the evening, retire to lorf: a few hours 
after fun-fet. Tlie making of car.ocs and 
mats form the occupatioub of the erees; the 
women are employed in n-anuratinring 
cloth ; and the towtows arc pihicipaily en- 
gaged in the j-iantarionG, and fiihing, Thcli" 
idle hours are filled up with various arruifc* 
ments. Their young men and wemen are 
fond of dancing', and, on more fok-rnn oc- 
cafions, they have boKing nud wreitling 
matches. Their mufic is, alu;i, of a ruder 
kind, having neither liutes, nor rcv^ds, nor 
inftruments of any otlier fort, that we faw, 
except drums of various fizts. But thtir 
fungs, which they fung in parts, and accom- 
pany with gentle motion of the ciims, in the 
fame manner as the Friendly Ifianderi,, liaj 
a very pleating c heft. It is very remark- 
able, that the people of thefe iilands arc 
great gambkrs. Tiiey have a game very 
much like our draughts, but, if we may 
judge from the number of (qiiares, it is 
much more intricate. Swimming is not only 
a nccelTary art, in which both tiieir men 
and women are more expert than any people 
we ht^ hitherto feen, but a favourite diver- 
fion among them. Their cloth is made of 
the fame materials, and in the fame manner 
as at the Friendly and Society iilands. 
Their fiftiing-hcoks arc made of mother-of- 
pearl, bone, or wood, pointed and barbed 
with fmali bones, or tortoife-liielL They 
are of various fizes and forms ; but the 
iTioft common are about two or three inches 
long, and made in the lhape of a imall liih, 
which ferves as a bait, haviiig a bunch of 
feathers tied to the head or tail. Thofe 
with which they filli for fitarks are of a 
very large llze, being, generally, fix or eight 
inches long. Their infirurncnib of war are 
fpears, daggers, called pa!iooa«, clubs, and 
flings. The people of thefe iflands are ma- 
nifeftly divided into three duifes ; the firll 
are the erees, or chiefs of each diuridl ; 

' one of whom is fuperior to the refl, and h 
called, at Owhyee, eree-iaboo, and eree- 
moee ; the fecund clafs are thofe who appear 
to enjoy a right of property, without authori- 
ty ; the third are the towtows, or fervanrs, 
who have neither rank nor property. It is 
pretty dear that the government is heredita- 
ry ‘ which, alfo, makes it very probable, 
that- the^ inferior titles and property itfelf 
defeend in the fame courfe. The religion 
of thefe people refembles, in moR of its pinii- 
cipal features, that of the Society and 
Friendly Iflands. Their morais, their 
. whattas, their idols, their facrifices, and 
their facred fongs, all of which they have 


in.comtnori with eachother^. are convlncrag 
proofs, that their religious notions arc de- 
rived from the flune fource. Human facri- 
fices are more frequent he^e, according to 
the account of the natives themfelves, than 
in any other iilands we vi'hted; thefe hor- 
rid rites are nor only had recourfe to upon 
the commencement of war, and preceding 
great battles, and other %nal enterpriKcs, 
.but the death of any confiderable chief calls 
for a facriiice of one or more towtows, ac- 
cording to his rank.

The Saracens invaded it in rhe 
eighth century, as they did Naples and Si- 
cily. The republics of Genoa and Pifa re- 
covered part of the ifiand from them* Pope 
Boniface took' upon him to transfer the 
ifiand to the king of Aragon, who fubdued 
the Genoefe, Pifiins, and the reft of the in- 
habitants, and annexed it to his own domir 
nions ; and it remained united to the crown 
of Spain, till thp allies made a conqueft of 
it in 1708, and it was allotted to the empe-,- 
ror, at the peace of Utrecht, 1713. The 
Spaniards recovered it in the year J7i7,but 
were obliged to abandon it two years after, 
when it was conferred on the duke of Sa- 
voy, in lieu of the kingdom of Siedy, in 
1719. The kingdorn is of more importance 
to the honfe of Savoy as a monarchy, thai> 
on account, of the revenues ; for, the charge 
of the army and ciyil officers being deduct- 
ed, the remainder does not much exceed 
2col.

Of the fifli which the Tea pro- 
duces here, we know but little ; turtles are 
Ibmetimes found upon the coaft, and are by 
thefe people, as well as all others, confidcred 
ss a dainty. The people arc rather luuier 
than over the middling fize ; the women ef- 
pccially are remarkably ihort, and (quat- 
built ; their complexion is a dark brown, 
and their hair uuiverfaily black and lank. 
The men arc, in general, w'cll made, vi- 
gorous, and abtive, and have a greater va- 
riety in the make and di^iofuion of their 
features than ufual ; the countenances of the 
women are, on the contrary, all alike. 
The men fatten their hair up to the top of 
their heads with a comb ; the women tie it 
behind in a club, which is very far from be- 
coming. Both fexes eradicate the hair fropn 
under the arm, and the men do the fame 
with their beards, for which purpt>re, the 
better ibrt alw'ays carry a pair of fllvcr pin- 
cers, hanging by a irring round their necks ; 
feme, however, fuffer a very little hair to 
remain upon their upper l-ps. hut this is, 
always kept fbort. Tiic drefs of both Icxes'. 
confiits of cotton cloth, which being dyed 
blue in the yam, and not uniformly of the 
fame fhade, is in clouds or waves of that co- 
lour, and, even in our eye, had not an inele- 
gant appearance. This cloth* they 'manu- 
tadiure themfelves, and two pieces, each a- 
tiyo yards lopij wd a yard a half 
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wide, make a dreis. Almoft ali the meir 
had dtei'r names traced upon their arms la 
indelible characters, of a black colour ; and 
the women had a iquarc ornamerit of flou- 
riftjcd’lines, impreft'ed in the fame manner, 
juft under the bend of the eibow. The 
houfes of Sava are ail built upon the fame* 
plan, and difler only in fize, being large in 
proportion to the radk and riches of the 
proprietor. Some are 400 feet long, and 
foine are not more than twenty; they are 
ali raifed upon pofts, or piles, about four 
feet high. When the natives of this ifland 
were firft formed into a civil fociety, is not 
certainly known, but at prefent it is di- 
vided into five principalities, or nigrees : Laai, 
Soba, Rcgecua, Tiino, and Mafliira, eacli 
of which is governed by its refpe6tive raja, 
or king. The religion of thefe people, ac- 
cording to Mr. Lange’s informatimi, is an 
abfurd kind of Paganifm, every man choofing, 
his own god, and derermining for himfelf how 
he fiionld he worlhippeddo tha: there are idmolt 
as many gods and inodes of worlhip as there 
are people. . In their morals, however, tliey 
are find to be irreproachable, even upon the 
principles of Chriftianicy. This iiland was 
iettied by the Porruguefe, almoft as Ihon as 
they found their way into this part of the 
ocean, but they were in a fhort time fup- 
planted by the Dutch. The Dutch, ho\%> 
ever, did not cake polleflion of it, but only 
fent floops to trade with the natives, pro- 
bably for provifions to fupport the inhabi- 
tants of their Spice Ifiands. Their Eaft 
India Company entered into a treaty with 
the rajas, by which ifie company ftipularcd 
to furnifh each of them with a certain quan- 
tity of lilk, fine linen, cutiury-ware, arrack, 
and other articles, every year ; and the 
rajas engaged that neither they nor their 
fubje^fts fliouild trade with any perfon, except 
the company, without liaving firft obtained 
their confenr, and that they would admit a 
refident on behalf of the company, to relide 
upon the ifland, and fee that their part of 
the treaty was fulfilled : they al lb engaged to 
fupply annually a certain quantity of ricci, 
maize, and caievances. The maize and ca- 
levances are fent to Timor in floops, winch 
are kept there for that purpole, each of 
which is navigated by ten Indians ; and the 
rice is fetched away annually by a fliip, 
which brings the company’s returns, and 
anchors alternately in each of the three bays. 
Thefe returns are delivered to the vaias, in 
the form of a prefeut, and the c«ik of ar- 
rack they and their principal people never 
ceafe to drink, as long as a drop of it re- 
mains. The Dutch having printed v^erfions 
of the ISiew Teltament, a catcchifm, and 
kxaml . other tradls, in the language 
of this , and ./the neighbouring iflwidsi Dr,-" 
Solandefy- who was* at the fchoolmafler^.'’' 
h9‘if%-Tsw ,the, books of htf 
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toany o£ whom wrote a very fair hand. 
He boafted that there were no Icfs than 600 
Chrifiiaar. in the townfhip of Seba; but 
wh.;t the Dutch Clirifliaiiity of thefe Indians 
jnay be, it i$ not perhaps very cafy to guefs, 
for there is not a church, nor even a prieft, 
in the whole ifland.

The fureftr. arc confi- 
derabie, which yield tiniber and pitch. 
Coal 'r are found in uv^nul plr-.ces, and the 
mines are or great importance *, in which 
are found hiver, copper, tin, lead, iron, cin- 
nabar, cp^icl'dllver, antimony, bilrnutlj, ar- 
fenic, difthrent kinds of precious ftoncs, as 
diamonds, topazC', rubies, aincthyifs, jaf- 
ccc. with, qnnnics of various forts of 
marble. The principal rivers arc the iCibe, 
.Elffcr, Mulda, and Saal. It h in general 
web cultivated and popuhves, it coiuains up- 
wards of 2co-towns, and r.e'^r 5000 villages.

Ambition to be king of 
Poland, induced the elector to become Ro- 
man Catholic, but he engaged himfelf and 
fucceifurs nor to introduce any alrerations in 
the church, worOup, ceremonies, univerfi- 
ties, or fchools. The arts and fcicnccs arc 
flourihiiiig in Saxony, and the manuFaftures 
arc numerous of thread, finen, porcelaine, 
giafs, cutlery, carpers, velvet, and muflins. 
Frederick, the warlike roarggravc of Meif- 
fen, was the fir ft efedfor, in the year 1422, 
whofe grandfons, Erncft and Albert, di- 
videdMhe eltates between them ; thecldeft 
mu fatacaeded by hit 
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offspring till the year 1547, when John Fre- 
derick was put under the ban of the em- 
pire,. and Duke Maurice, a defendant of 
Albert, was named elector, by Charles V. 
Duke Maurice was fuccet ded by his brother, 
whofe deicendanrs have ft ill polTcffed the 
electorate. His grandlbn, George I, added 
to his polTeffions Upper and Lower Lufatia, 
and fome bther acquifitions. The elciftor 
Frederic Auguftus, ia the latter end of the 
feventeenth century becoming king of Po- 
land, deftroyed the comfort of his own life, 
and ruined his country. The ele<Storate o£ 
Saxony, without including Lufatia, is divid- 
ed into feven circles and two bilhoprics : 
the circles arc thofe of Saxony, or the Elec- 
toral, Thuringia, Meiftfen, Leipzic, Erzge- 
berg, Vcgtland, and Keuftadt j the biiliop- 
rics are Merfeburg and Naumbiirg* The?

The magi .it rates.,,. how'ever, ' 
required that it ihonld coniift cf two arches, 
and that he fhould for that purpofe empli.iy 
the middle pier of the old bridge. Accjircl- 
ingly, the architedl* was obliged to obey; 
but, he has contrived to leave it a matte of 
doubt, whether the bridge is fupported by* 
the middle pier ; and whether it would noc 
have been equally a*’ fafe if formed ibldy of 
one arch. A man of the flightell weight 
feels it aimoR tremble under him ; , yet, 
waggons heavily laden prds ever without 
danger. This bridge was finifhed . in lefs 
than three years, and coil about Sooch {for- 
ling. Schafhaufen is one cf the hrmdfomeft 
towns of Swiderland, it contains fix gates, 
three fauxbourgs, four churches, and a col- 
lege called bwPianitatis^ with eight 

profeffor^. The iirfcnai is in a fortrefs, built 
on a hill, at the extremity of the roivn, 
VelTcIs that go down the Rhine, pay a tolL

It took its 
name from Martin Schenck, a Gueldrian, 
who had quitted the Spaniards to enter into 
the fervice of the ilates, and conftriidfed it by 
their order, in the year 1586, On the zSth 
of July, 1635, this fort was furprifed by 
captain Denhold, whofe father had been 
beheaded at the Hague. Knowing the gar« 
rifon was weak, and the works in bad con- 
dition, he made himfelf maficr of the place 
with 500 men, taken from the city of Gucl- 
dres, in fpite of the refifiance of governor 
\Velderen, w'ho died of his wounds. The 
cardinal Infant rewarded Denhold with the 
government, for having fo wcil conduced 
then’ll terprize, and prefented him a chain of 
gold and 50,000 florins. The Spaniards did 
not remain rnaftiers long, for the Dutch laid 
fiegc to it the rext year, and Denhold being 
killed, the fort furrendered the 30th of 
Aprd> 1636. In the year 1672, it was 
takt’ii" by Louis XIV, king of France, and 
in the year 1673, ceded to the elector of 
Brandenburg, who laid claim to it. The 
Siates-General confidering the confequence 
of this fort to defend that fide of their coun- 
try, for feverai years folicired the Cie£t.9| w 
reftore it to them ; and at length the tf&y 
was concluded and figued in Auguft, 1681 j 
and the' fortreik was delivered up to Sieur 
Guy per, deputy of the council of the fiates, 
who put in four companies of foldiers, and 
sugmeiirc-d the fortifications ; 2-| miles N.

The coffee-houfes are fpacious enough, con-^ 
lifting of fcaEolds built over the running wa- 
ter, to give them the greater cooinefs, A$ 
to the mofques, there are nine more fijmp- 
tuous than the reft, and, befides them, 
about 300 more that ferve for chapels. 
the heart of the city is a large edifice, the 
front of which rcfemblcs that of a mofquc 
in its portals, and two fine towers ; but the 
upper part is impaired. This ftruclure is a 
public college, where thefcieuccs are taught 
However, moft of the buildings of the city 
arc in ruins, and the ftreets io narrow and 
dirty, that they are hardly paEabio in 
rainy feaions ; and in feveral places paf- 
lengers are obliged to bend their bodies, in 
order to walk under the arches before the 
homes, efpcciaily in the quarter inhabited by 
the Jews. The ftreets are alfo made ex» 
tremely oEenfive by the many neceEary- 
huules in them, which render the air very 
difagrccable. The jackals not only infeft 
the burying-grounds, but often commit 
great dilorders in the city, and, in the night, 
time, make dihnal howfings, that refembk 
a human \oice. The public gardens, - at 
bchiras, which are about twenty, are ex- 
tremely delightful ; the trees .are the largeft 
or the kind, perhaps, in the wlioie world ; 
tliele are planted without order, and the foil 
enamelled with powers, which are io'the 
greaceft plenty, and of the brighteft colours. 
In the king*s garden, tq the fouth of Schiras, 
bir John Chardin obferved a tree, the trunk 
or which was eight yards round. The in- 
habitants, from the great age of this tree, 
conceive the higheft veneration for it 5 they 
go to pray under its liiade, and tie chaplet/, 
amulers', and pieces of their deaths to the 
boughs. ^ The fertility of the country about 
ochn-as is very furprifing. .reproduces the 
hnelt horfes, and the beft paiturcs. The 
Ihecp are fo fat, that their tails w-eiuh 
eignteen or twenty pounds weight, Thu 
pomegranates are as large as the head of 
uew'Dorn child; but tne Deft fruk is the' 
grape, or u'hich there are three principal 
orts : one very Imail, which is fweet and de- 
licious, and the feed fo minute and rtixlcr, 
that It cun Icarccly be perceived; the mf4r 
white grape; and a large red grape, the 
bunches of winch weigh twelve or thirteen 
poun a. Of this grape alone they maxe tim 
cxcKlieat Willie diitinguiflied by the name of 
he wme of Schiras, which,, for its hne co- 
l?ur, arid the richnefs of its tafte, is efteemtd 
the bcli, not only in Perfia, but tiimughout 
pt eaft.

AH forts 
of animals are larger in Schonen than in the 
northern parts of Sweden-; but are not i'o 
vigorous, and, accordingly, become more 
itrong and hardy when they are removed 
northwards. Akim, fuiphur, and amber, 
are^ alfo found. In that part of Schonen 
which lies near the Sound and the Baltic, 
not a wood is to be feen for fdveral miles 4 
but that part which borders on Blekingen, 
Smaland, and Hulland, is well wooded- In 
the former part, which Iks near the Baltic, 
turf and ftraw are generally burnt for fuel.

’Vantages, may be called the ^lc>re4lou^e and 
granary of Sweden, No province in the 
kingdom is to be compared to it for 6ne 
feats and noblemens* eftares ; and it contains 
more well-built towns than any other pro- 
vince of Sweden.

'/.enberg, were originally ftyled lords cf Scinf- 
keim,^ Thefe lords came to oe divided into 
the line of Scinllieirn and Schwarzenberg, 
the former of which was nr't railed to the 
dignity of baron, and afterwards to that cf 
count, and flourifnes ftiii in Bavaria. The 
latter procured that odier countrv m Fran- 
conia, and, in 1417, was raifed to the dignity 
of baron, in 1566, to taat of count of the 
empire, and, in 1671, ro the hate of prince. 
The inhabitants here are partly of the Lu- 
theran, and partly of the Romilh church. 
The imperial and circular matrirular eva- 
luation, on account of Schwarezenburg and 
^einfheim^ is 49 florins. To each chamber 
term they contribute, on account of Schwsr- 
ssenburg, fixteen rix-dollars, and on account 
of Seinflieim thirty*flvc.

re-built, with much more beauty than before* 
and , ail entirely of ftone. The new rown- 
houfe in particular, is a moll: elegant flruc- 
tore. Its flrengih, formerly, confifled in ,a 
triple wall, but in 1748, king Frederic II 
caufed it to be fortifled with regular and 
very flrong works. In 1757, however, it 
was taken by the Auftrians, after a fiege of 
lixteen days, during which it was in a great 
meafure deltroyed by the bombs, bullets, and 
fires occafioned. by them.

^chzveidmtz.^ a principality ©f Silefla, 
bounded on the north by the principaliciiefa 
gF Liegnitz and BreHau, on the eaft by the 
principality of Brieg, ou the ibuih by the 
principalirv of Munfterberg and Bohemia, 
and on the weft by the principality uf Jaucr* 
It is one of the iargeft and moft populous 
principalities of Silclia, and, united with 
Jaucr, is equal to one eighth of the duchy. 
Thsscounrry is furniihed with vvood, legumes* 
and fruit, with plenty of game and iheep; 
coal is found in fevcral parts. The hnen 
and woollen inanufadtures arc in a llourilU- 
irjg {late.

^SebtL'emf irif or S-arfoni^ an imperivai tuwu 
of Germany, in the circle of Franconia, fitu- 
ated on the Maine, over which is a {lone 
bridge. In the year 1532, ihe ProrelHnt 
princes held an affembly here. In the years 
1631, and 1647, it was taken and fortified 
by the Swedes, It contains two churches, 
an hofpital, and a college, founded by Gufi^ 
vus Adolphus, king of Sweden. Its chief 
trade is in cloth, linen, and feathers ; its ter- 
rirory is not extenfive, but produces Excellent

Vrip and on the weft by the cantons of Lu- 
cerne, Zug, and Zurich ; about eight leagues 
in length, and fix in breadth. The country 
is mountainous, interfeSledwith fertile valiies. 
The principal commerce is in cattle, the air 
is healthy and purej the men are brave, 
hardy, and warlike, and exceedingly jealous 
pf their liberty, the total population is efti- 
iBated at 2 1,000 fouls, of which perhaps one- 
third belong to territories, purchafed and ac- 
quired, fubjcdl to the canton.

In 1314, ancient contefts . be- 
tween this country and the abby of Einfidkn, 
breaking out into open hoftilities, and in 
13 1 3, f he latter having procured from the bi- 
fijopof Coceflan, an aolof excommunication, 
and from the imperial court at Rothweii, an 
edidf againft the SwilTers as facrilegious, and 
rebels to the emperor Frederick, Ihe arch- 
bi&op of Mentz abfolved them from the ex- 
comimmicatiftn, and the edia itfeif was alio 
declared invalid by Louis IV, the anti-em- 
peror. Frederick, however, ftiil perlifting 
that as treafurer to the abby of Emfidien,he 
^ pretence to put his father s plan in 
'.Mtetion, inftigated his brother Leopold, 
of Auftria, to make war on the people 
Crf; $chweitz; but thefe, by the affiftance of 
their allies, the inhabitants of Uri and Unter- 
waiden, gave him a total overthrow at Mor-

Be- 
held at a diftance, thefe iflands appear like 
fo many high banks in the water, as land 
ufualiy appears oft" at fca ; but the rocks 
about the iftands, cfpecialiy thofe to the 
vveftward, appear off at Tea like old caftles 
and churches. St. Mary's is the largeft of 
the Scilly Iflands, containing as many houfes 
and inhabitants as all the reft. Its greateft 
length is two miles and a half, middiemoft 
breadth almoft one and a half, and may be 
reckoned betwixt bine and ten miles in dr- 
ciunferenee. The hhU are rocky, rifing in 
fomc places to a great height, and abound 
in miucial ores. The valleys are fertile, 
and die fields, like thofe of Cornwall, are 
incloftd with ftone hedges. The higheft 
laud yields a profpect of England, in a 
clear day, and ihips going out and returning 
at the mouth of the channels. Here is# 
alfc, inorais-ground, in two parts of this 
iiland, called the Upper and Lower Moors# 
which lupply the cattle with water in dry 
feafoiif; ; in the uroper nf which is a pretty 
large and deep lake. Thisifland is defend- 
ed by a fti’ong garrifon, fltuated upon the 
weft part of it, overlooking the town and 
ifihmus, and commanding the country that 
way, and to the Tea about the batteries, of 
which there are feveral ftrong ones, mounted 
with fixty-feur pieces of cannon, fooie of 
them eighccen-pounders.

fland, other wife called the Jjgbt-Houfe 
Ijland^ upon which hands a very high and 
hrong light-houle, feen in the night at a 
3 great diftance, by which ihips going out 
of, or coming into the two channels, avoid 
failing in with the rocks, lying thicker about 
this than at>y other of the Scilly Iflands, 
3 t is alfo of ufe to all coafting-vclfels, crolT- 
ing thie channel. About three miles and a 
half northerly of the inoft northern part of 
St. Agnes’ Ifiand, or two miles northerly 
from St. Mary's Key, lies the illand of 
Trefcn, the capital town of which is called 
the Doijihm ( prob^ibly corrupted from GodoJ- 
pbhi) confining of a church, and about half 
a fcore ftone- built houfes. About two miles 
from the northcrnmcll part of Sr. 'Mary’s, 
or one from the eafternmoft part of Trelco, 
lies the illand of St. Martin ; upon the ex- 
tremity of which, at the outermoft part, 
ibnds a day-mark, next the coming-in of 
Crow-fooiid, appearing, at a diitance, as 
cenfpicuous by day as the liglit-lioufe upon 
Sr. Agnes’, but is not altogether fo high and 
large. It is built with rock-ftonc, round 
liC-'At the bottom, and tapering upwards. 
This ferves to direiSfc ve0els eroding the 
chaunck, or coming into Scilly. About 
half a mile from the weft fine of Trefco 
Itland', ro the weftward of the landing- 
pl.icc, lies the illand of Brycr, which is in- 
habited by ftveral families. The number 
of people upon the illand of St. Mary is 
alioin 700, including men, women, and 
diildreii ; and about as many in the iilands of 
Trefcf*, Sr. Martin, Bryer, St, Agius, and 
Sfamplnn ; in the iaft and froalieft of \vhich 
inhabited illand, lives but onc family, which 
goes to the places of worildp in the other 
hlauds; here being no opportunity of public 
devt.*tion, ncr of communication, but bv 
tnennsvjf a bear. The air of thefe iilands is 
rntld and pure , their winters arc feldom 
iuoitht to froft and fnow. When the for- 
mer happens it lufts not long, and the latter 
never lies Upon the ground- The heat of 
their fummer is much abated by fea-breezes : 
they are, indeed, frequently incommoded 
by fea-fogs, but thefe are nofun wholcfome. 
Agues are rare, and fevers more fo. The tnoftf 
difteniper is the fmali-pox ; yet thole who 
live temperately, furvivc commonly to a great 
agcr and are renvarknbly free foam diiearts. 
She?, foil k very good, and produces grain 
< forts, except wheat, of which they 

IrM, anciently great quantities. 7‘hfcy ftiU 
grffwa little, but she bread msiido of jt is un- 
: plcaiaut. For ,reafoh they clikfly eat 
made of barley; and. .of''thia rl^y 
that,,, ihoiigk 
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tjfe it both for bread and beer, they h^vd 
more than fuffices for their own confump- 
tion. Potatoes is a new improvenricnt. 
They have all forts of roots, and pulfe and 
lalfads grow well. Dwarf fruit-trees, goofe- 
berris, currants, rafberries, and every thing 
of that kind, under proper ihelrer, thrive 
exceedingly, but they have no tall trees. 
The rartuncula, anemone, and moft kind of 
Sowers are fuccefsfully cultiv'ked in their 
gardens. They have wild fowl of all forts, 
from the fwan to the fnipe ; and a parti- 
cuiar kind, called the hedge-chicken, which is 
not inferior to the ortolan. Tame fowl, puf- 
fins, and rabbits in great number. Theii^ 
black cattle are generally finail, but very 
well tailed, though they feed upon ore* 
wood; their horfes are little, but ftrong and 
lively. Thefe ifiands He fo in the middle, be- 
tween the two vaft openings of the north and 
fouth narrow feas, or, as the failors call them, 
the Briftol Channel and the Channel (fo 
called by way ^ of eminence) that it cannot, 
or, perhaps, never will be avoided ; but that 
feveral fhips, in the dark of the night, and 
in ftrefs ©f weather, may, by being out iu 
their reckonings, or by other unavoidable ac- 
cidents, raiilake; and If they do, they are 
fare, as the failors call it, to run bump 
albore upon Scilly, where they find no quar- 
ter among the breakers, but are beaten to 
pieces, without any poffibility of efcape. 
One can hardly mention the rocks of Scilly, 
without letting fall a tear to the memory of 
Sir Cloudeiley Shovel, and all the gallant 
fpirits with him, who, in the admirars ihip, 
with three other men of war, and all their 
men, running upon thefe rocks. right before 
the wind, in a dark night, were loft, on hi^ 
return from a fruitlefs'. expedition againft 
Toulon. SirCloudefly Shovel was lolt Oc- 
tober 2a, 1707. It was thisk foggy wea- 
ther, when the whole fleet, in company, 
coming (as they thought) near the land, 
agreed to lie too in the afternoon ; but Sir 
Cloudtfley, in the Afibciation, ordering fail 
to be made, firft ftruck, in the night, ""and 
funk immediately : feveral perfons of diftinc- 
tion being on board at that time were loft, 
(particularly Lady Shovel’s twofons, by Sir 
John Narborough) with about Soo men. The 
Eagle, captain Hancock, commander, un-i 
derwent the fame fate. The Romney, and 
Fire-brand alfo ftruck, and were loft ; hut 
the tW(j captains and twenty-five of their 
men were faved. The other men of war 
efcaped, by having timely notice.

The 
countTy docs not wane for corn; bur» it not 
yii-kiing a fuffscient quantity, they fetch it, 
flora time to time, from the continent ; and 
for this reafon the Chriftian princes could 
not hnig keep this illand, if they were at ‘ 
war v\ith the Turks. At Scio, they plant 
their vines on the hills, and cut the grapes 
in Augnft, and let them lie in the filii to dry 
for feven or eight days ;■ after which 
they prtfs them, and let them ftand in rubs 
to work, the cellar being all the while clofe 
sdiLir up. When they would, make the beft 
Vv'ine, they mix among the black grapes a 
fort of white one, which fmcllG like a peach- 
kcriiei ; bur, in making nectar, fo called 
even to this day, they make ufe of another 
kind of grape, fomewhat llyptic, which 
makes it difficult to fwailow. There is not 
much oil got in Scio ; the beft crop yields 
but about 200 hcglheads. The French get 
a good deal of honey and wax off thishland ; 
but the molt coniiderablc merchandize is 
their fiik ; of this they make, one year with 
another, 30,000 pounds. Almolt all this 
ink is ufed in the illand, in the manufac- 
tures of velvet, damaik, and other ftuffs, 
deilgncd for Aha, Egypt* and Barbary; 
fomcrimes they mix gold and fiivcr in thefe 
ituffs, according to the fancy of the workers 
or merchants. Every pound of fiik pays at the 
cuftom-houfe four timins, that is, twenty- 
pence ; in 1700, it fold for thirty-Hve timins 
per* pound : the buyer pays the cuftom. 
The Turks and French pay three percent, 
for all the commodities of the illand : the 
Greeks, the Jews, and the Armenians pay 
live per cent. Thefe duties are farmed at 
■25,006 crowns, payable to the chief t re a- 
furcr of Conltaminople. The other wares 
of the illand are wool, cheefe, Bgs, and 
mallic. The traffic of wool and chetTc is not 
fo coniiderable as that of tigs: befideswhat 
are fpent in making brandy, they fend 
away great quantities of them to the neigh- 
boviniig iflands. All the kiitilk-trees belong 
to the grand figniur ; and they cannot be 
ibid but under condition that the pur- 
chafer pay the fame quantity of mallic ro 
the emperor : generally, the land is fold and 
the trees referved. There fometimes conies 
an aga from Conllancinople, to receive the 
maftic due to the grand Signior ; or elfe 
they appoint the cuftom-hoirfe officers of 
Scio to receive it,- who go to three or four of 
the chief towns, and give notice to the inha- 
bitants of the reft to bring in their contin- 
gent : all thefe villages together owe 2S6 
chells of maftic, weighing 32,50016$. If any 
perfon is caught carrying raaftics to fuch 
■ towns as do not plant the tree, they are 
fehtenced to the gallics, and ftripped ^ ail 
they 'ate worth# The' piaiitexiii: shtim^ 
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tilk pay but half the capitation, and wear 
the white fafti round their turbans as well as 
the Turks. The turpentine of Scio has 
been long in great eftimation, and is obtain- 
ed by cutting crofs-ways, with a hatcher, 
the trunks of the biggeft torpentine-trees, 
from the end of July to Odtober; the tur- 
pentine runs down on Hat ftones, irlaced 
under the trees. Scio is faid to contain 
fifty towns and villages. In time of peace, 
the cadi governs the whole country : in war- 
time a pacha is fent to command the troops* 
There is no waivode here, ordy an aga ja-* 
nizary, who has under him about 15c jani- 
zaries in time of peace, and 30c or 400 in 
war-time.' in all Scio there arc not above 
10,000 fouls of the Turks, 3000 Latins, 
but it is reckoned there are 100,000 Greeks.

It is a fine, level, fruitful country, where 
cultivated ; but having been, for many 
years, a frontier province againft Turkey, 
and fubjeft to the ravages of the Chriftian, 
as we I! as the Turkilh armies, it has pro- 
duced but little corn or wine. The Raf- 
cians inhabit the eaftern divilion of the 
country; and the natives, in general, are of 
good Mature, a brave hardy race, foldiers 
from their cradles, their country having 
been long the feat of war. The ancient 
Sclavonia contained many large countries ; 
fome have extended it from the Adriatic to 
the Euxine Sea. It is faid to have taken its 
narfie from the Sclavi, a Scyrhiau nation, 
which fubdued Greece as well as this coun- 
try, in the reign of the emperor juftraian. 
The Venetians made a conqueft of Sclavo- 
»ia, and compelled the natives to fubmit to 
the viled drudgeries; inforauch that Ibme 
derive the word flave from this people, thus 
opprefied and abufed by their conquerors. 
The Hungarians and Venetians poflelTed this 
country alternately. The king of Hunga- 
ry was fovercign of Sclavonia, \vhen Soly- 
tnan the Magnificent invaded and reduced 
it, in the year 1540, and the Turks re- 
mained pofiefled of it till the year 1687; 
foon after which they loft this, and ail the 
territories which the Aufirians poflfefs north 
of the Save and Danube.

The Alcazar was 
for a long time made ufc of as a ‘prifon, for 
the crews of the Barbary corfairs, who fell 
into the hands of the Spaniards, But nothing 
is more worthy the attention of curiofity at 
Segovia, than the aquedudf, which the fin- 
gular fituation of the city renders iicccffary. 
Segovia is built upon two hills, and the valiy 
by which they are feparated 5 it befides ex- 
tends confiderably in every diredion. This 
pofition made it very difficult for a part of 
the citizens to be fupplied with water. The 
difficulty was removed, according to the 
■ learned, in the reign of Trajan, by an aque- 
duct which until this clay is one of the moft 
sftoniOiing, and the beft preferved, of the 
Roman works. Two rows of arches rife 
snajefiicaliy, one above the other, and the 
fpedfiitor feels fume imprelfion of fear in 
comparing their flender bafe with their 
amazing height. Its folidity, which has 
braved upwards of fixteen centuries Teems 
inexplicable, on clofcly obferving the fimpli-

S^ftegaii or Ssmgamhmf a country of 
Africa, fituated between the rivers Senegal 
and Gambia, in v/hich are included many 
kingdoms and ftates.

Setjcgal^ a river of Africa, which rifes in

opinions can be orberwife fuppoited than by 
conjedure. The river Senegal is, doubtlefs, 
one of the iargcll rivers of Africa j for 
without afeending higher than the lake Be- 
nin (the fart heft that Europeans have pene- 
trated, at leaft up^n unqueftionable authority) 
it is 800 leagues to the ifland of Senegal, 
near the mouth of the river. So cruel, fo 
favage, and fo barbarous, are the inhabi- 
tants, that few people’s curiolity is fufftcient 
to carry them through the dangers and 
fatigues which would neceffarily attend fuch 
a purfuit. Within two leagues of the fea, 
the river in its courfe takes a fudden ram to 
the fouth, and for the remainder of its paftage 
is divided from the fea only by a natural 
ridge of fand, fometimes not a hundred 
toiSs over. By this curve, it prolongs its 
courfe for twenty-five leagues farther, from 
north to fouth, till at length it difeharges 
itfelf into the ocean, in 15 deg. 50 min, 
north latitude. This great river feparates 
tlte country of the Negroes from the Moors 
of Sahara, or the Deiert, ftretching by a 
number of windings to a prodigious length, 
from eaft to weft. The extreme rapidity of 
this river is attributed to the Tpace paffed 
through by fo large a body of water, confined 
■within fo narrow a channel; the mouth of it 
being no more than half a league over, and 
that choked up \vith fand, called a bar, 
which renders the palfage exceeding diificult 
and dangerous. This bar. is doubly dange- 
rous, on account not only of the fhailownefs 
of the water at ail times, but the Ihifting of 
the bar, and the change of its fituation after 
floods and heavy rains, by which the chan- 
nels are loft, and new foundings requifite to 
difeover them ; indeed, the Senegal would 
be quite jfhut up but for one channel of aoo , 
toifes ih breadth, and two fathoms* depth, 
which has long kept its fituation immoveable, 
Eihidfl: the floods and overflowings of the 
liver- This bar prevents &ips of.ive or 
fix hundred tons from entering the;, river, 
and mooring Under the 'fort;; an, iarohye- 
mmt that obliged tht Itmk

keep n. vclfel conftantiy at anchor in the 
channel, for no other purpofc than to keep 
an accounc of the foundings. The moft; 
commodious time of the year for croiling the 
bar is from the month of January till Auguft, 
the winds being then variabie, the river 
fmootb, and tlic bar rixed till the enfuing 
rainy feafon, when the prodigious fweil of 
the river, and fouth-weft winds, nppofed to 
its rapid conrfe, raife waves of fo prodigious 
a height at the bar, that their clafliing re« 
fenibies the fhock of mountains, rnd fo 
furious, as to dafli in pieces the ftouteft 
fliip. After crofling the bar, it becomes a 
beautiful, fmooth, and gently gliding river^at 
four fathoms* depth. In advancing a league 
higher, the country on the fouth fide is 
clothed with a beautiful verdure, the trees iu 
perpetual bloom, than which nothing can 
form a more agreeable contraft to the dry, 
fandyt and barren points of land, that firft; 
prefent themfeives to flapping. All around 
lie a great number of ifiands, pieafantly 
flocked with frees, fruits, herbage, and birds, 
but appropriated to no ufe, except the ifland 
of Senegal. The mouth of the river is laid 
down in 15. 50. N. 

Stnegaly an ifland of Africa, in the river 
fo called, about one mile and a quarter in 
length, fem north to fouth, and almoft half a 
mile in breadth, from eaft to weft. It is com- 
'poled of a bed of loofe fand, produdlive of 
nothing but what is forced by art and the 
richeft manure, notwithflanding which, it 
contains 3000 inhabitants, whofe principal 
food is fifli and maize. This fort of corn 
grows in great plenty almoft all over the 
whole country. It may feem furprifing, that 
a part of the world fo very unhealthy as this, 
fliould yet be fo populous, but the wonder 
will ceafe when we come to underhand, that 
the greateft pride among the men confifis in 
the number of their wives; fo that every 
one takes as many as he is able to maintain ; 
fome fix, others eight, and others twelve, 
at a time.

In 
the beginning of the 26th century, the whole 
of this country between Abyffinia and Egypt 
was fuhjedf to an Arab prince of the race of 
Beni Korcifii, called Wed Ageeb, whofe ca- 
pital was,Gerri. In the year 1504, it was 
invaded by a nation of Negroes, who com- 
pelled the Arabs to pay them a confiderable 
tribute* Thefe Negroes were called Shil- 
look, and founded Sennaar, which has ever 
ince beexi the capital, Ac the eUabliihing 
£>f this monarchy, the king, and the whole 
nation of Shiilo^i were Pagans* They 
were foon -after converted to Mahomemnifiii, 
for the fake of trading with 'Cairo, and to^ 
the name of Funge, which they interpret 
famed -lords, or conquerors, and 'at other 
|i»cs. ;fRit ^citiueh^ though -Mr* Brticse 


that the firft. title of nobility in this country 
is that of ;Siave; indeed, there it no ocher* 
All titles and dignities are undervalued and 
precarious, unlefs they are in rhe hands of 
one who is a fiave. Slavery in Sennaar is 
the only true nobility. It is one of the fin-, 
gularities which obtains among this brutifii 
people, that ^the king aCcends his throne un- 
der an admilEon that ne may be lawfully 
put to death by his own fubjedls, or ilaves^ 
upon, a council being held by the great 
oiheers, if they, decree that it is not for the 
advantage of the ftate that he be fuffered to 
reign any longer* There is one officer of his 
own family who, alone, can be the inftru- 
ment of fhedding his ibvereign and kinfman’'s 
blood, This officer is called Sid el Coom^ 
mafter of the king’s houfehold, or fervants^ 
but has no vote in depofing him, nor is any 
guilt imputed to him, however many of his 
Ibvereigns be thus regularly murtiers. Upon 
the death of the king his ddeft fon fuccceds 
by right; and immediately afterwards as 
many of rhe brothers of the reigning prince 
as can be apprehended are put to death by 
the Sid el Coom* ^ 

Benaar^ a city of Africa, and capital rf 
a kingdom of the fiime name, fituated on 
the well fide of the Nik. Mr* Bruce 
the ground whereon it Hands, rifes fuft 
enough to prevent the river from entering 
the town, even in the height of the inunda- 
tion, when it comes to be even with tbit 
fireet. The town of Senaar is very popu- 
lous, there being in it many good houks, 
after the Faihion of the country, Ponces 
fays, 'in his time they were all of one fiorv 
high ; but now the great officers have all 
houfes q£ two. They have parapet roofs, 
which is a fingnlar conllrudlion ; for in other 
places within the rains the roofs are all 
conical* The houfes are ail built of day,, 
with very little firaw mixed with it, which 
fuffickntly Ihows the rains here mufi: be lefi, 
violent than to the foutbward, probably from 
the di'fiance of the mountains* However, 
when Mr. Bruce was there, a week of con- 
ftant rain happened, and on the 30th of Juiv 
the Nik increafed violently, after loud 
thunder and a great darknefs to the fouth* 
The whole ftream was covered with the wreck 
of houfes, canes, wooden bowls, and platters, 
living camels, and cattle, and feveral dead 
ones.paffed Sennaar, hurried along by the 
current, with great velocity* A hyena, en- 
deavouring to crofe before the town, was 
furrounded and killed by the inhabitant's. 
The water got Into the houfes that Hood 
upon its 'banks, and by dfmg ferera! feet 
high, the-walis melted, being clay, ’which 
occpfioaed'-feveral of them to it feemed 
^ the Seating wreck of houfes ti»t appeared 
HI thc'flream, to have defiroy cd axwas'ipnahJ 
'liikgcs tt^ike.’fouthward* The Toll of 


Ket'^iS very tin favourable, both to. man mr3. 
beaft. This fcetns to me to be owing to 
fome noxious quality of the fat earth, with 
which it is tveiy way furroimded, and no- 
thing may be depended^ upon more furely 
than the fa£t. No horfe, mule, afs, or any 
heait of burden, will breed, or even Jive at 
Sennaar, or marvy miles about it. Neither 
dog nor car, (heep nor bullock, nor poultry 
can be preferved a fcafon there. They muft 
go all, every lialf year to the iands-. Though 
all polfibie care be taken of them, they die 
in every place where the fat earth is a’bout 
the town, during the iirll feafons of the rains. 
Several kings have tried to keep lions, but 
no care could prol».ng their lives beyond the 
£rft rains. This remarkable quality ceafes 
upon removing from the* fertile country to 
the fands Aim, bet'vveen three and four 
miles from Sennaar, with no water near itbut 
the Nile, furjounded witn white barren fand, 
which agrees perfectly with ail animals. But 
however unfavourable this foil may be for 
the propagation of animals, it contributes 
very abundantly both to the nourillimem of 
man and beaft. It is ail Town with doru, or 
millet, the principal food of the natives. It 
produces alfo wheat and rice, but thefe at 
Sennaar are fold by the pound, even in 
years of plenty. The fait made ufe of at 
Sennaar is all extraSfed from the earth about. 
it. About twelve miles from Sennaar, nearly 
to the north- weft is a coiledtion of villages 
called SbaMly, from a great iainr, who in 
his time directed large pits ro be dug, and 
plaftered clofely within with clay, into which 
a quantity of grain v\as put when it was at 
thecheapeft, and thefe were covered up, and 
jglaftered again at the top, which they call 
leaiing, and the hole itfulf matarnore. Thefe 
matamores are in great number all over the 
plain, and, on any profpedt of corn growing 
dear, they are opened, and corn fold at a 
low price, both to the town and country. To 
the nonii of Shaddiy, about twenty-m'iles, is 
another foundation of this fort, called IFed 
Jboudf ftill greater than Shaddiy. .Upon thefe 
two charities the chief, fubfifte nee of the 
Arabs depends; for as there is continual \var 
among thefe people, and their violence being 
always directed againft the crops rather than 
the perfons of their enemies, the deftruaion 
of each tribe would follow the iofs of its, 
harveft, was it not for the extraordinary 
fnpplies furniftied at fuch times by thefe 
granaries. The fmall villages of foldicrs 
are fcattered up and down, through this im- 
menfe plain to watch the grain that is fown, 
whic^^ .fedora only, and it is faid that, here, 
the ground ^will produce no other grain, 
‘-frodigiom excavations are 
diiances, which hli with water in thf sfainv! 
feafon^.'ahd are^a great relief to'' the "Ara^

try and the fands. ’ Tiie Ey, that inexorable' 
perfecutor of the Arabs, never purfues them 
to the north of Shaddiy. The knowledge 
of this circumftance, was what, perhaps, de-i 
termined the firft builders of Sennaar to‘ 
place their capital here, this too, probablyv 
induced the two faints, Shaddiy and Wed 
Aboud, to make here thefe excavations for 
corn and water. This is the firft refting 
place the Arabs find, where, having aU 
thjngs neceffary for fubfiiletice, they can at 
leifure tranfadt their aifairs with govern- 
ment. The banks of the Nile about Sen- 
naar refemble the pleaianteft parts of Hol- 
land in the fummer fcafon; but foon after 
when the rains ceafe, and the fun exerts his 
utmoil infiuence, the dora begins to ripen,- 
the leaves to turn yeiiow and to rot, the 
lakes to putrify, fmell, and be full of vermin, - 
aji this beauty fuddenly difiippcars ; bare! 
fcorched Nubia returns, and all its terrors of 
poifonous \Yinds, and moving fands, glowino- 
and ventilated vrith fultry blaCts, which are 
followed by a troop of terrible attendants, 
cpileyf es apoplexies, violent fevers, obftinate 
agues, and lingering painful dyfcn&eries, itiil 
more pbftinare and mortal. The drels of 
Serin ,aar is very fuTipie. It confiils of a long 
fliirt, uf blue Surat cloth, called M^avo’ujtyf 
which’ covers them from the lower part of 
the neck down to their feet, but does not 
conceal the neck itfelf ; and this is the only 
difference betvreen the men’s and the wo- 
men’s drefs, that worn by the women covers 
the neck airogether. The men have fome" 
times a fafh tied abqut their middle ; and 
both men and women go barefooted in the 
houle. In the greatexf heat at noon, they 
order buckets of water to be thrown upon 
them, irdtead of bathing. Both men and 
women anoint themfeives at leaft once a day, 
with camels’ greafe mixed with civet. The 
principal diet of the poorer fort is millet, 
made into bread or flour. The rich make a 
pudding of this, toafting the flour before the 
fire,^ and pouring milk and butter into it ; ' 
beiides wdiich the^r eat beef, partly, roafied 
and partly raw. Their horned cattle are 
the lurgett and fatteft in the world, and are 
exceedingly fine ; but the common meat fold 
n\ the market is camels’ flefli. Mr. Bruce 
fays, the liver of the animal, and the fpare- 
Tib,are always eaten raw through the whole 
country, and he never faw one inftance 
where it was d refled with fire : it is not then 
true .that eating raw flefli is peculiar to 
Abyffima ; it is praaifed, in this inftance of 
camels’ flelh, in all the black countries to the 
weftward. Hogs’ flefli is not fold in the 
martcet, but all the people of Sennaar eat. it 
pubuckly ; men in office, who pretend to be 
Mahometans, eat thejr’s in fecret. The 
forces at Sennaar, immediately around,- the 
capitali fjonflliof about 14,000.

It has from four to fix fathoms water, over a 
bottom of hard clay, covered with fand. On 
the weft fide of it Is a tine beach, with abund- 
ance of excellent frelh water j and as it 
opens to the fouth-wefi, it is extremely con- 
venient for ihips bound to rhe fouthw'ard. 
The boats belonging to this place are about 
eighty, moft of which are engaged in tilhing. 
The funimcr months arc occupied in burn- 
ing kelp, which is the great manufadlure of 
this country. The men almoft of the whole 
il'iand, and many of the women, alio exert 
themfedves in this fpecies of iadufiry, and 
their joiru; efibrts fi»me fealcms produce up- 
wards of 3000 tons, which, at a moderate 
rate, brings near 20,000!. to the inhabitants.

which bounds it on the weft by the main 
ftream,^ and on the fouth by the Eaft Swale. 

It is laid to have received its name from thi* 
fiicep lormcrly kept on it, which v^ere re- 
niarkable both for their number and the fine- 
neftj of their fieece. The Danes landed 
twiee arid plundered ic, and once wintered 
ihcir Ihips in it. It is twenty-one miles in 
compafs, and yields plenty of corn, but is in 
want of wood. There are feverni hillocks in ‘

Sbepm Malieii a town of England, in 
the county of Somerfet, confiderable for its 
manufadturcs of woollen cloth, in which at 
prefent about 4000 hands are daily employed, 
and this, with a confiderable manufadfure of 
hnit ftockings, affords a fufficieut object of 
induftry to the indigent part of its inhabi- 
tants. The pariih is exceedingly populous ; 
tlie town tithing contains 967 houfes : five 
niiica E. Weils, and 1 14 W. London, 

Shryhomi a town of England, in the coun- 
tv of York, at the conHux of the Werk and 
the Oufe, with a weekly market on Friday : 
fixreen miles S, I'crk, and xSi N. London. 

Sb:rbur'n^ a town of England, in the coun- 
ty of Doriet, divided by the river Parret into 
two parts, called Sberborn and the CajUe 
in which latter are a church, and a 
market. The fee of a bifhop was fixed here, 
in 704, by Ina, king of the Weft Saxons j 
in which there fat twenty-five biihops fuc- 
ceftively, till the 1 ith century, when after 
being united with the bifhopric of Sunning, 
it was removed to Sarumj whereupon the 
county of Dorfet was made a part of that 
diocefe, till Henry VIII eredlcd a new fee at 
Briftol, to which diocefe it has belonged ever 
‘ fiiice. Soon after the tranflation of the fee, 
the cathedral was converted into an abby j 
^ the church is a moft magnificent ftniOture 
both within and without, being the heft in 
the county, and fo much prized by the inha- 
bitants at the reformation, that it is fuid they 
bought it, and pulled down three churches • 
and four chapels about the town to fave it. 
IRoger, the third bilhop of Salilbury, built a 
caftle here, in that part ever fiuce called Cq^Ie 
but king Stephen, incenfed at the 
bilhop’s pride, feized it, and his fueceffors 
kept it until the year 1350, when it w’as re- 
covered from the croxvn by Robert Wyvi!, a 
bifhop of more courage than learning. This 
was the firft caftlc that was formerly befieg- 
ed in the civil wars, and the iaft that held out 
for Charles L It is now the property of the 
earl of Dlgby. The markets are on Tuef- 
day and Saturday, The inhabitants had 
formerly a good trade in medley cloth ; but 
BOW fiik-throwing is the chief inanufadturc :

This 
town, when Dr. Shaw faw it, in the year 
1730, was in great reputation for making 
fteei, earthen veftlL, and fuch iron tools as 
are wanted in the neighbourhood 5 but a few 
years afterwards (173^) h was entirely 
thrown down by an earthquake. The ruins 
upon which this town was fituated, are not 
inferior in extent to thofe of Carthage ; and 
we may likewifc conceive no fmali opinion 
of its former magnificence, from the fine 
pillars, capitals, capacious cifterns,3nd beau- 
tiful motaic pavements, that arc every where 
reniaining. They have a tradition, that the 
ancient city was deftroyed, as the new one 
was lately, by an earthquake ; and that the 
port, formerly very large and commodious, 
was deftroyed by the arfenai and other ad- 
jacent buildings being thrown into it by the 
Ihock. The cothon, or artificial harlsout^ 
that had a communication with the wcltern 
part of the port, is the beft proof of this tra- 
dition. For when the fea is calm, and the 
water low (as it frequently happens after 
ftrong fouth or eaft winds) all over the ares 
of it fo many maffy pillars and pieces of 
great walls may be feen, that it cannot well 
be conceived how they ftiould come there 
without fuch^ a concuffion. The port is 
nearly of a circular form, of 2C0 yards in 
diameter; but the fecureft part of it, which, 
till of late, was towards the corhon, is now 
filled up with a bank of fand, that daily in- 
creafes. However, there ft ill lies in the 
mouth of it a fmali rocky iftand, which at 
prefent is the' main Iheltcrand defence againfti 
the northern tempeft.

Shrewsbury^ a town of England, and 
capital of the county of Salo}?, or Shrop- 
fnire, ficuated on a peninfula formed by the 
river Severn, originally built by the Britons, 
in the fixih' century. In the time cf Al- 
fred, it was called a city. In the reign of 
Edward the Cunhir/r, here was a rmnr. 
Roger de Mon t;iDmery, to whom it fell by 
gift from the conqueror, buik a caftle on a 
riling cliff facing the north, for which pur- 
pofe he pulled down near fifty houfes ^ and 
his Ton Robert, revelling from Henry’ L 
walled round, the lide where it is not du- 
fended by the river. The caftie was de*' 
fended by William Fitz- Allan, for the em- 
prefs Matilda, againft king Stephen, who 
made himfilf menUer of it by afikuh. Only 
one part, with, two round towers, remains^, 
and the walls on the north -cafi. The in- 
fide is cleared from buildings, and the keep 
made a garden, with a beautiful view. The 
town waifs, om|be fouth- eaft fides, arc kept 
in 'good tApaif,.. and form 'pkafant walks '5 
ihAic.on the 'lionh'* well fide are 
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vem! witk lioufes. The ftrcets are fpacious, 
but irregularly built, and fome fteep. In 
the early Norman times, it was firffidently 
jnhnbircd and i'rcqucnted. According to the 
furvey ci England, it paid a yearly tax of 
yn 1 6s, icd. and' had 252 citizens, of whom 
twelve were bound to keep guard before the 
kings of England when tEey were in this 
city, and as many to attend them when 
they went hunting. In the reign of Hen- 
ry ill, it was burned by the Welch. In the 
rtigtiof Edward I, a pariiament was held 
licre, and another in the reign of Richard 
Ho In the year 5403, a bloody battle was 
fought near this town, in a place- called Bat- 
tiefieid, between Henry IV and Percy-, fur- 
named Hotlpur, in which the former prov- 
ed viaorious. Percy was llain, and, on 
both hues, upwards of 2000 gentlemen 
xvere left dead on the field. Iti the year 
T551, the fweaiing-ficknefs, which proved 
fo fatal through the whole kingdom, is laid 
to have made its appearance firlt in this 
town. Shrcvv/lmry was eminent for its 
loyalty to Charles ,1, who, after fetting up 
his handard at Nottingham, and finding no 
‘ encouragement there, removed to Shrewf- 
bury, being invited by the gentry of the 
town and country round ^ where he was re- 
ceived with fuch a general alFedion and 
hearty zeal, that his majefty recovered him- 
fclf frotn the difeouragement of his firft tlep 
at Nottingham, and railed and completed a 
ftrong army in leis time than could be ima- 
gined ; inlbmuch, that, to' the furprue of 
the parliament, and, indeed, of' all the 
world, he was in the fiell before them, and 
advanced upon them fofufi, that be met them 
two-thirds on nis way to Eonden, and tia'. e 
ijbcm bdttie at Edgthdl, near Banbury, Put 
fate of the war turning afterwa*ds 
againft the king, the weight of it fell 
heavy upern this town, and almoll ruined it. 
But they are now fully recovered, and it is 
mie of the moft fiuun filing towns in Enj/- 
End. Here is a fchool, firit founded and 
endowed hy king .Edward Vf, bv the name 
of file Free Grammar- SehooL Queen 
rebuilt it irom the ground, and 
endowed it iiiore brg,;{y.. The abby was 
huMin thu year 10^55, and dedicated to St. 
leter and PauL^ it was fupprefibd at the 
ruiOimatJon, of which nothing now re- 
mains but the vvefl part, from the croE 
^ 'vePyto and the ifone roof of 
rtuspart IHlen down, '■i'he market-days 
lor corn, cattle, and provlfions, are, Wed- 
Jiefdays and Saturdays j and every Thiirf- 
dayis the market for Welch -cottons, 
freezes, and flanncis, ,of which hero are 
fold as much as^come to ioool...a one 
• wrth another. The magiftricy confilis of a 
wiyor, recorder, Reward, town-eferk, 
twenty Tour aldermen, and fprty-eight 
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common-council-men, who have thelp 
Iword- bearer, three forjeants at mace, and 
other inforior ^officers. Tile corporation 
■has a power ot trying -caufes within itfelf 
even Inch as are capital, except for hfoh 
treafon. Shrewfoury fimds two membersto 
the Brinfo parliament.

Siami a country of Afia, bounded on the 
north by Ava ; on the eaft by Camboja and 
Laos; on the fouth, by that part ^of the 
Eaftern Indian Sea called the Gulf of Siam, 
and Malacca ; and on the weR by the Bay of 
Bengal; about 8co miles from north to 
foiith, and aoo to 350 in breadth. The 
kingdom of Siam is divided into the Upper 
and Lower. The Upper, which lies to the 
north, contains feven provinces, denominat- 
ed from their chief cities : Profeiouk, San- 
qiiclouk, Lakontay, Kampeng-pet, Ka- 
konrepina, Peihebon, and Pihay. In the 
Lower or Southern Siam, they reckon the 
provinces of Jor, Patany, Ligor, Tenafie- 
rim, Chantebon, Peteiong, or Bordeiong, 
and Chiay. The country may be divided 
into cultivated and uncultivated lands, of 
which latter it for the moil part conilfts ; be- 
ing covered with woo»ls. I'he mod' profita- 
ble trees to the Siarnefe, arc ihofe which pro- 
duce cotton, oil, and varnilh. Their varnifh 
is very good. The foreils afford timber for 
building fhips and houtes, for wainicotting 
and carving. The iron-wood grows here 
very heavy and tough, of which anchors are 
, made ; and a fpecks of wood as light as hr, 
and of the fame colour, but more fir for 
carving, as it never fplinters under the chif- 
fel. The Siamefe have aifo trees To tali and 
ffraighr, that it is laid one alone is fafficient 
TO make a boat, or baluii, ilxteen or twenty 
furl-iorn h'fng. They have the cinnainon- 
tree, the heir next to that of Ceylon ; fapan, 
and otiicr woods proper for dying; the 
au^uila, or aloes-wood. From the number 
of fiarues, mnl other cult works, great 
r. umber of which are of gold, as well as 
hum the glided roofs of thuir temples, one 
would imagine that Siam nniCt be rich in 
: however, they have of late iought 
in vain fur mines, either of gold or filver. 
The king had made a metal called tambuk, 
bv mixing a little gold with copper. KL 
V'iiiceiit, a French phyfician, diicovered a 
mine of very good iron, and another of 
cryftai ; together with antimony, cmeril, 
and other mineral, befidcs a quarry of white 
marble. They have plenty of lead and tin, 
'called kalin, which is iold thiXA'.ghouc 
Lidia. It is fofe, and not well purified; 

_ but to render it wh’ucr and harder, they 
mix it with kadraia, a minerai eafily reduc- 
ed to power; and it is this white tin which 
is called totumagne. The kadmia melted, 
■ with copper, makes it yellow ; but both 
ciersils become |»ore brktk by the mixturet 
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There arc ittonntains of ioadffone, and fome 
mountains, afford very curious agate. The 
land of Siam Teems to be formed by the 
mud defeending from the mouncaifia; to 
which mud, and the over- flowing of the 
river, the Toil owes its fertility ; for, in the 
higher places, and parts not ct)vered by the 
inundation, all is dried up and burnt with 
the fun, Toon after the rains are over. 
Thufe parts are likewife Tubjett to conta- 
gious diftempers, and the annoyance of 
infedls, which the over-flowings deftroy. 
However, the ants, to avoid the water, 
make their nefts in trees ; partridges and pi- 
geons obey the Tame inflindt of nature. 
Among the infedts are the white ants, the 
maringowins, a kind of gnats, the millipes, 
and little fliining flics. The SiameTc 
reckon only three feafons in the year : 
winter, little fummer, and great Tummer; 
The firft, which lafts but two months, 
anTwers our December and January ; the 
Tecond feafon is compofed of the three fol- 
lowing months, and the other Teven form th« 
great fummer. Rice, called kaow, is the 
principal grain, and chief food of the Siam- 
efe X this is the produce of the low lands % 
but wheat grows in thole which efcape the 
inundation. ThcTe lands they refrefli with 
watering 'pots, or by overflowing them with 
rain water, kept in cifterns, raifed-on higher 
grounds. But whether it cofts more to rear 
it, . or is not To well liked as rice, the king 
only uTt’S it ; and that, perhaps, more out of 
cunoTity, than for any other reafon. Tur- 
key-wheat is found in Siam, but reared only 
in gardens. Their way is to boil or parch 
the whole ear, and then cat the infidc. They 
have peas and other legumes, but diflerent 
from tlic European. Moll: of the herbs 
witli which Europeans coinpofe TallaJs. were 
unknown to them ; however, the foil of 
Slam may be proper for them, flnee they 
thrive about Batavia, Siam, confldcring jtf 
extent, is but indifferently peopled ; it is at 
preTeiJt initabiced chiefly along tiie rivers; 
the country being almdfl entirely overgrown 
with woods; which, in all likelihood, would 
not be the cafe, were the inhabitants as nu- 
merous as they are in Tome of the neighbour- 
ing countries. The SiamcTc are Tuber and 
rtfpv^fcful to the aged ; begging is difljonour- 
able, and theft infamous ; adultery is very 
rare. In perTon they are rather fmail than 
large, but ftraight and well-prtfportioncd ; 
their faces rather fquare than oval, and their 
cheek bones large i they ail go naked, ex- : 
cept a piece of calico or filk, called 
two or three ells in length, girded round 
their bins and, thighs. The furniture of 
their houTes is Ample, as their drefs and 
diet*; and the houfes tliensTelVes, conflrufted 
of bamboo,' are ere^ed poffs above the Tur- 
,face ,pf the ground, to guard againff 
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tlioir tifual diet confi£!s chiefly of rice 
and fiflj ; but^ iiotwithftanding their tempe- 
rance, their lives are not longer than in Eu« 
rope; fluxes and dyfenteries, with other 
epidemical difeales, annually carry off great 
r!ur^ber^:. The Siamele women areTome- 
tinics moibers at twelve years of age, and 
fcl dom bear children after they are forty. 
The religion of Siam is nearly the fame with 
th’tr of La''’S. The kings arc perfedtly def- 
potic. Jutbia Or Siam h the capitaL

The name of 
Siberia or Sibiria was originally applied^ 
and ft ill properly belongs only to the fouth 
part of the government of Tobolfk ; But, 
in a more extcnfive fenfe, it now includes 
all the northern part; of Afia, which is ■ 
bounded on the north by the Frozen Ocean, 
on the eait by the North Pacific Ocean, on : 
the fouth by Tartary, and on the weft: by 
Ruiha. Its length, from weft to eaft, is 
lomcthing above 3000 miles ; and the 
breadth , from north to fouth, about 1200. 
Siberia icenis to derive its name from an 
old. city called *SVAt, whici»., according to a 
Tcceived tradition, ftcod on the right fide 
ot the river Irtiich, about 18 verifs from 
^ oboifk, and was the rcfidcnce of the an- 
cient iuvcrcigns of Siberia. This chy alio, 
prooabiy, gave name to the river Sibirka, 
vt’hich in this province, fails into the Ir- 
tncli. There are ftiii home ruins of a ram- 
part to be lecn on the Ipot, but no other re- 
mains ot a city, The air of Siberia is in 
general extremely piercing ; and we learn 
rrum authentic obfervations, that the cold is 
more levere than in any other part of the 
Kuihan dominions. The Siberian rivers 

frozen very early, and it is late in the 
ipring before the ice is thaw^ed. The fiiow 
Often falls in September, and is frequimtly 
men on the ground in May. If the corn 
does not come to maturity in Auguft, there 
IS little hopes of a harveft in this country ; 
snd, in fomc parts, jt is fometimes covered 
with fnow .before the peafants can- reap' it. 
d fie earth is never thawed to any confider- 

able 
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depth in Siberia, Mr. Gmelm hav- 
ing, on the i8th of June, Old Style, caufcd 
the earth to be dug near Yakutzk, where 
the ground was high, found the depth 
thawed to be fcarcely four feet from the fur- 
face 5 and, in low places, it did not exceed 
three feet. Near Fort Argunlk, which is 
but a little beyond the fiftieth degree of 
north latitude, the inhabitants acquainted 
him, that, in ieveral places, the foil was not 
Thawed to above the depth of an ell and a 
half; and that this internal froU made it 
very difficult to come at any fprings. Mr. 
Gmelin obferved, that the quickfilver funk 
to a hundred and twenty degrees of Eah- 
renhek's fcaie at Enifeifk, which is a de- 
gree cf cold never felt hitherto in any other 
country of the globe. Bur Providence feems 
the more liberally to nave dealt out to the 
inhabitants of this country wood for fuel, 
and furs, which they make ufe of to pre- 
ferve them againft the levcrity of the wea- 
ther. Even ice i tie if is, by them, in Tome 
mcafure, converted into a fence againif the 
cold : for, in the norrhsern parts, particu- 
larly at Yakutsk, it is ulual to hew a piece 
of rranfparent icc of the fze of the hole 
which ferves the peaiants for a window ; 
and, having placed it on the outllde, they 
fprinkie a little water at the edges, which 
immediately freezes, and cements the ice 
in the hole. This ice-window keeps out 
the wind and cold, without much diminilh- 
ing the light. Thole who have glafs-win- 
dows bciidcs, place them on the intide of 
the hole, that the houfe may not be incom- 
moded by the cold and moift efBuvia of the 
icc ; but this inconvcniency the common 
people do not regard. Beer is feldom known 
to freeze in the cellars, when the holes for 
admitkng the light arc thus Itupped with 
a piece of icc. As the winter-days in the 
north parts of Siberia lafl but a few hours, 
and the ftoniis and Hakes of fnow darken 
the air ib much that the inhabitants, even 
at noon, CHnnot fee to do any thing without 
artiiki'di lights, they lleepaway the greateft 
part of that feafon, Thefe fevere winters 
arc fiiccecded by warm and delightful fum- 
mers ; and the heat is ib intenle, that the 
Tungufians, %vho inhabit the province of 
Yakut/k, go almoft naked. Here is hardly 
any night during that feafon ; and towards 
the Frozen Ocean, the fun continually ap- 
pears above the horizon. The vegetabies 
and fruits of the earth are exiremeiy quick 
in their growth. Thunder is feldom heard 
near the Xce-fta, on the coaft of which the 
thunder-claps are laid to be fo faint, as 
fcarcciy to ftrike the ear ; but the lightning 
may be feen very plainly in that climate. 
On the contrary* the fourh part of Siberia 
h fubjedi to very dreadful tempeib. .in the 
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liorth part of Siberia, neither com nor fruit 
grows ; fo that the whole tra£l of I uul chat 
lies beyond the Extieth degree of iaiitude^ 
is a barren wafte : However, barley ia 
frequently known to come to perfectiob in 
Yakutzk, On this account, the inhabitants 
of thofe northern parts are obliged to live 
on deili and Efh ; but the Ruffian s are fup« 
plied with corn from the louthern ; for, 
in thofe parts of Siberia, the fertility 
is furprihng. The countries ttist lie be- 
yond the lake of Baikal, efpeciaily towards 
the caft, as far as the river Argun,- are re- 
markably fertile and pleafant ; bu% by the 
indolence of the inhabiranrs, feverai fruit- 
ful tradts of land, which would make ample 
returns to the peafant for cultivating them^ 
lie ncgIo( 5 ied, The paftures arc excellent; 
and one meets with vaft numbers of fine 
horned cattle, horfes, goats, ckc. in this 
country, on which the Tartars chiefly de^ 
pend for fubfllicnce. Ho.vever, there are 
Icvcral barren walles, and unimprovable 
tradls in thefe parts, and not one fruit-tree 
to be fecn. As for vegetables, here is a 
great variety ; and in feverai places, parti- 
cularly near Krafnoiarik, the ground is, as it 
were, over-run with afparagus, of an ex- 
traordinary height, and delicious flavour* 
The bulbs of the T urkilh bundes, and other 
forts of lilies, is much ufed by the Tartars 
inflead of bread. Their want of fruit, kc^ 
is richly compenfated by the great plenty 
of tame and wild beads and fowls, and. the 
vail variety of fine fiQi, among which are 
the fiurgeon and the fterled, which this! 
country affords. In that part of Siberia 
which lies near the Frozen-fea, and feve-^ 
ral other places, no trees, but fiirubs and 
bulhcs, grow 5 but the grcatcll part of this 
country produces large wo.ds of pine„ 
larch, and other trees. Kot to mentioa. 
the great quantity of wi id-fowl, as moor- 
hens, partridges,* woodcocks, and fnipesj 
here is an incredible number of wild qua- 
dra pedi ; fume of which are eatable, and 
others valuable for their fkins or furs. The: 
animals whofe fkins are moft valued, arc the 
black fox, the fable, the hyasna, the er- 
mine, the fquirrcl, the btaver, and the 
lynx. The Ikin of a real black fox is more 
valuable than even that of a fable. In the 
country that lies near the Frozen Ocean, arc 
alfo found blue and white foxes. The linclfc 
fabJes come from Nertchinfit and Yakutzk ; 
where thofe animals are caught by the in- 
habitants in the mountains of Stannowoi* 
Krebet has fiiil other, and more valuable 
treafures, than what we have yet enume-* 
rated. The filver mines of Argun are very 
rich^ and the filver they produce yielqf 
fomc gold. Both filver and gold are like- 
wife found among the copper ore of Koifc 
• I i * ' f 


This country is alfo patticuUrly rich 
in copper and iron ore. The former lies 
CYCT1 on the furface of the earth j and le* ■ 
veral mountauis are full of it ; and, not to 
inemlon lev era! others, the dvftridf of Kraf- 
noiartk affords feveral cop per- mines. Iron 
H iiiU more piciuii’ul there, and of a very 
good fort j from the copper and iron fmelt- 
iog-houfes fev era! hundred thoufand of puds 
are annually exported. Thefe works be- 
long partly to the crown, and partly to pri- 
vate perlons. Several forts of precious ftones 
arc alfo found in Siberia. The topazes , of 
tliia country have fcch a fine iuilre, that he 
uuift be a very good judge who can didin- 
gniih a Siberian from an Oriental topaz. 
Single finail pieces of agate are found near 
the Argun, in open Tandy places, and on 
the banks of other rivers and lakes 5 here 
arc alfo cornelians, and green jufper with 
red veins. The famous marienglas, or la- 
pis fpecuiaris, is dug up in great i^uautitics 
in Siberia ; this is a particular Ipecies of 
tranfparent done, in itrara, like fo. many 
Ihcets of paper % and is by Tome called Muf- 
covy, dr Ruiiian glafs, ami by others, lefs 
properly, ihnglafs. Siberia affords magnets 
of an extraordinary fizc, and even whole 
mountains of ioadlfone. Pit-coal is dug up 
in the iiortli parts of this country. The 
karaciiunie mailo, a yellowiili kind of alum, 
is found in ievcral mountains of Siberia, 
It is remarkable, that Siberia contains nut 
only freih-waTcr lakes, of which there arc a 
great number in this country, but alfo fevc- 
ral lakes whole waters arc fait ; and that its 
lakes are fubje-iit to very furprihng altera- 
tions, afrelh-water lake being fometimes 
changed into a fdine, end a iaiine lake into 
a frelh one. Some lakes ailb dry up, and 
others br<.*ak out in places where none were 
ever feen before. Salt-water brooks, fa- 
Huefprings, and a hill of fait, are alfo to be 
met with in S'.tjiria. Siberia affords a greet 
many otJmr things that deferve attention ; 
and therefore they mud: not entirely eicape 
our liorice. Ikiaf excellent root called rhu- 
barb, grows ill vafi quantities in the neigh- 
bourhood of SelsnginfK. The curious ma- 
mont’ » b<)!ifis and horns, as they are called, 
which arc found along the banks of the 
■ Oby, Kniici, Lena, and irtifeh. Some of 
the teeth or horns weigh fix or feven puds, 
of thirty-fix pounds each. The colour of 
them is like that of Ivory, excepting a few of 
them, Vvhich are ycUowifh» brown, or of a 
black inclining to blue j and this, probably, 
is owing to their long continuance in the 
f ai til. The inhabitants of Siberia of 
liiree forts of- people, namely, the Abori- 
tncknt ’mhabiranfs, the Tartars, 
aid the Rihlims. Of the two fome 
m other . but that of -nature j 


others arc Pagans and Mahometans; an<i 
fome of them Save been converted to Chrif, 
tianky, or rather only baptized, by thelluf- 
fian miffionaries. The Aborigines, or firfl 
iiihabiiahts, conhff of the Wogulkzians or 
Wogulians, who live in the province of 
Toboiik, and may more properly be claffed 
here than among the Tartars. Thefe, by 
living among the Rullians, in a conftant in-, 
tcrcourfe of trade, &c. before the latter had 
cruiquered this country, are more civilised 
than the other Siberian nations. They 
have fome notitin of a God, or the creator 
and preferver of all things. They believe 
a refurredtioii of the dead, and a future 
ftate of rewards and puni&ments; which 
important articles they probably received 
from the KiifTHns. The Samoides, who 
live in the difrrift of Enifehk; the Yuraki, 
a nuiuerous tribe of Samoides, who inhabit 
the fea-coiift; and farther up the continent, 
between the rivers Enifei and Oby *, tha 
Olliaks or Aftdks, who call rhernfelves 
Conti or Koni-yung, and by the Tartars 
«ire dyled Yilituk, are divided into the Of- 
tiaks of rsariin, Kuifei, Oby, Surgut, Ir- 
tifeh, ; the Barabinzians, who live on 
bothd'^cs of the river Irtifeh ; the Tungii- 
fians-, or rather Tingifians ; this populous 
nation is fcairercd far and wide in the go- 
vernment of Jrkiuzk ; the Buratts or Bn- 
ratians, whom the Ruffians call Bratlki, 
differ from ihe Tungufians only in their 
language, which has a great affinity with 
that of the Mongalians; they formerly 
lived on the fuuth-fide of the Baikal lake ; 
but, towards the clofc of the laft century, 
they gradually removed to the north of the 
government of Irkutfk. About the year. 
•1644, u handful of Cofaks, fent from Kraf- 
noiadk, perfuaded them, by fair words, 
without ffriking a bloiv, to become fubjedts 
of Ru Ilia. Tiic Jakutians, who, as to their 
features, very much rcfemble the Calmuks, 
and, in their manner of living, aru not very 
different from the other pagan nations we 
have been fpeuking of; the Yukagirians, 
who live near the Frozen- Sea, and mokiy 
among the mountains ; thefe are a tribe of 
the Jakutians. The THiukffiians, who live 
m. the north-weft parr of Siberia, wear the 
tooth of a wallcrois in each cheek, which' 
arc ini er ted in the fteffi from their child- 
hood. The fccond principal clafs of inha- 
bitants who live in this country, are the 
Tartars ^ thefe are the moft civilized of all 
the foreign nations in Siberia ; and thofe 
Tartars who are Mahometans, are ftill 
more fo than the Pagan Tartars ; of thefe- 
there are many different hords or nations'.. 
The third principal clafs of inhabitants who 
live in Siberia, are the Ruffians, of whottr 
great numbers have fettled. here fince the 
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conqueH of this country ; but moft of theiUj 
from time to time, jB-ed to Siberia from 
other province;^ j fioce their eftnblilhmenr, 
they have founded a groat many towns, 
oftrogs, and villages, which, according to 
their cuftom, are built and fortified with 
timber* Moft of the villages are railed after 
the names of the pcaiants by whom they 
were firfi: built, and but few from the rivu- 
lets on which they itand. The Siberian 
diaiedf in the villages is very dilFerent from 
the language commonly fpolcen in Ruliia, 
and is corrupted with abundance of words 
never ufed in that country. Sauntering, 
drunkennefs, and debauchery, univedaUy 
prevail throughout all Siberia, fo that in 
many parts of it, one meets with few peribns 
who are free from the venereal difteraper. 
Dr. Bufehing fays, the notion believed and 
propagated by foreigners, that the crimi- 
nals exiled by the Ruffian court to Siberia, 
whofe number is very confiderable, are 
obliged, daily or weekly, to catch atjd de- 
liver in, a certain number of fables, is a 
vulgar error; for that is an exercife to 
which they are little accuttomed. Thtfe 
unhappy exiles are difpo^hd of in the fol- 
lowing manner : fome, who are fent hither 
as fete prifoners, are feopgly guarded in 
fortified houfes, and maintnined at the cx- 
pence of the crown ; others enjoy their li- 
berty, but under fome reftrie-.iions : others 
again are fent hither into fevery, to work 
in the mines, fortifications, &c. Several 
decayed merchants, who arc exiled to Si- 
beria, as debtors to the crown, meet with 
more favourable opportunities of getting 
money, and gradually retrieving their af- 
fairs, than if they had continued in Raf- 
fia ; and they are not debarred from thefe 
opportumties when they offer. To fuch 
induftrious perfons, Siberia muft be look- 
ed upon rather as a defirabic and advanta- 
geous country, than a wretched place of 
baniihmcnt. A very confiderable trade is 
carried on in Siberia, which is much faci- 
litated by the many navigable rivers that 
water every part of this country. By 
means of their commerce %vith the Chi- 
nefe, foreign European goods are often fold 
in the towns of Siberia, nearly at the fame 
rare us at Petcrlburgh ami Mofeow. There 
is not a city in Ruilia, from which mer- 
chants do not travel to Siberia with foreign 
goods. Thefe traders difpofe of their 
commodities partly among the inhabitants 
of the Siberian towns, but moitly to tac 
Cisiuefe merchants, who frequent the great 
yearly fairs in Siberia, and purchafe fome of 
their commodities in return. All Siberia is at 
prefent under the Ruffian dominion ; and 
was reduced under that government about 
the ciofc of the fetccniii cemtury, m tho 
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following manner: In the reign of the 
exar Iwan Bafiiowitz JI, and Frodcr Iwxm- 
owitz, his' fucceffor, Jermak Timiofevitz, 
a Bon-Cofak, at the head of fome thou- 
fands of Cofaks, terribly ravaged the coun- 
tries which lie about "the rivers Oka and 
Volga, facking and plundering the 
and deftroying every thing before him. 
But at laft, he was driven to fuch extremi- 
ties by the troops fent againtl him, that 
his retreat to the country of* the Cofaks 
was cut off. After a lofs of the greateff 
parr of his army, he croffed the rivers 
Kama and Tfiiufowaia, and by the alfiff* 
ance of a certain ftrobinow, who was a fo* 
yereign of a vaft tradb land near the 
Tfimfowaia, he embarked with the eight 
hundred Cofaks Itil! remaining, and other 
auxiliaries, on the river Tura ; laid fiege 
to the town of Onzigidin, at prefeat ^call- 
ed Tiumcn, and made himfelf mafter of 
it. He afterwards even took the city of 
Tobolsk, out of which he drove the Ku- 
zium Kan* Thefe two were then the only 
towns in Siberia. Jerniak had, indeed, 
got them into his power : but he very well 
perceived that he fliouid not be xtbie to 
keep in awe the vaft number of Mahometan 
Tartars who inhabited this country. This 
induced him to fend to Mofeow, Altanai 
Sultan, fon to the Kufium Kan, whom he 
had taken prifoncr, with a tender of his 
conqueft to the Ruffian court, on condirioji 
that the Czar fhou^ grant him a free 
pardon. This favoiu* was caftly obtained ; 
and a good body of troops were fent to take 
poffeffion of the country. From this epc^ch, 
the Ruffians have been continually extend- 
ing .their dominions in Siberia. Soon after, 
Jermak, being on an expedition with fome 
ffiips on the river Irtifch, was, in the night- 
time, fiirprifed by the Tartars, and, with 
moft of his people, cut to pieces : his me-

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only for a few days in March that any chilU 
ing winds are felt, and then a little fire 
fuffices to baniOi the cold. The only ap- 
pearance of winter is toward the fummit of 
Mount Etna, where fnow falls, and is pre- 
ferved by the inhabitants. They dig pits 
in the open air, and in them lay the Tnow, 
with ftraw or ftubbie, and fair, ftratum fuper 
flratum, and then again cover the place with 
earth. In fummer, when fnow is wanted to 
cool liquors, one of thefe heaps of earth is 
opened on one fide, and the quantity of 
fnow required being taken out, the hole is 
immediately clofed. Though the ifland 
appears as one entire rock, the foil is ex- 
ceedingly fertile; anciently, it was fiyled the 
granary of Rome, and, at prefenr, amidft a 
lufiicient plenty of grain for home con- 
fumption, it exports great quantities to the 
kingdom of Naples, which orherwife would 
be diftreffed. It is, however, far from being 
fo well cultivated as formerly ; feveral traits 
lying wafte, efpecially in the wefiern part. 
Its wine is excellent, as are alfo the fruits 
of moft: kinds, in which it abounds, together 
with oil, honey, fait, fafron, and fugar; the 
latter chiefly producedjn the neighbourhood 
of Mount .Etna. All’the coafts afford good 
fifneries, particularly for tunnies; the cattle 
are very fine, and all forts of game are in 
confiderable plenty. Great profits are 
made of filk, the cultivation of which was 
firfi introduced in the year 113c, by Roger^ 
who, returning from an expedition into the 
Hojy Land, and io which he had taken 
Athens, Corinth, and Thebes, brought 
back with him fome perfons well verfed in 
the managing of filk ; hence it (bon fpread 
into Naples, the Milanefe, Spain, and th& 
French provinces bordering on Italy. In 
this ifland are found gems and valuable 
ftones, as agate, porphyry, jafper, lapis 
iazu i, marble, and alabafter ; and it is no lefs 
rich in metals and minerals, as gold, filver, 
copper, tin, lead, iron, and alum, with medi- 
cinal Iprings.

The rainy lealbu had puiicd "over without 
any coiifHltTable m')rraliiy ; and the Nova 
Scotia coionifts had inainrained their iiealth, 
and appeared to have become well inured 
to the climate. The trade was much mure 
brilk; the cultivadon was advancing, both 
ill the colony and parts adjacent ; and there 
appears to have been no difficulty in procur- 
ing the native labourers. The rice, cotton, 
and other arcicles in the company’s plantation, 
had thrived exceedingly, the fugar-canc ex- 
cepted, which had been hurt by the white 
ants. The fchool of the company contain- 
ed between 300 and 400 children, chiefiy 
Nova Scotians, who appear to have made 
full as much improvement as is common in 
European fchools, under fimilar circum- 
fiances. The colony had gradually improv- 
ed in order, and appeared to he advancing 
in every refpe^t. Sierra Leona river abounds 
in fifii, but is much infellcd with alligators. 
The country adjacent produces abundance 
of millet and rice ; and the woods are filled 
with parrots of various kinds, and other 
beautiful birds : ferpents are found ; fome 
of a very large fize, and numerous wild

S.!(/:a (Duchy of), a country of Europe, 
bounded on the north by the marquifate of 
Brandenburg, on the call by Poland, on the 
Ibuih hy Hungary, from which it is fepa- 
rated by a chain of mountains and a wildcr- 
nds or thicket, about four miles broad, and 
on the welt by Moravia, Lufatia, and Bohe- 
mia. To the weft and fouth Silefia is en- 
vironed by a chain of hills, for height and 
extert fome of the moft remarkable- in all 
E Hi ope.. This chain is called the Sucktifebe 
Ckbnge,.ot Suck/ Moimiaim, and commences 
at Fried berg, in Lufatia, forming two ridges* 
The ftr^ of thefe, which Is in Slcfta, paftes 
- " ^ ^ ; thrQ'ttgh 
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through the principality of Jauer and 
Schwddnitz, into the principality of Mim- 
ftcrbcrg and the county of Glatz, being about 
fixty miles in length, and dividing Silcfia 
from Bohemia, on which account it is ge- 
nerally called the BohfUmi/che G^birge* A 
coafiderable part of it, however, lying in 
the principality of Janer, is known by the 
name of the Rh/ettgebirge, or Giant Moiin- . 
tain, the higheft peak of which is the 
Smteekoppe^ or Snow Head, otherwife 
called the Rieft:nkoppe, or Giant’s ^Head. 
This ridge, or rather a part of it, is likewife 
ftyletl rli^ Monies Riph^e, or more properly 
R'plhri, The fecond ridge of the Sudet 
chain begins in the principality of Mimfter- 
berg, at the end of the firft, and palfmg 
through the prindpalities of NeifiTc, Jagern- 
dorf, Troppau, and Tefchen, terminates at 
fablunka, about niiiety-fix miles in length. 
This ridge is called the Moravian Gfibirge* 
Near Jablunka, allb, in the principality uf 
Tefc'hen, begins the Hungarian or Crapak 
chain, which afterwards divides Poland and 
Hungary. In the above-mentioned moun- 
tains, and all over th.it part of Upper Silcha 
lying towards Moravia and Hungar}’', the 
winter fets in earlier, is of longer con- 
tinuance, and much more fevere, than in 
the levtds. In thofe \cry months, when, at 
the foot of the Riefcngebirge and the Gefenk, 
every thing is covered with ice and fnow, 
the trees at Breftaw are in full verdure in 
winter. The Tandy parts of the principali- 
ty of Glogau, and beyond the Oder, towards 
Poland, with the mountainous tracts, which 
is of confjderahle extent, produce but little ; 
beltdes which, their grain alfo is far ihort of. 
a llifficiLncy for the inhabitrHnts. This defi- 
ciency, however, in gocxl years, i.s compen- 
fated by the fertiliry of the other and larger 
p'srt of Sih-lia, wliich, cxclufive of wheat, 

I ye, barley, and oats, yield likewife maize 
Turkey wiicat, fpelt, buck-wheat, mil- 
let, iinfeed, peas, and beans. The culinary 
vegetables about Brellau, Brieg, Neifle, 
Frankenltcin, and Lignitz, are excellent, 
and the neighbourhood of Grunberg and 
Lower Bcuti'.eti aiford plenty of fine fruits. 
Such fpots, likewife, as are unfit for tillage, 
or not duly improved that way, either make 
good pafiurc grounds, or arc covered with 
wotjd, in Son uch, that there is fcarceiy any 
paft uf Silefia which may be faid to be abfo- 
luttiy ull'lefs and barren. Of flax, too, here 
is abundance*, but hemp not in fuch plenty 
as is wrought, confidcrable quantities of that 
commodity being ini ported from Hungary 
and Boland.^ . Hops, hkewife, are feen every 
where, but ‘moll; principally abound near 
Monte rberg* Myder^ whiA was firil 
brou|ht bintet lb the i6tE century, W a 
rlierobaiit, Is cultiyat^# with roch 
foccefs ■ about fcikpfe; WoMaU', 
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and Strelen, 'as to form one of tlieir mofl' 
confiderable exports, Schartc, a yellow dye, 
is found in plenty,. befides wliich are tobacco- 
plantations, but the fafifron of this oiuniry has 
little to recommend k. In many feafons 
the wine here may be drank with pleafurCf 
efpeciaily when it has continued for fomo 
years in the cellar. In the mountains and 
Upper Silefia, tar, pitch, and refm, is made 
from the pine, and fir and the krch-tree 
yields turpentine. PTom tlitcfe refinous 
trees, efpeciaily the trunks of the coarfer 
pines, the inhabirahts among die mountains 
make a lamp-black. Yet, however great 
the plenty of wood for all ufes may have 
been in Silefia, and in many places ftill con- 
tinues j in other parts, particularly on this 
fide of the Oder, it fenfibly diminilhes. 
Terra figiilata is found near Strigau and 
many other places, but infteac! of being ufed 
as a medicine, is principally applied towards 
the making of an earthen- ware. In the 
mountains are found agate, jafper, and even 
fome gems, particularly amethyft of an un- 
common hardnefs and beauty ; and diamonds 
near Prieberg, in the principality of Brieg, 
Here are quarries of lime%ftcue, other fioncs 
for ornament and building, and mill-fiones. 
Here are mines of gold and filver, copper, ^ 
lead, and iron ; vitriol is likewife found m 
feveral places. Their breeding of horned 
cattle extends no farther than what is juft 
nectfiary for the plough, and a fufiiciency of 
milk, butter, and cheefc j and their oxeii are 
kill fewer in number, on which account the 
markets are principally fupplied from Po- 
land and Hungary. The mofi noted o£ 
thefe ox-markets are thofe of Brieg, Breflau, 
and Schweidnitz, where formerly, annu- 
ally, it was ufual to fee ten or twelve, or 
fifteen thoufand head of Pihih and Hunga- 
rian cattle, and fometimes even more. The 
finds here breed many fine and fiout horfes^ 
but the country does not aiford a fuiicicncy, 
wherefore befides thofe bought up at Franck- 
fort fair, great numbers arc brought hither 
likewife from Lithuania. The inhabitants 
of the hilly tracts keep goats, and efiimatc 
the profit of two good ones to he equal to 
that of a cow, a great deal of cheefe being 
made of their milk. The breed of fiieep 
here alfo is very profitable, on account of 
excellency of their wool. Thefe flieep are 
Ihurn twice a year, but the fummer-wool 
is reckoned preferable to that of the winter* 
though fomewhat lighter. Ttic wild beafis 
of this country^ whufc Ikins.are valuable, ar*". 
lynxes, which frequent only the mountain- 
ous pares, foxes, weMels, otters, and beavers, 
but thefe ’in no great number* In ^ the ^ 
Oder are caught falmbn^ and ' fiurgeon/ the ' 
latter of whi3i are fometimes exceedingly 
krgei.zMtCi, Ikaie, from forty lo fifty pound® 
M upward I' toprcy% tet Th© other 
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rivers here, but more efpccially tbe kfcfcs 
and poiids^ abound in various kinds of 
fuch as pike, carp, trout, mullets, Tbe 
breeding of bees in this country is not fo 
conlid Arabic as to anfwer the confbmption of 
honey and wax, for which reafon grear quan- 
tities of both are imported from Poland ; 
but tlicir culture of filk is in a fair wav of 
being carried to its utmoft extent. The in- 
habitants qf Silefia are of different fedts in 
their religion. Frederick II, at the peace 
of Berlin, in the year 1742, promifed that 
the Popifh religion Ihould remain iwfiaiu quOj 
though without detriment to the freedom of 
confcience of the Proteftant iuhabit^ints, or 
to his own prerogative as fovertign. This 
promife has accordingly taken place fo hap- 
pily, that all parties enjoy a perfedk libert}^ 
of confcience. The principal manufadkures 
jn Silefia are thofe of thread, twine, linen, 
liax, and damafk. The principal exports are 
madder, mili-ftones, thread, yarn, linen, 
veils, wool, and woollen cloth, w i:h ftulFs and 
paper. Since Silefia has fallen under the 
dominion of the kings of Fruliia, commerce 
has been ‘coufsderably improved, and many 
excellent regulations have been made for that 
purpofe. The ancient inhabitants of this 
country were the Lygii and Quadi, till about 
the middle of the 6th century, when the 
$lavi having over-run the country of the 
latter, a part of it came to Poland, and was 
called Under the Polifh fovereignty, 

Silefia received the Poiifli language, man- 
ners, and ufages, with the Chrilbian religion. 
In the year 1138, by tb^ partition made of 
the territories of Boleilaiis III, king of 
Poland,^ among his Tons, the cldclk, named 
Wlaitliflaus-II, bebdes the provinces of Cra- 
«QW, Siradia, and Pomerania, obtained like- 
wife with the chief fcare in the go- 

vermnent. In the 14th century, John, king 
or Ikjhemia, availed himfelf of Tome divifions 
and occurrences, by which Silefia had been 
xveakened, to bring it under his dominion, in 
which he fucceedeilj for, from the year 134a, 
all the dukes of Silefia, two only excepted, 
Submitted, one after another, to hold their 
jerrirories in fief from him, with a refer ve 
only of the mofi; confiderable regalia. On 
the death., of the emperor Charles VI, in the 
fear ’1740. Frederick II, king of Pruffia,

with the lordihips annexed thereto, the part 
of the principalities of Troppau and Jagerii- 
dorf beyond the Oppa, the part of the prin- 
cipality' of Neifie bordering on Moravia, and 
a fmall difiridt belonging to Moravia, with 
fome frontier towns. Silefia was never im- 
mediately connected with the empire, hav- 
ing at no time been an imperial nor ob- 
tained a fear or vote in the diet. Nehher 
lias it bee h ever fubjeft to the fupreme tri- 
bunals of the empire, fo that hers tlie irnpie- 
rial laws are of no force ; and tiiough in rhe 
ancient matrictilas of the years 143*:, 1447, 
1471, 1 48 1, it ftamls affwifed with Bohemia, 
Moravia, and Lufatia, this was afterwards 
d ifeon tinned j yet when it came to be an- 
nexed to the crown of Bohemia, it acquired 
a mediate conjun6lion with the empire ; and, 
in the year 1708, when the emperor Jofeph 
realTumed his feat and vote in the eledkoj al 
college, as e}e4:iqr of Bohemia, he engaged 
both for well as for ail the 

territories app^^rtkti^g thereto^ confequently, 
therefore,® for Siiepi Alfo to pay to the feve- 
rai impofis and taxes qf the empire and the 
circle the airefiment of an ele£i:or, with 300 
guilders bcfides, annually to the chamber of 
Wetzlar. ■ On the other hand, the Germanic 
body obliged itfelf to take into its defence 
and protedtion rhe kingdom of Bohemia, 
with all its incorporated "territories,, and, of 
courfe, Silefia; in which mediate conjunc-* 
tiofi with the empire rhe Bohemian part of 
Silefia fiili continues ; whereas the king of 
Prufiia, having obtained the greater part of 
thisqouncry with entire fovereignty, and ab- 
folutely independent of the crown of Bohe- 
mia, ^ governs it accordingly, as a ft'ate abfo- 
lureiy free and divefted of the leafi: connec- 
tion vvirh the empire : but, in the year 1751, 
the empire becoming a guarantee to his 
Pruffian majefiy for the fecure polfeffion of 
the duchy of Silefia, a provifo was made for 
its rights confequentiai to fuch an engage- 
ment. Ever fince the clofe of the izth 
century, Silefia has been divided into the 
Upper and Lower, and this divifion is ftiii in. 
ufe. Lower Silefia contains thirteen prin- 
cipalities, the names of which are as follows, 
viz. Brellaw, Brieg, Glogau, Jauer, Lignitz, 
Munfterberg, Glatz, Neiffe, Gels, Sagan, 
Schweldnitz, Wohlau, Trachenberg, and 
Caroiath; the free fiande&errfchafts or Iprd- 
'ihips 6f Wartenberg, Militfch, and Gof- 
chutz ; and many minderherrfebaften or in- 
fmor lordfhips.

Captain HamiU 
ton fays, that no rain had fallen during the 
three years preceding his vifit to Tatta. 
Owing to this and to the neighbourhood of 
the fandy deferts, which bound it on the 
eait, and are not far removed from it, on 
the north-weft, the heats are fo very vio* 
lent, and the winds from thofe quarters fo 
pernicious, that the houfes are contrived fo 
as to be occaftonaily ventilated, by means of 
apertures on the top of them, refembling the 
funnels of fmail chimnies. Nadir Shah, in 
the year 1739, obtained from the great 
Mogul, Mahomed Shah, a ceffion of the pro- 
vince of Sindy, as well as the reft of the 
Indian provinces, lying on the weft of the 
Indus : and he even vifited Tatta. Ab- 
dalla, when he feized on the provinces 
which compofe his empire, retained the fo- 
vereignty of Sindy alfo: and the prince 
of this province is, accordingly, tributary to 
the kiiig of Candahar. The, prince is a 
Mahomedan, and of Abyffinian cxcraiSlion : 
his ufual place of refidence is at the fort of 
Hydrabad, fituated on the Indus, not far 
above the head of the Delta; and in the 
neighbourhood of the city of Nulferpour. 
The Hindoos, who were the original inhabi- 
tants of Sindy, and were reckoned to out- 
number the Mahometans, in the proportion 
of ten to one in captain Hamilton’s time, are 
treated with great rigour by tlieir Maho- 
metan governors ; and nc^t permitted to 
eredl any pagodas, or other places of worftiip : 
and this feveriry drives vaft numbers of them 
into other countries.

to‘tweaty in breadth, from call to weft j fepa- 
rated by a narrow channel from the county 
of TnvemeE. Towards the fouth-weft if? 
a chain of rude mountains, black and red, 
which, according to Mr. Pennant, appears 
as if difcoluurcd by lire, and on the call a 
long extent of lofty hills: there is, however, 
a conliderabic quantity of level ground, w'hich 
affords pafture, and is capable of tillage. In 
the mountains are found quarries of marble 
and limeftonc ; with ktne appearance of 
mineral ores. Dr. Jclinfon, who vifited 
Skye, lays, as this ifland lies in the 57th 
degree, tlic air cannot be fappoied to have 
much warntrb. Skye lies open on the well 
and north to a vaft extent of ocean, and is 
co<»led in the fuinmcr by perpetual ventila- 
tion, but by the fame biaits is kept warm in 
winter. Their weather is not pleafing- 
Haif the year is deluged with rain. From 
the autumnal to the venial equinox, a dry 
day is hardly known, except when the 
Ihowers arc fufpended by a tempeH. Under 
fuch ficies can be expe6ted no great exube- 
rance of vegetation. Their winter over- 
takes their fummer, and their harveft lies 
upon the ground, drenched with rain. The 
autumn druggies hard to produce fome of 
otir early fruit. He gathered goofeberries in 
September ; but they were fmall, and .the 
huffc \vas thick. Their winter is fekfcm 
fuch as puts a flop to the growth of plants# or 
reduce the cattle to live wholly on the fur* 
plufage of the fummer. In the year 177*# 
they had a feyere feafon» The fnow lay 

long 
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hn^ on the ground, a calamity hardly known 
l>cfore. Part of their cattle died for want, 

■ part were unfeafonably fold to buy fuftenance 
for the owners. The foil, as in other coun- 
tries, has its diverfitics. la fome parts there 
is only a thin layer of earth fpread upon a 
rock, which bears nothing but Ihort brown 
hcatii, and, perhaps, is not generally capa- 
ble uf any better produdl. There are many 
bogs or ''moiTes of greater or iefs extent, 
where the foil cannot be fuppofed to want 
depth, though it is too wet for the plough. 
The valiies and the mountains arc alike 
darkened with heath. Some grafs, however, 
grows here and there, and fome happier 
ipors of earth are capable of tillage. Their 
agriculture is laborious, and, perhaps, rather 
feeble than un&ilfuL Their chief manure 
h fca-weed, which, when they lay to rot 
upon the field, gives them a better crop than 
thofe of the Highlands. They heap fea- 
fliclls upon the dunghill, which in time 
moulder into a fertilihiig fubftance. When 
they find a vein of earth where they cannot 
ufe it, they dig it up, and add it to the 
mould of a more commodious place. Their 
corn-grounds often lie in fuch Intricacies 
aiTiot)g the craggs, that there is no room for 
the adtion of a plough. The foil is then 
turned up by manual labour, with an inftru- 
ment called a crooked fpade. The grain 
■which they commit to the furrows, thus 
tedioLifly formed, is either oats or barley. 
They do not fow barley without very copious 
manure, and then they expedt from it ten 
for one, an increafe equal ter that of better 
countries. When" their grain is arrived at 
the ftate which they moft conhder as ripen- 
ing, they do not cut, but pull the barley : to 
the oats they apply the hekku Wheel-car- 
riages they have none, but make a frame of 
timber,, v.'hich is drawn by one horfe, with 
the two points behind prelfing on the ground. 
On this they fomedines drag home their 
ihesves, but often convey them home in a 
kind of panicr or frame of flicks upon the 
irorfe’s back. Their rocks abound with 
kelp, a fea-plant, of which the afhes are 
melted into glals. They burn kelp in great 
quantities, and fend it away in fhips, which 
come regularly to purchafe them. The 
cattle of Skye are not fo fmall as is commonly 
believed. Since they have fent their beeves 
in great numbers to thefouthern marts, they 
have probably taken more care of their 
breed. Their horfes are, like their cows, of 
a motierate fize. The goats and the iheep 
wc milked like their cows. A fmgle meal 
of a goat is a quart, and of a fheep a pint, 
I’hcre arc in Skye neither rats nor mice ; 
but the weafel is fo frequent, that he is 
heard in houies rattling behind chefts or 
beds, as rats in England, The inhabitants 
nf Skye» and of the other iEands which I have 


feen, are commonly of the middle flattircjwith 
fewer among them very tali or very fhort, 
than are feen in England.** In the year 1 746, 
the unfortunate prince Charles Stuart con- 
cealed himfeif in a cave on this iiland for 
two nights.

It is not unfrequtntiy culled South Jutland^ 
but takes the name of blefwick from its 
capifal. Slefwiek has from time imnn mo- 
rial been urated to Denmark, but has fome-. 
times been given to a broibcrof the rei'^nirg 
king, as a lief, but this isi'is been attended 
with great difpiues, erpeoialiy in the iaft 
century, when the duke in pofleftion at- 
tempted to become an independent prince. 
In, 1720, it was recovered to the crown. 
The admin.irstacicn is vefted in a governor, 
chanedior, vice-chancellor, and counfeilors ; 
the governor rcitdes at Gottorp. The inha- 
biranti are a mixture of Danes, Saxons, 
Friichians, and Hollanders, ail which lan- 
guages: are feveraiiy fpeken. The prevailing 
religion is Lutheran. Skfwick ermtains 
feveral towns, and 1500 villages. Slclwick 
is the capitaL 

Skjwkk, a city of Denmark, and capital of 
a duchy of the fame name, fituated 'on a river 
or gulf of Sley.

The 
houfes are of brick ; and, like thofe of ail 
the other towns in the country, refemble in 
nearnefs and manner of building thofe of 
Holland : the Inhabitants drcTs alfo like the 
Dutch ; and many of them fpeak their 
tongue, though the ufual languages* are the 
German and the Danilh, Clofe to Slefwick, 
is the old palace of Gottorp, formerly the 
ducal refidence, at prefent inhabited by the 
ftadrholder or governor, prince Charles of 
Heffe Cafiel, who married Loiiii’a, princefs of 
Denmark. It is a large brick edifice, fur- 
rounded with a rampart and moat : from 
this caftie the ducal line, formed by Aclol- 
phus, ion of Frederic 1 , king of Denmark, 
v’as denominated Holftein Gottorp, which 
ftill fubfirts in the perfon of the prefent great- 
duke of Rulfia : fixry miles N. Hamburg.

It with walls, in the year ^3^5. In 1493? 
Philip de Cleves, lord of Raveftein, having 
revolted againll Philip le Bel, retired to 
Sluys, which was beficged by Albert duke of 
Saxe, After a fiege of four months,' the 
dry furrendered, and the lord of Cleves 
■'made an atonement. The city having ta- 
ken part with the Hollanders, was befieg- 
ed by the prince of Parma, in the year 
11587 j it had then an Engli{l*i garrifon ; Ar- 
nold Groevelt, the governor, fuftained fe- 
afTaults, until provilions and warlike 
Jlores failing, he was compelled to furren- 
der, but upon honourable terms. It conti- 
nued in the poffeiTion of Spain, till the year 
x6o 4, when prince Maurice of Nalfau be- 
ieged it in form, and compelled the gar- 
rifon to furrender in about four months. 
General Spinola attempted, with part of the 
archduke’s army, to raife the fiege, but 
loti more than 200 men, in the different 
attempts. His brother, Frederick Spinola, 

' attacked fome veffels of Zealand and Hol- 
.land, which blocked up the mouth of the 
, harbour, and hindered the entrance of pro- 
■vifions, but was repulfed with the lofs of 
^00 men, and himfeif killed, fb that Don 
Mather Serano, governor of the place, was 
^obliged to furrender it the 19th of Auguit. 
Twelve Spanifh veffels, which were in the 
hkrbour, remained, by the capitvdatioii, in 
poffefiion of the captors, with all their load- 
ing. It is furnifheci with Iluices, hy means 
of ^ which they can lay the whole country 
under water, and from thence its prefent 
name is derived. Charles VI, kmg of 
France, in the year 1386’, fitted out a grand 
fleet againft the Engliih, great p-m of which 
were difperfed by a ftorm, and the remain- 
der fell into the hands of the Englilh. In 
the . year 1340, a fevere battle was fought 
between the fieets of France and England,

them : and even to this day, large heaps of 
ffones arc met with in the woods, which 
were thrown together by the firff inhabi- 
tants of this country, in order to dear the 
ground. Though Smaland is mountainous, 
thofe parts which are cultivated and im- 
proved by induftry, are very fruitful, and it 
is particularly remarkable for fine pufturcs, 
.which bring in gi’eat profits to the graziers. 
Here arc large forefts of beech and other 
trees: and 'alfo filver, cop;ter» and iron 
mines, a gi«ai (juantity of iron ore being 
found at the bottom of the lakes* A vein 
of gold ore has been iikewife difeovered' in 
this province. The innabitan’'s arc prind-' 
pallv employed in agricnliurr, mining, and 
graziery. They alfo deal in planks, beams, 
mafis, tar, pot-alh, iron, grain, cattle, but- 
ter, cheri’e, fiefh, bacon, tsllow, hops, and 
fiffi. Tliere arc iwcnty-one lakes in this 
province, but they afford nothing remark- 
able. The principal towns arc Calmar, 
\^^c-xio, and Jonkioping.

In vegetable and animal pro- 
d unions, . Somerfetlhire is by no means defi- 
cient; the. hills, plains, valiies, rivers, 'and 
ieasj abound with cbmraodities ufeful ta 
mankind, and adequate to the neceffary wpts 
of life. The valiies whether diftribured into 
meads, pafture, or tillage, are- in general 
very rich, and many of the hills, a few years 
fince unacquainted with the plough, are now* 
by the improvements in hulbandry, brought 
to fuch a ftate of cultivation as to produce 
large crops of -grain. Hemp, flax, teazels* 
and woad, are cultivated in confiderablc 
quantities. The plains are remarkable foe 
their luxuriant herbage, particularly the 
moors, on which are fattened great numbers , 
of nearly the largeft cattle in England. The 
chcefe made in this county is elteemcd re- 
markably fine. The Ihcep are generally of 
the fmaller kind ; the Mendip mutton is 
well known for its peculiar fweetnefs. The 
liills produce various farts of valuable ore; 
in thofe of Mendip are dug immenfe quan- 
tities of lead and lapis caiaminaries, and 
fome copper : the Quantock-hills aifo pro-^ 
duce lead and copper ; the Broadneld Downs* 
and other wilds, have their mines of cala« 
mine ; and iron ore has been found, though 
little worked, in various parts of the county; 
on the, rocks near Porlock, filver in fmail 
quantities is difcoverable. The coal mines 
in the northern part, are valuable treafures 
to the neighbourhood, and' fupply great part 
of the cities of Bath and Briftol with moffc 
excellent fuel. The former city has in great 
meafure been raifed by the fine free-ftone of 
its neighbouring quarries. The blue Kenton 
ftone is admirable for paving. The rocks 
on the coaft contain marble, aiabafter, and 
talk; and thofe in the inland parts are gene- 
rally compofed of lime-ftonc, and abound 
with pyrites, fpar, lava, and curious petri- 
fafitions. In this county are found yeliovir 
ochre, and that fpecies of red ochre com- 
monly called ruddle, fo well known for its 
ufe in marking fiieep ; of this there are three 
different Ibrts, the firft of which is that in 
general ufe for the above purpofe ; the fc- 
cond is much harder, makes an indifferent 
kind of paint, and is frequently fubftitured.

ment : here are raanufadlures of filk and 
carpets. The town chiefly confifts of one 
broad well-built ftreet, with fome frnaller 
branches, and contains five parifh-churches, 
and an horpitai. It fends two members to 
the Britifh parliament, and was made a 
county of itfeif, in the reign of king John. 
The corporation is compofed of a mayor, 
aldermen, recorder, fiieriff, twobailiifs, com- 
mon-council, &c. There are for the town 
eleven jufiices of the peace, viz. the bifliop 
of Whehefter, the recorder, the mayor, the 
laft mayor, five aldermen, and two burgete : 
all who have paffed the chair are aldermen. 
The mayor is admiral of the liberties. The 
re fort of company here, during the fummer 
months, for the purpofc of fea bathing, 1ms 
occafiuned confiderable improvements in the 
town, and a regular mailer of ceremonies has 
been appointed to regulate the amufements. 
The town is well fupplied with good frefli 
water, from dillant fprings, by pipes ; and 
adjacent to the town is a chalybeate fpring. 
Packets fail regularly, in time of peace, from 
Southampton to Cherburg : packet boats 
fail every morning, except Monday, to the 
Ifie of Wight, in time of war, a cutter is 
fiarioned here, by guvernmcnc, which fails 
every fortnight for Guernfey and Jerfey, 
w'hich convey paflengers, or parcels; and 
vclTels, of from twenty-five to forty tons, 
continually trade to thofe ifiands ; befides 
which, there are about thirty vefieis em- 
ployed in foreign commerce!, and upwards 
of one hundred in the coafiing-trade : the 
river is deep enough for the hrgeil Ihip^-i.

Sontbzoark, or i:’he 'Borough, that k, the 
Borough of Southwark, a town of England, 
in the county of Surry, on the right fide of 
the Thames, oppofite the city of London, 
to which it may be confidered as a raux- 
bourg or fuburb. It contains four parilhes, 
and for its number of iioufes and inhabitants 
is equal to many cities. Southwark was go- 
yerned by its own baililfs till the year 132' 7« 
The city however found great inconvenien- 
ces from its neighbourhood, malefadors el- 
caping thither out of the reach and cogniz- 
ance of the city magiftrates. This made 
the city long dehrous of getting Southwark 
under her fubjedtion, and a grant was made 
of that town to the city in the laft mention- 
#d period, when the mayor of London was 
conftituted bailiff of Southwark, and ira- 
powered to govern it by his depuiy. The 
inhabitants feme time after recovered their 
former privileges, but in the 4th year of the 
reign of Pddward VI. the crown granted it 
to "the city of London, for the fum of 
547L 2S. id. and within about a month af- 
ter the pafling of that patent, in confidera- 
tion of the farther fani of 500 marks, paid to 
the crown by the city, Southwark was made 
one of the city wards, named Bridge Ward 
without; wherf the number of aldermen be- 
ing increafed from twenty- five to twenty -fix ; 
a new one was ehofen to govern thatbotough. 
In virtue of the above grant, Southwark has 
ever fince been fubjt’<^ to the Lord Mayor, 
wko has under him a Itewardand baiiilf; the 
former of whom holds a court of record 
every Monday at St. Margaret’s-hiii, for all 
debts, damages and trefpaffes, within his li- 
mits, There are feveral prifons in South- 
wark ; and two hofpitals, that of St. Tho- 
mas and Guy’s. It is mentioned ia hi (lory, 
in the year 1052, when earl Godwin arrived 
there with a puwerfut iieet, and having caft 
anchor till tiie return of the tide, palled Lon- 
don bridge without oppofition, in order to 
engage the royal navy, wliich confided of fif- 
ty Ihips of war, and then lay oppofite to 
Wchminltcr; but maitrers being accommo- 
dated between the king and earl Godwin, 
the latter returned, and repaired the bridge, 
v/hich was then of wood. Southwark fends 
two rnembers to the Briti fu parliament. 

SuUihwelh a town of hngiand, in the coun- 
ty of Nottingham. Its church is Cohegince, 
nnci was founded in the 7th century. I'here 
belong to it fixteen prebendaries or canons, 
fix vicars choral, an organih, fix finging- 
men, fix choriikrs^ befidcs fix boys, who at- 


tend as probationers, a regifter to the chap- 
ter, a treafmrer, an auditor, a verger, &c* 
It was furrendered at the difibiution, but 
Henry VIII refounded it, and appointed it 
a bilhop in 1534, and reftored it to its an- 
cient privileges, whicli were confirmed by 
queen Elizabeth and James I. The ciillos 
rotulorum; and juftices of the peace, who 
are nominated by the archbifliop of York, 
and conitituted by a commiflion under the 
great feal,; hold their feffion both at South- 
well and Scroby, and perform all other ju- 
diciary a6l's diftinbt from the county. Here 
are the ruins of a very grand palace, demo- 
iillied in the civil wars, which belonged to 
the archbilhops of York, who had three 
parks here, which, though difparked, ftili 
retain the name. Here is a weekly market 
on Saturday 3 twelve miles NE. Nottingham, 
and 135 N. London, 

Bouthwold, a feaport town of England, m 
the county of Suffolk, fituated on a point o£ 
land at the mouth of the river Blythe, in a 
bay of the German ocean, aimoft furrounded 
by the Tea at high water. It is fortified with 
two batteries, and has a weekly market on 
Thurfday. In the year 1747, the haven 
was cleared by a6t of parliament. The bay, 
vulgarly called Boiebqy, is remarkable for the 
famous fight in the year 1666, between the 
Englifli fleet of 1 14 men of war and frigates, 
and the Dutch fleet of 103 men of war, in 
which the latter were defeated, with the Ibfs 
of near feventy fiiips, two admirals and (iooo 
men ; while the Englifh loft only one fhip 
and ibme gallant officers. This fight was 
oiT the bay to the north: but that in 1672, 
Avas in the bay, between the Dutch fleet of 
ninety-one men of war, and the combined 
fleets of England and France of 10 r, com- 
manded by the duke of York, afterwards 
James II, the iffue of which day was rather 
uncertain. The French being remifs in 
their duty, wc loft four fhips, the carl of 
Sandwich, and feveral other officers of note, 
and the Butch three : thirty-five miles NE-

pears to have formerly enjoyed a great pU-n- 
ty of corn, fu t^-nt the prtfent fcarciry of th it 
crmnicdi^y muft pnxtcd from the negit,ct of 
tillage t on fheo'hcr hand, it abounds in ri.e 
mOii delicious fruits, fuch as pears, peachcv, 
olives, iigs, graqu-.^-, almonds, cUefnuts, It- 
mens, oiarig'es, pomegranates, &c. .Ir pro. 
duce.# alfo very good ladron. The Sv^anilh 
\vinci» arc greedily bought up by forei n na- 
tions. The value of the wine and giapts 
annual! V exported out of the country, about 
Malaga alone, amounts to one millicn and a 
half of piaftres Severn! parts of the couisfry 
iidb produce fugar canes. Spain tn'uys like- 
wifdgrcat plenty of exquifite honey, and lilic 
la stbuadinfec, but little iax hemp 5 fait^ 
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efpeciaHy towards the fea coa6:, is fo plcnd- 
fuily procured, that contideraoie quantities 
thervof are exported ; a gnat deal of fea fair 
in particular is made iii the maritime r>ans 
of Aiuialuiii, Catalonia, and V^alcncia j like- 
W’fe on the iiiands or iVXt)]orca, Jvic'i', and 
Foiancntera; where tlic lua ferves iniread 
of lire. Foit the principal ialf* works are in

The u.mntains 
of Spain, sicojrding to ancient writers, are 
very rich in gold and iiiver; bet the Spa- 
niards rather choofe that thefe metals ihould 
be imported iVnii America, than that they 
ih<.'-.dd have ti'ie trouble of fe-arching for them 
o.f tneir own counny; and thus thefe trea- 
Ibres 'ic buried in the muuntains : but the 
iro-. mines arc worked here with great Ikill 
and ond uilry. S.-jarn wants not alfo other mi- 
nerals, fuch as lead, tin, cinnabar, quick- 
idver, a urn, vurinl, copperas, lapis calarni- 
narir, &:c. and likewiie eryfal, diamonds, 
m;n. rlv ftsand othc'- jem- : miner-d fpringsare 
i'ciLi i in many pans. The kingdom of Spain 
is etlimafcc! to contain about feven millions 
and a Inlf of inhabitants, - though it i.vould 
fupport twice that number if properly culti- 
vated, if its maniifadtures were encouraged, 
and its mines worked, in the- times of 
the Goths and the Moors, it contained 
between twenty and thirty millions of 
per.ple. The ufuai reafon aligned’ for this 
diSerence is the expuIBon of the Moors. 
It is faid, that when Ferdinand the Pious 
txsok Seville from them, in the year 12.4$, 
dit feverai diilridts of the kingdom con- 
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tained ioo,ooo town> and villages, all very 
populous ; and when Ferdinand rlie Catho- 
lic reduced the kingdom of Grenada, k con- 
fifted of fifty fortified towns, beiides an infi- 
nite member of lelTer places', the creator part 
of which were afterwards dcnK-lihied ; this 
extirpation of the Moors was indii^ucably 
one principal caufe of the prdent thinnefs 
of its inhabitants. But this affedled Anda- 
lufia and Grenada only, and yet the other 
provinces are not m-.ich more populous than 
tijcfe,. That Amenca has ftripped the 
kingdom of its inhabitants, Uitariz will not 
allow, who fays, that the greateft.part of 
thofe who went to America were uf Blfcay, 
Navarre, Afluria, the moiintainijus parts of 
Old Calliie and Galicia, and yet that thefe 
countries are jftili the bell: peopled, Arnidft 
the great dcr.reafe of the iiihabinmrs in Spain, 
the body Cif the clergy has luftered no tlimi- 
nution, but Iras rather been gradually in- 
creafing ; infomuch, that Uilariz C‘ mpihes 
the number of eccldiallics, and ihcirfcrvants, 
at 250,000, In thi^ couiitry there is a 
want even of the moft neceffary trades ; 
and of the few to be met with here, the 
greateft part arc in the hands of the French, 
who arc very numerous in Spain ; the na- 
tives, themfeives, befides rheir avertion to 
work, dilll'riining to ftoep to handicrafts. 
They are not, however, wholly without 
manufafiures, erpecially of filk and wool; 
but thefe fail far Ihorr of that Houriftiing 
condition they might be brought to. Spain 
was anciently calLd Iberia, Hefperia, and 
afterwards Hifpania. A modern traveller 
lays, ic is, by nature, placed in the molf 
happy ilruation : furrounded by feas and 
mountains, and enjoying a temperature of 
climate the moft conducive to health, and the 
meft favourable to pieafure. The kingdom 
contains Imtncufe riches ; gold, precious 
ftones ; and irouj ftili more ufeful, wait but 
for the hand of the workman to recompence 
his labours. The foil, without requiring a 
fatiguing cultivation, is naturally fertile, and 
produces every neceffary of life : the men 
who inhabited it were, according to hifto- 
rians, robuit and warlike. By what means, 
then, has this vaft monarchy, which could 
never- be fuhjugatcd by want, fo often be- 
come the prey of its neighbours ? The folu- 
tion of thi.v curious problem muft be fought 
in the inteftine wars of the colonills, 
and the native inhabitants; This coun- 
try, unfortunate by the beneficence of 
nature, was long a feene of bioodihed, and 
ever difpUted and envied : thefe feern to 
have been the unhappy coiifcquences of its 
mild and fertile climate, which became the* 
nurfery of rival and liumical nations. Spain* 
from its pofirion, climate, and fertility, 
been the’ victim of hoftiie nations.

becoming more avaricious, and the old inha- 
bitants better underftanding their true inte- 
refts, they loon ftained with blood a country, 
inhabited by people whom they were come to 
civilize. Tiuir fettieinents extended to the 
fouthern Cvoaits, and into the country as far 
as Cordova. Much about the fame time, 
the Greeks, or Phoenicians, after having 
founded Marleilles, went to Spain, and 
planted there feverai colonics 5 they pofftffed 
a part of the kingdoms of Valencia and 
Catalonia ; their fettlcmetirs were afterwards 
extended to Aragon •, and, according to 
Strabo, as far as Galicia. The Cartha- 
ginians, not lefs defirous of profit and of 
plunder, and being merchants and naviga- 
tors as wtiii as their rivals, thought proper 
to difpiue with them a foil Icfs fcorched', 
and more fertile, than that of Africa ; they 
alfa founded colcmies, but not wirh.out firft 
having fiu'd nsurh blood. The ancif.nt in- 
habirants having but few other wants than 
thofe of nature, and not difeovering their 
future tyrants in the new colortifts, and pof- 
feUing but link knowledge of commerce 
and igatinn, they left the care and pro- 
fits oF thefe, and with them ail difpures, 
to the Greeks and the Carthaginians. The 
Romans rook the firft opportunitv of driv- 
ing liic Carthaginians from Spain. This 
kingdom became the theatre of two of the 
molt famous wars of antiquity : by the firft, 
which laficd twenty-four years, Rome 
obliged Carthage to cede to her a part of her 
conquefts ; and by the fccond, which conti- 
nued but for feventeen years, Carthage was 
entirely ftripped her poftcftlons and her 
power. .Under the Romans, Spain was 
divided into Batka, Lnfjtania, and Tarra-

barians thus eftablifiied, and war becoming 
one of the number of their wants, turned 
their arms againft themfeives. The Suevs 
having fubjngated the Alans, would have 
fought to conquer the reft of Spain, had not 
the Vifigoths, who had eftablilhed their 
throne in Narbonne, and held the fove- 
rcignty of Roulfillon, Catalonia, and Ara- 
gon, oppofed their attempt,^ and driven them 
back to Galicia. Thefe Goths found nq 
difticulcy in driving the Romans almoft en- 
tirely out of Spain : they ruined the little 
kingdom of Suevi aifo, and remained imdif- 
turbed poftefTors of a monarchy there 130 
years, -^odcric was the laft of their kings ; 
the famom battle of Xeres, in 712, put the 
Moors in pofteftion of the greateft and fineft 
part of Spain. Other Moors, Arabs, Sara- 
cens, or Africans, fucceeded to the firft, and 
conquered, without dimculty, all the fine 
provinces of Spain, except thofe of the 
north, w’here fteep and barren mountains 
were always an afylum of liberty for the 
inhabirat 5 ts, and ferved as a nurfery to that 
race of kings, who were one day to be the 
avengers of Spain and religion, for the inva- 
fion and opprelfion of the Moors. Nothing 
can be more cont'ufed than the dynafties of 
the Moors, or Arabs, who reigned in Spain, 
That of the Chriftian monarchs who dilb 
puted w'idi them the kingdom, and, taking 
advantage or their divifions, drove them out 
of it, is not left fo ; their glory was at its 
greateft height, when civil wars, treafon, and 
frequent aftaifinntions, difturbed the peace 
of rhcle powerful kingdoms, jealous of each 
other. The Cliriftian monarchs,longaccuftom« 
td to conquer the Mours, thus divided, had, 
within a little more than a century, taken 
from them Toledo, Cordova, Seville, and 
Murcia. Grenada ftill fl'.jurilhed, and was 
become their only ftrong hold, when Ckiftile, 
and ziragon, united in the perfons of Fer- 
dinand and Ifabeila, formed too great a 

t ower to be refifted by a kingdom, enfeebled 
y inteftine commotions : Grenada was re- 
duced, in the year 1492, after a fiege of two 
years. The Moors had reigned in Spain 
about eight centuries, and were totally ruin- 
ed by this defeat; perfecuted, defpoded, 
burned, or converted and baptized by thou- 
fands, tiiey werci at lengthy driven from the 
kingdom / 
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kingckm in the reign of Philip III. The 
reli&on of Spain is that of the church of 
Rome, and the king is nearly abiolute. 

Spai^hj ^ town of Africa, in the ktng-

Forthereis,firftof all, a fumptnous triumphal

there b a pavement of large black ftones, 
with a parapet \vall, railed breafthigh on each 
fide of it, intended, perhaps, to hinder the 
populace from incommoding' the emperor in 
his triumphant entrance into the city. 
Near the end of ^ this pavement, we pafs 
through a beautiful poriico, built in the 
fame ftyie and manner with- the triumphal 
arch, which conducts us afrei wards into a 
fpacious court : here are the ruins of three- 
contiguous temples, whole feverat roofs, 
porticos, and facades, indeed, are broken 
down ; bur the relt of the fabric, with its 
refpe^ive columns, pednitents, and entabla- 
tures, remain perfect and entire. There is 
in each of thefe temples a nich, fronting the 
portico j and behind that of the middlemoft, 
we have a fmail chamber, which iniguUiave 
ferved for the vefiry. Spaitla is pieafanriy 
fuuated upon a riling ground, ihaded all over 
with 'iuniper-trees : rhirry-one leagues SV/. 
Tunis, and thirty-four SSE. Bona.

The mines of Stafibrdfhirc are rich and tx- 
tenfive j thofe of coal are fuppofed to occupy 
a fpace of 50,000 acres ; the beds of lime- 
ftone alfo are numerous and in fome dif- 
tritSls alabafter is met with : iron ore is found 
in large quantities, particularly in the fouth- 
ern part of the county. In thefe mines of 
coal, lays a late fenllble writer, lime, and 
iron, and in the foundcries, blali: furnaces, 
flitting mills, and other branches of the iron 
ti'iide, great numbers of workmen are em- 
ployed, and the exteafion of the iron- trade 
in particular is of great confcquence to the 
intcrelts of this kingdom. The extent of 
the iron-trade in all its varieties, wrought 
and unwroughr, for agricultural and other 
internal purpofss, and for home confumption 
and exportation, under its innumerable 
lhapes and forms, is now fo very great, as 
to rival even that of the great ftaplc, wool ; 
and to make the fuperiority of the latter 
fomewhat qucftionablc ; and from the abund- 
ance of iron ore and fuel, with which this 
county abounds, the trade, panicularly fo 
far as relates to the produ<ftion of the metal, 
is capable of being much extended ; and there 
can be little doubt of the polfihility that this 
county may wholly fupply itfelf with that 
article.

prifoners; and even in general feldom come 
down from their heights. By continual 
cuftom too they are habituated to the cold# 
It is very aftoniftiing that, amidft thefe 
mountains and fteep heights, they are able 
to fucceed with the pidiigh, and that the 
eminences themfelves are iikewife fertile. 
They , cultivate a fine fort of wheat, which is 
fufiicient not only for the fupplies of their 
own fi^celTities, but, in fame meafure, alfo for 
fale. ,They have, in particular, large breeds 
of cattle, , wild fowl, game, and chamois 5 
the brooks and lakes, of which there are 
many - b^twe^n th^ high rocks, are 
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>ich ill liHi. In fome places'^ too, are fuiall 
%'ales ; inul the iiihabiiants endeavour to 
‘avail thcnifehxs of every fpotof earth. The 
rnoimtaiiis cuntain filvcr, Ieuci> copper, and, 
iu pardcoiar, iron. The iroii mines have 
]>ccn already worked above I'oco years, and 
continue rich. The Stirian fteel is 
highly valued. The forefts with which 
the ridges of the mountains here are cover- 
ed, vield in fuiHcient quantity, the wood 
ncceffary for the fm citing huts. Silver was 
formerly dug; bur ever fince the year 1658, 
the jrifnes have been filled with water. In 
the mountain?, I ike wife, are hot -baths and 
medicinal fprings. At Auffee are fome 
good falt-works. The principal rivers 
Vvduch run through this country, are the 
Muchr and Ens. Judenburg is the capital. 
Lower Stiria contains fewer mountains, and 
more campaiim; the foil is generally fertile, 
and on the isills is produced fome good wine, 
in it are hot-baths and medicinal fprings, 
Th's part of the country is watered not only 
by the Muehr, but alfo by the Dravc and 
Save. Greu is the capital. In the whole 
duchy are near 120 towns, and about 500 
citadels: many of the iaft fiand on the 
higheft fummits of the rocks. The high- 
ways arc good, notwithftanding the country 
k inountainous. The language is very 
tough. The inhabitants of the quarter of 
Cillcy are Winds, or Wends, and fpeak the 
Wendllh language, which is in ufc even 
simong the common people for fome miles 
from Gratz. Thofe who arc but a fmad 
degree removed from the common rank 
Jpeak Wendifh, German, and Italian, and 
the principal inhabitants alfo Frenrh. Mo 
tidier dodlrine, or worihip, is permitted in 
all this country, excepting that of the Roman 
Cath(5lic, At Seckau is abi&op who bt;ars 
the title of a prinx of the holy Roman 
empire ; he is fubjeiSt to the archbifhop of 
Salzburg, whofe general vicar he alfo is 
through the greateli: part of Stiria- • The 
moll important manufadiures in the country 
are the iron and ilcei-works, the produce of 
which is exported in great qurmtities. 
Stiria was formerly a part of Carinthia, but 
in the elotenth century was feparated from 
it, and made a peculiar mark. Some afnrm, 
that the emperor Conrad II undertook this 
change in the year J030, conferring that 
mark on count Ottocar 1 , of Steyr ; but 
others aferibe it to the emperor Henry IV, 
.who,. about the year 1072, created Ottocar 
tu count of Steyr, firft marggrave over this 
county. The emperor Frederic I, in the 
year 1165, conferred the ducal dignity on

A bye-law 
of this corporation, made in the year 169.5, 
redounds to their credit 5 it obliges the 
members of council annually to take an oath,, 
by winch they bind themfelves to take no 
leafe of any part of the public property under 
their management, nor to purchafe any part 
of it ; neither to receive any gratification out. 
of the public funds, under pretence of a re- 
ward for their trouble, in going about the 
affairs of the borough, or of the hofpitals 
founded in it, A*s far back as the end of 
the fixteenth century, Ihalloons, manufac- 
tured in Stirling, to a confiderable extent, 
were Tent over to the Low Countries, 
Bruges was then the ilaple port for Scotch 
cqmmodicics. The manufadlurers miftaking 
their own interefl, and debating the quality 
of their lhalloons, fbon loft, however, the ad- 
vantages of that gainful branch af trade, and 
the town brcame mifcrably poor: though 
the manufadurc was greatly iiurt by fuch 
conducl', yet it was never enti.’cly dropped. 
Coarfe flialloons continue to be manufadtured 
in Stirling, and its neighbourhood. To- 
wards the beginning of this century, and 
during the decay of the Ihalloon manufac- 
ture, that of the Tartan ibried up in its 
place : it continued to flourifli till about the 
year 1760, but is now almoft dwindled 
away. Ac prefent the carpet manufadiure 
flourilhes, and tiie cotton manufadforc alfo 
begins to take place here. The river Forth 
runs fa level in the neighbonrho^iid of Stir- 
ling, that mills cannot be eredledfor the pur- 
pafe of manufacture? ; in every other re- 
fpetfl, Stirling is favourable for them, and 
coals are plentiful. The faimon-fiiliery 
belonging to the town, which but a few 
years ago brought a revenue of 30I. now 
brings 405!. Jt is let to a company, who 
fend the fiib ch lefty to the London and 
Edinburgh markets. Stirling caftie is by 
fome fuppofed to owe its firfr foundation to 
Agricola : it was often the refidcnce of the 
king's of Scotland. Almoft the whole 
minority of James VI was fpcnc here, under 
his tutor Buchanan. The ourfide of the 
palace, which is now converted into bar- 
racks, is richly and curioufty adorned with 
grptefque figures. h of the 
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.f-~ts oF the circuit court, ant! the county 
Bsectings are ufually held here, though 
there 11; no public room, or hail, for the pur- 
uci'e. Only fmall veffcls can come up to 
tlie towiij the navigation is diflicult, and 
the river winds io much, that the diitancc 
fnan Stirling to Alloa, which by land is 
only four miles, is twenty by water,: ^19, 
miles NE.

Their lituation 
is very happy for filhing, being near to the 
well fide of Lewis, and thofe lochs and weft- 
ern coafts, which are reforted to by the deep 
fea-herrings, much more than the eaftern 
Ihores, either of the main land of Scotland, 
or of the neighbouring iflands. The gains 
are communibus annis, confiderable on the 
trade ; and they draw a large portion of the 
royal bounty for the encoufagemenc of the 
filhery. They alfo fend great quandtes of 
oil, feal Ikins, and other Ikins, annually to 
the markets. The Stornaway filhers, flill 
farther, have become famous for the vaft: 
herds of porpoifes, which they kill in theic 
lochs, fometimes by hundreds at a time* 
Trade, but chiefly the filhing trade, gives 
birth to a lively and, general induflry, not 
only in Stornaway^ but in other parts of 
Lewis; where the natural addvity of the 
inhabitants is farther encouraged by the wife 
and liberal policy of the lord of the foil, m 
cohflrudling Toads, and by jufl regulations, 
leaving to the induflrious the reward of their 
toil. Stornaway is a market, and is daily 
becoming greater market for the produce ' 
of the foil, and the fr^iits of the fold and field* 
in the town 'of 'Stornaway there k a grow- 
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for lioofesj the building, of '; 
which gives employment to many hands j 
as'mafons, carpenters, fmiths, day labourers, 
&c. and people to cut, dry, and bring home 
peats, of which the confumption is daily in- 
creafing* How happy a change has been 
brought about in tlie ifland of Lewis, fince 
the reign of James VI of Scotland, and firft 
of England, a period of lefs than two cen- 
turies ? That prince, who was a great en- 
courager of ah the arts of peace, lent a 
colony of induftrlous filhermen from the 
ihire of Fife, in Scotland, with feveral Danes 
and Dutchmen, to teach and to exhibit an, 
example of ufeful iiiduftry to the natives, 
with the encouragement of large allotments 
of bays and lands, indifpurably in the gift of 
the crown. The heir to Macleod, the chief- 
tain of Lewis, together with his neighbours, 
fell upon the iinfortanate {grangers from the 
low lands, and malTacred them to the num- 
ber of rnany hundreds in one night.

nefs. There are two promontories, Borrow- 
head on the fouth-eaft, and Rothelliolm 
(Roiifumhead J on the fouth-weft ; this was 
of old called Rodneip or Rodnlemhead. The 
other parts of the fea coaft or ihorcs about 
this illand, confilt partly of three Tandy bays, 
one on the eaft, the Miln-bay ; one on the 
fouth, the bay of Holland ; and one on the 
weft, the bay of Erigarth or Well Wick. 
The Tandy "beaches of the two firll men- 
tioned, extend each a mile in length ; that of 
the laft not fo much, except at low water of 
fpring tides, and con lift partly of llcerries, 
(fiat rocks, over which the Tea flows and 
ebbs) ; which, with the Ihores of the nelTes, 
and Tourh-weft promontory above mention- 
ed, produces great quantities of tang or 
Tea-weed, fit for the kelp manufafture. On 
the eaft fide of the ifiand, little kelp can be 
made, as few.lkcrries lie there to produce 
tang. The water is deep nigh the lliore, 
and the rocks abrupt, owing perhaps to their 
having no llieiter from the German Ocean. 
The ridge or rifing ground, which runs al- 
moft the length of the illand from north to 
fouth, hath its furface covered with a fliort 
heath, where it has not been cut up lately 
for turf or fuel ; the Toil is a dry, friable, 
black’lh earth ; the bottom clay, mixed with 
fmall ftones, and in many places gravelly 
and fhallow. The expences of cultivating 
fuch a fubje< 5 l, might perhaps nearly equal 
It'S value when improved. It is the common 
pafture or out-frecdom of all the farms and 
houfes adjacent to it. The fmall illand of Pa- 
pa St ronfa lying fiat with corn-fields, which 
nave been ftimulated by plenty of ware, to 
raife luxuriant crops of grain, lies on the 
north-eaft fide of Stronfa, feparated from 
it by a narrow found, over which two men 
can row a fmall boat in five minutes, and 
adds a variegated beauty to the profpedl on- 
that fide. There are two commodious har- 
bours or roadftcads in the illand of Stronfa, 
fafe for fliipping at all feafons, and in all* 
weathers; viz. Ling, a found on the weft 
fide, and Papa Sound on the north-eaft fide 
of Stronfa, Ihekcred by the fmall ifland of 
Papa Stronfa. There are bays alfoon the eaft, 
fouth- weft and north-weft fides, in which 
veffels may drop anchor, and ride fafeiy, 
if the wind do not blow ftrong on fliore. 
The vicinity of all the cultivated lands in 
this diftrid to the fea Ihore, induced of old 
and ftill induces the inhabitants to ufe fea 
weed as their chief, and almoft only manure.

The Arabs are the car» 
riers; and they fell this water at the rate of 
nine French fous a s^’kin ; hut. though re^ 
puted the heft, it is ftill very bad. Several 
vein* Is are annually employed in the naviga- 
tioa between this port and Jidda ; four or 
five are freighted by the lultan with corn For 
Mecca and Medina, which they convt.-y to 
Jidda and Jambo ; fourteen others ferve to 
carry paffengers between Jidda and Suez. 
The commerce of Cairo with Suez only 
carried on by means of caravans, which wait 
the arrival, and let out on the departure of 
the veffei^, that is, towards the end of April, 
or the beginning of Mav, and in the courfe 
of the months of July and Auguft. That 
which M. Volney accompanied, in 17S3, 
confuted of about 3000 cameU, and 5000 or 
6000 men.

The 
fea, by covering the mole with fand, has 
enlarged it, by fuccelfive accumulations, and 
formed the prefent ifihmus. The village of 
Sour is fituated at the junction of this irthtnus 
with the ancient ifland, of which it does not 
cover above one-third. The point to the 
north, is occupied by a bafon, which was 
a port evidently formed by art, but is at pre- 
fent fo choked up, that children pafs it with- 
out being wet above the middle. The open- 
ing at the point is defended by two towers; 
correfponding vykh each other, between 
which formerly paffed a chain fifty or 'fixty 
feet long, to Jhut '*the harbour. From thefe

The whole village cennins only fifty or fuxty 
poor families, wliicli live ohfcurely on the 
produce of their iittie grounds, and a trifiing 
toery. Formerly thev* were dcfencelcfs 
tows^rds tilt* land, but the Moroualts, who 
tcjok pofieilion of it in 2766, inckfed it with 
a wall of twenty feet high, which hih iulv 
fills.

In the month of Mav, tiic 
thetmo^TTierer fiond at 93 degrees at Bombay, 
which liec two degrees farther tn the Ibuthn 
One thing utifavourable for Surat is, that 
fiiips cannot enter the harbour, becaufe tliu 
Taptee is full of ibnd-banks. This river h 
too low in t'nc drv rtafon ; and in the rains 
fwelis too foddcrily, 10 fiich a heigh.t, as to 
nveifiaw nil the neighbourhood. Were the 
river confined by dikes, the fiream which, 
during the rains, often rlfes eight- and-fwenty 
feet above its ordinary level, would carry 
away all the fand, and thus clearing the 
channel, would afford fhips accfjfs to the 
very walk; but tlis dcfpotfc governmenrs of 
/ifia ncgk*^l every thing that ndghr ctauri* 
bate to the general good of their fabjedls. 
CreiJcral toleration a»4 liberty are en- 
joyed in thi i city by all religious prof/ffions j 
and ks inhabitants arc nceurditig:) very nu- 
merous, I'hc Kuropi'ans refidmg here efii- 
mate the popuhiiKm uf the city at a million 
of iouk; but M. Nxbuhr thinks this cal- 
cubainti h evidently above the truth, by two- 
thirds, One tlwng iinguiar in Sura? is, rhret 
here is no botpit^d for human brings, bur au 
fxfcnfive elbbrhhmcnt of this nature fer 
fuk. or maimed' animals. When the Eu- 
ropeims turn out an old hnrfe, or any otiier 
tk'rneftic animaU to pcrilh as ufekfs, ,the 
Indians veluwarily affuTTit* the care of it, an;| 
place it in this houfe, which' ts full of infirm, 
decrepid cowr,, Iheep, rabbits, hens, pigeons^ ■ 
&c. The charitable Indians ktx'p a phy« 
fician tfi'k^ok after thefe animals. The 
environs of Surat are not w’ithou: gardenss 
which are the properly either of Europe- 
a«}^^ or f>f natives of the country. The 
fineft of thofe* belonging to Europeans j 
is ^ihe property of the Dutch Ealfr 
India company. Its arpe£t k rich and charm- 
ing, _ The principal inhabitants of Surat are 
liftoliometans, and moH'ly Grangers, ahbooglt 
employed in the fofke ef tlpt, gov«omeot|»

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A!tho\igli of the kdc of the Sunnites, they 
tolerate the Shii*e.^, and even permit them to 
cclebrare the fcfliva! of HafTein. T hey make 
no fcrnple of drinking wine publicly, or of 
lending money upon intereft. All people of 
d'dinaion in Surat, and through the rell of 
India, i'peak and write the Perfian language. 
Hence has this language been received at the 
courts, and the knowledge of it is very ufe- 
fitl for the dilpatch of bufmefs. In trade, 
corrupt Fortuguerc is the uic..i 5 and 

this is in India, what the Lingua Franca is 
in the Levant. The Hindoos, 'he aboriginal 
inhabitiuts of the country, compofe the molt 
conliderable part of the population of Surat. 
They are aimoil all of the call of the Ba- 
nians; and hence their Ikill and dexterity in 
matters of calculation and ceconomy often 
raife them to places of conlidcrable truft, in 
the collcdlioii of the taxes and cuftoms. for 
the Mahometans. Thefe Banians, being 
born to trade, have engrolTed the commerce 
of India to fuch a degree, that all foreign 
natipn are obliged to employ them as brokers ; 
in which employment they give better fatiL 
faction than the Jews in Turkey. Euro- 
peans have never found r. afon ro repent the 
inirofting even of their whole fortune to the 
Banians, who continue to give atconiHiing 
proofs of their prcb'uy and fidelity. Sorrie of 
them are very rich, but they live all in a 
Hyle of moderate fimplicity, wearing for 
drefsonly a plain robe of white cotton. At 
Surat are numbers of Ferfees, or Perfians, 
who are Ikiiful merchants, induilrious arri- 
fans, and good fervants. In tlie fame city 
are alfo Armenians, Georgians, and Jews ; 
but of none of theie any confiderable number. 
The Indian Catholics, commonly called Por- 
tuguefe, from their fpeaking the India dia- 
led! of the Portugiiefc language, are nume- 
rous. At Surat, the day is reckoned from 
funfet to funict, and is divided, not into 
twenty-four hours, but into fixty garris. 
Here are no clocks ^ the progrefs of the day 
is meafured by different means/' In a con- 
fpicuoua fituation, a man ftands to put a cup 
of copper, pierced with a hole in the bottom, 
from time to time under water; every time 
the cup fmks, a garri is counted, and the man 
auinounccs its lapfe, by ftriking the number 
which k makes, upon a plate of metal, that 
founds like a clock. Each garri confifts of 
24 of our minutes. In the houfes of the 
great too, where docks and watches are not 
wanting, this old faffiioa of meafuring time 
is^ffiii kept up. Surat, and the great dif- 
mtX of winch it is the capital, belonged, for 
a long time, to the Great Mogul, who, to 
keep iodiftant a province the more effectually 
in obedience, put it under the government of 
two nabobs, independent on one another. 
The one refided in the city, and was properly 
the governor of the provhice; the other bad 
Vox.. IL 
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the command of the citadel, and enjoyed the 
title of admiral, with a fmaii revenue, appro« 
priate, to the maintenance of a fmaii ffeer, 
for the defence of the co?ft acainff pirates. 
After Shah Nadir’s expedition inro Hindoo- 
ftan, the diffant nabobs, of this vaff: empire 
aimed all at independence, and left the mo- 
gul nothing but a'fbadow of authority; asking 
him, only for form’s fake, to confirm them 
in their places. Teg Beg Khan, nabob of 
Surar, a rich and powerful man, followed 
this example, and procured his brother to be 
declared nabob of the ckadeL The two 
brothers then looked upon the whole province 
as their patrimony, and acquired iramenfe 
wealth. Teg Beg Khan dying in 1746, with- 
out children, left his fortue to his relations^ 
by which feveral of them were raifed to a- 
condition which enabled them to afpire to the 
governmentof the city. His brother died in 
the following year ; and his widow, a wo- 
man extremely rich and ambidous, ftrove to 
make her fon-in-law nabob at once of the 
town and citadel. The conreft of the diffe- 
rent competitors for the fupreme authority^ 
produced a civil war in the town of Surat. 
Each of the rivals raifed as many troops as 
he pofTibly could ; with thefe he cantoned 
and intrenched himfeif in his houfes and 
gardens, and, from time to time, endea- 
voured to furprife or drive away hk oppo- 
nents. During thefe hoffiie operations, 
which were not attended with great (laughter, 
the inhabitants were content with Ihutting 
the gates, neareft to the feene of a£lion, and 
continued to go about their ordinary af- 
fairs, without fear of being pillaged. Nay, 
they were fure of receiving compenfatioil 
whenever, any cafual injury was done to any 
perfon, through means of the difturbances. 
Hence trade fuffered no interruption. Some 
of the rival candidates, imprudently called 
in the Mahrattas ; and they, without doing 
any thing for any party, made the vidbors 
pay for their affiftance, although they had 
apparently favoured the vanquiilied. Sinca 
that time, the Mahrattas have enjoyed a 
third part of the amount of the cuftoms of 
Surat ; and one of their officers conftantfy at-* 
tends ro receive this tribute. The Englifli 
and Dutch had always kept their fa6tories In 
a ftate of defence, and on the occafion of tha 
difturbances, they incrc^afed their military 
preparations. .The nobles of the country 
then had recoiirfe to thofe powerful traders. 
Each of the two European nations took part 
with one of the competitors, furnillied him 
with ammunition, intrenched themfelves m 
their factories,, and fought againil each other, 
although not openly at war. The nabob 
protedled by the Englifh, was at laft expel- 
led from the city. But, in 1758, he returned, 
and his mother-in-law, the rich widow, above 
mentioned^ ipade fo good an life of her trea-

Of th ac rivers, the lirit only is navigable, 
the reh, nor excepting the Marawina, being, 
tlniugh very long and broad, fo Ihalicnv, and 
{>-'> eHtrenveiy crowded with rocks and fmall 
iilands, mat they are of little confeqaence 
to F.uroptans; nor are their banks inhabited, 
eacept by Ibnie or the Indians, or natives of 
the country. Into all thde rivers, the 
courfes of which are net itr-iiglit, but fer- 
pentine, are difeharged a number of verv 
large creeks or rivulets, the banks of which 
are inhabited by Europtsans, and culrivated 
with fugar, cocoa, cotton, and indigo planta- 
tions which form the molt delightful pro- 
fpedis that can be im.igincd., to rhofe who 
travel by water, the univcrfal mode of jour- 
neying in tliis country, as the fal is in gene- 
ral ill adapted for tlic confti uflion of roads ; 
and in feme places, the woods, ^cc. are ab- 
fuluiely impenetrable. In the river Mara- 
wina, is frequently found a curious ftone or 
pebble, which is known by the .name of .the 
wbinuvina diamond, and which being po- 
iiihcd, bears a very near rcfemblance to that 
moft valuable gem, and is conlequently 
oFteu lit in rings, d:c. fee. Though fitu- 
aicd lil’ie Guinea, under r.he torrid zone, the 
lieatr, in Guiana, are much more rupportable 
than rhofe on chat part of the African coaft. 
Tb'e rcordf.ng rays of the fun are, in, Guiana, 
cliiiy rempere i hv cooiing bi'eezes from the 
ila, while in Gidnea, the intenie heat isin- 
cTcafcd by t‘.:e wind blowing conrinuallv over 
tia Ian k t lid in it^ p n';h;:e traveriing nume- 
rous Ently dcllrrs. I'lsc rainy and dry fea- 
Iwivs which divide tlic year, as cold and 
w-ansi weather divide it in Europe, may be 
termed the wimer and fumrner of this 
co'inrry. There is ii..>wever, one remark- 
able diirtov’ijce, between the .Kuropean fea- 
■fons and thole in Guiana, which is, that 
G'uana has annually two winters and two 
lummers, which are difringailhed from each 
other hy the apncilation of the greater and 
the Imaller, not becaufe the rains are lefs 
violent in tin.; two laticr feafons, or the heat 
kfs iiueafe, but from an opinion which has 
prevailed, th.t their period of duration is 
about halt as Eng , as, that of the former. 
This diftihbVu'Hi however, appears to be 
more imagiwry thaii-, .as far as refpeds 


the 'rainy Teafbn. The continuance of the 
rains, during the time when the fun as rcr-. 
tical in this climate, is jieceflbry to rhe exif- 
tence of animal and vegetable life, v/liich 
without thefe feafonable rcrreliimcnrs, nnift 
languhli and expire under the tervid inim- 
ence of its rays. In general, thc^ ioiJ is 
abundantly fruitful ; the earth during the 
whole of the year is adoroed with cotitvo-uai 
verdure, the trees loaded at the inme time 
wit h bloftbms and ripe fruit, and the whohe 
prefenting to the view .the delight. ul un’oa 
of fpring and fummer. This gune-al ap- 
pearance of fertilitv, may be asermed -not 
only to the rains and warmth in this^^cliiTipre, 
but alfo to its low and msriby fituatiou, 
which prevents the intenfe heats from Je- 
ftroying vegetation, and from the extreme 
richnefs of the foil, p.ar?icul'arly in ihoib 
parts which are cukitivated by Eurcpcan 
induftry. Jt muft indeed, be confelibd, 
that fuch ftruations are far from ^ being 
favourable to health ; but the fpirit of 
gain . is a very powerful principle, and 
the certainty of prefent profit will gene- 
rally be cohfidered as a weighty counttr- 
poife to thole evils, which, if ever encoun- 
tered, apj.)ear at a confidcrable diftance ; and 
as they are fomerimes efcaped, may be al- 
ways eftcemed as uncertain. The unculti- 
vated parts are covered with imnienfc fo- 
re fts, rocks, and mountains ; Tome of the 
latter enriched with a great variety of mine- 
ral fubftances *, and the whole country is in- 
tcrieifed by very deep marflies or Evamps,. 
and by extenftve heaths or favannas. The 
ft ream along the coaft flows continually to- 
w. 3 rcls the north-weft, and the whole ftiore is 
rendered almoft inacceliible from its being 
covered with dangerous banks, quickftinds, 
bogs, and rocks, with prodigious bufhes, and 
a large quantity of brulh-wood, which are 
fo clofcly interwoven as to be impenetrable. 
That part of Terra Firma which is caikd 
Guiana^ or "The Wild Caafty and in which lies 
the colony of Surinam, is faid by fome to 
have been firft found out by the juftly cele- 
brated Chriftopher Columbus, in the year 
1498, when he was fenr home in chains; 
though others contend, that it was not dif- 
covered till the year 1504, by Yafeo lines, 
a Spaniard. In 1579, it was vifued by Sir 
Walter Raleigh, under queen Ehzabe.thj, 
who alfo failed up the river Oroaoque above 
600 miles, in fearch of the fuppofed El Do- 
rado, and in hopes of difeovering the gold 
mines, of which he had the rnoft llvely^ex- 
pedtations, from Xampies of a marcaftte, 
which the Spaniards call madre de oro. In 
the year 1634, a captain Marihal, and about 
fixty Engliih, were difeovered in Suriamm, 
employed in planting tobacco, accoraing to 
the relation of David -PkerE dc Vries, a 
Dutchman, -who cony cried with them upon

The manufac- 
tures of this country are confiderable, ftareh, 
fnuff, tobacco, leather, gun -powder, hats, 
pottery, paper, vinegar, ^c. In the neigh- 
bourhood of the metropolis are large diftitk rs, 
callicoe-printers, wax- bleachers, &c. The 
principal rivers are the Wandle, Wey, and 
Mole, The towns are Southwark, Guild- 
ford, Reigate, Haflemere, Chertfey, Croydon, 
Darking, Egham, Ewel, Farnham, Godal- 
min, and Kingfton : the four ftrft with the 
county fend each two members to the Britilh 
parliament ; as like wife do Blcchingley and 
Gatton, though they are only fmall places. 
The villages are numerous and rich, fuch as 
Richmond, Putnev, Batterfea, Wanclfworth, 
Cbipham, Peckham,^ Camberwell, Dulwich, 
and rrjany others.

quota of the circle of SWabia alone, came to 
13^1 horfe, and z7o-7 foot; and in the year 
*707, at the divifion of the 300,000 tlorih's, 
wdiich was the fum granted for rhaepurpofe, 
its proportion was rated at 31,271 ftorins, 
fifty-eight kruirzers, five deniers. The 
number of troops in this circle, conftanrly 
kept on foot, confids of four regiments of 
infantry, each compofed of twelve companies, 
one regiment of dragoons, and one of cui- 
raffiers, each confilting of eight fq;ciudr<ms. 
The commander of the circle is ftyled genera! 
field-marfhal. Wi*th refpedt to religion, this 
circle is reckoned among the mixed ones. At 
prefent it nominates to the imperial chamber 
two afteffors, one of whom is Catholic, the 
other Lutheran. Urider the emperor Fre- 
derick III the circle of Svyabiawas, for the 
fake of the peace of Germany, divided into 
four quarters, which divilion ftill continues, 
and cn many occafions has been found to be 
beneficial. The head of the firft is the duke 
of Wurtethberg, of the fecond the marggrave 
of Bsaden, of the third the bifhop of Con- 
ftance and the abbot of Kepten, and of the 
fourth the biftiop of Augfburg. 

Swabia (Aufirmi).^ is cornpo'fed of the an- 
cient hereditary efiates of the houfe of Habf- 
burg, and the remains which have fallen to 
Auftria, fince it has been eie£tcd to the em- 
pire. Maximilian I was the firft prince of 
this houfe, which took the name of the prince 
of Swabia. It pays annnaily more than 
400,000 iivres to the military cbeft of Auftria. 
Thefe eftates are compofed of Burgan, Nel- 
lenbarg, the prefedtorate of Swabia, Ho- 
henberg, the Ortenau, Brifgau, and fomcf 
towns and convents.

Pr<?!per, Gothland^ Nordland, Lapland, and 
Finland ; each of .which is again fubdivided 
into provinces. 'The Swedes liltcwiie added 
to their dominions Livonia, EftnrftB, Ingria, 
Pomerania, the ifles Oefel and Rugen, VVif- 
mar and its territories, Bremen and Werd-ati ; 
but of all thefe, none now arc left them bur 
Farther Pomerania ; even Finland itfelf has 
been ciifmembered. The five parts of which 
Sweden is eftentiaily compofed, yet form 
the largeft ftate in Europe, next to RufOa. 
Geographers are not agreed refpedting its ■ 
fuperficial content. Bufehin fixes it at 13,500 
fquare German miles, and his account fcoms 
to approach nc'areft to truth. The kingdom 
of S'Aeden is fitiratcd between the twenty- ■ 
eighth and the forty-eikhth degree of iongi- 
tucle tmom Ferro, and the fifty- fifth and 
feventieth of northern latitude. The winter 
here is lono, dry, and exceedingly cold ; the 
fummer fhort and hot.. The Swedes expe- 
rience a rapid change from the former of 
thefe feafons to the latter ; fpring and au- 
tumnbeing aimeft unknown 5 during the long 
nights cf winter, the moon, the aurora 
borealis, and the reflection of the fnow, pro- 
duce a mild and agreeable light. In fum- 
mer, the fun remains fo long above the hori- • 
zon, that the night conlifts only of a flight 
twilight; vegetation then acquires its full 
vigour, and nature Teems to regain that time 
which fhe has loft during the frofty feafon* 
Though Sweden is fituated tender a rigorous- 
climate, it enjoys a much milder tempera-- 
turc than thofe countries of Pifia and Ame- 
rica, which have the fame latitude. Thun- 
der is feldoni heard in this country 5 it pro- 
duces no venomous reptiles ; atid earthquakes 
never fpread terror and conrternati'On. Some 
of its learned men pretend, that rhs traces cf 
extinguiihcd volcanoes are to be Ren ia it, 
but the proofs which they bring arc far from 
being convincing. The pure and fiiarp air, 
which the Swedes breathe, rcn-:iers them 
vigorous, - and preferves them from epidemi- 
cal difeafes- They often attain to a very great 
age-: Linuzeus reckons that tjiere are in Sweden. 

1 300 fpepies of plants, 200 of which are ufed 
in medicine, and 1400 fpecies of animals. 
Wolves, foxes, hares, birds of prey, moor- 
fowl, cocks of the wood, together with freih 
and. falt-warer filb, are fou"rid here in great 
abundance ; bears, dks, does, roebucks, fa- 
bles, beavers, and polecats, are more un- 
common. It has been remarked, that no 
beeches grow beyond Blaft Gothland, and no 
oaks beyond Upland; the birch grows in aii 
the provinces. The pine and the fir, haw- 
every are principal foreftarees. With 
regard to mineral prjodu£rions, Sweden h 
very rich, efptcialfy in iron and copper, wirk 
abundance of lead, marble, alum, iimeftone^ 
mijr. vltrkdy orrlw petrM'i#d|oii&, .porphey* 
anietbyfts, load-ftonc, {late, talk, huickrilver.

Swfidiih author, who has written on the 
mineral fpring^of Sweden, reckons up 360 ;

dom* Sweden contains, altogether, 105 
cities, or large towns, the principal of which 
is Stockholm* About half a century before 
the Chriftiaii a;ra, Gylfe, of the race of 
Forniother, reigned in Sweden ; at the fame 
period Sig<e, afterwards furnamed Oden the 
Divine, fell upon the nonhern pact of Eu- 
rope, and conquered thofe vnft countries, at 
the held of a fwarm of barbarians, whom he 
l ad coiierttd between the Tanais and the 
Borifthenes. The conqueror divided his 
conqiiefts among his fons. Ynge obtained 
Sweden, and became the founder of the fa- 
mily of the Ynglingars ; Ingiald Jlrode, the 
laft prince of that family, reigned in the 
fevenih century ; he had the title of king of 
Upfai, which was the place of his nativity. 
Iviar Widfame, or the Crirqueror, extended 
the houndarks of the kinguom, and his fa- 
mily continued cn the throne for fevcral cert- 
turies. Olof Schstkonung, cr the Infant, 
cauftd himfedf to be baptized, and found 
means toiniroduceChviftianiry into the king- 
dom, about ihe beginning of the eleventh 
century. The crown, before hereditary, be- 
came elective, under the race of Ster.kil 
M;i,ij!nus, furnamecESmeek, or the .Foolilb, 
elected in the year 1318, obtained by inhevi- 
laace the kingdom of Norway, and loft, by 
his fimpUcity, fevcral of the provinces of 
Sweden, His fon Hckan, or Bako-, became 
king of Norway, refufed the crown of %Swc- 
den; but he afterwards obtained that of 
Denmark, by his marriage iviih Margaret, 
daughter of Waidemar. 7 'be Swedes, dif- 
comented with 'Magnus Smeek, d epofed him, 
and chofo in his room Albert of Mecklen- 
burg ; but this foreign prince wielded the 
feeptre with fo much feveriry, that hi$ fub- 
jedW, harufied by the yoke of opprc^fEon,

XI i I, whom foe ch<jfo f »r her iuccclTor,'' 
openly purfued a fyftem of opnrefoon ; he 
treated Sweden like a conquered country, 
and entruued the adruirdttrarion of the king- 
dom to Danes, who ccinmittcd the rnoft hor»* 
rid barbarities. 'Incenfed at this treatm.mt, 
the Dalecarl’.ans revolted. Engelbrcrnq wh® 
was born among ft them, and well kn'iwn 
by his eminent qualities, put himirlf at r.heir 
bead, attacked the tyrant's guards, and 
avenged the nation. Enc now prumifed to 
govern according to the Swcdilb Luvs ; but: 
as there is no depending on the word of z 
perfidious OLfoGt, Engelbrecht was aiTafonat* 
ed by a rival, jealous of his influence, and op- 
preftion once more re< timed its courfe. The 
Dalecarlians again revolted, and engaged the 
inhabitants of the other provinces to join 
them. The tyrant, tlvwrefore, appeared in 
Sweden, at the head of his troops ; but was 
obliged to feek ihe her in Denmark. The 
Danes equally oprfffed by his tyranny, did 
not long afford him an alylum ; he w^as ba- 
niflicd from that country, and Chriftopher 
of Bavavia afeended the throne. On the 
death of this prince, which happened in the 
year 1448, the Swedes and Norwegians 
gave ihc feeptre to Cimrlts Knutfon, of an 
ancient and illuftrious family, and allied to 
that of the old S\N-cdiih king^. : but the Dines 
decreed it to Chriftian I, of the family of 
Cidenlyjrg, The archbifiiop of Upfal, a 
powerful and ansbitious prelate, by forming 
intrigues agairft Charles, pur. Sweden into 
the hands of Ciu’iitian, who not being able 
to govern a people proud of their privilegev, 
was foon ft ripped of his authority. By this 
rc-voliuion, Charles again obtained the dia- 
dem ; but being ueihroned afecond time, liC 
was re-eftabiiihed in the . year S46'3, ^and' 
reigned in peace till his death, which hap- 
pened in 1470. Ciiriftian II, or Chriftian 
the Nero of the North, was crowned king, 
in rhe year 1519 ; 'dnd iie foon fignalifed his 
power, by horrid cruelties, which incenfed 
the whole nation ngainft him ; Guftavu$ 
Eriefon Vala, a fugirivt in his own country, 
formed a defign of delivering it ; and, un- 
- dor him, Sweden recovered its independence* 
He cauled the feeptre ro be dt^clarcd heredi-^ 
tary in his family, in the year 1544, and 
died in 156a. Guftavus was fuccecdcd by 
his fon Eric XIV, who did not poEcfs the 
fame qualities as his father. He wasdepofed, 
and being rhrowm into prifon, was there poi- 
foiied by the order of his brother John. John 
had married Catherine Jagellon, whom ht? 
loved and confulted. That prince fs had great 
iiQilu«?ncc in the council ; and being a zealous 
, foppbrtcr* 


fupportcr nf the CathoUc religion, which 
ihc profcffjJ, flic prevailed npon her hufband 
to render Sweden dependcni: on the holy Sec. 
Lutheranifm^ h.vwevcr, had taken too duep 
root; and tnc efforts which ihc king made 
to defrroy it, tended onlyro efiablilh it more. 
John died in 1572, very little regretted, be- 
caufe he was uii worthy of the eiteem of his 
fiibjc'^s. His ibti Si^^irmniKi, already king 
of Poland, ought to have fncceeded. ,him ; 
but Charles, " duke of ^ Sudermania, the 
yooRgeft of Gulhivos’s fons, taking advaz^> 
tags of the di^polhion in ^vhich the i>eop;e 
then were, caused hiinfelf to be eledfed re- 
gent ef the kingdom. Sigiimund undertook 
to conquer Sw'edcn ; but the duke defeated 
his army, and afterwards mo-unted the throne. 
Guftavus II was as gnat in peace as in war: 
he facceeded his father in 1 6 1 1 , and fiiowed 
himfelf a mode! for heroes and kings. Chrif- 
tina, the daughter of Guilavus, and Mary 
Eleonora of Brandenburg, was very young, 
at the time of her father’s death. The pc ace 
of Bromf-bro w'as concluded in the year 1 645 5 
that of Weftphalia m 1648 ; and both thefe 
added to the gl iry, the territories,and the po- 
litical influence of Sweden. When Chriftina 
came of age, the fnuwed herfclf worthy of 
the thrsne wh;cn she occcp’ed as long as the 
wife Oseniherna was her minifter and c-m- 
6dent ; biit when ihc negltftcd the counfel 
of tbar rerpcfdah'e veteran, fee no lun^gcr 
met with the efceni and t^fTectiun of her 
fjbjtds: and Chriftira, fatigued with the 
cares of governmenr. quitted her throne, her 
country, and her religion, and retired in 
1654, Ch.';rles Guftavu?, or Charles X, ion 
of John C-ulmi", of the Palatinate family of 
DfU.'v Pont?, and of Catherine, daughter of 
Charles JX, was appeinred by Ciiriftina to 
fucceed her, anti the States confirmed this 
choice. AH the northern powers took up 
arms againfr thi? kingdom, and the emperor 
of RuHia, and the eledtor of Brandenburg 
joined its enemies. Charles, hosvcver, laid 
Siege to Copenhagen ; but being repuifed, 
death toon after put an end to hif> career. 
The peace of Oliva, conclude'l in im- 

mediaieiy after the dcarri of Cha ies X, re- 
ftortd tranquillity to the north. C.‘harh:s XI 
was niediator at the peace cf Ryfwick, in 
1697^ in whidi year lie died ; and Charles 
XH aiTumed tiic rehts of government. The 
duke of Holifviu, who had znavried ids eideli 
fifter,'. Edwig bophia, bemg attacked by 
Denmark, Chariet» marched to his aHiflance, 
ilruck a terror into the Danes, and conclud- 
td, in 1700, tiie fjcacc of Trayendai. More 
formidable (ne^fics, Auguftus II, and Peter 
J,c2£irof Rulfi t, threatened Sweden. Ciiar es 
therefore entered Livonia, and with 8000 
Swedes attacked and defeated So, 000 Ruf- 
fians, near Narva, on the zoth' of Novem- 
ber^ 1700. From Livonia he haflened to 


Poland, where he gained fevera! vid!ories» 
dethroned AuguCtus, and caufed Stanruaus 
Letzinikltb be cleded in his itcad. Soon 
after he- marched into Saxony,' made tho de- ■ ■ 
throned king %n a peace, and obtained^ for 
the Proteltants of Sikfia, the free exerciii; of 
their religion. The Swedilh hero repured 
next to Poland, with a defig 0 of deprivmg 
Peter X of his crown. But the fortune of 
Charles began to change, and on the zjth of 
June, 1709, was fought the battle of Pol- 
tava,,:, .repuifed and wounded, he .paffed the 
Dnieper, and fought for an afk-ium in the 
terrirories of the Turks 5 lift encmiers fooa 
took advantage of his misfortunes. Auguttus 
recovered . Poland ; . Peter ibize-d upon Li- 
vonia,' Eftonia, iagria, and a. part of Pin- 
land; and the king of Denmark, Frederic 
IV, landed an army in Scandinavia. To rtf A 
fo many enemies was diiEcult. The Swedes, 
however, made efforts, and the danger in 
which- they b-held their country infpired 
them with courage-. Count dc Steabaxkj, 
having in bafte coliedied a body of pcafants, 
Qppofed them to the Danes, who were beat - 
at Hclfinborg, in 1710. Charks, in the 
mean time, was carrying on an unfuccefsfal , 
negociarion at the Porte. Being foHcited to 
quit the Tiirkiih dormnions, he obfunateiy 
refufed ; mainramed a fiege againft an army 
fent to attack him ; was taken prUbner, and 
condutied by furce to Democica. At length, 
finding that it was impoHible for him to ac- 
compjiih his end, he fee out with one of his 
generals, and arrived at the gates of Stral- 
I'und, fo haraffed by fatigue, that h's fub- 
jc‘6ts did not know him. Two ocher powers, 
England and Prulfia, having declared againff 
Sweden, Geo‘ge I, and Frederic William I, 
united rhemfelves with the enemies of 
Charles. This monarch, however, always 
firm and undaunted, z’hut himfelf up in the 
city of Stralfund, which he definuied for 
feme time. Being at length forced to 
abandon it, he \yonc on board a Imail bark, 
and fee out for Sw.edeu ; but infiead of going 
to Stockhuim, he undertook an expedition 
to Norway, and afeersvards returned ro 
Scandinavia. A fecond expedition into Nor- 
way became fatal to him ; he Laid iiege 
to FrederjtJvfhalt, and going to reconnoitre 
one of the trenchys, was killed by a mulket 
buikt, on the. 30i;h of Novesnbcr,*'i 7 tS. 
When the States affembled, they deciecd 
the crown to Ulrica Eleonora, his youngeft 
fifter, on condition that fee renoun.ed fove- 
reignty. The duke of Holitein, a young 
prince, endowed with many eng?.i;ing quali- 
ties, and who married Charles’ cldeii: filter^ 
had a legal right to the throtie, and found 
many pardfiins. But the efforts which they 
made -in his favour were not attended with 
: Peace was -at length concluded, but 
on very difadvantageous terms. Sweden loft

Bremen, VcrSers, part of Pomerania^ and a 
right tc)^ tf-e chuk’s of the Sound * and by' 
■^vay of indcmnincaiion, received fome mil- 
lions of crowns. In the mean time, the diet 
having aHembled at Stockholm, on the 24th 
of January, 1 720, Ulrica Eleonora propofed 
fo abdicate the throne, and refign it to Fre- 
deric of HeOe Cafiel, herhufbandj who in- 
deed became king, by renouncing fome more 
of the royal prerogatives, and ceding Li- 
vonia, Edonia, Ingria, part of Carelia, and 
Finland to Ihuilia, i\n alliance entered into 
with France, in 1738, inveterate national 
hatred, and feveral other caiifes of difeontent, 
produced a frefk rupture with Riiffia. At a 
peace which was concluded at Abo, iji the 
year Sweden ceded part of Finland, 

Iphus I'rederic, ef the family of 
Hohinn-GoufTp, and defeended by the 
female ijne mMU the family of Vafa, was de- 
clared luccdior to the throne. In the year 
S772, GuftavuslII, contrived to make his 
government dcfpotic. In the year 17-92, he 
was afTaiTinated at a b d!, by a nobleman, of 
the name of Ankerilrom, a captain of the 
guardf, who confelled liimfelf the peribn 
who had endeavoured to deliver the countiy 
froni^ a menrter and a tyrant. The pre-j 
cludlions of Sweden will be then in the ac- 
count of each province. The dodirine of 
Luther was early introduced into Sweden, 
end is the national religion. Sweden is 
covered^ with forefts, which abound, above 
a;]-, in Nordland and Finland. There are few 
kinds of filli, winch are not found in the 
Waters by wliich Sweden is furroundtd or 
imededied. Thar fpecies named ilraimming, 
in the language of the country, and known 
no where eife, is fo abundant in feveral parts 
of the Baltic, that it forms the principal 
part^of the foovl of the inhabkarsts. The 
herrings whiclt for 'kmc centuries had de- 
ferred the coalt-,' of Sweden, again made their 
appearance there about lifty years ago. Tiie 
prirtipai^ tifieries are in the province of 
Bahus: tuey produce annually about 300x100 
tons, each of which contains 1000 herrings. 
The Sweeifn herrings, iir.wever, are ne'er 
fo good as thofe of^’Holland : when ihey 
arrive on the northern ccalts they are old, 
and worn cut with the fatigues of ihcir 
voyage; btfidts this, the Swtdes are not fo 
well acquahued with the art of faking and 
packing them as the Dutch. A natuial 
iource of wealth itiil more important to 
Sweden, Js its mines. The richeil iron-mine 
in the kingdom, that of Danmora, is fituated 
in the province of Upland, which in every 
refpcdt is one of the bed: in Sweden. This 
rtiine, the greateft depth of which is eighty 
fathoms, occupies. a conhderable extent of 
territory, and the ore is conveyed to the fur- 
face of the earth;, through feveral pits or 
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openings ^made for that purpofe, by mea?t 
ot cafci hxed to krgo cables, which' a: e put 
in motion by lio’“fcs. The wf.r' men, hbiud- 
ing vpon the edges of tiiefe cakis, am/havl 
ing their arms clafped roimd the cable, dc- 
feend and nkend with the utmr.lt compofurej 
they remain in the mine no i.onger titan the 
time required for their d.dlv labour. Tli© 
water is drawm from the bottom of it bv a 
wheti tvvfjnty-two yards in diameter, and is 
afterwards conveyed along rm aquedudt 
2 500 yards in length. At"cenani d'itances 
from Danrnora; are feverrd iV.rf...t(s wid\ 
viii;;ges, wU! buj'.r ar, J oxirciiU'iy po.,M.:ui-,s. 
Inure are iron mines in the t^reap-r parr of 
the provinces of tl.ok vaft kir.gd^.rn, but they 
cauiiot L'c rjpened wirrji''Ut other 

biTJOciies i:t n^.ticn:;! induilry ; befides, fome 
of tUem arc P.tuatcd in fuelt a manner, that 
the C/.^pciiCts of working them would he too 
confiperable. I’hofc •wrought at pteient pror 
duco annualiy upwards of 57,000 tons of 
iron, 'Thefo mines employ in the wdiole 
kintxlcm, 3 Qout 2 5,6-00 pet ions, and it has 
bce.n calculated that the furnaces and forges 
of the kinp.ddm, w-hich give iron that degree 
of perfection which is neceiih.ry before it 
can be iikd, cfmiv.me annually 2,400,000 
loads of charccal. hi the province of Dale- 
cariia, at a imall ciiiiance from the town of 
lahiun, are fituated thofe glccmy and ob*? 
icurc caverns, which contain the befl copper 
in Europe.^ Hernp, flax, and tobacco are 
much cultivated ; rearing of cattle is well 
imdcrhoou, and agrjcuit.urc owes much to 
tlu; Royal Academy, at Stackholm. Manu- 
factures were long unknown,at prefent the 
troops arc^ c!cth«:d wdth cloth made in iho 
country : tne making of hats was introduced 
cit a \(iil expence, bur was nor attended wdth 
fuccefs: the manufacture of fiik'is in 'a 
langidmii'g hate, thofe of cotton fucceed 
Deuer, 3^■. liktgvvife that of Morocco leather t 
but the art^ of preparing timUr and merals 
iS a^uulmeis ihe Swedes beir undcritand, and 
mod approve. The number cf inhabitants 
IS at near 3,000.000.

S.vijftrlanab or S .vit'Zfrhaid. Under this 
name modern gcogra|>n. rs include ail the 
country occupied nor only by me Swifs, or 
Thirteen Cantons cf the league, but by 
other efiares in alliance with or fubjedl to 
them 5 in which fcnlb the greatefl extent 
from eall to well will be about i So miles, 
ami from north to fouth 140. 'Oa the north 
it is bounded by Swabia, on the eaft by the 
Ihroicfeand Auhrian Stvabia, on the loath 
bv Savoy and Italy, and oa tlie weft by 
.France. SwhTerland may juftly be con- 
ftJered as fome of the elevated land in Eu- 
rope, as many principal rivers take their rife 
here, and run in different diredtions to the 
extremity. The greater part is compofed of 
mountains, with narrow vallks between : 
fclicfe mountains ate compofed of ftupeadoas 


rocks, two, four, or ftx maTes, piled on er.c'k 
other, and from four to ten thoufand feet in 
perpendicular height. One peak, on % 
mountain called the Si. Caihard.^ is, by Du 
Cret, computed ^ac 16,500 French feet. Thus 
lower part of thefe high mountains are cover- 
ed with woods and pallures, the herbage :a 
which is of a remarkable Icngtii and tich- 
net's. The middle confifts of Alps, or 
Alpinges, abonnding in a great vasiety of 
odoriferous herbs, thickets, and bufties, with 
excellent fprings, in fummer retorted to by 
her.ifmen, with their cattle. The ihird part 
of thefe monnrains confifts almolt entirely of 
craggy and inacceffible racks, f-tinc of which 
are quite bare, without herbage growing 
upon them, or even fo much as grai'e, whilit 
others are conrinualiy covered with Ihovv arid 
ice. The vallies between thcla iccy and 
fnowy mountains, form an appearance like 
fo many fmooth frozen lakei., aad from them 
vaft fragments of ice, called glaciers or hrn?, 
often fall down into the intervals of the more, 
fruitful eminences. It is from thefe mafies 
and the thawing of the ice in general, tliat 
the greateft part of the ftreams and rivers in 
SwlBerland are derived. The ice hills 
begin in the canton of Glarus, and after pair- 
ing through the territory of the Grifons, and 
thence into the canton of Uri, terminate 
in the diftridl: of Bern. The higheft of thefe 
mountains are rhofe in the canton of Uri, 
namely, St. Gothard, Firka, Crifpalt, and 
Luckmanicr, which fend forth rivers toward >5 
all parrs of Europe. This is the meft; 
dreary part of all Swifferh^nds and on the - 
fummits of the mountains one eternal cold 
almoft prevails, with hard gales of wind and 
very damp fogs, whereas the va'lies, except- 
ing Urmc towns and viliag-cs, with a few 
fields, and ftill fewer vineyards, thick woodss 
and rich paftures, are overrun withdaKes and 
other waters, and hhe fummtr heats there 
are frequently fo infupportable, that the in- 
habitants betake themftlves up to the moun- 
tains : though in winter the houfes again are 
almoft buried with fnow. In many places, 
within a fmall compafs, the foorCeafons are 
feen at once, snd fometimes furnmer and 
winter are fo near each other, that one hand 
may take up fnow, and the other gather 
growing flowers. During the greateft p-art 
of the year, the clouds lie" beneath the peaks 
of the higheft mountains, inlhmuch, that 
from thence they appear like a fs:a, the 
peaks proiedling among them like iflands, 
S'9mctlmes, too, they break, and thus difplay 
a view-^of the co intry beneath. From* the 
rifingand finking of thefe clouds, the irdaa- 
birants form pretty certain conjectures with 
refpe^it: to the weather. N<Jt one of the 
above mountains is without a cataradf or 
waterfall, abd as the eye, by reafon of the 
mteiveatioEof the clouds, is not always able 
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to rcnch the'bcginnipg of them, tlicy loolc as 
if poured down from heaven upon the rocks. 
AniongtboL' mountains, are ir.nny excellent 
fpriiig'-', iume of which are medirinal, others 
warm, and others again cold baths, cukbraicd 
for their extraerdinavy virtues. Of il'tefc 
fummits, too, foine Form a part of the Aips, 
fo frequently mentioned in the Gre'-k and 
Homan writers, the Appennirse (or Alpes 
Siimm.28, now St. Gothard and Crilpait) 
w'itli the Alpes Lepoiiti^e, the Alpes Khe- 
Stc. Very different from this i& the re- 
rnaming ar.d fmaller parr of Swifferland, in- 
dudina: the county of Thurgau, which is a 
part of the cantons of Zuricii, Schafhaufen, 
Kern, Bale, Soleurc, and Fribcrg, for though 
this dhrrici is not without incunrains.fomeof 
whhb are even 20CO or 2500 feet high, yet 
h i‘i much more level than the above-men- 
tioned pert, and the lower parts of the moun- 
tains, and fometimes alfb the very funmiits 
are covered with vineyards, corn-fields, 
iBSeadows, and paCiure-grounds. Here are, 
hkewife, no Alps, nor rocky precipices, no 
cs^aradl's, few trees, and in fummer neither 
fnow or ice. The mountains, inffead of 
ijeing interrupted by vafl chafms or ahyffes, 
are gener.ffly entire, and compofed of a few 
Imall eminences, the fummits of which, far 
from ih otiog out into peaks, are flat or 
rr)imd,to the extent of many mi’es, without any 
cfuiruietabie inequality, and frequently afford 
not <;niy pui.tragc, but alfo arable ground. 
It is onlv during bug rains, that in thefc 
parts the c ouds fink below the eminences. 
G.eur numbers of perrifadlions, more par- 
ticu arly of marine fhells and plants, are 
found amrng them. The fields, too, though 
g-'!V rally ftony, a^e fertile, and che meadows 
iu pin. es arc pl inted with fruit-trees. 
This more level parr of Sv\ifferiarid is water- 
ed only be a few rivers', but thofe large. 
Slate, black, and varregated marble, por- 
phyrv, gypium, alabaffcr, cryftal, faltpctre, 
abaunvi here, with fi^wr, cop- 
per, :c:id, and ir...n ' ores. Gold-duff is found 
ni j be. bnds of feveral rivers. The levels 
and valiies produce grain, but that not in a 
iutizciency to aniwer all their demands of 
• home confumpuion. Barley is lowed on the 
very ice-mountains, the oats in a warmer 
fui!, rye in a warrucT ftil], and the warmtff 
of all is affignetl to fpcit. In moll parts a 
threefold produce is accounred a tobrable 
harvtff. Flcr^, hemp, and tobacco, are much 
cultivated and xvorkcu, though not in fuffi- 
clent quantity. The Vaudois, the cantons 
on Bern and Schafhaufen, the Valtelije, and 
the Valais, pniduce the beft wines in Swif- 
feriand, and of various' forts. Apples, 
pears, nuts, chervies, plumbs, and .chellnuts, 
are plentiful ; and the part tov^ards Italy 
abound in pt aches, morelles, almonds, %s, 
fowgraBaii'i, and others of to 
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more delicate fruits : faffron is cukivateq Ivi 
tbs Valais. The inhabitants derive their 
principal fubfiitcncc frern their cattle ; both 
the vallics and Alps, or middle parts of thijic 
enormous mounrains, yielding excellent ^od- 
der. In the beginning of the fummer, the 
cattle are drh’en up among the Alps, and 
there committed to the care of certain per- 
fons ftyled Scenes, who are ether account- 
able to the owners for the mill:, butter, and 
ebeefe, or agree to pay them ace* rain fura 
•for the temporary profit rhereof. The 
Seniids on all the Alps, hkewife, keep hogSj^ 
which are fed with the v/iiey after making 
the butter and ciiecfe. The Swdfs 
is much efteemed in other parrs of Europe, 
but the beft is that of Bern, and Gr.h-rs in 
the canton of Fribiirs:;. Great numbers of 
hoifes are brougin up here fi>r the French 
cavalry. Of wiki auimals, the chamois and 
the marmozet are the niou remark aole. 
Among the .Alps, is found a fpecics of hares, 
which in fummer perfedfiy refembie other 
hares, but in wdneer become all ever white* 
infomuch, that they are fcarcc diftinguiiltablc 
among the fnow. Here are, alfo, yellow and 
white foxes in great numbers, which in 
winter come down to the valhes. The lam- 
mergeyerj which delights in the higheft 
peaks, is a large bird of the ea^le kind, and 
its wings are fourteen feet in breadth. This 
bird preys alike on wild and tame animals* 
There are befides fe^ era! edible fowls here> 
fuch as tue morecock, the rail, the fnipc 
the part: idge, and fomc others. The prin- 
cipal rivers are the Rhine, the Rhone, th^ 
RcuF, the Aar, the Adda, and tiiC Tefino, 
with many otheis that join them. The 
principal lakes are thofe of Geneva, Neuf- 
chatel, Kiel, Zurich, the Waklft.-tter, Thun, 
and Bricn, with many more. That part of 
the Lake of Couffance which waters the 
borders of Thurgau and the abby of St. 
Gall, belongs olfo to Swifferhind. SwilTer- 
land is better cultivated and more populous 
than foreigners ufually iiTiagine, though, inr 
proportion to its extezm, ihe number of 
tcAvn-i, villages, and people, here fans miirdi 
£lmrt of that in many otner European coun** 
tries, in feverai provinces there is not fo 
much as one fmgie town, and in the vvholc 
country very little more than a hundred. 
The Proteftanc cantons are faid to be berccr 
inhabited, and more weairhv than the Ro- 
man Carbolic. I'he total number of the in- 
habitants is computed at two millions 3 
which arc divided into three GLlTes,' the pea- 
fants, nobles, and burghers. The inhabi- 
tiUits in general fpeak German, and this is 
likewife the language in which all their 
ffate and public affairs are tranfadled, as alfo 
thofe in the republic of the Grifonsand the 
Valais. In a part of the town of Friburg 
and its dependencies^ with thofe of Bern and 

the:,. 
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tlie city of Geneva, as alfo in part of the 
tJpper and all the I^ower Valais, and the 
principality of NeuFchatel, the French is 
iifed, but that generally the Patoi'--, or a cor- 
rupted language. In feveral diftri£ls of the 
Grifons they ipeak the Romanili. In the 
Upper Grifons feveral diftriiSis, as alfo 
in the Vaiteline, Chiavenna, and Bormio, 
the Italian language prevails, with different 
degrees of purity. The' fcienccs are culti- 
vated in Swifieriand, with an appiicadon 
<;t|uai to that of any other nation, and the 
nvinv eminent fcholars it has produced are 
illuitrions proofs of genius. The manufac- 
tures of bv/iiTeriand arc various, and coniide- 
rable in l-nen, iilk, cotton and woollen, 
leather, hats, gloves, paper, pottery, clocks, 
watches, hardware, toys, and many others ; 
bslides winch the principal exports are 
cheeib, butter, cattle, iheep, horfes, and 
fornc: wine, conveved from place to place by 
means of pack-horfes, the roadfj often being 
irnpradlicable for carriages. The ^ imports 
are principally grain, hemp, flax, wine, fait, 
and fonie manufactures. The ancient Hel- 
vetians were a Gauliih or Celtic people, and 
Helvetia, which received its name from 
them, was divided into four cantons or ter- 
ritories. Julius Csitar was the firft who 
reduced the inhabitants under the dominion 
of the .Romans, and thefo founded colonies 
here under the names of Julia Equeilris, 
Augufta Raurocorum, anti Aventicum. 
Their dominion continued till the 5th cen- 
tury, when the countr_y was over* run by the 
Burgundians and Germans ; but foon after 
the Franks made thcmfclves entire makers of 
it. On the deceafe of Louis I, king of the 
Franks, and emperor cjf the Romans, the 
fouth or Burgundian part of Helvetia, de- 
volved to the emperor Lotharius, and the 
'northern, or that of Ailcmain, to king Louis 
the German. Lorharius II, fon to the 
former, and king of Aukrafia, retained the 
fouth part of Helvetia, which, together vdth 
Burgundy or Franchc Comte, was llyied the 
Lellcr Burgundy. After his demife, this 
fouthern part alfo devolved to Louis the 
German, who tlms became pofleired cf all 
Swifferland, and from him it defeended to 
his fon, Charles the Far. In SS8, Rodol- 
phus, duke of the Leffor Burgundy, took on 
him the title of king, bur the north part of 
SvvilTeriand continued under the ilominion of 
the emperor Aniolphus. Rodoiphus II, fon 
to the former, obtained a grant uf the Argau 
from the emperor Henry L This prince 
was fuccecdcd by his fun, Cdnrsd, as the 
latter again was by bis fon, Rodoiphus HI, 
who, in 1032, by a formal will, bequeathed 
his kingdom of the Leffer Burg,undy to the 
emperor, Conrad II, whereby all Swiffer- 
land once more became united to the Ger- 
empire. ^ In the. 13th century, it/be- 
ft thiid time a nominal province of the' 
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German empire, which, however,. wa| pc^i- 
felfed of little real- authority here. A great 
part of the country was in the hands of tbtr 
clergy, and thC' remainder in general qt 
particular nobles. Tiie inhabitants of Uri, 
Schweitz, Unterwa’d, and the territory of 
Hafli, were, from rime immemorial, pofleffed 
of the right of being governed by their owa 
magiftrates, with other important privileges^ 
and, in the 12th century, the three firft en^ 
tered into an alliance, which tln-y foUmnly 
renewed every tenth year. They had al- 
ways declared themfelves averfo to the au- 
thority of the emperor’s ftadthojder in Sv. if- 
ferland, till, in 1209, Orho IV compelkii 
them to receive Rodoiphus 1 11 / count of 
Habfourg, as his reprefePatative, though he 
was to cake an oath that lie would govern 
according to law and equity, and m^ke 
encroachments upon their rights and iibertie-s. 
This nobleman feeras to have been little ob* 
fervant of that engagement ; for, in 1231, 
we find them .unanimouily addrtdfjng the? 
emperor, Henry VII, to recal him, which 
he accordingly did, farther confirming t-a 
them all their privileges. In 1249, the lik« 
was done by his fucceffor, Frederick. la 
1257, during the interregnum, in confidera* 
tioii of his great power, they chofe for their 
proredor Rodoiphus V, count of Habfourg, 
who, in 1:73, became emperor of Germany, 
At the foliciention of his fon, Albert, duke of 
Auftria, ho intended to have eredted a partis 
cular dukedom in Swifierland, which defigti 
did not tranfpire till foverai years after, when 
it appeared that he had purchafed of the abbot 
of Murbach the town of Lucern, with his 
revenues and prerogatives in foveral viU 
lages in the territory of Schweiz. Thefe 
three^diftricts, on the death of R.odalphus, 
faithfully adhered to his fuccefTor, the em- 
peror Adolphus, which gave fo much of- 
fence to^his Icn, duke Albert, that,, on’ 
his accefllon to the crown of Germany, on 
the death of the latter, he difplayed his re- 
feiitmcnt hi more than one inftance, nor 
only refofmg peremptorily to confirm their 
privileges, without vouchfafing to allege any 
reafon for his . refufal, but like wife ietting 
over them two noblemen of the melt infa- 
mous charafter for avarice and arrogance, 
whofe adminillration became quite infup- 
ponablc. On this, feeing tliat nothing iefs 
was in agitation than the total deprivation 
of their liberties, and the bringing them un- 
der the yoke of Auftria, they united in a 
firm refoktion to defend themftlves to the 
lafi: extremity. They accordingly chofe for 
commanders, three gentlemen of approved^ 
courage and abilities 5 namely, Werner (or 
Gerhard) StaulFach, of Shweitz, Wahher 
Furffj of .Ur'k and Arnold Mclchthal, of 
tlnterwaid.j 'who' fecretly agreed together, 
that on. the' firJft day of the year xioSrthey 
ili0u1d"Torpnfc and dcmoliffi the 


lii which the Irnperial govefnOfs-' re tided* 
Thi;> refolntion being eSedted, thefe three 
places joined again in a league for ten years, 
which gave birth to the Helvetian confede- 
racy. Schweitz being the moil: powerful 
of the three confederate places, and the 
firft meeting of the don federates held at 
Brimnen, in its teritories, as alfo the firft 
league concluded there, and after that the 
firft battle, by the fuccefs of which the 
liberty of the confederates was retrieved, 
being fought within its iuvirdidion, its 
Siame was given to the general confederacy. 
The emperor Albert thinking this was the 
feafon for totally reducing thefe three places 
by force of army, haibened to Baden, to 
begin the preparations, but being, on his 
return, murdered by his brother's Ion, John 
of Habfburg, the defign was dropped ; till, 
not long after, the houfe of Auftria invent- 
ed another pretence for falling on the Unit- 
ed Cantons. For thei'e and ether parts of 
Swifferland, adhering to the emperor 
Louis of Bavaria, his competitor Frede- 
ric of Aufiria, was fo extremely irritated at 
it, that the Schweitzers having, d.uring; 
their contefls v.'ith the abby of L'nfidlen, 
made fomc of its monks prifbncrs, put 
them under the ban, to wh’cli the bifl-jop of 
Cuiiitance addud excciuh-raiiichtiori.The for- 
rrier, was t-iken olT again by tlie emperor 
and die latter by tiic archhifliop of 
Mentx. L<:0|.o!d, duke of Auftria, by vir- 
tue ahb of a ccmmiiiion from his brother 
Fralcric abj^e-rnerstioned, in 1315, at- 
tacked the ■ ccmfedcraLt's widi a powerful 
sir my, but was defe;ited by tb.cm at 3 doi> 
gaitcn* Hercup'.-n, on the Sth of Decem- 
ber of the iamc yc;i% they entered into a 
perpetual rdliaucc, which p-roved the origin 
of the prefci.t Helvetian confeueracy. In 
the year 1352, Lucern acceded to it; in 
13 'I, Zurich and GLirus ; and in 1332, 
their number w’as increafed by the coadtica 
cf Ziig iivA Bern. For the Ipace of 125

t.f thefe eight rerritorits or canrenrs, on 
w'hicU acc*’unr, they are to this day called 
thcOldCantr ns. in the year 14b j,Friburg and 
Sr.'icurc; and in 2301, Bale and Schafhan- 
were admitted in the ccnfederacy ; and, 
m 1313} Appeiizeil alfo acceded to It* Thefe 
thirreen t'-wns and countries, which pro- 
perly cor.thrute the Helvetian republic, are 
uniced' by a reciprocal convention, which, 
though not in ail places the fame, and the 
tinions of tlit* eight old, and five later can- 
tons difcriftg in certain refpe6ls, yet in the 
principal points nearly agtee; the firft and

fome leagues, and pariicui.-irly in rhofe of 
the old towns, it is permitted to enter into 
any other connections at pleafure, provided 
fuch conneiStions do not affect the original 
confederacy j but in the conventions with 
the later towns and cantons, it is exprefily 
fiipulated tlist they zhail not contract anr 
engagementiS without the privity, advice, 
and confent of the old ones. The federal 
union, however^ extends no farther than 
to the fuccours fiipulaced in the leagues, and 
other cafes fet forth in the fame 5 in\al| 
ether incidental amdrs relative to the confe- 
deracy, the niajcrity of votes is not obli-* 
gatory to the whole body j particulaily 
with refpecl to the making of aliiaticcs with 
foreign powers, wherein every town and 
canton is at liberty to ad as a contracting 
party cr nest, and that even though fuch 
alliance Ihculd iuve been approved of by all 
the other towns and cantons. Thus the 
whole Htlvetian l-ody cuniifts properly of 
thirteen dlFin.c't republics or free ■ ftates^ 
united by uath for their rauiual fecurity and 
Biaiiitenaiice. it has now for fome centu- 
ries llipported itielf in an abibiiite, freedom 
and independency, eBjoyed ali the privi- 
leges of n'lajeily, made wars, concluded 
treaties, received and fent envoys from /and 
to the feveral European ■ powers,, entered 
into alliances with theiii, given what forin 
they thought proper to their confiitutiouy 
enadccl lav/s and oiniinarirc'i both in tempo- 
ral and ibiriiual Hfikirs, and exercifed ail 
the various prerogatives of fovereignty. 

■ Accordingly, at the:, peace of ■Weftp.halia.f 
in 2 64!:>, it was acknowledged to be a free 
Ifare, even by the emneror and emiiire. 
The form of i;<jvernmer-t in the fevcral 
flates of the Helvetian republic, is in fome 
monarchical, in others aviitccratical, and ia 
ethers again democratic?.!. Their f>ve- 
rcigns arc the prinrch of the empire, fuch 
as the bifuop of Bah*, and the abbot 
of St. Gdii. The ariftocratical govon- 
ments are, the cantons of Zurich, Bale,, 
and Schafhaufen, with fome incorporate 
places, for example, the towns of St. Gall, 
Muhlhaufen and Biel, the cantons of Bern, 
Lucefii, Friburg and Soleure, over which 
are appointed Hchultbcriben or julHciciries, 
and Ncufrhatel and Geneva. The democra- 
tical form of goveiiimenc prevails in the fix 
cantons of Uvi, Schwdtz, Under wakkn, Zug, 
Glarus, and Appenzell, which are under the 
direction of Landammam ; as alfo^ though 
with fome variation in the Grifons and the 
Valais, but in ali, every male of the age of 
fifteen has* a vote 5 with refpe^ to their mi* 
Htary ^fiablitoent, the only regular* forces 
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Jsere, are thofe of the garrifons of Zurich, 
Bern, Bale, Gfiicva, and Aarburg; but every 
burgher, peafant, and fubjedl is diligently to 
exercilc hioifelf in the uib of arnts, to apt. 
p.ear oa the liated days for faooting at a nirdrk, 
to mrniih himl'eif with proper clotliing, ac- 
coutrements, powder and ball, to be always 
ready for the defence of his country, and 
puactuslly to comply with every article of 
war. SwifTeriand is well provided with 
arfenals, parricularly at Bern, but tite only 
fortified places in it are Geneva, Soleure,' 
Zurich, Bern, Bale, and Aaiburg. • The 
Svvitfsrs engage ia the fervite of foreign 
princes and hates, either merely as guards, ' 
or as marching regiments : in riic iatter caie 
the government permits the inli0.lng voiun. 
leers, though only for iheh itates as tb.ey arc 
in alliance, or have entered inro a previous 
agreement w’lth ; and no fubjedt is to be 
forced into foreign fcrvice, nor even to be 
eniiited, without the concurrence of the ma. 
giitracy. All the advantages arhlng to fi’.e 
regencies from thefe levies, are ufaally only 
an annual fubfidy paid by the ftate in whole 
favour the levies are thus granted ; and per- 
haps a promife of reciprocal aid wh.en ne- 
celfarj. A public beneiir, however, attend- 
ing this cuftom, is that thefe men returning 
home after a long fcrvice abroad, are a 
great improvement to the franding milith 
of their, country.

dhferent firuations. Faleitine abounds in 
feiamum, from wliich oil is procured, and 
doura as good as that of Kgvpr, Maize 
thrives in the light foil of Baluck, and even 
rice is cultivated with Ibccels. They have 
iu-fly began to plant fug-r-cancs in the gar- 
dens nf Saide and of Bairouc, and they find 
them equal to thofe of the Delta, Indigo 
grows, without cultivating, on the banks of 
the Jordan, and ordy requires care to make 
it uf an cxceihnit qualify. The hill fides of 
Laf-ik ha produce tobfjcc*.'’, which is the prin- 
cipal article of its coniffnevee widi Damietta 
and Cairo : this is now cultivated through- 
out all the mountains. A& for the trees, the 
olive-tree of Provence grows at Antioch and 
Ramla 10 the height of the beech ; the

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fejrdut figs*’and bananas, not Inferior to thofe 
of St; Domingo; Aleppo enjoys the cxclu- 
five advantage of producing piftachios; and 
Damafeus of poffelFpig all the fruits known, 
in the milder climates of Europe. On the 
mountains, and in all elevated plains which 
ftretch to the eaftward, the air is light, purej 
and dry ; while on the coafi, and cfpccially" 
from Alexar.dretta to Jafia, it is moill and 
heavy, and excccdiaigly unw' hoi efome- In 
the courfe of a whole fummor, few clouds 
are feen, and ftili lefs rain, which only be- 
gins about the end of Odtober, and then is 
neither long nor plentiful : rhe hufbandmen 
wifix for it to fow what they call their winter 
crop, that is, their wheat and barley. In 
December and January the rain becomes 
more frequent and heavier, and fnow often 
falls in the higher country : it fometimes 
rains alfo in March and April ; and the huf- 
bandman avails himfclf of it for his fummer 
crop of feramiim, doura, tobacco, cotton,* 
beans, and water-melons. The remainder of 
rhe year is uniform, and drought is more 
frequently complained of than too much 
wet. Within two thoufand five hundred 
years we may reckon ten invafions which 
have introduced into that country- a fuc- 
cellion of foreign nations ; firfi, the Alfyrians 
of Nineveh, who palling the Euphrates 
about the year 750 before the Chrifiian asra, 
within iixry years, obtained poffeffion of 
aimoft the whole country lying to rhe north 
of Judea ; next the Chtilonians of Babylon, 
who having defiroyed the power on which 
they were dependent, fuccccded, as by 
hereditary right, to its pofTeliions, and com- 
pleted the conquefi of Syria, except only ths 
Ifie of Tyre. Thc' Chaldseans were fal- 
lowed by the Ferfians, under Cyrus, and 
the Pedians by the Macedonians, under 
Alexander. It then feemed as if S5rna was 
about to ceafe being a vaifal to foreign 
powers, and to obtain a diUindt and inde- 
pendent government, according to the natu- 
ral. right of every country ; but the people, 
who found in the Seleucidse only cruel 
defpots and opprefiors, feing themfelvcs re- 
duced to the necefiity of bearing fome yoke, 
preferred the lightcfi ; and Syria, yielding 
to the arms of Pompey, became a province 
of the Roman empire.

Though 
the country hf Tacames lay thus negredlcd% 
fur fome years after the introduhlioa of the 
Chriilian religion, and its inhabitants had 
performed homage to the king of Spain ; yet 
the importance of making fculemems here, 
and cukivating- the grouml for facilitating 
the commerce betwixt the province of Quito 
and the .kingdom of Terra Firma, was not 
unknown, as .thereby an end would be put 
tb'thejnconvemenccs of carry mg it on by the

lars. In the year 1741, Don Pc^ro Vicente 
Maldonado laic 4 opt a a ciiit£t commnViication 
betwixt Qiiito and the Rio dc Las Efmarai- 
dar^ : and having vended his proceeding be- 
fore the aiKMerxes, and <*btained their appro- 
bation, he rLturned to Spain, where he was 
confirmed governor of that country, which, in 
1747, was forn-iallv credted, into a gcveni- 
Hicnt, by the commiirion then a'iven to the 
above gentleman, who, hy his aud icfo- 
lution, had fo well deferved it. This go- 
vernment contains tw--nty towns, five of 
xvhich are on the fca cenit, the others are in- 
land, The inhabitants of the dve towns are 
Spaniards, nithizc'S, negroes, and caft-., 
which rprnng from thefe three ipecies.

The houfes are all 
covered with ftraw, and, for the moft part, 
with clay and bamboo ; but that mean ap- 
pearance is hidden by the tents that cover 
the ftreets, fo that you can fee nothing but 
the lliops. Tai-ouan has neither fortifica- 
tions nor wails. The harbour is fliekered 
from cverv wind, hut the entrance into 
it becomes more difficult every day : 
formerly there were two ways to enter 
into it, one called Ta^kiang^ where the 
greateft veifeis ijoated with eafe ; and the 
other, the iiottom of which is 

rocky, and nut above nine or ten feet deep 
at high-water. The firfi: is now impallabie ; 
in fome places there are no more tlian live 
feet water, and no where above feven or 
eight ; the fand which the fea drives thither 
fills it up every dav.

The entrance into the port is 
by a channel of between fifteen and fixteen 
feet water, commanded by a caftle, built on 
an eminence, and formerly taken by the 
Dutch, who alfo built Fort Orange at the 
mouth of the channel, which was inacceffi- 
ble, by reafon of the marOies furrounding it ; 
fo that the veffels that failed down from the 
iftand were expofed to it, and they had, in 
fome meafure, ftopped all the avenues from' 
the Portuguefe, This iftand, and the terri- 
tory on the continent belonging to it, pay 
3 coo ducats to the governor of the captain* 
Ihip, and in it arc reckoned to be about 
twenty-two fugar-miils. The P'rench bad 
formerly a canton or fettlement on this coaft, 
ft ill called front them Por^o dos Francefii but 
the Porfugiiele obliged thent to evacuate ir» 
The capital, called Nofira Segziora de Con* 
leizao, or da Tamarac a, ftands at the en- 
trance into the river of the latter name ; and 
near it is the final I caftle, with a redoubt, 
commanding the avenues; and about a league 
and a half north of the mouth of the river, 
is the famous point, denominated Ptmw Pedro*

The 
produce, as far as could be feen, is bread- 
fruit, plantains, cocoa-nuts, a fruit like a 
ficdl'arinc, yams, tarra, a fort of potatoe, 
fugar-cane, wild figs, a fruit like an orange, 
which is not eatable, and fome other fruits 
and nuts. Captain Cook doid/'ts not but 
smunegs likewife grow in this ifiand. The 
bread-fruit, cocoa-nuts, and plantains, are 
neither fo plentiful nor fo good as at Oca- 
heite; on the other hand, fugar-canes and 
yams are not only in greater plenty, but of 
fuperior quality, and much larger,’ One of 
the latter weighed fifty- fix pounds, every 
ounce of which was good ; hogs did not 
fcem to be fcarce j but they fai-v not many 
fowls. Thefe are the only domeftic animals 
they have. Land-birds are not more numer- 
ous than at Ocaheite, and the other ifiands ; 
but they faw fome fmall birds, with a very 
beautiful plumage, which they had never 
feen before. There is a great variety of 
trees and plants. The people are of the 
middle fize, rather flender than other wife ; 
many are little, but few tall or flout ♦, the 
moft of them have good features and agree- 
able comuenances, are, like all the tropical 
race, adtive and nimble, and Teem to excel 
in the ufe of arms, but not to be fond of 
labour. , Both fexes are of a very dark co- - 
bur, but not black ; cor have they the kail 
tqu III. 
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chara£l:eriftic of the negro about them. They 
makethemfeives blacker than they really are, 
by painting their faces with a pigment o£ 
the colour of black lead. They alfo ufe 
another fort, which is red ; and a third fort, 
brown, or a colour between red and black. 
All thefe, but efpecialiy the firft, they lay 
on with a liberal hand, not only on the face, 
but on the neck, fixoulders, and breafi. The 
men wear nothing but a belt, and the wrap- 
ping leaf, as at Mallicollo. The women 
have a kind of petticoat, made of the fila- 
ments of the plaintain-tree, flags, or foms 
fneh thing, which reaches below the knee- 
Both fexes wear ornaments, fuch as bracelets, 
car- rings, necklaces, and amulets. The bracc- 
ists are chiefiy worn by the men; feme 
made of fea-&clis, and others of rhofe of tho 
cocoa-nuts. The men alfo wear amulets; 
and thofc of moft value being made of a 
greenUli ftone, the green ilone of New Zea- 
land is valued by them for this purpofe. 
Necklaces arechieily ufed by the women, and 
mademoftiy of flielU ; car-rings are common 
to both fexes, and thofe valued moft are 
made of rortoife-ihcll Thefe people, be- 
lides the cultivation of ground, have few 
other arts worth mentioning. They know 
h{)w to make a coarfe kind of matting, and 
a coarfe cloth of the bark of a tree, which 
is chiefly ufed for belts. The workmanlhip 
of their canoes is very rude ; and their arms, 
with which they take the moft pains in point 
of neatnefs, come far fnort of fome others. 
Their weapons arc clubs, fpears, or darts, 
bows and arrows, and ftones. The clubs 
are of three or four kinds, and from^three 
to five feet long. Captain Cook knew no 
more of their cookery, th?n that it confifts of 
roafting and baking; fin* they have no vef- 
fels in which water can be boiled. Nor did 
he know that they had any other liquor but 
water, and the juice of the cocoa-nut. They 
were utter ftraugers to their religion, and 
but little acquainted with their government. 
They feem to have clfiefs among them, at 
leaft fome were pointed out to him by tlrat 
title ; but they appeared to have very little 
authority over the reft of the people. The 
ifland contains a very confiderable volcano, 
and fome hot fpnngs were difeovered, which 
raifed the thermome\er from 80 to 170, and 
in one place to 202. Captain Cook named

All 
the Tartars pretend to be defeended from 
T'urkjthe elderr fon of J-apheth. Although 
from rhe time that Jengiiis Khan fubdued 
i'll Tartary, nnd a great part cf Alia, and 
made irruprici"?, into Europe, they ,haye 
betn kiiov/n bv the name of 
which t-tat of Monguls or Moguls, of whom' 
lie was properly tl;e prince, appealed in- 
ferior; nt'VeriheUfs, the Tartars preferve 
among rh.erniVives name of Turko, 

Thofe who are Iviahcnictans bordering on 
Kullia, but indepcnderit of tha.c crown, 
rr-ike evt-ry opportunity of robbing their 
neigkbc/eus : tijc Caimiicka and ivhmgrds 
are very difilTtjnt in tluir bt'kaviour, li’ving 
quieipy on ti’ic produce of their ibil, with- 
cnit dolr/g iujijiv lo utliers. Th.e Tartars 
<>i’ AuiiiiC Kidita, r.re likewife rcprefeitled 
as a quiet, itmificpfive people, livinC' chiefiy 
by the chafe and fiihirq;. Tarrary may be 
divided into three parts, viz. Cliinefe Tar- 
tary, Jndcpeadwut Tartary, and lUtiiian 
I'artary. Chincki 7f’artury is boendLd on 
rhe nc.nh by hi!'-vria, on the eaft by the 
Gulf of Kan'UCuUika and the Eafit-fu Sea, 
on the fuuih by Clfina, and on the weft by 
rhe country of the Ka-muks, who are efia- 
blilhed between the Cafpian Sea and Kaih- 
gp.r. The dilFcrcnt trices vdiich at prefenc 
inhabit it, were formerly cmriprciiciTicd 
under the general name cf rvloiigul cr Mo- 
gul Tartars, a warlike and formidable 
nation, who, on the one hand, conquered 
■Hindpoftan, under the famous jenghis Khan, 
and on the other, ludued China. It was 
in the thirteenth century tltat the Munguis 
took poffcilion of the latter empire; but 
after having reigned there for a hundred 
. years, they were exMiled by the Chiwfc, 
" mth® year 13^8* T%c fygiiiterfook' -dlf- 
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fcrent ronts ; fome went towards the Eaft- 
ern Sea, and ehwibiiHied tbemlelvcs between 
China and the river Sagbalien 5 the reft re- 
turned weft ward to their former country, 
where, intermixing with the Moguls that 
remained, they fooa refiimed their ancient 
manner of living; thofe who fettled to- 
wards the eaft, having found the country 
almnfl; a defert, and without inhabitants, 
retained the fame cufloms which they had 
brought from China : hence theie two Mo- 
srul nations dijfer at preil-nt in language, 
government, religion, and cuftoms. Thofe 
of the eaft retain their anc!t.-nt name of 
Mongol, or Mogul Tartars; the reft are 
knowm by the name of h/lnntchew^ or Eaft- 
era Tartars* Chinefc Tartary is therefore 
divided into two parts, the Eaftern and 
Weftern. Eaftern Chinefe Taitary extends, 
north and fouth, from the .iift to the 55th 
degree of north latitude ; and eaft and weft, 
from about the 137th degree of longitude, 
8s far as the Eaftern Scij. It is bounded 
on the north by Siberia, on the fouth by 
the Gulf of Leao-tong and Corea, on the 
eaft by the Eaftern Sea, and on the weft 
by the country of the tvTonguls. The Tar- 
tars who retired hither, after their expul- 
fton from China, in the year 1368, irnise- 
diately began to build cities, towns, and vil- 
lages, and to cultivate the earth, after the 
manner of the Chinefe, among whom they 
had lived : hence the greater parr of them 
have retnained fixed, and are much more 
dvilifed than the reft of the Mongul nation. 
They were at firft governed by particular 
khans, each independent of the ocher ; but 
hnee that of ISlingouta (who was the moft 
powerful among them) took pofft iHi/a of 
China, about the middle of the laft century : 
the emperor, who is ftill one of his defeen- 
dants, has reduced under his dominion all 
the other khans of this part of Tartarv : 
this prince governs it immediately by hirnleif, 
md fends thither governors and oftlccrs, as 
into all tl’ic other provinces of the empire. 
The country of the Mantchew Tartars Is 
divided into three grand departments : Chen- 
yang, Kirin and Tcitcicar. Weftern Chinefe 
Tartary, or Mongul Tartary, is bounded on 
the north by Siberia, on the eaft by Eaftern 
Chinefe Tartary, on the fouth by the great 
wall and Lcao-tong, and on the well by 
Independent Tartary. It was partly from 
the bolbm of thefe dry deferts, that thofe ce- 
lebrated conquerors iffued, who made all 
Afia tremble. The Mongul nation is fub- 
diyided into a multitude of others, who all 
fpeak the ftime language, generally called the 
Mongul _ language i they have, it is true, 
feverai dificrent dialedls, which however does 
not prevent^ thorn from underftanding one 
another. Thefe Tartars have neither towns, 
mt houfe? I they form thomfeives 


only into wandering hords, and live undee- 
plain tents, which they tvanfimrt from oner 
place to another, according as the tempera- 
ture of the difterent feafons, or the wants o£ 
their flocks require: they pafs theTumraec 
on the banks of their rivers, and the winvec 
at the bottom of fomc rnouritain or little hiil, 
which fhelters them from the fliarp and cut- 
ting north-wind. Bach of thefe tribes has ii$ 
rerpedtivc limits, and it would be an a6l of 
hoftiliry towards their neighbours to go 
beyond them ; but they are at full libeaxy to 
encamp wherever they choofe within the cir- 
cumference afligned them. They are na- 
turally clownifli, and dirty in their drels, as 
well as in their tents, where they live amidft 
the dung of their flocks, which when dried? 
they burn on their hearths inftcad of wood ; 
enemies to labour, they choofe rather to be? 
ftitisned with the food which their flocks 
fupply them, than take the trouble of cuiti-. 
vating the earth : it even appears that they 
negledl: agricuhure from pride. V/hen the 
miliionaries alked them why they did not at 
ieaft cultivate fome gardens, they replied? 
that the grafs was for beafts, and beafts for 
man. During the fummer they live only 
oil milk, which they get from their Jlqcks, 
ufing without diftindtion that of the cow? 
marc, ewe, goat and camel. Their ordi- 
nary drink is warm water, in which a little? 
coarfe tea hss been, infufod ; with this drink 
they mix cream, milk, or butter, according 
to their circumftances. They have alfo a 
method of making a kipd of fpirituous li- 
quor of four milk, efpecially of that of the 
mare, which they diftil after having allowed 
it to ferment. Tartars of better condition? 
before they diftil this four milk, mix it with 
fome of the fleih of their llieep, which has 
been alfo left to ferment. This liquor is 
ftrong and nourUhing : their moft voluptuous 
orgies confrft in getting drunk with it. Th» 
Moguls arc free, open and flneere. They 
pride ihemftlvc': chiefly on their dexterityiti 
handling the bow and arrow, mounting on 
horfeback, and hunting wild beafts. Poly- 
gamy is permitted among them; but they 
generally have only one wife. They bum 
the bodies of their dead, and tranfport the 
afhes to eminences, ayhere they inter them? 
and cover the grave with a heap of ftones? 
over which they plant a great cumber of 
fmall ftandards* They arc unacquainted with 
the ufe of money, and trade only by barter. 
Although the Moguls might appropriate to 
themfelves the fpoils of a great number of 
animals? the Ikins which they ufc for cloth-- 
ing are ^ generally thofe of their flieep. They 
wear the wool inmoft, and the ikin oti the 
out- fide. They are very well acquainted 
with the art of preparing and whitening 
thefe, Some of the better fort among 
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gnats, of which they make dreffca 
for i|n'ir,g ; but whatever care thefe people 
ta!;e to prepare thefe ikins, they always ex- 
hale a flrong ani,l difagreeable fmelL on which 
account thev are called by the Chineie, Tfao- 
fatfe— Tartars, Their tents ahnoft 
always fmcll of their iheep, and can fcarcely 
be endured even by thole who have been 
long accuhomcd to them. The religion of 
the Mogul Tartars is condned to the worlhip 
of Fo. They have the moft fuperftitious 
veneration for their lamas. All the Moguls 
are governed by kans, or particular princes, 
independent one of the other, but all fub- 
jectcd to the authority of the emperor of 
China, whom they confider as the grand 
knn of the Tartars. When the Mantchews 
fubdued China, they conferred on the moll 
powerful of the Mogul princes the t'tle of 
*uai7g^ pelle\ peire^ and which anfvver to 
cur titles of mmi^ marquis 

each of them had a revenue affigned him, 
but far inferior to the appointments of the 
Mantchew lords at Peking : the emperor 
•fettled the limits of their refpedlive territories, 
and appointed them laws, according to which 
they are at prefent governed : thefe tributary 
kans have not the power of condemning their 
fubjedts to death, nor of depriving them of 
their polTeihons ; thefe two cafes of death 
and conEfcation are referved for the fupremc 
tribunal eftablifhecl at Peking for the affiiirs 
of the Moguls, to which every individual may 
appeal from the fentenceof his princt?, who 
is obliged to appear^ in perfou whenever he 
is cited. All the Mogul nation under the 
Chinefe government, may be divided into 
four principal tribes, which arc the Moguls, 
properly fo called, the Kalkas, Onous, and 
the Tartars of Kokonor. According to the 
map of Chinefe Tartary, the country of the 
Moguls extends more than 300 leagues from 
call tu well, and 200 from north to 
iburh : it is inclofcd between the country 
of the Ortuus, the great wall, Eaftern 
Tartary, and the country of the iCalkas ; 
thefe peojMc conipofe forty-nine iv, or ftan- 
dards; every ftandard comprehends an inde- 
terminate number of companies, each -of 
which conhfts of i ^50 heads of families ; and, 
as thefe Tartar families are generally nu- 
merous, each company may be reckoned to 
contain 1000 individuals : befides thefe 49 
Handards, there are five others, under the 
immediate government of the emperor of 
phina, and commanded by officers whom 
he fends thither.? The Kalkas (who for- 
merly compofed a numerous tribe, conhfting 
of more than 600,000 families) inhabit to 
the north of the Mogul Tartars, whom we 
Bite |u'i m^ntibhed* Their country, which 
"Mrefehtfsas far as the kingdom 'of the Eluths, 
4s rseas'.jbo leagues in extent, from eai 'to 


towartis the forty-fifth degree of north lat!.* 
tude, the city of Karakun, the ieat of tho 
empire of JcnghizFkhan, and that of his 
fuccclTors. The Kalkas live under ants, on 
the banks of die rivers which water their 
country ; that of Kaika-pira (though one of 
the fmalicft, and at prefent one of the leaft 
frequented) has jiivcn its name to the wiinlts 
nation. The moll confiderable of thefe 
rivers are die Kenlon. Toula, Touv, and 
the Scleiiguc. The vad cefert, which the 
Chinde call Cbamot tlte Tartars Co/?t\ 
occupies almoft ail the ibiithcrn part of the 
country of the Kallias. A war which the 
king of the Klutha carried on in the year 
1 638 , againfr the Kaikct% almoll deftroyed 
the whole nation. To avo'-d the purfuit of 
a fuperior cneiuy, they begged the aififtance 
of the Chintfe arms, and 0{Tert.d to fubmit 
to the empire. Kang -hi undertook their 
defence, conquered the king of the Eluths, 
and kept the Kalka Tartars under Ifis demi- 
nion, after having conferred upon their 
princes ditferent tides of honour. Thefe 
people have among them one of thofe grand 
lamas, called hM-icifStoU’^ whom they con- 
fider as fo many living Fos : he is lodged 
under a large tent, and Ihows himfelf to the 
public, lying cu a kind of altar, where he 
receives the of all the Tartars. 

The hoi;-tou(^au is however but a lama of 
the fecond order ; for the lama who refidcs 
in Thibet is acknowledged his fuperior 5 the 
latter is generally confidcred as the high- 
pi iell, and fopremc chief of the Tartar reli- 
gion. Tiie country <'.f the Ortous (who in- 
habit to the non h of the great wall, and to 
the Moguls, properly fo called) is iso 
leagues in extent, horn call to weft, and 
ffventy from fijurh to north. Theft; people 
are divided into fix fiandards, which com- 
prehend s66 cfirnpanies, each compokcl of 
150 heads of families. The Ortuus are of 
a free dirpofition, ejitiemcly lively, and never 
fubjedl to melancholy ; rltey may be iiiflly 
called the Frt.nch of TarJary. The Tartars 
of Kokonor (who arc Eluths or Kalmucks by 
nation, and who are at prclent fubjedls of the 
emperur) occupy an extenfive country to the 
well of China and the province of Chen-fi, 
from whence they are feparated by lofty 
mountains. They take their name from n 
lake in this country, Called in their language 
Kokqnol or Kokonor^ and which is one of the 
brgeft of Tartary. They are fubjedl to eight 
princes, who are each independent of the 
other, ancl who arc all of the race of the 
kan of the Eluth Tartars. Thefe people 
derive their principal, riches from the gold 
which is found mixed wuth the fand of their 
rivers, and above alij \yith that of Ailing- 
kol, or the , Golden Riven The 
which it furrsllhes, is the prmoiptrtATWtie 
of the princa 
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vafTals during fummer in coikaing k. One 
of ihe principal articles of the trade of Koko- 
nor, is a kind of napped woollen llulF, called 
pouJou : it is manuFaaured by thefe Tartars, 
who have the art of dying it different colours. 
The Chinefe empire has been lately extended 
in Tartary, by the celebrated conquefl of .the 
kingdom of the Eluths, made in the year 
1759, of the emperor iCien-long. 

The whole nation of the Kluths, w’ho are 
known in Europe and Rulfia, by the name 
of AV,7>VAof', may be divided into three 
branches, %vhich have all proceeded from the 
fame item. The moll weftcrly (who at pre- 
fent are the moft powerful and numerous) 
occupy the country contained between the 
Cafpian Sea, Pvuffia, Samarcand, and 
Kafhgir. The fecend diviiion of the Eluths 
inhabit to the eaft. The country is bounded 
on the north by Ruffia, and on the fouth by 
the territories of the Uibeck Tartars^ Thcle 
are the people whom Kien-lcng has lately 
obliged to fubmic to the Chinefe government. 
The third branch of the Eiuths inhabit fo 
the weft of China, fpoken of imder the name 
of the Tfiriars a/ Koh;:orf who, for a long 
time, have been fubjedl's of the empire. 
Indep^mUni Tarioiy includes all the country 
between Chinefe "Tarrary and the Cafpian 
Sea, and contains Turkeftan, Great and 
Little BukharlajTurcomaniaj Charaim,TiH.

In the moralTes 
and uncultivated fandy wilds, a ferruginous 
earth is dug up, from whirit the Eifenfand 
ertz, or iron Tandy ore, as it is called, is pre- 
pared. The inhabitants fubfift by agricul- 
ture, grazing, and breeding of cattle, and 
feme of them are employed in the filheries*

Its extent from 
eaft to weft is nearly a mile, and it confifts of 
four principal ftreets, which are wide, and 
very well built, and contains two parilh 
churches. There is a. noble fpacious market- 
place, in which, is a handfome commodious' 
market-houfe, with a town-hall over it, tlie 
building whereof was completed in the year 
1773. markets are large, and kept on 
Wednefday and Saturday. The woollen ma- 
nufacture has fiourilhed in this town almoft 
ever fince its firft introduction into England 
by the emigrants from Flanders; the firft 
manufadfurc being eftablifned here about the 
year 1336. Of late years it has decayed, and 
its fuccefs has been, in a great mecdure, 
tranftated to the neighbouring town of Wel- 
lington. A ftlkmanobidture was introduced 
here in 1780. Taunton is an ancient bo- 
rough by preferiprion, and has returned 
.members to parliament from the ye?.r 12.94. 
It was incorporated by king Charles I, and 
again by king Charles II, and put under the 
governraent of a mayor. The corporation 
eonfifts of a mayor, recorder, aldermen, ^c. 
The corporation have neither lands, houfes, 
nor joint ftock, the lall charter precluding 
them from any fuch pafTeirmns. The calUe 
ftands on the weft fide of the town, and is 
part of a ftately edifice, creeled by 
Gifford, biliiop of YVincbciler, and lord of 
the town, in the time of Henry I. In the 
year 1642, this caftlc into the hands of 
the parliament army, who placed a garriibn 
therein, and intended to have made it their 
chief hold in all this country; it was, how- 
ever, cj^uickly refeued from them by the 
royalills, under the marquis of Hcr^ord, and 
as quickly retaken by colonel Blake, for ibc 
parliament, who, in 1 645, defended it againft 
an army of 10,000 men, that wai brought 
^ .againft it by lord Goring. After thp reilo-

On the f Slffe" 
of June, 1685, the duke of Monmouth ar*- 
rived at Taunton, which he made his head 
quarters ; and, having won many perfons 
of confi‘ler.3bie efieem to his caufe, he pro- 
cured himfelf to be proclaimed king, on the 
Corhhill, the 2 ill following, by the title of 
James II, and then publifeed three feveral 
proclamtitions, ai-ainfi: the king, the parlia- 
menr, and the duke of Albemarle. After his 
defeat, the affizes were held here by judge 
Jetferies, for the trial of the rebels, which 
have been emphatically called the bloody 
afiize : thirty-one miles NE.' Exeter, arid 
140 W. London.

the Don and, the oppt^fite country, or th« 
tfadt from the Don along the fea of Azopk' 
to the Black Sea, and mount Caucafus, .was 
under the kings of t]bc ■ Bofphori'^Grcek»| 
who were fo called from the Strait of Bof- 
phorus. Tht Scythians proving troubJcfeiWf 
neighbours to the Greeks, they folicited ,thi 


he W made In .this pare 'Bikaliii aftiftance 'of MkhridateiV kibg of 
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fscumfula, forming the kingdom of Bofpho* 
ras, which comprehended the whole pe- 
ninfula, and the country facing.it eaftward to 
mount ‘Caucafus. In the time of the emperor 
Piociehanj the Sarmats were in foie pof- 
felTion of this kingdom, excepting that the 
Goths had Icatcd themfeives on the weft fide 
of the peniniula, and the whole trad of land 
lying northward from it along the Dorn 
The peniiiruia afterwards came under the 
dominion of the emperors of the eaft, though 
partly fhared by the Hun ns, who were fuc- 
cecded by the thazars or Cozars, as thefe 
were by the Polawzers. About the end of 
the twelfth century, the Genoefe having 
made themfeives mafters of the Black Sea, 
and all its harbours, fettled aifo in tfie Crimea. 
In the thirteenth century the Tartars dif* 
poifelied the Polawzers of their country, 
particularly of the Crim, but the Genoefe 
ports and caftles baillcd their indifeiplined 
fury, and held out till the year 1471, when 
the Turks reduced the whole Crimea, rxnd 
appointed a Kan over it. In the year 169S, 
^the Ruffians made an attempt on the Crimea, 
but gained only Perekop ; in 1736, they 
penetrated a fecond time, into the Crimea, 
under the condu(!ft of count Munich, march- 
ed over the line which the Perekop Tartars 
had thrown up acrofs the ihhmus, with a 
great number of rowers, garri Toned by 
100,000 men for its defence, cook Perekop, 
and opened a way into the Crimea, in the 
years 1737, J73S, and 1739, the Puiffians 
renewed their enterprizes with fuch fuccefs 
that half of the Crimea was ravaged by them, 
and like wife by the Tartars, whilft great 
numbers of the inhabitants perished by fa- 
mine, and others abandoned the country. 
The Crimea wsis governed by its own Kan, 
or prince, who ftyled hind elf indtcd, the 
f«vercign Kan of Lefier Tartary, 8:c, though 
iii reality a valfal of the Ottoman Porte, and, 
on fummons was obliged to take the field, 
with a conficlerable body as auxiliHrie;;.

from their largenefs and great extent; from, 
the beautifur domes with which they 
covered 5 from the multitudes of people, and 
the vaft quantity of merchandize with wh ch 
they are filled. The fineft of thefe, in 
which the jewels and moft valuable mer- 
chandize are fold, is an oaagon, and is called 
the Royal Market. As to the other publk 
buildings they are equally noble. There 
are faid to be 300 caravanferais, which are 
fo, fpacious, that 300 perfons may lodge, im 
each 5 and the mofques and baths are an- 
fwerablc to the grandeur of the other buikU 
ings. There are three hofpitals in the city, 
in which nobody is lodged 5 but provifion^^ 
are given twice a day to all who come. Tho 
large ft fquare atTauris is much more fpa- 
cious than that of Ifpahan. The Turks, 
when they were in the poireffioii of this* 
city, have frequently drawn up within thb 
fqiiare 30,000 men in order of battle. The 
number of inhabitants in Tauris, in the opi- 
nion of fir John Chardin, amounts to at leaft 
5 30,000 people ; befides a multitude of 
ft rangers, who are conftantly there from all 
parts of Afia. 'Fhe fineft Perlian turbans 
are made in this city, and the above gentle- 
man was alTuredby the principal merchants, 
that the inhabitants annually manufndture 
6ooo bales of filk. The commerce of this 
city extends not only ail over Perfia, but. 
into Turkey, Ruilia, Tartary, the Indies, 
and to the Black Sea. The air is cold, and 
dry, but healthy. From its ficuaticn it is 
much expofed-to the north, and the tops of 
the furrounding mountains are covered with 
friovv nine months in the year ; from whence 
the wind almcfi conftanriy blows in the 
evenings and the mornings. The city 
abounds with all the necefiarics and luxuries 
of life ; and thefe are extremely cheap. 
The Cafpian Sea, which is not above forty 
leagues diftant, fuppUcs it with fifh, which 
are alfo found in the river Agi,. already 
mentioned. In the fummer "they have 
abundance of deer, and wild-fov^l: in the 
mountains are eagles. All kinds of fruits 
are in the greateft plenty, and there are fa'td

Here alfo 
are fitimted the plains of Pharfalia, and bc- 
ttveen the mountains Olympus, Felion, and 
OiTa, is the delightful valiy of Tempe, 
which was fo adorned with the gifts of’na- 
tore, and fo delightfully watered by the gentle 
winding ftreaiiw of the tiatirparcnt Peneus 
or Salampria, that It was reckoned the gar- 
den of the ..Mules# . Tite country is. certain- 
‘■|y fertile to ejfcuberartce, and feems to exceed 
-all otliiT parts ,of Greece# It produce* 
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oranges, citrons, lemons, pomegransrrs, grapes 
of an uncommon fweetuefs, excellent hgs ' 
and melons^ almonds, dive?, cotton, &c. and 
cheftnuts take their Latin name from tb.e town 
of Caftanea, in Magnena, whence they uxre 
Hrft brought into the colder climares of Eu- 
rope. It was noted aixlenriy for its breed of 
cattle and horfes, from whicii and the ex- 
traordinary Ikiil of the Thdlalians in horfe- 
iTianlhip, in all probability the labie the 
Centaurs, who are faid to have been half men 
and half horfes, took its rife. The luvdern 
TheiLlians are a well-made fpirited peoolc. 
The moil: remarkable places in this country 
are LarilTaand Janna. 

‘fheifordi a town of England, fituated on 
the Lc 0 er Oufe, partly in Norfolk, and part- 
ly in Suftblk. The Saxon kings made it the 
metropolis of the kingdom of the Eaft Angles j 
but it was three times ruined by the Danes. 
Inthctwek^th century, it was the fee of a 
bi0iop, and then a place of great note ; but 
declined on the trrtnil^ian of the fee to Nor- 
wich ; yet, in the reign of Henry VI 1 1 , it 
was of fuch confequcncc as fo be a fiuTra- 
gan fee to Norwich, but it was only fo in 
that reign. It Ijad. formerly alfo a mint, 
which has prodviced a great number of Anglo- 
Saxon, and Rnglifb coins, from the time of 
Atheiftan. The lent ahizes for Norfolk are 
always held here. In the reign of Edward 
III, it had twenty churches, hve markets, 
twenty-four ftreets, bebdes lanes, fix hofpi- 
tais, and eight monafteries, moll of which 
are now in ruins, and of ail the churches* 
only two remain. The town lay origiurdly 
whallv on the Suffolk fide of the river, which 
now contains but a few houfes. On the Nor- 
folk fide arc feveral fircets of confidcrable 
extent. Its chief manufacture is in wo^yllon- 
cloth, and p^per. Thetford returns two mem- 
bers to the Britilh parliament; the mrirker is 
on Saturday : rwenev-nine mi'es SVV.

a life of celibacy, and not follow any trade,. 
The great kma docs not rehde in the city of 
LalTa, but. near it, in one of the fmeft pagodas, 
of which there are vaft numbers landing on 
the mountain, called PaicII ; he is placed on 
a kind of altar, fitting crofs-lcggcd upon a 
large and magnificent cufbion. J;i this 
pofture he receives the adoration of the na- 
tives, as well as of a numberlefs multitude 
of foreigners, who undertake Ictig and pain- 
ful journic.s to pay him homage on their 
knets, and receive his bleEing. A valt 
number of tbefe pilgrims come from Hin- 
dooilan, and ihefc t?ke vail pains to renrelhnt 
their nu-.nt to the great lama, by amplify- 
ing the trouble and fatigue t’ley had under- 
gene on, tlie road from India to LaCi. 
Next to the inliHoit'^nts of Thibet, the Tar- 
tars are moft aih mous in paying tbcit court 
to the grcdi lama, fomc of whom conn, to 
LalTa frcni the moil diftant countries. 
Princes niuft iuhmi: 10 theui debafing cere- 
monies no icL than tlr: mcancit of the peo- 
ple ; nor have th,ey more refpc»fl: Ihown 
tiiem by the great kma. He never returns 
any faUuc ; never pulls off his hat ; nor 
over furs from his tear tor any perfon what- 
foever. He oniy lays his liUod upon tije 
beads of his adorer-, who thereby fancy they 
obtain the remiftiv.n of all their nns. The 
bigli idea which both the prince and the 
common neople of this wide- extended coun- 
try form to themftlves of tuc power and 
holincL of the great hma, inducts them to 
fubmit ehcerfully to all thefe fervile rites. 
They are perfuaded that Eh lives in him,.; 
that he knows all things, fees ail things', and 
uridicrltantb; t!;:: ftcrcts cf the heart, without 
asking any quifdor . i>f receiving any in- 
formnti ms ; and th j if at arty time lie doe-] 
thi.i, it is merely for lorm-ihke, and in order 
to leave the inhdd and ill-clcfigiihig no 
room to complain ; that he h im mortal , 
and that, when be feeuts to die, bu only 
changes his abode, being bnrn egrdrt iu an 
entirely new body. The i iilv tiling to be 
then done, is to enquire out whai place iic 
has thought m to take this new iiinh in, of 
which he iic^'er fails to make fame new dtf- 
covery. The Tartarian princes, themfelves, 
Ibmeumes go upon this fearch ; and yet are 
obligfc'dj after all, to refer to certain lamas, 
who akme know the marks by wdiicli he Is 
diilingiuibed^; or rather, who only know 
who the cbilcl is, whojn the preceding great 
lam-a bad appointed his lluxeirar* Befides 
the great lama, who n the head of reijgioii, 
and fovereign of Tfiibuc, there are other 
princes (if they may deferve that tide) in 
. the country, who have cities, and many Ibb** 
je^ts under them; thefe wear the lama 
habit, and are called chief officers of the great 
lama, though tltey arc fubje^SI: to Mm only 
m they pleafe.

kn inforreduGii among the Tartarian princes, 
who, after they .had entirely routed the 
prince’s army, put him to death.

Priilfia, Thorn was founded by iierman 
Balck, firfi: grand-mafter of the Teutonic - 
order, who built the caftle of Thorn, in 
1231. in the fol lowing year, the founda- 
tion of the town was laid ; but the 'uuilding 
was difeontinued in 1235, on account of 
the inconvenient fituation, and Thorn was , 
built about a German mile farther up the 
river, on the fpot where ic now fiands. ' It 
is fiippofcd to inve been crilk-d Thorn, be- 
enufe the knightf^ of the Teutonic order, by 
building this city, opened theirdelves a 
ihr or doer into Prui'f.a. 'When the knights 
of the Teutonic order., enormoufiy : abufed 
their power, tiiroiighoiit ail PrulBa, Thorn 
was the firlt city which foruicd the noble 
Ichcmc of lliakiiig off their opprefiivc yoke. 
The inhabitants then put thciafulves under 
the protection of Cafimitr rlic Great, king 
of Poland, upon adantageoiH coTu'dr-ions, 
a free city. Thorn has ten gates, end is 
divided into the Old and the New Town, 
each of which had formerly its rtfipefitive 
council, magi it racy, and police. But, in 
2454, they were incorporated into one city. 
They are, however, feparared from each 
other by a wall and moat within the town ; 
and without, they are defended in common, 
by a fine double wall and moats. Thorn 
was formerly ftrongly fortified ; and it gra- 
dually improved its advantageous fituation, 
fo as to become a place of very confiderabie 
trade, and one of the .principal of the ' 
Hanfe towns. It likewife carried on an ex- ' 
tenfive commerce in the Baltic, indepen- 
dently of the other cities of that confede- 
racy 5 for before the river widened fo much,, 
amd coafc<|uem:ly bcfiame Ihtibweir^ . iiip s 
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bardcB could come up to the very city. 
From this caufe and other fubiequent mn- 
formnes, which followed ciofe upon one 
anotiier, in little more than lialf a century, 
Thorn j^reatlv declined from its fiouniiung 
condition ; for it furrendered by capituia- 
tiou, in 16:^5, to Charles Gaftavus, king ot 
Sweden 5 and, in 165S,: after a vigorous 
fie:/e, it was taken by the Poles and Bran- 
dcnburghers. In the year 1703, it was 
bombarded and taken by Charles IXIf, ^king 
of Sweden, who not only, exhaufted it by 
the heavieit cuntriburion ; but alfo demolilli'" 
ed all the fortincations, contrary tO' the ar- 
ticles of capitulation. Between the years 
I'^oS and 1710, great numbers of its inha- 
bitanrs werc'fwept away by the plague, in 
the following years the revenues of the 
city fudbred confiderabiy by the confedera- 
ti'^nis in Poland, and no lefs by the com- 
snotions occalioncd by the competitors for 
the crown of that kingdom. In the year 
i724> in a proceffion, a Jefuit furiouuy at- 


tacked Tome Lutheran ftudeuts, who were 
Handing by, and endeavoured to force them 
to kneel to the Hoft. This occafioned a tu- 
multuous concourfe, which the next day 
broke out into a moil; unhappy quarrel ; to 
that the populace being provoked from the 
Jefuit’s college, by infulting language, and 
oven by firing of muikets, forced their way 
into the college, where in their rage they 
«iid a great deal of damage ; in confcquence 
of which, prefident Rofner, and nine burgh- 
err, were beheaded, on the 7th or December 
fnilowing, and a heavy fins impofed on the 
city. In the year i793i fuiue^ Pruffian 
truops entered this town, and from that 
time it has formed a part of the dominions 
of that king. .The king of PruHia caking 
poikilhii of Thorn and Danr/dck together, 
with the paidtinates of Polhania, Kahlh, See, 
JVgreeably to a proclamation, publiiiicd on 
liie ejih of March. The foap, ginger- 
hread, I’kc. of Thorn, are every where in 
great rt;queri, and, accordingly, great quan- 
tities of them are exported.

North Thuringia, towards the north, 
extended itfelf beyond Harzwaide, quite to 
the river Elbe, and belonged to the Saxons. 

It was united with the dudiy of Saxony, loit 
its name, and was at length annexed to 
Eaftphalia, or to the eaftern part of the 
co-unty of Saxony. South Thuringia be- 
longed to the Franks, and comprized in it 
the modern Thuringia, together with a large 
lhare of the modern Franconia, Hcile, &c. 
Till the iith century, it flood under the 
emperors and kingps, and befides the counts, 
we iiivJ alfo home dukes mentioned, to whom, 
the German kings-entrulred the government 
of this country. Ever fince tue 13th cen- 
tury, the marggraves of Meiifen, who after- 
v/ards became eierilors of Saxony, have been 
in poEelhon of the iandgraviate of Thurin- 
gia, which was at one time divided among 
ieparate lines, but returned again by ‘he ex- 
tindlion of the latter to that of ivieiiren.

palfagcihrouglii, they weie ent-mgkd, and cut 
as if %viih whip-cord. After they liad clerm- 
«d the well which they imagined was the 
lame at which lord Anfon hi led his ca(k«, 
commodore Byron found the water brackifh, 
und full of worms. He Lys, ‘«the road alio 
where the Ihips lay, was a dangerovis fituaiiua

the anchor having no hold in the fand, is in

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and cenrequently from rubbing, and this er*« 
pedient fucceeded to my wilh. At the full 
and change of the moon, a prodigious fweli 
tumbles in here, fo that I never lav/ Ihips at 
anchor roll lb much as our's did, while we ‘ 
lay here ; and it once drove in from the weft., 
ward with fuch violence, and broke fo high 
upon the reef, that I was obliged to put'^to 
Tea for a week ; for if our cable had parted 
in the night, and the wind had been upon 
tiie ftiore, which fometimes happens for two 
or three days together, the Ihip iiuUl ine-K 
vitaoiy have been loft upon the rocks. I 
loon found that the iiiand produced limes, 
four-oranges, cocca-nots, bread-fruit, gua- 
vas, and puupaus in abundance ; but \ve 
found no water-melons, feurvy-grafs, or f ,-r» 
rel. Notwithftanding the fatigue and diftrefs 
that we bad endured, and the various cli- 
mates we had palTed through, neither of the 
ihips had yet loft a fmgle man, fmee their 
failing from England but while we lay here 
two died of fevers, a difeafe with which 
many were feized, though we all recovered 
very faft from the fcurvy. I am indeed of 
opinion that this is one of the moft unhealthy 
fpots in the world, at leaft during the feafon 
in which we were here. The rains were 
violent, and almoft inceffaait ; and the heat 
fo great as to endanger fuffocation : befides the 
inconvenience which w'e fuftered from the 
Weather, we were inccftantly tormented by 
the dies in the day, and by the mufquitos in 
the nigiir. The ifland alfo fwarms with ■ 
centipedes and feorpiens, and a large black 
ant, Icarcc.y inferior to either in the maligni- 
ty of its bite. Beildes thefe, here were 
venomous inicdls without numbers, altogethtr 
unknown to us, by which many of us fuf- 
feted fo fcverely, tiiat we were afraid to lie 
down in our beds ; nor were thofe on board 
i« a much better htuation than thofe on ftiorc, 
for great numbers of thefe creatures being 
carried intcj the ihip with the wood, they 
took pofieftion of every birth, and left the 
pour feamen no place of reit, either below 
or upon the deck. Our principal refource 
for frefh meat, was the wild hog, with whicli 
the illand abounds. Thefe creatures are very 
fierce, and feme of them fo large, that a car- 
cafe iVcf'juently weighed zoo pounds, Mr. 
Cure, one of our mates, at iaft, difeovered a 
j'ieaiant Ipor, upon the north-weit part of the, 
iiiand, where cattle were in great plenty, and, 

\\ hence they might be brought to the tents by 
fea, We were now upon the whole, pretty 
well fupplied with provifions, efpeciaily as 
we baked frelh bread every day for the fick; 
and the tatigue of our people being lefs, there 
were fewer ill with the fever; but feveral of 
them were fo much difordered by eating of 
a very fine looking filh, which we caught 
here* that theif recovery was for a laiig lime * 
douWuL!^ Tfe« . 
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age fay?, t>at the people on board the Ce- 
turicii, tliouglit it prudent ro abftain from 
ab the few which they caugl'ic at their 
firlf arrival fiuftited rhoic who ear. of them.

fiderable parcels were faid, upwards of 
years ago, to make up 13,000 buftiels ; for jt 
produces fu much of that Indian corn, that 
ivcncc it has had the name of Tlafcala, that 
is, the Land of Eread. By this merms th« 
towns and villages fwarm with Indians. 
This province was anciently a monarchy, 
till civil wars arifmg among the inhabitants^ 
they formed theintelves into an ariftncracy 
of many princes, in order to get rid of one. 
They divided their towns into dlixcren!: 
diftridls, each of which nominated one of 
their chiefs to refide in the court of Tlafcala^ 
wijere they furmed a lenate, whofe refolu- 
tions were a law to the whole. Under thk 
form of government they maintained theni- 
feives a long while againft the king§ c£- 
M'exico, and continued in it till the reception 
of the Spaniards, under Cortez, When the 
Spaniards Hrft arrived here, it is faid to have 
contained 300,000 inhababitants; and Acofta 
affirms, that it had a market-place large 
enough to hold 30,000 buyers and fellers j 
that in the fhambies were fcldom lefs than 
15,000 Mieep, 4000 oxen, and 2000 hogs, 
But matters were fo much altered, that 
Gcmcili, who was here in 1698, fays, it was 
then become an ordinary village, with & 
parilh church, in which hangs up a pidlure 
of the Ihip which brought Cortez to La 
Vera Cruz.

Wil- 
liam, earl of Pembroke, in the year 1628, 
obtained a grant of this ifland, with that 
of Barbuda and St. Bernard, but his death 
happening in iefs than two years after, the 
dclign came to nothing. About the year 
1632, feme Zealanders having fitted out a 
fmall fquadron for trading to thofe iflands, 
matle fuch a favourable report of this in par- 
ticular, upon their return home, that the 
company of merchants to which they belong- 
ed, undertook to fettle it, and gave it the 
name of Ne‘zv Wakheren^ from one of the 
iflands in Zealand. The new colony, in a 
fbort time, increafed to about 200, who, 
finding themfelves peftered by the vifits of 
the Caribbean Indians, began to eredt a fort 
for their prefervation. The Indians had re- 
courfe to the Spaniards, who readily granted 
them affifiance* They fent a force upon the 
ifland, which demolidied the rifing fort, and 
exterminated the new colony. It was pro- 
bably fr«5m fome Butch merchants who tra- 
velled to Courland, that James, duke of that 
country, conceived the defign of fettling 
Tobago. Being a prince of an adlive difpo- 
fition, and finding there was room for fuch a 
fettiement, he fent over a colony of his own. 
fubjo€ts, who fettled upon what has fince 
been called Gnat Courland and ere di- 
ed & fmall regular fort, with a town, 
in the neighbourhood 5 and the duke’s 
title was farther confirmed by a grant from 
•Charles If, king of Bineland, but difputed 
by the Butch, Upon the extin^^tion of the 
Jb.ettier family, dukes of Courland, in the 
perfon of Ferdinand, fon of duke James, the 
fief of the ifland of Tobago, reverted to tlie 
crown of England, in the year 1737, and, by 
the definitive treaty, concluded at Paris, in 
the year 1763, Tobago was ceded in full 
right to Grc-ic Britain. A few Indians, 
while it was in its Itnte of nturraiity. were 
^tsonly fettled inhaoitants, and they lived in 
huts, on die fea-coait, toward;* thr uortiicrn 
extremity of the ifiand. I'hofe Indians are 
by nature far more tradable than the other 
Caribbeansj and though t r/diufiaflicaii v fond 
libcfty, there is 00 doubt but that every 
paffion rnight prevail with them to cayjoy it, 
under a mild prottaion, Tl»e climate of 
Tobago is far more temperate than could be 
expedted in an ifland that is but eleven de- 
grees fixteen minutes north front the equa- 
tor ; for the heat is allayed by the fea-breczes. 
Tobago has another favourable circum fiance 
to recommend it, by its lying out of the tradi 
of thofe hurricanes tliat prove To fatal to the 
other Well India Hhinds. The furface of 
the ifland is unequal and agreeably diverfified;. 
but no part of it is rugged or impalTible,' 
ita north^wei extremity is moun- 
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tainous. lts,foll is of different kinds, but m 
general the mould is rich and black, and 
proper for producing, in the greateft plenty, 
whatever is raifed in other parts of the Well 
Indies. The abundance of fprings upon the 
ifland, contributes to its healthfuinefs, and 
its bays and creeks are fo difpofed as to be 
very commodious for ail kinds of fliipping. 
It is, however, to be remarked, that its 
fituation requires fortifications to render the 
ifland fecure againtl the vifits of favages and 
enemies. Befides its producing the different 
kinds of wood that are to be found in the 
other W eft India iflands, the Butch affirm, 
that both the true nutmeg- tree and the cin- 
namon-tree, with that which produces the 
real gum -copal, grows upoilthe ifland, but 
this anertion wants confirmation. Mr.Blome, 
W’ho, in the year 1687, wrote the prefenc 
ftate of our American Iflands, fa}^, ‘‘ that the 
foil of Tobago produces Indian corn, Guinea 
corn, peas, beans, French beans, figs, pine- 
apples, pomegranates, oranges, lemons, limes, 
plantains, bananas, grapes,, guavas, tama- 
rinds, prickly pears, papas, and a variety 
of other fruits, which are not to be found in 
Europe. The cocoa-tree grows here to fuch 
perfection, that the Indians call it God’s-tree, 
as producing both meat, drink, and clothing* 
Mufk - melons, water - melons, cucumbers, 
gourds, and pompions, are raifed to perfec- ' 
tion : neither is there. any want of potatoes, 
yams, carrots, turnips, parfnips, onions, and. 
manioc. Wild hogs abounded fo much upoa * 
Tobago, that the people killed, at leaft,' 
twenty ihonfand of them every year, with- 
out their being fcnfibly diminifhed. Here 
are likewife found pcccaros, refembling 
fwine, armadiiloes, guanoes, Indian rabbits, 
and badgers. Horfes, cosvs, affes, fheep, 
deer, gouts, and rabbits, were probably in- 
troduced by the Dutch, and have mnlti'pUcd 
exceedingly. The fea is ftored with excel- 
lent fiOi, particularly turtle of every kind, 
and mullets of a mbft delicious tafto, with 
other kinds unknown in England. In Ihort, 
the commodities which the country doth, or 
may produce, are cocoa-nut, fugar, tobacco, 
indico, ginger, fadaparilia. femper-vivum, 
bees-u'ax, venelloes, natural balfam, balm, 
lilk-grafs, green tar, foapr- earth, with many 
curious fliells, ftones, marcafites, and mine- 
rals, Long.

The Upper I'uwn is out of the 
reach of inund.^rlon . from the river, by its 
high fituatiori, vhh-Jk however, is attended 
with this inconveniertcy, that the inbabitar.ts 
are under 11 I'.ecehity of going ewu-n the hill 
for waar. Befidcrs Inrte nsadlh of earth 
fail from tiic fide of the h;!{, on which the 
town ilaiui'-, towards t lie river, aimoH every 
year, wiiich oldiges the inimbitants to pull 
down and rebudd the houfei: that Hand near 
tlie declivity. The Lower Town, indeed, 
has water at hand, but is expoilu to inunda- 
tions wlicn the river overflows its banks .* 
but Inch floods do net happen every year. 
The town is very populous, and almoft the 
foiirih pair tf its inhabitants arc Tartars, 
who arc partly defeended from thofc that 
were fettkd there before the conqueft of Si- 
beria, and partly frem the Bucharians.

tivc trades. The commerce !s in a fiouriih- 
ing condition, in this city i and the traffic 
which the Biikharian and Calmnck mer- 
chants carry on in Indian goods, with which 
tliey fupply all Siberia, and part of Ruffia, 
is very confide rable. AH the Chinefe cara- 
vans are obliged to paL through this town ; 
and all the furs furniffied by Siberia are 
brought into a warehoufe in this city, and 
from hence are forwarded to the Siberian 
chancery, at Mofeow. Several of the Swe- 
diili orheers, who were taken prifoners at the 
baitkjof Pultawa, and font toTobloik, fet up 
fchools here, in tiie year 1713, for teaching 
the children of Swedes, Ruffians, Coiakfv 
Tartars, Rc. the German, Latin, and French 
language--., wsth geography, geometry, and 
-drawing. Many of them a lib took in 
boarders. Thcfe fchools acquired great re- 
putation ; fo that children were fent hither 
for education, from a confidorable diftance, 
and the exemplary bchavioui of thefe military 
pedagogues, was attended with uncommon 
fucceis. However, when the peace of Nyf- 
radt was concluded, the Swedifn officers re- 
turned into their own couinry; and then 
tisek beneficial kmioarie ' of learning drop- 
ped of rotv-'fe.

The fourii 
kore is ftraight, and confifts of coral rocks, 
eight or ten feet high, terminating perpen- 
dicular, except in fome places, where it is 
interrupted by fnaall Tandy beaches j on 
which, at low water, a range of black rocks 
may be feen. The weft end is not above 
five or fix miles' broad, but has a fhorc fome- 
what like that of the fouth fide; whereas 
the whole north fide is environed with flioals 
and iflands, and the ftiore within them low 
and fandy. The eaft fide or end is moft 
probably like the fouth ; as the fiiore begins 
to afifumc a rocky appearance towards the 
north -eaft point, though not above feven or 
eight feet high. The ifland may, with the 
greateft: propriety, be called a low one, as 
the trees, on the weft part, where captain 
Cook lay at anchor, only appeared ; and the 
only eminent part, which can be feen from 
a fhip, is the fouth-eaft point; though many 
gentle rifing and declining grounds are ob- 
fcrvable by one who is aOiorc. The gene- 
ral appearance of the country is great fer*- 
tilicy. At a diftance, the furface feems en- 
tirely clothed with trees of various fixes; 
fome of which are very large. But, above 
the reft, the tall cocoa-palms" always raifdd 
their tufted heads ; and are a very confide- 
rable ornament to any country that produces 
them. The boogvs which is a fpecies of 
fig, with narrow pointed leaves, is the largeft 
fixed tree of the ifl.md.. The winds are, for 
the moft part, from fome point between fouth 
and eaft ; and when moderate, are commonly 
attended with fine weather.. The bafis (jf 
the ifland, as far as he could obferve, is en- 
tirely a coral rock, which is the only fort 
that prefeius itfelf on the Ihore. Of cul- 
tivated fruits, the principal are plantains.; 
of which they hare fifteen different forts or 
varieties; bread-fruit; two forts of fruit 
found at Otaheire, and known there under * 
the name of jambo and cee\’ee, the latter a 
kind of plumb.; and vaft numbers of fljad- 
docks, which, however, are found as often 
in' a natural ftate, as planted. The roots are 
yams, of which art two forts ; one black, and 
fu large, that it often weighs 20 or 30 pounds ; 
the other white and long, feldom weighing 
a pound ; a large root, called kappe; one not 
unlike onr white potatoes, called mawhaha ; 
the taro, or coccos of other places ; and an- 
other named jeejee. The only quadrupeds, 
befides hogs, are a few rats, and fonie dogs, 
which are not natives of the place, but pro- 
duced from fome left by captain Cook, in 
the year J 773, and by others got from Feeice*

exported by ftraiigers, Thofe imported are 
feit“petre, fulphiir, broad- cloths, atid other 
ivooilen ftuiFs, fpices, lead, guns and ca&j 
we do not find that they have any money of 
their own, but make ufe of that which, is 
brought thither by Grangers, together with 
the fmall copper coin which they have from 
China, and which they exchange witli them 
tt a great difadvantage for foreign HI ver. 
Their inland commerce is rnnirly carried on 
by water, and by the help of their numerous 
rivers and canals, and of the many markets 
tnd fairs which are appointed by the govern- 
ment; the mod: conhderable of which are 
thofe held every new and fuli moon at their 
metropolis of Cschao. Other towns have 
like wife their fairs and markers, but with this 
difference, that fix of thefe arc joined together 
in one charter, and hold their own each in 
their turn. The Tonquinefc have adopted 
the two chief religions which reign in Criina, 
th:;t of their great philofopher Confucius, 
and that of Fo, wiiich was brought from 
India into China. Chriftianity was planted 
here in the year 1626, by the^Jefuit Bnldi- 
fioty, and met with fnch fuccefs, that in four 
years the government thought fit to baniui 
liim and his colleagues to Macao. I’his u> 
verity did nor deter the fociery from lending 
three mw miiilonaries the very lu-x: year, 
who made fuch progref; among thole idola- 
ters, that above So, 000 were con vetoed be. 
fore the year 1639, and tltey ha-'i already 
built above coochurches at their own charge, 
in the fevcral ptuvinces of the kinirdoTm. 
This aftoniihing fuccefs proved t!tcir’’rjio. 
After fcvcral dreadful pcribcutiuns raifed 
againft them the government, an odict 
was at length ilTued from the king and coun- 
«il, in the year lyai, by which the Chriftian 
rciiglou ww utterly proferibed ; the mif- 
fr.m4rie« and their catechiih were im* 
prifoned, and put to iundry tortures and 
deaths ; others condemned to attend the 
elephants, a llavery worfe than that of the 
p|Me% Acic churches were ail demolilhed, 
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or turned to profane ufes ; the profeflion oi 
Ciiriftianity was forbidden under the fevercH 
penalties ; and all the frontiers and avenues 
were diligently guarded by the foldiery, to 
prevent any more European preachers from 
entering the Tonquinefc dominions. Ton- 
quin had been heretofore fubje 61 : to the vafb 
empire of China, when, a famous robber, 
called put himfelf at the head of a 
body of men of his own profeffion, into 
whom he iafpired the refolution of taking up 
arms, and throwing of the yoke off ail fervi- 
tude, * He fucceeded ; and thofe whom he 
engaged in the revolt, out of gratitude, 
placed the crowm upon his head. The hap- 
pinefs which t^he Tonquinefc Battered them- 
ieh;es to have acquired by their independence^ 
became to them a fource of miferies and cruel 
wars fill i more pernicious than their former 
fubjeaion to the Chinefc emperors. For 
feven centuries after their revolt, they were 
ahnoft continually in arms, one agaiiift an- 
other, in fupporc of tlie different factions 
which ambition and ienloufy had railed up 
among them ; and the families on the throne 
have been already changed fix times. The 
iffue of the lad: civil war was a treaty, by 
whirh the compeiitor of the king Lo, lefs 
defifous of tiie title of fovereign than of real 
power and royal aiirhoncy, left him all the 
external fplcndor of a monarch, on condition 
that he ihould have the abfeiure command in 
the armies, with ih'c greateit part of the re- 
venues of the kingdciTiyand that his defccn- 
dents ihiould fuccced to the fame privileges. 
By virtue of this agreement, there are Two 
forts of kings ; he who receives all the Im- 
nours of royalty is called B::ai and the 
Chouah has rdl its advantag-es.

When the French and 
Venetians made themfelves mafters of Con- 
ftantincple, this principality, or, as^ it is 
fometimes called, empire, continued till the 
year 1462, when it was taken by Mahomet 
n, who carried David Comnenes and all his 
family prifoners to Conitaiuinopie, where 
they were moftly put to death. The to;vnt 
of Trebifond is built on the fea fide, at the 
foot of a little hili, pretty Beep ; its wails are 
almoil fquarc, high embattled, and, though 
they are not of tiie fiiTr ages, yet it is very 
probable they franc! upon the foundations of 
the ancient inclofurc, which got this town 
the name of T rapesium. The prefent \val Is 
are built of the ruins of the ancient edifices, 
as appears by old pieces of marble let in fc- 
veral parts, and whofe inferiptions are not 
legible, becaufe they are too high. The 
town is large, and not well peopled ; there 
are more woods and gardens in it than 
houfes ; and tho(c hoofes that are there, 
though well built, are but one flory high. 
The caftle, which is pretty large, but very 
much ne^;lo6!ed, is iituated upon a flat rock, 
and its ditches are cut in the rock. The in- 
feription that is on the gate of this caftle, 
the arch whereof is afemi-sircle, fliows that 
the emperor Juftiniau repaired the edifices 
of the town. The port of Trebifond, called 
Platana, is to the eaft of the town. The 
emperor Adrian caufed it to be repaired, as 
we are informed by Arrian. This port is 
now proper for nothing but faiques. The 
mol?, which the Genoefe arc faid to have 
built there, is almoft deftroyed, and the Turks 
give tbemfelvcs very little trouble about re- 
pairing fuch works: 150 miles NNE.

Si- 
nan committed the government of it to the 
aga Morar, upon condition that he ihould 
hold it under the grand fignior, and refign 
k whenever he fiiould appoint another go- 
vernor. It was not long, however, before 
che Earned corfair Dragut got poffeihon of 
this place. Being repuifed in his attempt 
upon Malta, he came and made it his place of 
arms, not indeed with the title of bafliaw, 
which the grand fignior had abibiutely re- 
fufed him, but only as governor for the Pone. 
He fortified both city and caftle with ftrong 
wails, and two forts near the fea-fide, 
well iupplied with artillery and ammunition j 
by which means it became one of the 
lirongeft cities in Africa, and the common 
retreat of moll of the corfairs that roved 
under Turkiih colours, from whence they 
infefted the coafts of Italy, Sicily, Naples, 
and Spain, and a fruitkfs attempt was made 
by the Chrifiians to retake it. After the 
death of Dragut, the Porte continued fending 
either a fangiac or balhaw to Tripoli, the 
caftle being garrifoned with Turks, and the 
city inhabited by Moors, and the kingdom 
iftill paying tribute to the grand fignior. 
The piratic trade went on with fuccefs ; the 
renegadoes met with the ufual encourage- 
ment from the Turks, and were pro- 
moted CO the command of the corfairs, and 
even of their whole fleets, and fometimes to 
the bafbawfhip; thefe recommending them- 
feives to the regency, not only by their def- 
peratc behaviour, but much more by their 
peculiar barbarity to the Chriftian prifoners, 
wliich often provoked reprifals, which were 
carried on both fides to fuch excefs as can 
hardly be particularized without horror, in 
this condition the kingdom continued till the 
Turkifli government, becoming more and 
more intolerable, by the avarice and tyranny 
of thofe bafliaws, a certain marabout, named 
Sid Hajah, about the clofe of the i6th cen- 
tury, found means to raife a general revolt 
bothia the city and country. He did not' 
doubt bur lie {liould be affified by fome Chrif- 
tlan princes abroad, as well as by the Moors 
and Arabs at home, to drive ail the Turks 
out of the kingdom 5 after which expulfion, 
he thought he might new-mould the govern- 
ment} and, in cafe of need, put it under 
the protection of thofe who had alhfted him 
in efc^ing this revolution. Unfortunately

of Other fhips and forces, which he had 
procured from Tunis and Algiers, and de- 
feated him fo often, that he was at length 
abandoned by his troops, and afiaiiinated 
by his own partizans. Hafcen fent the ma- 
rabout^s head to Confiantinople, and had 
hardly fettled the government on the old 
footing, when a new governor, fent thither 
from the Porte, found a much more effec- 
tual way to free them from this tyranny. 
This man was a renegade Greek, of the 
ancient family of the Jufiiniani, known by 
the name Mahmet Beygh, who, by his in- 
trigues and bribes, had obtained a banner or 
government from the grand %nior. Ho 
failed directly to Tripoli, and having got 
poffelfion of the caftle, refufed to acknow- 
ledge or receive any balhaw from Conftanti- 
nople. He took the reins of the govern- 
ment wholly upon himfeif, not indeed as 
•independent, but as vaiTal and tributary to 
the Porte, to whom he obliged himfblf to 
pay a tribute and homage, as an acknow- 
ledgment of his fubjeSfion and depen- 
dence. 

Tripoli y a city and feaport of Africa, and 
capital of the country fo called, fimated on the 
coaft of the Mediterranean. It was formerly 
divided into two parts, the Old and New j 
the former, which was the native country c£ 
the emperor Severus, is fuppofed to imv« 
been built by the Romans, was fiace con- 
quered by the Vandals, and at ialf deftroyed 
by the Mahometans, under their .khalif, 
Omar II, fince which time it hath never re- 
covered its importance, and is ,nosv almoff 
gone to ruin } the latter, which Hands at a 
final I diHance from it, though of no great 
tKtent, is populous, and in a fiourilhing con- 
dition. It Hands on a fandy ground, by the 
fea-lide, furrounded with high walls, and 
Hout ramparts, Hanked with pyramidicai 
towers, but not kept in good repair* It 
hath but two gates, one towards the inland, 
on the fouth, and the other to the fea, on the • 
north, where it expands itleif in form of a 
crefeent, near a fpacious and commodious 
haven. The point by the eaH is little eifo 
than a group of rugged rocks, on which are 
to be feen fome ancient forts, now gone to 
decay \ but that to the weftward is defended 
by a Hrong caHle, furrounded with fortifica- 
tions, after the modern fafiiion, and furnilhed 
W'ith fome large cannon. Hew Tripoli is fup- 
pofed to have been built by the natives, wh® 
gave it the name of TarahiUs^ or Trehiki^ 
whence the Latins call it Tripolh, Some 
authors pretend that it was once a place of 
va,H trade, on account of its neighbourhood 
to Numidia and Tunis, reforted to by veffel* 
from Malta, Venice, Sicily, Marfeiibs^ 
and other parts j th«e being hardly fuch 
another owntnodious feggrt along thiis- whpl^ 
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became fd o|iuIent, that it was filled with 
3*ich merchants, aboond^td with line morques, 
hofpitab, and other public buildings> and 
excelled Tunis in beauty and wealth. It 
retains now but few traces of its ancient 
fplendcur : the houfes are low and mean, 
and ftreers narow, dirty, and irregular : 
tUere are in it, neverthelefs, Tome monu- 
ments iVdl handing, which evince its former 
magnificence j particularly a triumphal arch, 
one* half of which now lies buried in the' 
fand. We need not wonder at this extraor- 
dinary decay, if we confider the two great 
inconveniences which this city labours un- 
der : firlt, the want of fweet water, here 
being neither rivers, fprings, nor wells, nor 
any other means of Ibpplying it with that 
■ufefui element but ciiterns, and refervolrs of 
rain-water; fecondiy, the great fcarcity of 
corn, and the other produds of the ground, 
occahoned by the dry fandy foil that Ibr- 
jrounds it on the land lide for feveral miles. 
It produces, however, palm-trees m great 
plenty, that yield the moft delightful dates, 
which conftirute a confiderable part of their 
food : befides rbefe, they have the lochus, or 
lotus, a tree whofe fruit is reckoned iVill 
finer than the dares, and makes a moft ex« 
cellt;Bt wine. That plant ftrvcs them for 
meat and drink, for which reafon they have 
been ftyied by the ancients LotophagL But, 
upon the whble, were it not for the continual 
fupply of proviftons brought in by their 
corfairs, and other trading vefiTelb, Tripoli 
could never fublift by the produces of its 
own territories ; and hence we may infer 
the caufe of its prefent decay. Adjacent to 
the walk of the city is a famous burying- 
ground, in which are found coffins, urns, 
»?edals, and ocher curious relics of antiquity. 
Tile Francifean friars have here a very 
liandfome church, convent, and hofpitai, the 
Ml of w’hich is the more neceflfary, as the 
city is fo often and lb feverely vifited by the 
plague. Ocher orders of monks were here 
teitledjwho have been fjnee obliged to abandon 
it, probably on account of its decay,. The 
country around is adorned with a muLipliciry 
of handfomc villas, cultivated chiefly by 
Chriftian ftaves, and much like thofc about 
Algiers and Tunis, It is obfervaole, with 
Kdpedf to thofe unhappy wretches, that there 
is but a very fmail number of them here, in 
comparifon to the many thoufands who 
fwarm in thofe two capkals, infomuch, that 
ttef |»ve but one bagnio ituhe whole city 
to kek^them k at night, ’ They |uft keep 
number to ferve them in the 
offices and cultivate tbek villas, and 
#ii^ t irftffic of the reft. The people here 
k ttjrfiwible trade m linen cloths, 
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nations, which refort to their harbour. Thgy" 
keep, indeed, few of rheir own, yet thofe are 
fo defperate, and make fo good an advantage 
of their fituarion, that they take a great 
number of Ihips trading to Egypt, Jralv,and 
the Archipelago. This city was taken by 
the count of Navarre, and by the emperor 
Charles V, given to the knighrs of Malta, 
from whom it was taken by bina % general 
of Soiymsn, accompanied by Salha Rais, and 
the celebrated Dragut, fince which time it 
has been governed by baihaws, tributary to 
the Ottoman Porte. In the year 168 5, the 
city was bombarded by the .French, under 
the command of marfhai dTtrees, and they 
were compelled to fue for peace. A late 
traveller fays, the date-trees, which fpread 
themfclves like a foreft belfind the town, 
and the hills beyond them, which bound the 
profpeiffon the fouth, areint®reftingobje£ts.; 
but the town itfelf is built in too low a liru- 
ation to compofe a part of the general feene : 
for it is fcarcely vifible at the diftance of a 
mile. The firft appearance of Tripoli may 
difappoint, by its meannefs, the expectations 
of the traveller ; but if he refie6ts on the 
nature of a defpotlc government, ever incom* 
patible with permanent profperity, he will 
nor be furprifed when he finds, on a nearer 
view,^ that the city, though the capital of an 
empire,., exhibits through all its extent the 
marka gf a rapid decay ; that its fcanty 
limits, though fcarcely four miles in circum- 
ference, are too great for its prefent popula- 
tion ; and that its ancient caftle, though 
once the pride, and ftiU the refidcnce, of the 
reigning family, is now a mouldering ruin :

Tupolif or Tarabolus^ a town of Afiatic 
Turkey, and capital of a pachalic, in Syria, 
fitua^ed near the mouth of a fmall river, called 
Kaiil/ha^ at the foot of Mount Lebanon, 
which overlooks and furrounds it with its 
branches to the eall, the fouth, and even a 
little to the north-weft. It is feparated from 
the fca by a fraali. triangular plain, half a 
league in breadth, at the point of which is 
the village, where the veftels land their goods. 
The Franks call this village La Marine^ the * 
general name given by them to thefe places 
in the Levant. There is no harbour, but a 
fimp e road, which extends from the ftiore to 
/hoals, called The Rabbit and Pigeon IJlands, 
The bottom is rocky, and mariners are not 
fond of remaining here, as the cables are 
fcon worn out, and the velTeis expofed to the 
north -we ft winds, which are frequent and 
violent on ail this coaft. In the time of the 
Franks, this ^ road was defended by towetSy 
feven of which are ftili fubfifting, from the 
mouth of the river to the village* They sure 
llrong built, but now ferve only as a.plato 
rcfoict for birii of prey^ All w If * -

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Tripoli are laid out in orchards, where the 
jiopnl grows ipoiitancouily, and the white 
mulberry is cultivated for the filk'worm; 
and the* pomcgranarc, t!\e orangej and tlie 
jbmon-tree. for their fruh, which is of the 
greateft beauty. But thefe places, though 
delightful to the eye, are Tunhealthy. Every 
veer, fn m July to September, epidemic 
fevers, like thofe of Alexandretta and 
Cvprtis, rage here: thefe are owing to the 
ani'ncial inundations with which the mul- 
berry-trees are watered, in order, t.hat they 
mav throw out their fecnncl, leaves. Behdes, 
as the city is open ofily to the weft, the air 
docs not circuiete, and the fpirits are in a 
coudant into of opprcfilon, which makes 
heaich at belt but a kind of convalefcence. 
The commerce of Tripoli, conhfts almoft 
wholly in indifferent coarfe iilks, which arc 
made ule kF for laces, and is in the hands of 
the French alone. They have a conful here, 
and three commercial houics. They export 
fflks, and fpunges fiihed up in the road ; 
thefe they exchange for cloths, cochineal, 
fugar, ami Weft India coffee ; but this fac- 
tory, both with refpedt to imports and ex- 
ports, is inferior to Latakia, The pachaiic 
of Tripoli, comprehends the country which 
ilretches along the Mediterranean, from 
Latakia to the Narh-el-Kelb, and is bound- 
ed by that torrent, and the chain of moun- 
tains which overlook the Orontes, The 
principal part ®f this government, is hilly, 
the fea-coaft alone, between Tripoli and 
Latakia, is a level country. The numerous 
rivulets which water it, contribute greatly to 
its fertility; but, notwithftanding this ad- 
vantage, this plain is much Ids cultivated 
than the mountains, without even excepting 
Lebanon, with its numerous, rocks and pine- 
trees. Its chief productions are corn, baricy, 
and cotton. In the territory of Latakia, 
tobacco and olives are principally cultivated ; 
but in Lebanon, and the Kefraouan, white 
mulberry-trees and vineyards. This pacha- 
iic contains fevcral different tribes and re- 
ligions. From Lebanon to above Latakia, 
the mountains arc peopled by the Anfarians, 
a particular fed! of religious, which iiril rofe 
in the latter end of the ninth century ; Le- 
banon and the KcTraouan arc inhabited en- 
tirely^ by the .Maroiiitcs, and the fea-coaft 
and ctiics, by fchiimacic Greeks, and Lt-ttins, 
Turks, and defeendants of the Arabs. The 
pacha of Tripoli, en)oys*aII the privileges of 
his place. The military and finances are in 
his hands ; he holds the government in qua- 
lity of a farm from the portc, on a kafe of 
one year only, at the animal rent of 750 
purfes (37,000!.).

It 
Hands on a fmall river, about half a league 
from the fca : two leagues to the northward, 
is the port of Guauchaco, the channel of its 
maritime commerce. Tim houfes make a 
creditable appearance. The generality are 
of bricks, with ftately balconies, and fuperb 
porticos, but the others are of baxareques. 
Both, however, are low, on account of the 
frequent earthquakes, and few of them 
have fo much as one fiory. The corregidor 
of the whole department reflcles in this city, 
and alfo a biihop, whofe diocefe begins at 
Tumbez ; with a chapter, confi fling of three 
di^nimries, namely, the dean, archdeacon, 
and chanter, with four canons, and two pre- 
bendaries. Here is an office of revenue, 
affifted by an accomptant and treafurcr, one 
of which refides at Lambayeque, feveral con- 
vents, a college, and an hofpital. The in- 
habitants confift of Spaniards, Indians, and 
all the other calls. Amon| the firft are 
fcvcral rich and diftinguiflied families. The 
women in their clreL and cuftoms follow 
nearly thofe of Lima. About a league from 
rlic city IS a river, the waters of which are 
conveyed by various canals through this de- 
lightfvil country. The diocefe comprehends 
eight jurifdktior^, viz. Truxiiio, Sana, 
Piura, Caxamarca, Chachapoyas, Liulia and 
Chilioas, Pataz, or Caxamarquiila, and jaen 
de Bracamoros ; the laft is firuated in the 
audience of Quito j the refl in the vjccroy- 
aity nf Peru. The jarifdidtion of Truxilfo 
i‘- flruated on the coafl of the Pacific Ocean, 
and extends twenty leagues in Lngtlu and 
as much towards the interior part of the 
cotinrry, cornpofed throughout of beautiful 
vaUii.“s. In this climate there is a Enfible 
dilference between wduter and fummer, the 
former being atunded with cold, and the 
latter with erccefiive lie at. The country 
of this whole valiy is . extremely fruitful, 
abounding whh fugar-cane<j, maize, fruiis, 
and garden vegetables, rxs alfo with vine and 
olive yards. 'The parts ncarefl the moun- 
taitrs produce wheat, barley, and other 
grain ; ib that the inhabitants enjoy not 
only a plenty of all kinds of provifions, but 
likewifc make confidcvahle exports to Pananra, 
efpechlly of wher.t and fugors. This re- 
markable fertility has been improved to the 
grea.t embcllilhment of the country r 
the city is furrounded by feycM grow-’ind , 
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delightful walks of trees. The gardens alfo 
are^vell cultivated, and make a very beau- 
tiful appearance, which, with a continual 
ierene Iky, prove not lefs agreeable to tra- 
vellers, than to the inhabitanns.

Julius Caefar, who gave it the tiamt of 
Jkk, and was called Augnjia Tmmmtzim'hif 
his fucceffior Auguftus. It was fucccflveiyr 
fubjedted to the Goths, Huns, Eruli, and 
Burgundians, who, ruined and deftroyed 
but it was Toon rebuilt, though not i'o large 
as before. When the Lombards became 
mafters of the country, it became the capital 
of one of their principal duchies. Some of 
the dukes became kings of Italy. Such was 
Agiiuiph, or Agon, who, with his wife 
Theodelinga, built the cathedral confecrated 
to John the Baptift, which is at prefent the 
metropolitan, and endowed it with great 
revenues. After Charlemagne had aboliihed 
the kingdom of the Lombards, it appears 
that Turin beentne fubjcdl to the marquis of 
Siifa, who had the charge of guarding the 
paftagts of the Alps, and conrinued in that 
family to the death of Uiric Manfred, the 
lait marquis cf Sufa, in 1301 ; whole daugh- 
ter, Adelaide, married with Odo, comte of 
Maiirlenne and Savoy. Turin fubmicied to 
him and to his dclcendants, who have pof- 
felfed it with little interruption to this time.. 
Turin is the fee of an archbifliop, and con- 
tains* 1 10 churches or chapels, feverai hofpi- 
tals, and about 65,000 inhabitants. The 
approach to it is magnificent, and the en- 
virons beaiit-iful, though thiuk fogs from the 
two rivers are frequent in autumn and win- 
ter ; fo that the air of Turin is then very 
thick and moiit. The four gates are highly 
ornamental; the ftreets in the New Town 
are wide, ftraight, chan, having plenty of 
water runnkig through them, well built, 
in a good taiVe,. eliicfiy cf brick ftuccoed, 
and genernliy terminaring in Tome agreeable 
objedr. No inhabitant can rebuild or repair 
his houfe, but oti an uniform plan, laid 
down by government, for the improvemeoc 
of the city. The fortificaiions of Turin are 
regular, and kept in excellent repair. The 
citadel is a regular pentagon, confiftiag of 
nve ftrong baftions, and is reputed one of the 
ftrongeft in Europe. At the end next the 
new gate is the arfenal, which, befides the 
armories found in fuch places, contains- a 
cabinet of minerals, a good chemical labora- 
ruty, a. library of books in mineralogy and 
metallurgy, and furnaces fpr cafting cannon : 
here, alfo, are. mathematical, mechanical, 
and other mailers, for the inftrudlion of en- 
gineers, miners. &c. The ganiibn of T m ia 
is always changed at the end of two years, 
and then there is a general review. The 
univerfity was founded firft in the year 1405, 
and conlifts of fchools, wherein twenty-four 
proteflbrs read ledlurcs, from the $d of 
November to the 'Z4th of June ; of the 
royal library, wherein- are about 50.C00 
volumts of. printed ; bocks, beftdes manu» 
feripts : this is open every day, except bdi- 
both' motiaingi mi* aiemoipn,..

and a coHe^tion of antiquities, found chie% 
in Piedmont or Sardinia, and elegantly ar- 
ranged : alfo of natural hiftory, as Iheils, 
and Engiiih minerals, polillied marbles, and 
hard ftones, petrifactions, corals, zodphyres, 
and Tome minerals, collected by Donati, b 
the Adriatic ; alfo, fome chefts of natural 
curiofitics, which Donati, during his trareis 
in Egypt and Arabia, fent from Goa. In 
the military academy, young gentlemen, 
both natives and Grangers, may be inliruCted 
in the escrciies at a moderate expence, the 
king defraying.,:! part of the charge attend- 
ing this inititution. The king’s palace is in 
a fimple and noble ftyle of architecture. The 
apartments are handfomeiy fitted up and fur- 
niOied : the cielings painted by Danieie di 
SanCterre and others. They contain a great 
collection of pit’dures, among which are many 
good ones. The king’s theatre, or great 
opera-houfe, is reckoned one of the hnelt in 
Europe. The buildings which are moft 
clleemed in point of architecture, are, the 
palace of the duke of Savoy, called Caftello 
Reaie, by Filippo Giuvara ; the Carignano 
palace, by Guarini *, the buildings of the 
ttniverfity, and the town-houic. There is 
n literary fociety at Turin, who have pub- 
hSied memoir.s under the title of Msjrellanf^a 
VhiLJophico-Matbematica. The clntf rrme 
of this city and country is in thrown hlk, 
which is fent to England and Lyons; they 
manufacture, however, fome of it into ex- 
cellent ftockings, and good filk for furniture. 
In the year 1536, Turin was taken by the 
French, and again in the year 1A40, after a 
long hege. In tiie year 1706, the fame 
enemy made another attempt, bur after bc- 
fieging it upwards of three inontlis, under 
the conduct of the duke of Oilcans, they 
were driven away, with grtat luL, bv the 
duke of Savey and prince Eugene.

Fri'n-r.h, and D-Jteb, with 
feme" Jews alfo,' chiefly Italian. ■ The prin- 
cipal places of trade *va this fide the Turki/li 
dom i n i t )n s , re fp e c l i n g E u ro ,p e , u h e r e r ii e 
laid merchants refide, are Ccnilanthmplc, 
Smyrna, Aleppo, Alv>:and;'crra or Sjaitdc- 
roon, Alexandria, T*'ir>o’ti, Antioch, ami the 
illaiids on tlie coait. There are mrne Chrif- 
tian merchants in meft of the iflands briong- 
ing to the I'nrks, ns at Cyprus, CwKiin, 
Pvhodes, 2nnt, CephaloDia, and in rnofr of 
the inhabited ifiandh of the /krchipclago. 
The^e mercliants are generally French, 
thoi 5 i?;h there are fouie Jews. I'he merchants 
of England, France, and Hollartd, chieliy 
flirnldi the Turks with fine woollen cloths, 
dyed fcailet, criinlun, purple, blue, and 
green; the fir ft three in grain, and as rich 
in colour as pnilible, which raifes their 
value. The. Engiilh, befidcs their cloth, fend 
blorh'tin, lend, clock-work and watch- work, 
b»th in gold and i'ilver ; and ail put together, 
the value was formerly for upwards of 
300,000!. fterling, one year with another. 
The returns wh.ich the Franks (for fo the 
European merchants are called in Turkey) 
make from the Turks, and whicii arc the 
pruduA of the Tii.kiilk and Perfian domi- 
nions, arc, raw filk, Caramania wool and 
woo! of the iilands goat’s- hair, fpun or 
twilled cotton wool, and yarn; oil, gums 
dragant, fandarac, fenega, arable, larcocolh ; 
Perfian fiiks, carpets, burrlevs,crdiicoes, from 
the illands of Siphanro, Parivs, &c, Mo- 
rocco leather, cordovans, iliagjccn-fkins. 
GhHs, from Syria ; coTce/from'^Mocha, by 
Alexandria, bairn, natural lalfanr, rhubarb; 
from Perlia, lal-ammcuiuc, turnu-ric, in- 
cenic, puvrdces; foru SHUE^irini, florax ; 
from Samos, f<;ammony, '’oyaii, manna, gal- 
banum, fena, alors ulibdnum, ze- 

deary,^ okre, emery, Ealcd earth, velum, 
ptb£|idni-fda^' eiiphorhium, mirabohns, frank- 

luaUby' mdttiDj m<l other aukks. 
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Arrac, orange-Sower- water, vermicellij tur« 
pentine, worm-feed, ciover-feed, garden- 
feeds, rice, piftachios, raifins of Smyrna, 
pomegranates, box and cyprefs wood, fuftic^ 
ebony, walnut-tree, &c. As the Turks 
have little or no trade but what is, as it 
were, forced by the Europeans and others,, 
ib they have bur few faips, compared to the 
extent of their nav'al dominions. The chief 
of their ihipping is among the Grecian 
ifland?, and thefe are fuch as belong to the 
Greeks. ' Alfa in'^ the 'Mores, and in the 
Block Sea, they have feme ihipping ; but, for 
ihe trafic between Egypt and the Porte^ 
they generally hire Englifo. Dutch, or Vene-j 
tian 'ihip^', upon' freight. The produce of 
the ifbndi;: is exceedingly great, ' and ailiEs the 
Turks in making returns for the goods they 
buy of the European merchants. From 
what has been faid of the trade to Turkey, 
a judgment may be formed of its importance; 
hut riotwichftanding this, the Engiilh trade 
has for fome years been greatly on the de- 
cline. The air of Turkey in Europe, is 
healthy in itfelf, but the peftilence is often, 
brought there, and has more than once fwept 
away the fifth of the inhabitants of Con- 
fcautinople ; yet by the prevalence of cuftom, 
and of the Turkilh doAtrine of fatality, they* 
give themfelves no great concern about it* 
The provinces are univer Tally fruitful; 
though with fome difference ; vaft quantities 
of all kinds of excellent grain and fruits be- 
ing exported every year. The number of 
its inhabitants is greatly difproportionate to 
the extent and goodnefs of the country, 
which may be chiefly attributed to pefl:ilence„ 
polygamy, and war. This accounts for fuch 
large rracis of fine foil lying wafte. The 
Turks are ftigmatized among the CHriftians 
as a flothful, tlupid, and inhuman people; 
but they are by no means fo wicked and 
dreadful a fet of creatures as fome writers 
have reprefented them. Turkey is' not 
without men of parrs, probity, and honour ; 
nor benevolent, liberal, temperate, converfi- 
bie, and ingenious people. In ihorc, there 
is here, as in all other countries and nations, 
a mixture of good and bad. Dricefch fays, 
that, in compaifion and love towards our 
neighbours, the Turks excel all thg reft o£ 
mankind ; and this aEertion is confirmed by 
feveral other travellers. One ftriking mark 
of their charity, are the public inns, by the 
Afiatics called Caravan feri, which are to 
be met with almoft in every little village. In 
thefe a trav'eilsr, of whatever religion or 
country he be, may continue three days 
gratis ; and in not' a few he is found alfo in 
vidbuais. The Turks are generally robuft; 
and well-fnaped, of a good rnicn, and pad- 
eiu of hardships, which renders them fit for 
war, to which indeed they inure themfelves 
from their youth. Perfons of rank, feldcm

coT.rviodities they import. The Turks every 
where lay hold of ali opportunities of ex- 
torthig money from the Greeks, but efpe- 
cia'lv frr.m their clergy : in return for this 
tr.biue, they enjov the protcdlion of th& 
Ottoman p()rte, and are maintained in the 
puier poiwifrm of their properties; infomLich^ 
thy ri.^ ir«.rk is to inluit them, take any 
t,p!r:g^frGrn tisem, .or intrude the-mlelves into': 
their houfes, againit their will ; and ia cafe 
or anya-uch, iiijuries, they are certain of ■ ex- 
peditious iukice agamft the deiintjuents. The

his iucceilors; divorces are alfo allowed of. 
hut no (mu may take back again the wife hi 
has tmee repudiated, till fhe has been mar- 
ried TO iiiaorhtT, and afterwards divorced 
With him. Friday is the day ft apart for 
divine worOiip. The churches of the Turks 
arc __ called mofehes,^ and the fmalier ones 
melches. The chief ccclefialtic is the mufti, 
which fignihes an expounder of the law, and 
his office is of fuch dignity, that when he 
comes to court, the emperor himfelf rifts 
from his feat, and advHnces-'' fevep flops to 
meet him. He alone has the honour of 
kiffing the futtan’s left ffiotslder; whereas 
the grand vizir, with a more profound in- 
dinatbn of^ body, kilfes only the edge of 
rise emperor fe;' veil, who .advances osily three 
Hem to meci Uiin.

Ai tlie mufti of Tarlcs may be compared 
to the pope > fo a cadaiifkar, wh(o h al'fa a 
fecular pedbri, i&- uot unlike a patriarch; a 
nK>la is an archbilhop; a cadie is aho a Iny* 
man, may be accounted a bifliop; and an iman 
3L piieit. The chief cmpioymcnc of the lat- 
ter is praying. The Turks have'alfo their 

■ convents and rnonksy under the general 

■ name of ciervifes. The head of the Greek 
church in Turkey in Europe, is the patri- 
arch <'f Conftanrinopie, who is c!-clen by the 
neighbeuriug archbilhops and metfcpaij-ransj 
fm.i conhrmod by the emperor, or grand 
virir; he is a psiibn of great dignity, Dcing 
the principai of the Greek patriarchs, and 
l;ead and dire£tor of the EaOern cluirch. His 
liicome amounts to no lefs than izo^ooo 
guilders, of which he pays the one-ha. f„ by 
way of annual tribute to the Ouornan porte, 

■ adding 6000 guilders bt-ildes, by way of 
prefenr, at the feait of Beiram. Subordinate 
to him arc leventy archbifhops and metropo- 
litans, and a much greater number of bimops^ 
i\n archimandr'ne is the diredlor of one or 
more convents, which are called mandren, 
and rank above an abbot, of which each 
convent has one. The monks, priefis and 
iiudents excepted, are obliged to foi'ow fume 
li.indicraft, and lead an auOere life. The 
mofi celebrated are thofe of Mount Arhos. 
The Greeks have bur few nunneries at pre- 

' fent. The fccular clergy are fubjed: to no 
rules, as the rcguhirs aiv, who perform di- 
vine worihrp. They are aliovvid to marry, 
but that only before ordination, and then 
only once, and tiiat with a virgin. Ttie-fb 
k'cuiar ecclcihufics never rife higher than 
an archprieft; the bi limps, naetropolitans, 
iirchbiibops, and patriarch',, being* choicn 
iV'.j.H aniiJDg the iriunks. The Armenian^, 
the Momau Catholics, and Jews, have alio 
the irce cxercife ‘of ilfeir i-chgiem, and ti.e 
Swedes have been permitted to build a la^- 
dicu'in ct'ineh, at Confianrinupic. Tiie 

Ihirks are not without. ail kinds or learning, 
h.Aiiig {oit.e Ibhools, coiieges, and acadeniicG. 
And, in this century, a^Turkirii printing- 
eriice was let up, at Conitantinople, by 
lbivd.ini i'iiendi, who, after great oppolirioD;, 
ekairijd leave to print all kinds ot books, 
extsg.t on matters of religion ; accordingly, 
an.oag uthers, he publifhed forne maps and 
bocks of hiltory and geography.

guilhed bimteif by feveral important f-nter- 
■prizies y and, partieulairly,' in the year 1444? 
gained a iignal vitiory over ihc Hungarians, 
jaear -Varna. Mahomet if, snd the gieatcCt 
csf all the emperors, in the year 145 3,^ made 
hitnfelf maber of CunftantinDple,^ reducing 
■ the 'whole Grecian empire under his domi- 
nion. He fub:!ued twelve kjugdoras and - 

^00 towns. Ibiazet II, and _^Seiiro en- 
larged the Turkilh empire in Surope.^^ Ana, ■ 
and Africa. Sulirnan 1 is not more fainoos' 
for his victories over the Hungarians, tnan 
' for his body of laws. ' The' luccerd.Tjg em- 
perors were not to fortanate ; ivlahornet 
■IV,' in the.yesr 1669, .iubuued Candia, ; and 
in 1633, laid hege roA'ieuna, but in Hun- 
gary rnct ill faccefs. In ibe reigns of Scliman 
il/ Achratt H, and ■Muhaphn, the Hcnga- 
risns and 'Venetians were io iuccci-ofui agairut 
'the Turks, that Muitapha if, m the year 
1699,- was ghd to r.ume tea peace at Kar- 
lowir^. Acbmet 111 , in 171S, cone) aded 
the treaty of PaiTarowitz, and Mahomet V, 
by the peace of Iklgrade, in the year 1739, 
Tsaniiexed Serviaaa part of Walachia,, and 
Choezim to the empire. In the luccHhon 
to the empire, no regard is paid to age or 
‘ birthright, the Turks thinking it fuEdcut, 
if. in their eledtions, they keep to thc^^Oc- 
toman family. Women are excluded frem 
the throne.'* The governmem is indeed 
purely monarchical*, bur, if the emperor in- 
dulges not the humours of the people, and 
iE{peciallv of the mutinous janizaries, h-i is 
not. only in danger of being depofed, but alfo 
of being put ro death. The emperors coun- 
cil of ft ate is ft i led gaUde .jDbyri^;, or Drijwi 
galib.^ and meets twice a week in the em- 
peror s palace, namtly, on Sundays and 
Thurfdays. The grand' vizir fits as prefidcnc, 
having the cadaliikar of Romeiia at his right 
hand, and that of Natoiia at his left. The 
mufti alfo affifts, when exprefsly fummoned. 
All the others, lubbe vizms, have iikewife a 
feat here, and ne.xt to them Hand cn cne fide 
the lefterdar, or high treafu'am, the reis- 
eEendi, Rcrcrary of hate, and ocher conunif- 
fioners of the calem, or exchequer j bat the 
military officers, fuch as tiie aga of the 
janizane''., the aga of the fpahis, the aga 
of the filuds, &:c. fit within the divan.

The common people 
here, ejiciuiive of the iabfiftence which the 
mines and ialt-works yield them, have not 
Tnnch to earn ; ^whence a great part of 
them feek for tubiirtence out oi' the country, 
cither by trade or labour. Tyrol was 
formerly a part of Rhcetia, but, in the fixth 
century, the^greatefi part of it defeended to 
the diiEtes of iiaVciria, and this was after- 
wards reckoned m Ncriciim : but, over the 
louthern parr, the Longobards, at the fame 
time, cxiended tiieir domiriion. The dukes 
#r Bavaria appointed marggraves here ; but 
Henry the Ly^n, duke of Bavaria and 
Saxony, being, in the year i iSo, put under 
the ban of the empire, by the emperor Fre- 
deric I, this lait dilmembered the prefent 
province of Tyrol from Bavaria, in veiling 
therewith the marggrave Berchtolcl, under 
the title of duke of ¥ieran. Otto 11, grand- 
lon to this Berchtold, dying without male 
ilfue, in the year 124S, this country came to 
count Albrecht HI, who refided at the 
citadel of Tyrol, gave up the title of a duke

and on the wall by Savoy 5 about 100 iifilc.s 
in lengrlifrom eaft to weft, and from twenty 
to twenty- five in hresdih from north to foiith. 
it is waterf.d by the Rh6ae, in its whole 
length. ' The whole country is one large 
vale, extending eaft and weit, and to the 
north and Ibiuli fines environed by verv hinh 
mounrairs. Among the feuthern mountain'i 
the moft remarkable is the IvJcnt St. Bernard, 
ancicntlv called Hfbas PeatiniuSy a name given 
U) the whole Appeninc chain. The princi- 
pal Ijill on the north fide is the Cemmi, 
lying towards the frontiers of the canton of 
Bent, which in -winter is imprafPicable, and 
its deiccitt towards the Valais and i-euck 
deep and narrow, and formerly dangerous. 
To narjtfiy this inconvenience, ia the year 
2736, fevefal rocks were blown up, the 
' rond in moft places widened to the breadth 
of ieVen feet, and wed Is rr.iftd in t he moft 
■ fteep and ioofeft party, ib that at prefent tra- 
vGUfig more Jafe and ctimmodious. 

The Valais is a ctiuniry of extraordinary 
'fbmfity. Thc-liarvcft begins, in May, and 
lipUk liii the Mter end of Oduber : the corn 
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fit the bottom of the chief vnlly being har- 
Teted firfr, next th .t in the llcle vallics, and 
laft of ail, that on the hilh, which yield 
grain at an uncommon height. The low 
lands excel the nppei in winter produffs, 
and tbefe again the former in iummer fruits. 
Exciufive of the heft kinds of grain, Turh as 
wheat, barlev, and rye, elds country abounds 
oilb in good wine, p.u'ticularly in a one mul- 
cadei, wiiii plenty of apples, pear?; plums, 
cherriesj chelVnuts, mniherrics, imaii-nuts, 
miiTGn, f.:c. and about Sion grov'/ ado al- 
inonds,- fl'es, porngranates, and odier of the 
more delxatc fruits. Both hills and valiies 
breed great iiii*':ibc:rs of cattle, and - pa fiord ■ 
plenty of deer, Imres, and (jtb.er game. The' 
mountains are lunpoied to contain lead, cop- 
per, and fd.'.xr iviincs *, but the produce 
wouii net ardAver the cxpence or workuVg 
them, idere is kkcwile nir-cnai, . Tite Va- 
lais h noted For two hor. baths of celebrated, 
virtue, as nameiy thofe of Brug, or Glriife, 
and Leuck, tlie ia!teT of which is commonly 
known by the appellation of the Vab's barb. 
Beildes tiiefe it has fcveral other mineral 
Avaters. It is rcxkoned an uncommon thing 
to meet with a Vale fan, wlio is without a 
large v/en. They are in general below the 
middle lize, and moft of them are carried od' 
by an aithina. The caufe of thefe erils, is 
thought to be the cluyifli fandy water, In 
■'the upper .ty things, the prevailing language 
is the German, but the inhabitants of Sion, 
in the Upper Valais, wir.h all in the Lower 
fpeak a corrupt French; though in bocit 
parts, cfpcciaUy in tlie chief burgh, they 
apply themfelves to the German, French, 
Italian, and Larin ; being ail indifpenfably 
neceirary to them in their intevcr.mfe with 
the cantons of Bern, and Uri, Savoy, Pied- 
nionr, and the Milanefc; therefore a Granger 
cannot but be furprifed at the fluency with 
which the meaneft people here fpeak thofe 
four tongues. The religion is the Roman 
Catholic. The sneient inhabitants of this 
country were the Lepontii, Viberi, with the 
Sedunij’and ^ragri, who fold their liberty 
deaf to ^Sergius Galbn,' general of Julius 
Ciefar. in the middle ages it came to be 
called /WryM, and in lo^a, urn’er the esm- 
peror Conrad il, devolved to the German 
empire, as a part of the fecond Burgi-ndian 
kingdom. In the year 1055, thar"^ prince 
made over the Lower Valais, to the counts 
of Savoy. The inhabitants of the Upper 
Valais, refoiiirciy maintained their liberties, 
as well againil the dukes of Zaringen, vcho 
in the year 1157, were by Frederick I ap- 
pointird guardians of the biflsopric of Sion as 
agamil the biihops of that fee, who affumed 
ttae title of counts of the Valais, and after 
that drove out the families of the Barons 
Tour and Raren, who had ufurped a dan* 
gerpus authority among them. In' 1475, 
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e bifliop of Geneva, fell on the Upper 
Valais with a body of iS,ooo men, confiding 
of Lower Valelixas and Savoyard*';; but r.hc 
Upper vVIcfRns. being ahife 1 w.m jo 
troops by Bern, Friburg, and So’orbnrri tr.eir 
allies; defeated ihc uifhop, and even made a 
conq'tek'of the Lower '.Valais, which ever, 
fr.ce that time itas b.-en rubj-.Ct m tbens.

There arc 
many gold mines here; and the Spaniards 
have ereded feverril ftrong forts, and Icfltr 
batteries to defend its entrance, as it is fup- 
pofed to be the key of the South Seas. It is 
cnclofed with walls, built of earth, and de- 
fended by twelve pieces of cannon, which 
are lixteen pounden. To the entrance of 
the harbiiur, there are at Icaft ico pi ccs (d 
CJiunon on each fide. Tile whites of Peru 
and Chili, brninied for thtdr cilines are Lnt 
hither to fupport it. The Dutch made 
themfelves mailers of it, in 1643 ; but were 
obliged to aband* n itfeiving all their cannem, 
thirty or forty pieces, baggage, and ftorcs ; 
«n advice that fuccours were arriving to 
pppoib them from Peru. Tiic viceroy fends 
30,000 crowns a year, to lupport tiic gar- 
rifon. Valdivia has a military governor, 
iiomiinicd by the king. Plere is alio a good 
body of trtjop-s both for garrifonirig the 
place, and the forts built to defend rhe en- 
trance of the river and harbours in it. This 
govern menr has undergone fome viciliitudes 
.in point cf fubordir.ation, being femetirnes 
independent of the prefidenrs of Chili, and 
immediately f>ibie£l to the viceroy of Lima ; 
and at other times a, part of the former, Ac 
lall, on weighing the difHculties for provid- 
ing for any fudden exigence, or having a 
watchful eye over its necelfary concerns at 
lo great a di fiance as Lima, it\vas annexed 
to the iurifdi< 5 i:ion of the prelidenc of Chili, 
as being nearer at hand to fee that the forces 
are ahvry-? on a good footing, and conftantly 
304 proper pofturc of defence. . Valdivia re- 
ceives from the treafcry,. of Lima, ah annual 
Supply of 70,000 4 yliar§j 30,090 H fpecif, 
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die x^alue of 30,000 in clothes^ for tha fol- 
diers, and io,gqo in fpocie, which is paid to 
the king’.<^ nfacers at Santiago, in order to 
purchafe iloU'', charqui, erafTa, ar-d other 
neceffaries for the garriijn n.t V-iildjy-ia, 
Thefe remittances are C!.a'';vvdi i'l ihips, 
which fail from Valpar.iilo *, liaty leagues S, 
Conception.

Falencia^ a province of Spain, boundedi on 
the north by Aragon and Cataionia, on the 
call and fouth-caft by the Mediterranean, 0!i 
the fouch-wefi by Murcia, and on the welt 
by New Caiiiic, sboiu izo mi'es in length 
from north rofoum ; the breadth is unequai, 
from twenty to forty-rive, Valencia is, in 
proportion to its extent, ore of the bell 
peopled provinces of Spain : it contains feven 
principaj cities, fixty-four great towns, up- 
wards eg ioco viiiages, and about Sco.ooo ia- 
hubicants 5 it iias four fcaporrs, the mo, (I con- 
fideiable of which Is that of Alicant \ the 
ibii is exnvmely fertile akhough divided by 
mountains. 'Fhefe contain mines of Sino- 
pica or Idocci- frone, iron, and allum. There 
are al(b foimd quarries of n'larbie, jafper, 
phfter, Japis^caiaminaris, and porters clay, 
of which dilferent kinds of earthen vcjflels 
are made, d'his province annually produces 
nearly 1,000,000 weight of fiik 5 ioo,oco 
arrobas of hemp, 130,000 arrobas of oil, 
and 3,000,000 cantaros of wine; fo thot 
its active cununerce with .France, England, 
and Holkiiid, is cunriderable : it is caiculaicd 
at io,ooo,coa of piakres per annum, which 
remake about 40,000,000 of French livres ; 
above 6co,cool. fleriing. This eftirnate, 
however, appears to be rather exaggerated. 
Valencia is watered by thirtv-rive rivers, 
all of which run toward the eait. It was 
formerly inhabited by die Cekiberians, tiie 
Tufdetani, the Lufcni, &c- See. Valencia 
was crevTed into a kingdom, in the year 78 S, 
by Abdalla, governor of Valencia, who re- 
voked from the king of Cordova, bat was 
hc’wever obliged to pay an annual tribute of 
i7,coc maravtdis. T'his kingdom contijaued 
tiii the thifteeiuh century, when the laft 
king Zahen, was diljpoilefred of his capital, 
and compelled 10 leave his dominions with ' 
50,000 .rvlnors. 

Fal^nua^ a ciry of Spain, and capital of 
the province fo called, its ancient name is 
unknown ; but it is laid to have been taken 
and fortiiicd Dy Scipio, deftroyed by Pompey, 
and rebuilt by Sertorius.

'privikij^es. It was aftevwsrdf feyeral times 
taken and retak'eiij'hy the duke of Asba and 
the Sta^es-GeneraL In the year 1656, it 
was beiicged by the French, under the 
command of marllials Turenne and ia Ferte, 
but they were ccmpellcd to railc the fiejrc 
after the Inis of 4000 men killed and wound- 
ed, in levtral s^iTaults. 3 n the year 1677, it 
WHS befieged by Louis XIV, in perfonj and 
after feventcen days, taken by aiTault. It 
remained to France by the peace of Nim- 
rnegen, which happened ia the following 
year, v-hcr. a nev/ and handfome citadel 
%v:is huilr, at the expence of the citizens, and 
other fcjrrh’ications added. In the year ?793, 
Va'cr.cienrm;: was inveded by the allies, 
under t;ic conduct of die duke of York, and 
the governor Ferrcnd, iummoned 'to fur- 
reiulJf, v.hkh be rtUiftd. During ihe be- 
ginnii'goF June, 3 very brific lire was kept 
up from the fortrefsj and on the 5th the

TliC Fngliih and Aullrians i,m- 
incdia'ely tml racccl fhe opportunity to throw 
themfeivu into the covered way^ of which 
they made 'thcmfelm mafers. The die 
.Wai now ca0, and, on die.26*h, the duke of 
‘York ‘ayrdn iummoncd’tht, place, 'wideh fur- 
rtiwbvrvd r?n rapitukt’or fhc fbrceeding day : 
the duke of loik twkin§~.p^.ielk® of'jt'in 
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behalf of the emperor of Germany. The 
following year, however, in confequence of 
the fuccdTcs of the French arms, Valen- 
ciennes furrendered to the republicans, on 
capitulation, on the 26th of Auguif. The 
garrifon were made prifoners of war, but 
to be conducSted to tb.e firil poh of the Im- 
perial and Dutch armies, on condition that 
they wcr«^ not to ferve agamft the republic;, 
till regaiarly exchanged. Conudcrablc 
ftores of every kind, with cco pieces of can- 
non, 1,000,000 pounds of gunpowder, and 
3,000,000 of durins in fpecie, and 6,000,000 
and a halfofliv res, were found in Valenciennes; 
loco head of horned cattle, and great: quan- 
titles of oats and other corn were alto in- 
cluded within the fortrefs. So carncT in- 
deed had the emperor been to retain this 
important place, that he is Lid to have ex- 
pended 3,000,000! . in repairing and improv- 
ing the fortifications. What as rnoft to be 
lamcniecl is, that upwards of looo unhappy 
emigrants were furrendered on this occafion, 
to the vengeance of their enraged country- 
men.

The 
only inhabitants at that time v/ere the few 
fer'5/ants left by their refpedtive mafters for 
taking care of the warehoufes, and manage 
ing nheir mercantile affair^. But in procels 
of time^ the merchants themfeives, together 
with fevcral other families, removed from 
St. Jsgo, in order to be more conveniently 
iltuated for trade ; ilnce which it has 
gradually increafed, fo that at prefent it is 
both large and popgjous ; and would be ftili 
larger, %vere it not for its inconvenient fnu-* 
atiou, {landing fo near the foot of a moun- 
tain, that a great part of the houfes are 
built on its acclivity, or in its breaches:. 
Yalparaifo, befides its parilh church, has a 
convent of Franciicans, and another of Ali- 
gn ftines 5 but very few religious, aiKl the 
churches belonging to then-fMall and mean, 
.ft is inhabited by families of Spaniards, and 
caftc both of Muiattoesj and Meftiaos. Here 
is a military governor nominattd by the 
king, who having the command of the gar- 
rifons in the feyeral ports, of the militia 
of the place and its dependencies, is to take 
care that they are properly difciplinech The 
proximity of tins port to St. Jago, has drawn 
Iiitber all the commerce formerly carried on 
at that city. To this it owes its foundation, 
increafe, and prefent profperity. All the 
Callao iliips, which carry on the commerce 
between the two kingdoms, come hither. In 
this port they take in ivheat, tallow. Cor- 
dovan-leather, cordage, and dried fruits, and 
with thefe return to Callao ; and a lirip has 
been known to make three voyages in one 
fummer, between November and June, Val- 
paraifo is abundantly fupplied witlt pro- 
vifions from St. Jago, and other places in its 
neighbourhood. Among the fevcral kinds 
of g:4me, there is here fuch a plenty of 
partridges in their ieafon, which begins at 
/March and lafts feveral fucceeding months, 
that the muleteers knock them down with 
fticks, without going cut of the road', and 
bring great numbers of them to Valparaifo. 
But few of theie or any other birds are feen 
near the town. It isghe fame with regard 
to hill, very little being to be caught either 
in the harbour or along the coaft, in com- 
parifon of what may be taken in the other 
parts. The harbour is every where free 
from rocks and (hoais, except to the north- 
eaft of the Breach de los Angelos, where, 
about a cable’s length or two from the land, 
is a rock, which mult be the more carefully 
avoided, as it never appears above water, 
but fometimes has not a depth fufEcieut for 
a fiup of any burden to pafs over it: 225 
miles N, Conception, and feventy-five NW.

than a mile, exhikt a delightful Vi-.riegv 
of corn-iiclds, meadows, vineyards, ami 
orchards of chethiuts, and other fjuit;'. The 
vineyards on the motinraiiis towards the nurt!’. 
produce the heft wine in tlic whole coi:ntr}% 
and above ihenr are corn-fidds, nieaclow.s^ 
and paft ore- lands. The hills on the Ibnth 
fule are covered wkh fine woods of che Hunts* 
fields, meadows, and uch pr-iftores, in which 
graze numerous herds of cattle. Tins 
country abounds allb in exedient xci\ wire* 
of a moft delicious llavoar, and of fo gooil a 
body, that' it will ‘keep for a whole century,

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totally djfappears. Great qiiatititks 
of thia wine arc exported- The apples aird 
pears in inoit places are not much eficcnied ;

cxquifiie. Here are likewife plenty or 
lenions, citrons, almonds, poinegrr nates, 
chtftnuts, and oi her delicious fruits. Its h-il 
alio would produce all kinds of grain and 
puife *, but the levels being inrerfperfed with 
i warn py places, which have hitherto remain- 
ed withour culture, and the wine-triide 
chiefly cngrolTing the arrention^-.f the in- 
habicauts, it dots not yield a iuthciency for 
the inhabitant? without importation. Some 
parrs grow hemp, and in the levels, particu- 
larly on tile higher grounds and liie moon- 
tains, are fine palhircs. Bees and filk-wornis 
sre bred here in vafl numbers. The AcKla 
vields pleny of fiih, and is noted for us 
trout, which often weigh from hfty to hxty 
pounds. The whole of their mine-work,? 
here con flit in a iw iron foundene^. I'his 
country is without ib much as one city, but 
has fume coiifiderable towns, with many 
thriving villages. Its language is a corrupt 
kind of Italian. The Roman Catholic is 
the only religion. Their clergy are under 
the junfdiddori of the bilhop of Corao. 
Tne whole country is divided into three 
dutricts, cr terzeros, called Sop-a, 
and So^io, or and Loper,^ 

Tirano is the capital of the firft, Sondrio of 
the fecond, and Murbegno of the kill. The 
Valteline, togethef with the counties of 
Chiavenna and Boi-niio (which had long 
been the tonitiur fource r-f holiility betwctui 
the bhhops of Como rind Coire) came, in the 
year 135^, under the dominions t)f A?.io 
Vifeond, fovcreigii of Milan, who quioily 
tranU^-itted them to his fuccelTbis. Upon 
the tk'ath of John Viftouti, one of Azzo’s 
fncceifur?, his territories were divided be- 
tween hif; nephews Galeazzo and Barnabas. 
Upon the demife of Gaiea;.zo, his Ton, John 
Galeazzo, fecured the perfon of his uncle 
Barnabas, and having confined him in the 
caf'le tjf Trevio until his death, which hap- 
pened in 139 5, annexed his dominions' tu his 
own, and became by this union the greateft 
and moil powerful prince in jtaly. Maftin'o, 
jfbn of Barnabas, took dielier, upon his fatiicr’s- 
imprifonment, with Hartman, hiihop of 
Coire, and died in exile, without recove;itig 
any jharc of his inheritance. Previous to 
bis death, he formally ceded all his right and 
tirie over the Vakeline, Chiaverina, and 
Barmio, to the bifhop of Coire, as -a mark of 
gratitude for his protection, To this 
ceiipnv at that time of no avail, the Gritons 
ewibthe poffeirion of thefe provinces. The 
claim lay dormant for above half a centuiy, 
tiiflidl fome difcontenis ariling the 
lind, m i48f, the Grifons made an 'irruj^lion 
into that'coiiotry, 1 $. 
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rights ; blit their arms not bein^ at that tirre 
setended with fuccefs, they purchafed a peace 
by reiiDiincingaii pretenfions to the Valteline. 
Tiicy renewed, however, their claim iir 
1512, when Ludvwico, railed ibf: Moor, duke 
of IMilun, was t<.ken pnlbner ty Louis XII^ 
and the vs hole hlikuVde, Cfuupnruig^ die 
Valteline, occupied by that monarch. Upon 
this revolution, the Grifons, in conjunction 
with the biihop of Coire, entered the Val- 
teline, and having expelled the French 
troops, rook puiieluon of the country"; they 
were received v^itii ioy by the in’iahitantsj^ 
who did homage to their new fove.cipns, and' 
in return obtained from them the confirma- 
tion of all their privileges. A conipromife 
was immediately entered into between the 
bifhop of Coire and the three leagues, to 
iliarc between them the fovereignty of this 
country. In the toiicwirg year, Maxiniil- 
lian Sforzn, raii’cc' ro the ducal tiirone of 
Milan upon the '..xpulficai of the French, 
ceded, in pei jetuiry, the pofTefiion of the 
Valteline, Chia\enna, and Bormio, to the 
biihop of Coire, and the Grifons; and this' 
ceifion was r;.*tdied by Frarxcis I, in the 
treaty of peace which he concluded with the 
Swifs and their allies, the Grifons, in 1516^ 
when he obiaintd poffTiion of the Milanefec 
in 1 330, toe republic of the Grifons acquired 
the whole deminion of ' the Valteline, to the 
exciufion of hie btinop of Coire, under pre- 
tence that the latter had not furniflicd his 
quota of men and money in the 'war with' 
James of Medici, in defence of thefe ceded 
countries : accerdingiy, they compelled the 
biihcp to fell his lhare of the fovereignty' 
over the Valteline, Chiavenna, and Bonn ioj 
for a yearly income of 575 fiorms, to be paid 
to the biiliop and his luccefil'-rs out of the 
cuhems of Chiavenna. From that period 
thefe provinces were poffeffed by the Grifons 
withour rnoiellation, until tiis rival interefts 
of Francs and Spain, the intrigues of the 
pope, religious enthufiedm, the ztal of party, 
and the exaefions of the Grifon gover!K'n-s, 
IdndUd' an infurreclicn, wiiich cummenced 
until a mafiarre of the Proteftanti-, and raged 
for a feric? of Vears with the molt favage and 
unremitting, fury.

but foon perceiving all refiftance to be fruit- 
iefs, and expedling no quarter, they calmly 
affembled, received the facramenr, and then 
deftroyed themfelves, by blowing up the 
citadel ; 36 miles, NE.

Pcier Gradonigo, in the year iz^O, or- 
dained that the nobility alone iliould be ca- 
pable of fitting in the grand counciL Thus 
the government became arhlocratical. In 
the fourteenth century, the A^enetians ex- 
tended their poffeffions in Lombardy *, and, 
in 1473, the laftking of Cyprus appointed 
the ilate of Venice his heir. Towards 
the end of the fifteenth century, the Ve- 
rdian commerce, and, confccjucntiy, pow- 
er, began to decline, when the Portuguefe 
difeovered a route by Tea to the Eail- 
Indies, which opened the trade to all na- 
tions. In the fixteenth century, the pope, 
the emperor, France and Spain, joining in 
a league againft them, they were dilpof- 
lefied of all rheir tovyns and places in the 
kingdom of Naples, the ecclefiailical flare, 
aujd, the Milanefe. They received another 
Severe blow from the Turks, whd drove 
them^out of the kingdom of Cyprus. In 
the feventeenth century,, a iharp conteil 
arofe between the Hate, ‘"the clergy and the 
pope, in which, however, they had the ad- 
iramage. They were alio long engaged in 
troubk-fome wars with the Turks, lohng 
Candia, and gaining part of Dalmatia and 
all Morea ; but even the greater part of 
thefi* have been loll in the wars of the 
prclent century. Thus has the republic of 
Venice continued now upwards of 1,300 
years, amidft many foreign wars and in- 
ttTdne commotions. Its grandeur was 
cbiefiy owing to trade and liberty ; and 
fmee the decline of the former, its flrength, 
of ronrequence, muil have fuffered a con- 
^derstblc diminution. The power is lodged 
hi the hands of the nobility, who are iaid 
t'f be near 2, coo, including thofe whom 
public en.ployrnents in the provinces oblige 
to refideout of Venice, On the birth of 
a nobleman’s fon, Ins name is entered in the 
golden book, ntherwiie he forfeits his no- 
bility. Every noble is, indeed, a member 
the fenatc.; and, on this accountj it is a 
received maxim, tbu they all are equal in 
dignity- But the diCerence, notwithfland-

Many 
of this degree arc now extindt, and the 
principal among the furviving, are the Tre* 
vifani, Vandramini, Renieri, Giufti and 
Palqualighh The third and laft clafs is 
compofed of the Cittadini, or citizens, whofe 
nobility was purchafed for 100, coo Ve- 
netian ^ ducats, a refource of the republic 
for railing money in necellkous times. 
Crowned heads, German and other princes, 
have not thought it any degradation to l>e 
made nobles of Venice. The habit of the 
nobility, whilft at Venice, is a black furred 
gown reaching to their heels, with a belt 
about three inches broad, and plated with 
filver. Inilead of hats they have long caps. 
The head of the republic is the doge, or 
duke, who, on the deraife of the former, 
is cholen in the following manner : all the 
nobili above thirty years of age meet in the 
palace of St. Mark, where an equal nurn- 
bvr of bjjlls CO thofe prefent are put into an 
urn. Thirty of thefe are gilded, and the 
others filvered tjver. Every noble, in his 
turn, takes out a hall ; and they who hj.ve ■ 
drawn the thirty gilt balls, retire into a 
chamber to continue the elefcbion. But 
that there may be but one perfon of a fa- 
mily among the €let 5 lors, the relations of 
him who draws a golden ball immediately 
withdraw from the council | and the fame 
* ■-nlimbef' 
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number of white balls are taken out of the 
urn. The thirty eieftors again draw frem 
another urn, in which are rwcaty-onc hi- 
veredj and nine gilded balls : they who 
draw the gilded, choofe forty other electors 
of quite diifercnt families, though they may 
nominate themfcives *, and every one of 
the four firft has a right of nominating 
live ; but the five others can name only 
four each. Thefe debtors are again, by 
lots, reduced to twelve, who name twenry- 
five ; the firil nominating rhree;^ and each 
of the other, two. Thefe twenty-five draw 
lots a fecond time to be reduced to nine 5 
and of thefe nine each choofes five others, 
and, from the total forty-five, eleven ■ arc 
feparated again by let, ’who chooi'e forty- 
one others ; the eight firif nominating four, 
and the three laf only three. Thefe 
forty-one are, according to the form iu all 
preceding eledtions, cv-n firmed by the grand 
council ; and, being ihut up in a chamber 
of the ducal palace, there remain rill they 
have choien a new doge. To the due and 
legal election of a doge, it is required that 
cut of the forty-one he iliould have twenty- 
feve votes. His clecdon is foUowe-:! bv 
a kind of coronation ; the ducal cap, tne 
forepart of which projech, as a mark of 
the unlimited power oY the republic, be- 
ing placed with^Tear ceremony cn his head. 
This is performed at his public entrance 
into. St, Mark's church, ivhcre he is re- 
ceived, by the iiluflrious Signoria, on the 
great fleps, called Lafcala dl- Giganti, and

doge has been very juuly defined to be, in 
habit and ftate, a king; in authority a 
cqunrellor ; in the city,' a prifoner ; and*oi;r 
of it, a private perfon. He is not'io much 
as^ro ftir from the city wichout the coun- 
cil’s penmiHon. Ac p\-eient his privileges 
confiil; in the fujiowing principal particji- 
lat's ;■ That the coin be ftampei with his 
name, but not bis image.

Fhginia, one of the United States of 
America, bounded on the north by Ptiiniyl- 
vania and Mary land, on the cafe by Maryland, 
the Chefapeak, and the Atlantic Ocean, 
on the fouth by North Carolina, on the 
vvefl by ICentucky, and on the north* veil 
by the river Ohio, which feparates it from 
the Indians; about 300 niife-s from cafe to 
wefe, and 280 from north to font h ; fcvc« 
rai ridges of mountains crofs this country 
from north te fouth, a little inclining wefe* 
orly as they advance towards the fouth ; 
they extend from the Hate of New York 
as far as Georgia, under diffetcnc names ; 
inVirginia, they are called the Blue Moun- 
tains, North Mountains,. AVarmfpring or 
Jackfon's Mountains, Allegany Mountains, 
and Laurel Mountains ; the mofe eafterly 
at Icafe one hundred miles from the Ac« 
lantic ; the foil of the land, free from the 
mountains, is in general tolerably good, 
and capable of bearing the difeerent kinds 
of corn and piilfe, cotton, flax, and hemp ; 
and in the marfliy land rice b'-^is been lately 
cultivated. Before the revoiuikm, the chief 
Qbje« 5 t was tobacco, but fence that time cora 
has mure engaged the attention of the Yir* 
ginia farmers. In the fouth -weft parts of 
the ftate, near tiie Kanhaway rivers, arc 
mines of lead,: mines of copper alfo have 
been found, and mines of inn:: ; and in fc* 
■veml places, coals* Marble is found in.oon- 
fiderable .qiuintitie'^, and lime.'.one ; and 
many medicinal fprings have bten difeo- 
- vered in diftbrent parts. - The principa.!' rl- " ' . 
■vers are James River, V-.’rk, Putomack^ 
■Roanoke, and Kanhawsy Great ^nd Lit* 
tie. Virginia is divided into cighty-two 
couirie:-:. There arc but few ■ towns of 
confcquence in' the feate, tlie principal arc 
Wiiliamfeiurgh, Norfolk, Alexandria, and 
Riciimond. The number of inhabitants, in 
the year 1790, amounted to 747,620. Bj 
the declaration of rights, in May 1776, * 
free toleration of religious wor&ip is al*. 
lowed to all: the principal denommations 
■of Chriftians are epifeopaiians who arc the 
mofe ancient fettlcrs, prefbyterians, me- 
thodifes, 'and baptifes. Before the war with 
England, the Virgimans imported almofe 
the ivhoie of their clothing, of which they 
now manufa8:ure three -fourths ; the ma- 
nufa^ufe ..qf iron, and lead are both very 
-cc>n,feddmbie,butagrkukurcfcems to be the 
principal employment. In the year 13861 
|i2r-W^i^.;-&aleigb procured ieyera! mer» . 
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Slid gentlemen to advnnct* l^rge ium» 
iol', money rewards carrying on the dehgn 
he bad formed, of makirnglariher difeove- 
lies in the Weit Indies: aneb m the year 
foUowing, he obtained lettem-patent from 
the queen, to poirels, plant, and enjoy 
for himfelf and fiicb peribns as he lliouid 
nominate, thesniblves, and their' fucceifors, 
all fuch lands, territories, (kc. as ^^tbey 
ibould difeover not in thd poiTeiTion of any 
Chridian nation. In April following, the 
merchants and gentlemen, by Sir Waiter s 
diredlions, fitted out two imall yeifels, under 
the command of captain Philip Aimdas, 
and captain Artliur Bailow, two ot Sir 
Walrei's fervants, who knowing no better 
courfe, !kiled away lo the Canaries ; froin 
thence to the Caribbee Iflands, and erod- 
ing the Gulf of iSdexico made the coaft 
of Fkii ia. They were fo ignorant of na- 
Tigation, that, by the computafion of able 
i’eamen, t’.iey went above a tnoufand leagues 
©ut of rh :ir way. Their voyage, however, 
was prr fperons, and they anchored in an 
inlet by the Roanoke. They landed upon 
certain iilands on the coad, between Cape 
Pear and the Bay of Chefapeak. 1 hey law 
* Bone of the natives till the third day tifter 

their landingi, when they efpied three in a 

canoe. One of them went alhorc, and wait- 
ed without any fi^ns of fear till the Eng- 
llih rode to him. He fpoke much to them in 
hb own language, and then v;ent boldly 
fboard their vedeis.They gave him a Hurt, a 
iiatjwine and meatjwitli whicii be was iiiucn 
pleafed. Having attentively viewed every 
thing, be went away; and within half an 
houT, he had loaded ids. canoe with fiih, 

which he brought and divided between the 
;fiiipand the bark. The next day feyend . 
canoes came, and in one of them the Iiingh; 
brother. His name was _G ran ga name o ; 

* the king was called \Vmgina, and the 
country Wingandacua. T he king hiinielf, 
at that time/'iay at his chief town ill of the 
wounds %vhich he had lately received in a 
battle. Grariganameo, leaving his canoes' 
jLt feme diftance, went to the point of land 
where the Englifh had gene to the Irulian 
the day before*. Having fpread a mar, he 
fat down upon it; and when the hngliOi 
came to him well armed, he ilicwcd no tear, 
but made dgns to them to lit down, ifrcakr 
ing his own head andbrcah,and then their s, 
to his iove.^ The natives were a 

proper well-proportioned people, very civil 
in their behaviour. *and highly refpedlfui 
' <0 Gttoganameo ; for none ,of them ’ fat 
fpoke a wordTn 'Mr'prfCpce, 
except four^ on whom 

prefents. But ' 0rangawmco 
itledk them all frorq them, and made fens 
fehtt every thing Wopged to 
fbtiie fmail hht 
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turning in two days, he ate and drank 
very tnernly with them. Not long afrerj 
he brought "his wife; and children on board. 
After this, there cair.e down from all pans 
great numbers cF people, with leather, 
coral, and divers kind of dyes. Bat when 
Granganameo was prefent, none cfuril'. trade 
but hTmfolf, and thofe who wore red cop- 
per on their heads, as he did. He would 
have given a bag of p;earis for a fuit of ar- 
mour ; but the Eng'iih refilled, as Bot 
regarding them, thaf they might thereby 
the better learn where they grew. He 
was verv jivu to his prcmlfe, for they often 
trufted iiiin, and he never failed to come 
within his day to the place which he pro- 
mifed. He commonly fent the EngiUIi 
every day a brace cf bucks, rabbus, hares, 
and lilh • and Fornetimes melons, walnuts, 
cucumbers, peas, and divers kinds ot roots. 
And the Engl'ub, to try the Ft re ngth and 
goodnefs of the foil, "put fonie, of their peaa 
into the ground-, which grew wonderfully, 
and were found, in ten days’ 'time, h^utteen 
inches high. They returned to Eiiglayid 
abeiit the" middle of September, carrying 
with them two of the natives, Mantco arid 
WancheFc ; and their difeovery was i<> 
welcome there, that the quec-n herfeif 
named the country Virginia. The advan- 
tageous accounts which thefe . firft ad- , 
ventures gave of the fertility, picafantnefs, 
and vvliolcfomnefs of the country, induced 
Sir Richard Grenvll himfelf to make a 
voyage thither the next year : and he ac- 
cordinglyfet out from Plymouth, the 9th 
of April, with feven hnps. Ha’ting made 
the ufuai circuit of the Canaries and Weft 
Indies, where they took two rick. Spanilh , 
prizes, and forced a profitable tr;. de, theqr 
Fell in v/ith the continent of ilmerica, near 
Cape Fear, and were in great dftfeer of 
being loft upon it. But having tsppily 
dcaped, they came to an anchor- off the 
ihand of Wococon, the 26th of May. They 
immediately fent to the iile of Roanoke to 
Wingina the king : and Mr. A.rundel went 
to tliC main, wit.!i Mantco, who proved, 
throughout their whole ifay, very faithiul 
and uFcful to them. Soon after, the gene- 
raf, Sir Richard Grenvil, went himiclf to 
the main, with a fclcdt body of men, and 
ranging about, difeovered feveral Indian 
towns. At one of them the indisns ftole a 
fiivcrciip, for %vhich they burnt their town, 
and deftroyed their corn, and To returned 
to their Ihipo at Wococon. At Hatteras, 
whither they went foon after, Granga- 
Bameo, the kingks brother, came aboard 
the' admiral, with Manteo. This is 'the kR 
vifn he' made to 'the Engiiit, for fomdtiine 
'this yea'r. he died, aridih hith theydolf h hn- 
cere and hearty, friehd. y Sir 
GrekTll'feYib"g fetftex** 
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cnrfion on the continentj returned to Eng- 
land ; but he left behind hiiu icS perfons^ as 
a colony, to keep ponellion cf, and inhabit 
the country. Of theic he conftituted Mr. 
tLalph Lane governor, a military man of 
note, who was aiterwards knighted, and 
applying himfelf to the fea-fervice, was of 
tniiilenr command In the Engliih navy. 
With them renr-iined captain Philip Ami- 
das as admiral one of the commanders-in- 
chict in the hrft adventure, Mr. 1 homas 
Earriot, captain Staiford, Mr. Kendal, with 
feveral others of name in the expedition. 
This culonv chofe Roanoke, an iiknd atthe^ 
month of Albemarle Sound, for the place of 
their habitation, and their chief empioy- 
rs'ient was to reconnoitre mul view the 
country. T heir farchelt difeovery to ti>e 
louthward, was Secotan, an Indian town, 
by their reckoning, edghty leagues fr-m 
IRoanoke, lying up between the rivers 
Pampticoe and’ Neus, in Korrh Cai\/iinu. 
Difputes with the Indians and other cir- 
cumftances intiuced Mr. Lane and the reft 
to return to England, in the year i 5S6. Sir 
Walter Raleigh was not idle at home : he 
provided a Ihip of loc tons, and loaded her 
with plenty of all -things necetlury fer the 
fetclcmcnt ; but it being Eafter before fee 
departed, Mr. Lane and his company hud 
iliipped themfclvcs for England in Sir 
Francis Drake’s Beet, a few days before her 
arrival. Having, therefore, fpent feme 
lime in feeking them up the country with- 
out eftebt, they returned that fummer to 
England, with all their provlBon. About 
a fortnight after the departure of this Blip, 
Sir Richard Grenvil arrived with three 
Blips more, well provided ; but he neither 
found that flip according to his cJipctffation 
nor could hear any news of the colony 
v\hirii I'C, hiiriftlf, hod left there the year 
befcjc. Therefore, after travelling in vain 
up and down to Kek them, iinding their 
h.folntion abande.ncd, and being unvvilling 
to lole the poOeliion of the country, he 
liiided Bfiy men on the iBand of Roamke, 
l-lniifully furniBscd w'ith all proviftims for 
tvb yebOiS, rnd fo returned to England. 
*'! he next year three Blips' vrere l^civr, under 
the command of Mr. John IV'hlte, who was 
appointed governor of the colony, with 
twelve alliftants, as a coimcil. To thefe 
Sir W alter R-alcigh gave a charter, and in- 
corporated them by the name ox the gover- 
nor and affiftants of the' city of Rakigh, in 
Virginia, with exprefs tUredlions to fettle 
at Chei'apeake ; which, however ufeful 
and important, they, nevcrthelcr*^, difobey- 
jed and negle< 5 >e<k Having taking the old 
rotire by the Weft Indies, they had like to 
have been caft away upon Cape Fear, 
through the error or defign of Simon Fcr- 
dinando^ He had been with the captain

Amidas In the Brft expedition 5 and beiiJg 
made pilot in this, was fufpe^P-ed T a de- 
fign to ruin the. whole voyage ;> boc being 
prevented by the vigilance of Ca[. taii: Staf- 
ford, they aiTived ail lb fe at Herreras the 
2 2 d of ' July# Soon . after, the re ?. rofe a 
difpute between the governor end his alfift- 
ants, or eouncil, concerning a perfon to be 
fent to England to folicit fupplies : all re- 
fufed, .except, one, who was thought. very 
unequal to the bufinefs ; at laft they unani- 
moully pitched upon the governor, as the 
fitteft perfon 5 and having figned a paper, 
teftifying his unwillingnek to leave the 
colony, they at length prevailed upon him^ 
with miick importunity, to undertake ir. 
Leaving, therefore, above a hundred per- 
fons on one of the iftands of idattcras, to 
form a plantation, he departed, and after* 
many croTcs and difnculties, got firft to 
Ireland, and from thence went tu England. 
At this lime the luition was in great coni- 
raotion, and apprehenfion of the Spanifk 
invafion ; however, having laid a plan of 
operations, and made proper difpofitions 
for the defence of the nation, Sir Walter 
found Icifure to fit out a fmail Beet for the 
relief of the colony, at Biddeford, early the 
next year, which was put under the com- 
mand of Sir Richard Grenvi:, and only 
vvaired for a fair wind ; but the alarm cf 
the vaft and formidable armriment, made 
by the king of Spain, entreating all fuips 
of force, then in any readinefs, receised 
orders from the ftate, to ftay in their har- 
bours, for the defence of their Ovvn coun- 
try ; and Sir Richard Grenvil was perfo- 
nuiiy commanded not to depart out of 
Cornwall ; however governor Wiiite la- 
boured fo ftrenuouBy with them, that he 
Xibtained two fmall barks, and put to .fen 
from Bid deford, the a-sd' of Ajjnl,. ■ 
but thefc vcBbis, though of little force, be- 
ing mere intent on a" gainful voyage, thaa 
the relief of the coloiiy, ran in cluifo of 
prizes ; till at lift, one of them rnectingl 
with two Bilp^ of war, was, after a blood v 
fight, overcome, boarded, and rificd ; iii 
this maimed, raniacked, and ragged condi- 
tion, Ibe returned to England in u month’s 
time ; and in about rb.ree weeks after, the 
other alfo rerurntd, without performing 
her intended voyage, to the diftrefs, and, as 
it proved, the utter deftriidtioii c.f the colony 
in Virginia, and to the great difpkMfurc of 
their patron at home l thefe difappK-infments 
. gave much vexation to Sir Waiter Raleigh, 
who had, by this time, expended, as we are 
authenrically affured, no lefs than forty 
thoufand pounds upon the enterprlic, for 
which, and' other rcafons, Sir Waiter 
-Raleigh- made .an alfignnient to Thomas 
Smiths- with other merchants and adven- 
tsres^ of London,, and to goyeraor Whli«i 



oihcr gentlemen, for continuing the 
plantation of Virginia; but the hew alTig- 
nees were not fo diligent and careful of the 
buhnefs, as they ought to have been ; for it 
v.as a year after before any thing was un- 
dertaken by them for the relief of the co- 
lony: then Mr. Vv''hltc, with three fldps, 
fet I'aii. from Plymouth ; and palling by the 
Weft Indies, they itaid feme time there* to 
perform fome exploits, as they called them , 
which was to attack and plunder the Spa- 
niards, among whom they got a confiderable 
booty. Neither did the colony at all ad- 
vance before the arrival of lord Delaware, 
in the year i6io, from which time it gra- 
dually began to flourdh.

The word Uift is laid to be 
taken from the Scandinavian word 
which fignifies and was given by the 
Danes, when in poflfeiiion of thefe countries, 
on account of its weflcrly fltuation. Along 
the whole of the weft: coaft, and round the 
north end of this iftand (being almoft the 
only parts of it that are cultivated) the 
country is low and level for the moft part 
of a mile and a half from the fhore to tlie 
moor. In this part of the country the foil 
is Tandy, efpeciaily near the fhore, and at 
fome diftance from it, between chat and 
the moor, is a thin black ground, covering 
either a hard gravel, or folid rock, inter- 
fperfed in fome places with flats and mea- 
dows. The reft of the country confifts of 
a barren, fofc, deep moor ground, and 
mountains of no great height, covered with 
heath : the cultivated part of the country 
is extr{jmeiy pleafant and beautiful in 
fummer and autumn, yielding, in fa- 
vourable feafons, the moft luxuriant crops 
of barley, and the ricbeft pafture of white 
and red clover j but though, in the warm 
feafon of the year, no country in the 
highlands can exhibit a more delightful 
profpeft, yet, in the winter and fpring, 
the fccne is totally changed ; the face 
of the country then is quite naked and 
bare, there being no trees nor high grounds 
CO fheker it from the inclemency of the 
weather. The grafs is fo foft and tender, 
that the winter rains and fnow take away 
its fubilanoe ; fo that cattle, during thefe 
feafons, feed partly upon corn and' ftraw, 
and partly upon the fea-weed, thrown, in 
time of bad weather, in great quantities, 
upon the fhore. That part of the coaft 
waOied by the Atlantic is inaccefiibie tovef- 
felsqfany burden ; and even to fmall boats, 
but in very govod weather, on account of 
the rocks, fhoah:, and breakers that fiUTound 
it. In bad weather, when the wi; d blows 
upon this part of the coaft, the Tea fweils to 
a prodigious height, and rolls with inex- 
preftibie violence againft the Ihores, exhi- 
biting a profpea awfully grand beyond 
defeription. ^The coaft on the eaft: fide of 
the^country is bold, except where it is in- 
tiiriedled by inipts of fhe fea, which form 


fafe and commodious harbours. The har- 
bour fartheft: to the northward is called 
Cheefebay. of eafy accefs from the SS, 
where vefftJs may ride with fafety at all 
feafons of the year. South of thia lies the 
harbour of Lochineddie, much frequented 
by Ihips trading fnmi Ireland and the weft 
of England and Scotland to the Baltic. It 
extends five or fix miles into the country, 
and, on account of the great number of 
iflands it contains, is fubdivided into feveral 
h.irbours, which are ail iafe and commo- 
dious. Though there may be about 2000 
cows, yet the number exported yearly, will 
not exceed 300, owing to the numbers that 
die of want and of diftempers to which 
they are here more liable than in any part 
of the highlands. The number of horfes 
may amount, at Icaft, to i6od. There are 
no farms fit for flieep i but every te- 
nant endeavours to rear as many as will 
furnifli him with a little mutton, and wool 
for clothing; they never thrive fo well as 
to enable the tenant to export any. The 
number of fljeep in the whole parifli may 
amount to near 5000, of a very fmall un- 
mixed breed, covered with fine fliort wool, 
of which about fifteen fleeces go to a ftone. 
In no country can the climate be more 
variable than in this. 'The -e are inftances of 
froft:, Inow, fleet, and deluges of rain, in the 
courfe of the fame day ; high gales of wind 
are frequent throughout the year, but par- 
ticularly the vernal and autumnal equi- 
noxes are attended with ftorms that fome- 
times prove fatal in their eftbas upon cat- 
tle and corn. The number of inhabitants 
IS about 2 120; and in the whole illand there 
are fix places of public worfliip.

Indians. Tiie wdiole country is cuinpiifed 
to contain 640 millions of acres, 51 millions 
of which are fuppofed to be covtre<i with 
water: and it nray be jndly obferved that no 
tpiarter of the k\hy>ii R fo well rdf plied with 
rivers, great and fmrdl Iprings and lakes, as 
the American States ; and a cam rn unicat ion 
by water from one extremity to ihe ether is 
more eafy than in Great Britain, hnincc, or 
Spain, and a great mulutude (jf bays, and 
excellent harbours are found un the; craft of 
every maritime ftatc. With little exception, 
thefc States were fettled by colonies from 
Great Britain, and till the year 1776, they 
were ftyled Britifii Colonies, or Britifh ]^ro- 
vinces of America. On the 4th day of J uiy, 
in that year, the people by their reprefen- 
tatives in congrefs aiTembled, made a Ibiemn 
declaration of independence,* and renounced 
all allegiance and fubjed'tion to the king of 
Great Britain- ; at the fame rime alfo, they 
pubiifhed articles of confederation, and per- 
petual union, calling themfelves UniUd 
$iaies of America,

the moft northerly of the ifnaller 
Shetiand ilknjs, about 8 miles long and 4 
broad, in comparifon with the other Sher- 
lanc! iiles, is reckoned level, yet its furfacc 
is diverfihcd by Icveral extenfive and mo- 
derately high hills. The fea-coaft being 
broken and indented by fo many bays and 
creeks, its extent cannot be eafiiy afeertain- 
ed, nor has any accurate meafurement of 
it been yet attempted. Several iftets are 
fcattered here and there around it. All the 
Ihores expofed to the main ocean, but ef- 
pccially the lands, are coufiderably high and 
rocky. The high eft of the heaa -lands 
rifes to the height of iixty or feventy fa- 
thoms. The ftiorcs of the bays and har- 
bours, again, arc low, ihelving, and fandy. 
Unft abounds in iron-ftone, which, how- 
ever, has not yet been applied to any uieful 
purpofe. It affords large veins of jafper; 
foine pieces of which are beautifully varie- 
gated with black and green ftiadcs and 
fpots. Rock cryftal, remarkable for its 
purity and hardnels, has bkewife been found 
here. Through the fparry rocks, cubical 
bits of fulphur, of a bright^ gold colour, 
are often found 5 a ipecies of rough ft one, 
of a long grain, a greyiih colour, in ap- 
pearance Ibrnewhat ftmiiar to decayed wood, 
fit for building, and very fuitable for lin- 
tels, is likewife found. Great plenty of 
white Ipar, or, perhaps* quartz, rounded 
by the a<ftioni of the waves, is thrown up 
on the fea-beach. Some fpecimens of a 
grcyilli flatc have been tried *, bur no quar- 
ries of it are wrought. Lime-ftone abounds 
in the foiuh part of the iftand. Black oats, 
bear, potatoes, cabbages, and various gar- 
den-roots and greens, which grow in great 
perfedlion, arc the moft common vegeta- 
bles in that iftand. Artichokes too, of a 
dciicare tafte, are produced here, with 
Lome fmall fruit, and moft of the garden 
flowers thai grow in the north of Scotland. 
There is little or no fown grafs ; but the 
meadows are rich in red and white clover; 
and^ In the feafohs of vegetation, are ena- 
meUed with a beautiful profuftoa of wild 
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iBowers. The paHure-erounds in the com- 
moiiSj arc generally covered with a fliort, 
tencicr, tiuwering heath. Some curious 
and rare plants have been difcc's^ered in this 
ifland, h\ forae gentlemen IkiHed in bo- 
tany. The ccrnmmi people guthcr icurvy- 
graf--, trefoil, and fome other plants that 
grow in the illand, for their medical qua- 
■ lit es. The roots of the tormentil are uied 
in tanning nicks. The quadrupeds of this 
iiland, uhich, indeed, are common through 
the reft of the ShciLiid Ifks, are black cat- 
tle, horfeSj Ihccp, hfigs, rabbits, dng-. cats, 
feals, and otters. The oxen weigh from 
3CO Id, to 500 ]b. The whole number of 
cows and in the illand is not fewer 
than 2COO 5 of thefe 1 3 50 are milk cows. 
The horfes are well kntnvn for rheir fmall 
fize and hardinefs. They are called Sbffi- 
iins j their number is about ibeo. The 
fheep amount to about 6 boo. Hats, mice, 
frogs, toads, and adders, are unknown. The 
coaft abounds with bill, and iiihing is an 
important branch of bunnefs among the if- 
landers, about eighty tons being taken, cn 
an average, yearly. The manufadture of 
kelp was firft attempted in the year 1780 *, 
but the bays are, in general, too Ihallow, 

' and the fhores too much expofed to alFord 
a large quantity of fta- weeds for the pur- 
pofe.

The name of the Vogtland fignifics the 
country pofieffed by the ancient advocates of 
the empire, who were predeceffors to the 
prefent counts of Reuffen. But the counts 
of Reulfen at prefent enjoy only a part of ir. 
The greateil part of this country belongs to 
the eledforai houfe of Saxony. The marg- 
graves of Brandenburg Culmbacli are pof- 
ielTed of the iordiliip of Hof, and the lord- 
ihip of Ronneburg is veiled in the houfe of 
Saxe Gotha. What the name and dignity 
of a vogt imported in thole ancient %xgts of 
the empire is not yet agreed among the 
learned. One of the moft probable con- 
jectures is, that this dignity of a vogr, was an 
hereditary office belonging to the empire, 
and the vogts themfelves fubordinate ro the 
palatine of the Rhine, as arch-vogt of the 
empire. No lefs uncertaintv is cuncerning 
the epocha of this title, though it appears to 
have been ufed in the eleventh century, the 
ancient Eatutes of the town of Weyda hav 
ing being given to it in 1027, by Henry, 
vogt of Weyda. Towards the middle of 
the fourteenth century, this title was dif- 
continued.

However, the nni- 
verftty was eftablifeed a fecond time at Up- 
fal, in the year 1592; Guftavus I, and GuftL 
vus Adolphus endowed this univerftty with 
fome lands ; it has alfo been enriched by 
confiderable legacies of feveral private per- 
fons, bendes the royal falaries. The ediftce 
called Academia GufianJiana^ which is three 
ftories high, was built by Guftavus Adolphus, 
in the year 1622. It has a round rower, or 
rather cupola, at the top, in which is a curi- 
ous anatomical |:hestre, founded in the fame 
year, by proFeftbr Rudbeck. It has alfo a 
very valuable libraiy, containing neai 
1000 manuferipts, amongft which the moft 
remarkable is the Codex Argenreu?, flip, 
pofed £0 be Uphiia's Gothic tranllariou of 
the four evangelifts; but it ^eems rather to 
be written in the language of the ancient 
Francs. The aftronomical obfervarory 'was 
planned by the celebrared Celfius; and the 
phyftc garden was laid out chiefly by the fa- 
mous Linnaeus. The royal academy of fei- 
ences' was inftituted in tlie year 1728. The 
Swedife geographers place their firft meri- 
dian, from which they compute the longi- 
tude, at Upfai. About the dole of the 
eleventh, or the beginning of the twelfth 
century,, a bi&op’s fee was eftablifeed here, 
which, at the, deftre of Charles VII, was 
made archieplfi^ppai, by pope Alexander, 
III. Stephanusji^vho was confecrated in the 
year 1102, was tlli|ir(t archbifeop of Upfei;

The 
faid duke had by will in, i6a6, confirmed the 
popc'a claims, and already, in effect, made 
over the country. Victoria, daughter of his 
fon Ubaidi, and fpoufe to Ferdinand II, 
great duke of Tufeany, inherited the allo- 
dial eftates : and hence it is that Poggio Im- 
perials, and other places in this country, be- 
long to the duke of Tufeany. In the year 
X764, the pope purchafed the rights claimed 
by the duke of Tufeany.

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that the other four towns have only one 
vote; and fo far is certain, that Utrecht 
can control the fentiments of the reft ; 
but the refolunons taken by it, may not 
be traverfed by the others. This country, 
together with OverylTel, once conftituted the 
temporal dominion of the biihop of Uttecht, 
the firft of whom was WilHbrord, who being 
collated at Rome in the year 696, by pope 
Sergius, founded the church of Wiltcnburg 
or Utrecht : its prelate was eiedted by the 
five chapters of the latter, who were aifo 
not without feme ftiare in the government! 
but Henry of Bavaria, the laft bifhop, who 
held that office jointly with the ecclefiaftical 
jurifdiaion, being a man of a turbulent 
fpirit, drew on him frequent tumults, and 
at length the principal of his fubjedis enrered 
into a fecret league with Charles duke of 
Guelderland, who marched out an armed 
force againft him ; and the latter being un- 
able to withftand the duke, in 15^8, fold hk 
whole diocefe or temporal dominion, together 
with the abfolute fovereignty, thereof, to the 
emperor Charles V, who annexed it as a 
lordftiip to the eftates of the houfe of Auf- 
frria, under which it continued till the reign 
of his fon, phdip.II, when, in 1579, by its 
alliance with the other Netherland provinces, 
who affiertod^lftJlp^^Jlbprty, k became a frfeo’ 
ftate. The'i^lcVmentioned biffiop Henryk 
of B'ayam, fucceffors as bill Op 

of , Utrecht, of ^fc mn 'Frederick' Baron 
Schenk of Tauten®g, was in i ^59. by king 
Philip jl, created arebbiffiop, and the 
biftiops of Leiwarden, Deventer, Groningen, 
Haarlem, and Middleburg made his fuf- 
fragans ; but ftnee the above, all the biOiops 
of Utrecht have forfeited all lhare in the 
temporal government. The college of the 
deputies of this ftate confilb of twelve 
members, each clafs of the ftates fending 
four ; the chamber of accounts is under the 
dirci^ion of four •commiffioners ; and the 
provincial court of juftice is compufed of a 
prefidenr, fix ordinary and three extraordi- 
• nary aftefibrs ; to the aifembly of the States- 
General it fends three deputies, that is to 
lay, one from each clafs of its ftates. The 
Calvinift congregations are divided into 
three ciaftes, namely, into thofeof Utrecht, 
Amersfoort and Rhenen, with Wyk, and 
thenumber of minifters here, is feventy-nine, 
the fynod is held once a year at Utrecht.

and firO: called it Utrecht, from the word, 
Trechi^ which fignlfies paflagc, becaufe 
It vvas the grand patTage over the Rhine, 
before that river had changed its 
bed. It was enlarged, and furrounded with 
wails about the year 934, by Balderic dc 
Cleves, the fifteenth biftiop. Its figufe is 
oval, and is about a league apd a quarter 
ill circumference, befides four large faux- 
bourgs 5 but thou^i fortified with fome baf- 
tions and half-moons, it is hot llrong. The 
emperor Charles V, when he became mafter 
of the figniory and city of Utrecht, in the 
year 15^9, built a chateau, which he called 
VrehiUYg^ or the CbSteau of Peace j and in 
the year 1546, celebrated a chapter of the 
order' of the Golden Fleece, in' the cathedral 
church, when Maximilian king of Bohemia, 
and afterwards emperor, Cofmo duke of 
Florence, Albert duke of ' Bavaria, Emanuel 
Philibert, dukc’of Savoy, and eighteen other 
lords , ‘ were inftalied knights. The d6me, 
•dr the cathedral church, it is faid, was hrft 
built in the year 630,' by kingBagobert I, 
and Bt.' Willebrord inade it an abby 
church, and foon after it became a cathedral. 
It was rebuilt by Addbolde, the nineteenth 
bifiiop, and by him confecrated in the year 
30 Z 4 , in the prefence of the emperor, Henry 
IJ, the duke of Brabant, the comtes of 
Holland, Gueldres, Cleves, and Cuyck, and 
twelve bifbops. In the year 1Z24, it was 
again begun to be rebuilt by Henry de Vi- 
anen, the thirty-eighth bifiiop, and finifiicd 
by Ills fuccefibrs.

Thefe kingdoms, whicii lie on the 
Danube, afterwards confdtuted part of the 
dominions of the emperors of the Eaft. In 
procefs of time, the Walachians moved far- 
ther north, to the borders of Podolia and 
RulBa, where they applied themfelves to 
agriculture and the breeding of cattle. The 
Converliori of the Bulgarians and their 
neighbours to Cliriftianity, was followed 
in the nineteenth century, by that of the 
Walachians, who embraced "the Grecian 
fto^trines. To^vards the beginning of the 
twelfth century, a numerous colony of Wa- 
lachians, under the coiidudf Of one NigeVs 
or Ntgrovot, for the fake of pr.fturage, re- 
ligion, and other motives, quitting 
iand, and the other parts of Tranrylvrinia, 
paffed on towards the fouth, and fettled in 
tbie modern Walachia, founding the towns 
«f Tergovifto, Buchored, Longenau, and 
Pkefto St. Georgi. They choofe their own 
princes, whom they ftyle waywodes or def- 
.pots. The kings of Hungary, becoming 
powerful, made feverai attempts on the 
Walachians 5 and, In the fourteenth century, 
obliged them to pay tribute. But in the 
Cars 1391, and 1394, they were greatly 
araffed by the Turks, who, in the , year 
1415, alfo laid the whole country waftc 
with lire and fword, compelling Dan, tlie 
waywode,’ to pay them an annual tribute. 
It was in the. year 1C08, before the Wala- 
chians could rid themfelves of this burthen, 
when they put themfelves under the protcc- 
don of the emperor of Germany. But the 
treaty of Kariowitz refigned them up again 
the Turkilh dominion. In the beginning 
of the prefent century, they fufered various 
calamities by the plague, war, and the ma*.

At length this title 
of their office, Erbtruchfe, or Truchfels, be- 
came alfo their proper name. The title of 
count was conferred on them by Ferdinand 
II, in the year 1618, or rather renewed, the 
lord- fteward Gcbhard having long before 
bore the title of count, but this his defeend- 
ants dropped, James and George, fons to the 
lord fteward John, in the fifteenth century, 
founded the two lines of Scheer and Wollfegg, 
which are ftill exifting. The afteffment of 
the family of Trucbfefs, in the matricula of 
the empire, amounts' to 312 florins. The 
family of Truchfefs, together with their fer- 
vants and valTals, are by charters of feveral 
emperors a»d kings, particularly of the em- 
peror Frederick ill, in the year i4H> 
empted from being tried by a foreign court :

"he houfe of Waldeck is very ancient, being 
derived from the counts of Schwalenberg. It 
was formerly divided into the lines of Wild- 
Ung and Eilenberg, the iattei: pf whichj.in the 


year ibtu was crested a prince of the em^ 
pire j but this title became extind in the firft 
prince, George Frederick, who dying with- 
out heirs in the year 1716, the emperor con- 
ferred it on,count Frederick Anthony Uirick, 
of the Wildung line, but the females continu* 
only counteftes. The prince of Waldeck has 
not yet obtained a feat and vote in the col- 
lege of princes. The matricula afteffiTico!: 
for Waldeck is four horfe and eighteen foot, 
or izo ftorins per month ; and to the cham- 
ber at Wetzlar this county pays fixry-feven 
rixdollars feventy-four kruitzers. The county 
of Waldeck is thought to bring in abovfc 
100,000 rixdollars per annum^^to the prince, 
and that not improbably, it being one of the 
moft conftderable counties in the whole em- 
pire, and preferable even to not a few princi- 
palities. The prince's circular contingency 
is two companies of foot, but he generally 
maintains three more.

Irefli water was hot to be procnteii! for'tbc 
ibip, and even there one or two fmall pooh 
were found in the woods, though the face 
of the country was every where interfedted 
by fak» creeks and mangrove land. Of 
trees there is no great variety. Of thofe 
that could be called timber, there arc but 
forts 5 the largeft is the gum-tree, which 
grows ail over the country^ it has narrow 
leaves, not much unlike a willow, and the 
gum, or rather refin, which it yields, is 
of a deep red, and refembies the fangnis 
draconh ; poffibly it may be the fame, for 
this fubllance is Known to be the produce of 
more than one plant. It is mentioned by 
I>ampier, and is perhaps the fame that 
Tafman found upon Dieman’s Land, where 
iie fays he faw * gum of the trees, and 
gum-lac of the ground.’ The other tim- 
ber-tree is that which grows fomewhat like 
©ur pines. The wood of both thefe trees 
h extremely hard and heavy. Beiides 
thefe, here are trees covered with a fpft 
hark that is eahly peeled off, and is the 
fame that in the Eaft-lndies is ufed for the 
caulking of ffips. They found here the 
palm of three different forts. The firft, 
which grows in great plenty to the fouth- 
ward, has leaves that are plaited like a fan : 
the cabbage of thefe is imall, but exquL 
ihtely fweetj and the nuts, which it bears 
in great abundance, are very good food for 
hogs. The fecond fort bore a much greater 
refembiance to the true cabbage-tree of the 
WcS-Indies ; its leaves were large and 
l^innated, like thofe of the cocoa-nut ; and 
thefe alfo produced a cabbage, which, 
though not fo fvveet as the other, was much 
larger. The third fort, which, like the 
fccond, was found only in the northern 
parts, was feldom more than ten feet high, 
fosh fmall pinnated leaves, refembiing 
thofe of fome kinds of fern : it bore no 
cabbage, but a pientifid crop of nuts, about 
the fizc of a large chefnur, but rounder : 
we found the hulls of thefe fcattered round 
the place whcie the Indians had made. their 
£res, and took it for granted that they were 
it to eat j thofe, however, who made the 
experiment paid dear ror ' their knowledge 
of the contrary; for they operated both as 
an emetic and cathartic with great vio- 
lence. Still, however, tlterc was no doubt 
bat that they were eaten by the Indians;

tig ; another that bore what they called a 
plum, which it refernblcd in colour, but 
not in ftiape, being fat on the ibics like a 
little cheefe ; and a third that bovc a kind 
of apple, which, after it had been kept a 
few days, became eatable, and tafted like a 
damfon. Here is a great variety of plants 
to enrich the colledtion of a botanift, but 
very few of them are of the efculent kind. 
A fmall plant, with long, narrow, graffy 
leaves, refembiing that kind of buiruifi 
which in .England is called the cat’s-tarl, 
yields a refin of a bright yellow colour, cx- 
adfly refembiing gambooge, except that it 
does not ftain ; it has a Iweet fmell, but ita 
properties we had no opportunity to dif- 
cover, any mare than thofe of many others 
with which the natives appear to be ac- 
quainted, as they have diftinguiihed them 
by names : ihe roots and leaves of a plant 
were found refembiing the coccos of the 
Weft-Indies, and a kind of bean ; to which 
may be added a fort of parftey and purftaiu, 
and two kinds of yams, one Ihaped like a 
radifo, and the other round and covered with 
ftringy fibres : both forts arc fmall, but 
fvveet ; and we never could find the plants 
that produced them, though we often faw 
the places where they had been newly dug 
up; it is probable that the drought had 
deftroyed the leaves, and we could not, 
like the Indians, difeover* the ftalks. Of 
fruits, we found in the fouthern parts af 
the country one refembUng a cherry, ex- 
cept that the ftonc was foft ; and another 
not unlike a pine -apple in appearance, but 
of a veyy difagreeable taftc, which is well 
known in the Eaft Indies, and is called by 
the -Outch fijn^appel hoomen. Of the qua- 
drupeds the chief are the dog and kanga- 
roo, and a fpecies of the opoffum. Of 
batts, which hold a middle place between 
the bcafts and the birds, we faw many 
kinds.

They had indeed no Idea of 
traffic, nor could we communicate any to 
them, : they received the things that were 
given them, but never appeared to under- 
irand the figns when a return was required. 
The fame indifference which prevented them 
from buying what was ofFeredj prevented 
them alfo from attempting to fteal j if they 
had coveted more, they would have been 
lefs honefi ; for when w-e refufed to ghe 
them a turtle, they were enraged, and at- 
tempted to take it by force, having nothing 
elfe * upon which they let the leaft value ; for 
m-iny of the things that were given them, 
were found left neghgenr!/ about in the 
woods, like the playthings of children, which 
pleafe only while they arc new. Upon their 
bodies were f< cn no rnar’.cs oFdifeafe or fores, 
but large fears in irregular lines, which ap- 
pear to be the remains of the wounds which 
they had inflicted on tbenifclves with fome 
blunt infrrumenr, and which we underftood 
by figH' memorials of grief 

for the dead. They appeared to have no 
fixed habitations, for \Ve faw nothing like a 
town or village in the whole country. Their 
houfes, if houfes they may be called, feemecl 
to be formed with lefs art and induftry than 
any we had feen, except the wretched hovels 
at Terra ded Fuego, and in fome refpeds 
they arc inferior tven to them. At Botany 
Bay, where they were bed, they were juff 
high enough for a man to fit upright in, but 
not large enough for him to extend hiinfelf 
in his whole length in any diredfion : they 
are built with pliable rods about as thick as 
a man’s fngcr, in the form of an oven, by 
flicking the ends into rhe ground, and then 
covering them with palm-leaves, and broad 
pieces of bark ; the door is nothing but a 
large iiole at one end, oppolire to which the 
lire is made, as we perceived by rhe afhes. 
The only furnirure belonging to thefe houfis 
is a kind of oblong vclTel, made of bark, by 
a fimplc contrivance of tying up the ends 
with a withy, which not being cut olT,, ferves 
fur a handle ; thefe wc imagined were ufed 
as buckets to fetch water from the fpring, 
Vv'hich we fuppofed to be at a conliderable 
dubnee. They have however a fmall bag, 
about the fize cf a moderate cabbage- net,, 
which is made by laying tijrcaois, loop within 
loop, fomewhat in the manner of netting, 
ufed by our to make puiTes. Their 

fifii4iooks arc very nearly made, and. fome 
of them are exceedingly fmalL For ffriking 
turtle, they have a peg of wood, which is 
about a foot long, and very well bearded. 
Their lines are made from the rhicknefs of 
a half-inch repe to the bnenefs of a hair, 
smd are made of fame vegetable fubflance, 
but what in particular we had no opportuni- 
ty ro learn. Their Ibod is chiefiy fiffi, though - 
l|te,y fometimes contrive to kill the kangaroo,

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and even , birds of various kinds, notwit*i« 
Banding they are fo Ihy that we found k 
difficult to get within reach of them with a 
fowiing-piece. The only vegetable that 
can be confidered as an article of food, is the 
yam ; yet doubtlefs they eat the feveral fruits 
which have been mentioned among other 
productions of the country ; and indeed we 
faw the lliells and hulls of feveral of them 
lying about the places where they had kin- 
dled their fire. They produce fire with great 
facility, and fpread ifin a wonderful manner* 
To produce it, they take two pieces of dry 
ffife wood, one is a kick about eight or nine 
inches long, the dther piece is fiat; the 
Bick they liiape into an obtufe point at one 
end, and prefiing it upon the otlier, turn it 
nimbly by lidding it between both their 
hands, as we do a chocolate-mill, often 
ffiifring their hands up, and moving them 
down upon it, to incrcafe rhe prelTure as 
much as poliible. By this method they 
get fire in lefs than two minutes, and from 
the fmaliell fpark they incrcafe it with, 
great fpeed and dexterity. The wcapona 
of thefe people are fpears or lances, and 
thefe are of different kinds: fome that was 
faw upon the foutbern part of the coafl: had 
four prongs, pointed with bone, and barb«^ 
ed, and the others with a fingle point. The 
canoes of New Holland are as mean and 
rude as the houfes. Thofe on the fomhera 
part of the coaft are nothing more than a 
piece of bark, about twelve ?eet long, tied 
together at the ends, and kept open in the 
middle by fmall bows of wood: yet, in a 
veffel of this conftrudtion we once faw 
three people. In lhalkuv water they are 
are fet forward by a pole, and in deeper by 
paddles, about eighteen inches long, one of 
which the boatman holds in each hand. 
Mean as they are, they have many conve- 
niences ; they dmv but little water, and 
they are very light, fo that they go upon mud 
banks to pick up fiiell-fifh, the moft impor- 
tant ufe to which they can be applied, bet- 
ter, perhaps, than veffels of any other con- 
fi:ru6tipn. We obferved, that in the mid- 
dle of thefe canoes there was a heap of fet- 
weed, and upon that a fmall fire ; probably 
that the filh may be broiled, and eaten the 
moment it is caught. The canoes that wc 
faw when we advanced farther to the 
northward, are not made of bark, but of 
the trunk of a tree hollowed, perhaps, by 
fire. They are about fourteen feet long^ 
and being A^ery narrow, are fitted with aa 
outrigger' to prevent their overfetting, 
Thefe are worked with paddles, that are fo 
large as to require both hands to manage 
one of them. The only tools among them 
are an adze, wretchedly made of ft one, 
fome fmall pieces of the fame fubfiance

It is furrounded with a moat and double wail, 
and confifts of Old and New Town, and twv 
luhurbs, Kraka and Praga^ Tim general 
diets -of Poland were uliially held here, aA 
Well as the provincial affemblv, and court of 
judicature. Here arc feveral elegant ftone 
buildings and palaces, a great number of 
beautiful churches and convents, a hofpital, 
and an arfenal. King Sigifmutul III was 
the firft who made this city the royal re« 
ftdeiice, and his fucceftbrs have refidcd here 
ever fince. In the year 1569, in order to 
gratify the Lithuanians, the diet was removT 
ed to Warfaw, In the year 165^, this dry 
had a Svvedifti garrifon, who brought hither 
conftderable booty from feveral parts of Po- 
land ; and a great number of military and 
civil officers, with fome ladles of diftinction 
of that nation, reftded here. But the Pole* 
laid fiege to it in the year 1656, and^ after a 
moft vigorous defence, obliged the town 
furrender*. By the articles of capitulation, 
the Swedes; were .permitted to leave the

$ md amaffed together, fell into the hands of 
the Poles. However, Charles Gnftavos ap- 
proaching with an army to the relief of >the 
town, king John Cahmir marched againft 
liim, and a battle was fought near the 
fiiburb of Praga, which lafted three, days. 
At h& the Poles were obliged to retreat, 
ieatdng behind them their baggage and 
artillery, upon which the Swedes placed a 
fmall garrifon in the town, and deftroyed the 
fort ideations. In the year 1702, Charles 
XII, of Sweden, made himfelf mafler of 
Warfaw, which happened to be then without 
a garriibn, and h:.:ed his head -quarters at 
Fraga. in the monih of June, 1794, the 
king of Pruliiu laid liege to Wariaw j but 
on a rumour of diiiurbances in his own do- 
minions, his forces were, after a fruirlefs at- 
tempt for two months, withdrrfwn. The 
iRuliians afterwards fummoned Warfaw to 
furrcnder, and on being refufed, after the 
junblion of the difibrcnt corps under Ferfen, 
Dernfeld, Denifow, and Suwarrow, tliey 
proceeded, on the 4th of November, to attack 
the fuburbs of Pra:?a. In the mean time, 
the generals, Madllinfs-i and DambrowOti, 
threw themicives into Warfaw, and prepared 
for refiftrmce. The fuburb of Praga was de- 
fended by more than a hundred pieces of 
cannon, difpofed upon thirty-three batteries. 
Lmle intiaiiddtecl by fo formidable a force, 
the ferocious Suwarrow commanded his fol- 
diers to mount to the aifault in the fame 
manner they had done at Ifmael, by 
climbing over the dead and wounded 
bodies of their comrades, as well as of their 
enemies. His farther commands were, that 
they fhould fight only with the fabre and 
-bayonec. The Ruiiians fprung to the charge 
with almoft inconceivable impetuofity ; they 
eagerly licganro climb the works, and the fix 
Ruffian columns, by fingular good fortune, 
prefented thcmrelvcs at the fame moment bc- 
• fore the lines of Praga. Thug furrounded, 
the Pt.-ljfb generals found themfclves unable 
10 oppofe with 10.000 foldicrs, which was die 
whole of their force, the united attack of 
50,000 men: and, to add to their difirefs, 
the fire width they immediately commenced, 
from the dsrkntfs of the night, was fo ill 
direded, as to pafs over the heads of the affail- 
ants. The cry raifed by the fuccefsful columns 
penetrated to the entrcxrchmenrs on the other 
fide of the Vifiula, and added to the cohfier- 
narion of the Poles engaged with the other 
part of the Ruffian force ; and they endea- 
youred to find fafecy by retiring into War*

^ . HyeW'metby another body of Ruffians, andi 
y ‘Carnage enfued, in which a'gre,a,t 

, the garrifon of Praga was miierably 
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longer, and the pillage lafted till noon on the 
following day. Five thoufand Poles were 
computed to have been flaiii in the affault, 
the remainder were either imprifoned or dif- 
perfed. The citizens were compelled to lay 
down their arms, and their houfes were plun- 
dered by the mercilefs Ruffians; who, after 
the battle had ceafed nearly ten hours, about 
nine o’clock at night fet fire to the town, and 
again began to maflacre the inhabitants ; nine 
thoufand perfons, unarmed men, dcfenceiefs 
women, and harmlefs infants, perifhed either 
ia the flames or by the fword, and nearly the 
whole of tlie fubiu'b was reduced to aihes. 
In the whole of tliis fiege, it is computed 
tliat not Icfs than 30,000 of the Poles were 
inhumanly put to death. It has been fince 
given up to Pruflia : 100 miles S. Konigf- 
berg, and 152 SE, Dantzick.

After this it 
fullered very much from 'the Saxons and 
33 anes; bur, in the year 911, Ethelfteda, a 
noble lady of the Mercians, refrored it to the 
fiourilhing flats in which it vras found by 
the Normans. That it was forcined with 
%vails and a ditch, is manifeft. It fent 
members to parliament from the firft ; it is 
governed by a mayor, recorder, twelve 
aldermen, &c. On the 5th of September, 
1694, this town was almoft burned down, by 
an accidental iire, to the damage of near 
ioo,oooi. It was rebuilt with frec-ftone, 
dug on the fpot. IzV its rocks are alio made 
its wcih and cellars, and the defeent from it 
every way always keeps it clean*. Its ftreets, 
which are fpacious and regular, all meet in 
the centre of the town, which is ferved with 
water by pipes, from fprings half a mile off. 
Though it is populous, it has but two parifli 
churches 5 it had once fix. and as many mo- 
nafteries.

king Edward the Eider, one of them was 
appointed over king Ina’a college at- Weils, 
and the province of Somerfet was affignel 
him for his diocefe and ieat of jiirirdidtiTca.

ric. This' prelate being ftrorigly attached to 
the city of Bath, whence he derived his

bi drops of Wells, as they had been of old, nor 
of Baft, as they were or late ; but that taking 
their name from both churches, they fiiould, 
for the future, be called biihops of J?ath and 
Wells j that each of the churches, when the 
fee was vacant, Ihould appoint an equal 
number of delegates, by whofe votes the 
bilhop Ihould be chofen, and that he lliould 
be inrtalled both at Bath and Weils. The 
cathedral, the greater part ef whjth, as it 
no'w ftands, was built in the year 1239, 
bilhop Jocehne de Wells, in the form of a 
crofs, beingdti length, from eaft to weft, 3S0 
feet, and from north to fouth, 130 feet.

The 
duchy of Wehphaiia contains in it thirty- 
five towns- Henry, duke of Bavaria and 
Saxony, being put under the ban by the 
emperor FredcTick I, in the year iiSo, the 
latter made a donation ©f the duchy of VvTft- 
phalia, as alfo.^of a part of the duchy of 
Engern, which belonged to the former, to 
the archbiiliopric of Cologn, and invefted 
therewith the archbiftiop Philip ; concern- 
ing which donation, in the fame year, a re- 
cord, or inftrument, was executed at Geln- 
haufen, and the faid donation confirmed 
afterw'ards, in the year xioo, by the em- 
peror Otho IV, as alfo in the year 3204, 
by the emperor Philip.

One may compare the whole 
kingdom to a great city, divided by gardens, 
lawns, and groves, inftead of Itreets, the 
villages in Whidah not being a xnufket- 
ihot diflant from each other, Some arc the 
king’s, fome the viceroy’s villages, and 
others are built and peopled by particular 
private fa^iliesj The former are the 
iargeft and beft built ; but the latter the 
belt cultivated, if there be any dilfcrence 
in a country fo uniformly rich and beauti- 
ful. .Notwuhftanding the fmall extent of 
this kingdom, it is divided into twenty- fix 
provinces, which take their names from 
the capital towms. Thofc imail Hates are 
diftributed among the chief lords of the 
kingdom, and become hereditary in their 
families. The king of Whidah, who is 
only their chief, prefides particularly in 
the .province of Sabi, or Xabier, which is 
the principal province of the kingdom, as 
the city of the fame name is the capital 
of the whole, ^vhich the French by 

corruption, call Bazfges^ pafs frequently for 
money at their fairs, in the country : this is 
is a fmall white Iheli, of the frze and lhape 
of an olive. In the kingdom of .Whidsda 
and Ardra, thefe bujis Terve equally for 
drefs and money, for ornamert and ufe. 
They pierce each iliell with an iron made 
for that purpofe ; forty of them they ftring 
upon a cord, which they call Jc-uze^ and the 
Portuguefe Five of tbefe firings 

compofc what the Portuguide call a ghphika^ 
and the Negroes a By theie the eK- 
change of gold-diifi is rated, and the price 
of Haves determined. The Europeans, the 
nobility of W’hidah, and all the rich ne- 
groes, are carried, when they go abroad, 
ijt hammocks or palanquins on thc iliouiders 
of Haves. The natives of Whidah are m 
general tall, well made, ftra'ght, and robuik 
Their complexion is black, but not fo gioify, 
as that of the people cn the Gold CoaH, and 
Hill lefs than thofe of Senegal, and the river 
Gambia. They excel all other negroes in 
indu&y and vigilance. Idlenefs is the 
favourite vice of the Africans in general ; 
here, on the contrary, both fexes are fo la 
borious and diligent, that they never defift 
till they have finilhed their undertaking ; 
carrying the fame fpirit of perfeverance into 
every adtion of their life : bcHdes agricul- 
lure, from,, which none but the king and a 
f4'dr,,pcrfons of the Hrft diHindiioix are ex- 
empted, they employ themfelves in. fcveral 
kinds of manuTOuresJ they 'fpin,', cotton- 


yard, v^^e-ave fine cotton cloths, make cala'^- 
baffes, wctodcn veflels, plates, and dilhes 5 
likev/ifc aiugiyes, and frniths’-work in 
greater perfedtion, than any other people on 
the coalh iVhilH cne men arc thus em- 
ployed, The women o.'ew pirn, -anc drefs 
p»rovifions, 'St^hinh, with their husbands^ 
merchandize, they carry for fale to market j 
as to religicn, Bofman is of opinion, that i-he 
piety of tlhis country b franded upon no 
other principlG?, than dnofe or intereH and 
fuperHirion. In ihe latter tney exceed ail 
other narions ; for allowing (fays rte) the 
ancient heathens, to value them! elves upon 
thirty thouiVmd deities, I dare venture to 
amriT:, that the natives of Whidah may 
lay ]uH claim to four times that number. 
However, he believes, that ihey have a faint 
idea of the one true God, to whom they 
attribute <.mn’potence and ubiquity. One of 
their princip?.! fetiches, or deities, is the 
fnakc, 'which they invoke in extreme wet, 
dry, or barren feafons, on all occafinns relatl 
ing to their government, civil policy, .and 
cattle ; in a word, on al! the great difficul- 
ties and occurrences uf life. This fnake has 
a large round head, beautiful, piercing 
eyes, a fiiort pointed tongue, refembling a 
dart ; its pace How and ibicnin, except when 
it feizes on its pr:y, then quick and rapid ; 
its tail Ibarp and ihort ; its ikm of an elegant 
fmoovhnefs, adorned with btautiful colours, 
upon a ligkt-grey ground. It is amazingly 
tame and familiar, perniitring itfelt to be 
approached, and even handled ; they have 
a mortal antipathy to all venomous ferpents. 
They attack them wherever they find them, 
as if they had pleafure in delivering man- 
kind from their puifon. The Eurr^pcans 
find no difficulty in familiarizirg thernfelves 
to thefe inoffeniive animals, with v/hicli they 
play without any dread or apprehenfion of 
danger. There is no fe.-ir of mifiaking them 
for the poifonous ferpenrSv the colour and 
fize fufficiently diftingukliing them. The ne- 
groes entenaiii a notion that the firfi: pro- 
genitor of this race of fnakes is Hill living, 
and growing to an enormous bulk. When 
the Hngliih firft ffirtlcd in Whidah, the cap- 
tain having urifiilpped his goods on Hiore, 
the Tailors found ar night one of thofe fnakes 
in their magnzinc, which they ignorantly 
killed, and threw upon tne bank, without 
dreaming of any bad conffiquences. The 
Negrcec, who loon dilcovered the factilege, 
and had it confirmed by the acknowledg- 
ment of the Englifn, were not long in aveng- 
ing the horrid impiety, by a method no lefs 
horrible. .Ail the inhabitants of the pro- 
vince affiembled ; they attacked the EngHfb, 
maffiacred them all to a man, and confum- 
ed their bodies and goods in the fire they 
had fet to the wareboufe. Animals of all

The ware is Tomecimes put into large 
heaps, and allcnved to rot j it then becomes 
a very ttrong manure, difTuiving imo a fat 
Taponaceous fubttance, producing myriads of 
animaiculae j Tjmetiraes it is mixed- up in 
dimg-hills, with cods- heads, herring gar- 
bage, and brine ; feme of it is cut at ebb 
fide, with corn hooks from the ttonc-, and 
burnt into kelp. As about half the c^-ait of 
this pari !h is tteep and rocky, the quanrity 
of .kelp made in it is inconliderable, not ex- 
ceeding at an average, from 40 to 50 tons. 
The fiiheries along the ihore of this parifii, 
form an objed- ot coiifiderable impiirtance. 
The coaft is of great extent, and abounds 
with a vatt variety of filh, which, befidcs 
what are annually exported, funniili the in- 
habitants with a liberal fupply. during every 
teafoii of the year, of falmon, trout, lierring, 
and many other forts.

That 
fpecies of coal called Cumiel^ is found 'in 
great plenty in the neighbourhood. It is fo 
Toft before it is brought out into the air^ 
that they make fnuff-boxes, and other toys 
of it. In this neighbourhood Arthur is faid 
to have routed the Saxons j and in the year 
1650, there was an engagement here, be- 
tween the forces of king Charles I, and 
thofe of the parliament, wherein the latter 
were vidtorious, the earl of Derby, who 
commanded the former, being then taken 
prifoner, and afterwards beheaded. Wigan 
is fituated on a fmall ftream called Douglas^ 
which is made navigable to the Ilibblu, and 
joins to a canal from Liverpool. It fends 
tevo members to the Britifh parliament, and 
has two markets weekly, on Monday and 
Friday: 39 miles S. Lancafier, and 196 
NN\V^ London. 

IVigky an iiland in the Englilh Channel 
near the coafi, and forming a part of the 
county of Hants. Its form, an irregular 
fquare, or as it has been fancifully fuppofed, 
like a bird with expanded wings ; about 21 
miles in length, and 13 in breadth, contain- 
ing five towns, 30 parifhes, and about 
18,000 inhabitants. It is nearly divided 
into two parts, by the river Medina, which 
rifes near the fouth coaft, and runs into the 
fca^ on the north 4 de of the ifland, near 
Cowes % and a ridge of hills traverfes^ the, 
iland from mk m wet $ tx) ihe- noridi of ■ 


U^liich the !and is chiefly meadow and paf- 
ture, to the fourh chiefly arable land ; the 
hills themfelves affording pafture for a great 
Bomber of flieep. The fouth coaft is bound- 
ed with fteep rocks of chalk and free-ftone, 
and on the weft, are thofe rocks called the 
ineedks. The air is healthy, and the inha-.. 
bitants are in general long-lived, the foil is 
fertile, and the prodneiion of corn in one 
year is faid to be equal to the confamption 
of eight; confequently, conflderable quanti- 
ties are fent to different ports of England ; 
tob'-icco pipe-clay is found and large quan- 
tities exported, as likewife of a fine white 
land, ufed in the manufacture of glafs. 
This ifland was known, to the Romans oy 
the name of or Ve£ia\ and by Britons 

called Gtiiih. Vef])arian is laid to have brought 
it under the fubjecdon of the Romans, In 
the 6rh century, it was reduced by Cerdic, 
the Saxon, who drove away, or flanghtered 
the remaining BritiOi inhabirants. in the 
year 1066, it was invaded by Tufti, brother 
of king Harold, with a piratical .fl^et of 
Flemings, who laid the inhabitants under 
contrib ition. It was afterwards conquered 
by William Fitz Olborn, Marfhal to William 
the Conqueror, who was the hr ft lord of the 
jiland. In the year 137 7, it was ravaged by 
the French, who made a fecond attempt in 
t!)e year 1403, but were then beaten off. 
Fifz Oftorn^s fon being banifiied, Henry 1 , 
granted the ifland to Rivers, earl of Devon, 
but in the reign of Edward X, it was -far- 
rendered to the crowm. Henry Beauchamp, 
earl of Warwick, was by Henry Y 1 cfown- 
cd king of Wight, but this new and ex- 
traordinary title died with him. It has a 
governor and lieucenant-go\ernor appointed 
by the crown. The principal towns arc 
Newport, New-town, Yarmouth, Cowes, 
and Ride. The three {Irft are boroughs, 
and (end each two members to the Bntifh 
parliament.

Cafimir, whdfe hlvcr Ihfineis laid to weigh 
thirty tjuinrals. ' There are upwards of forty 
churches in this city, and among ihde are 
one Lutheran and one Calvinift church, a 
Jewifli fynagogue, a Tartarian church, and 
a Greek church. \ but all the reft arc Popilli 
churches. Nor to mention the devaftation 
which Wjlna formerly iuifered from the 
Eufiiaiis, m the years 1610, and 1655, 
from fire in the year 1737, it was deftroy- 
by a dreadful conflagration in the year 1748, 
wheiy thirteen churchfs, the Jewiih fyna- 
gogue, twenty- five pahee^, four hundred 
and fixty-nine ftone edifices, conftfting of 
private houfes, hofpitais, inns, baths, con- 
i3ailis,i mtk one liundred and forty-

fix tradermena:^ (hops and difpchfarks, be*.- 
fi'des a great number of granaries, and ware^ 
houfes, were confumed to afhes. In the 
year 1749, another lire happened by lighten- 
ing, which Qonfumed fix clmrciics, the 
councii-hdule, eight palaces, and two hun- 
dred and feventy-ieven other Irene buildings* 
The chapel of St* Cafimir was alfo b^rned,^

Wthon^ a town of England, in .t5ie county 
mf Wilts, on the Willy, formerly the chief 
town of the county : it was anciently called 
Miiandime. At this place, Egbert, king of 
the Weil Saxons, fought a fucccfsful battle, 
in the year 8zi, againft Beorwvulf, the 
Mercian, but with fo much {laughter on 
both Tides, that the river ran with the blood 
of the {lain. Here likewife, m the year 872, 
Alfred fought the Banes, and was at firft 
vi^forious, bur foon after, by the uncertain 
fortune of war, worlled, . and obliged to 
retreat. In the Saxon times, it was very 
populous, and king Edgar, .according to the 
Chronicles, einbelliflied it \vi h a nunnery, 
over which he appointed his daughter, 
Edith, abbefs. But it appears to have been 
of older date, from the ancient charter of 
Edgar, in the year 974, in which we find 
«his pafTage, the houfe founded by my 
great gran^If;lthc^, king Edward, in a famous 
place, well known among the inhabitants by 
the name of Wilton/' Its monaflery owed 
its origin to WeoxCtan, or Wulttao, the 
famous earl ’or duke of Wiltdiire, who, 
about the year 773, repaired an old church 
nf Sr. Mary here, for a college or chantry of 
fecular priidb. After hh death, in the year 
■ 3co, his rtllcl, Aiburga, TiCier to king Eg- 
Ixn, changed it to a nunnery, which foun- 
dation is fometimes aferibed to her brother. 
Wilton, though much reduced, is fiiil the 
county town, a corporation, and borough ; 
.fending two members to the Britilh pariia- 
jncntli’ Lelaud fays, it had once twelve or 
more pariih churches, which the learned 
continuator of Camden thinks is mere popu- 
lar tradition. Wilton is one of the principal 
objedts in a hiftory of the arts and belles- 
lettres. The carl of Pembroke's magnifi- 
cent houfe here was begun on the fiie of the 
. nunnery, in the reign of Elizabeth, by Sir 
William Herbert, earl of Pembroke, after 
his advancement to that litle by Edward VI, 
1551. He dying in the year his Ton, 
Henry, fmiOie'd it, and ditd in the year 1630. 
Holbein and Inigo Jones plumed the build- 
ings. Here Sir Philip Sidney wrote his 
Arcadia, T r his fitUT, third wife of earl 
Henry. Vandyke drew many of the race. 
Thomas, the ieventh earl, completed the ccl- 
le<5lion of pt^ures, and afiembled the throng 
l>f fiatues j and a late earl, Henry, has 
ihown, by a bridge dcTigned by himfeif, that 
had Jones never lived, Wilton might have 
been a villa worthy of ancient Rome. The 
-selebrated colledlion pf antiques in this villa 
jeoAtaiiis,the whole collection of the cardinals 
tad Mazarine, and the greatefi: part 
"W tine earl ci ArundeTsvthree 'miks W.

lViltJ)nre<t a county of England’, bounded 
on the north by Glouceftcrfiiirc, on the eaft 
by Berkfiiire and Hampfhire, on the fouth 
by Hampihire and Dorfetlhire, 'and on the 
weft by Somerfetfhire and. Gloucefterlliire ’ 
about 54 miles in length, and 34 in its great- 
eft breadth. It is divided into twenty-nine 
hundreds, which contain one city (Sa.iibury) 
twenty-four towns, and 304pari{hes. There 
is a very ftriking difference in the external 
appearance in the fouth-eaft and north-well 
{ides of this county, the former being com- 
pofed of a broken mafs of chalk hills, which 
enter the county from Berklhire, Hamp- 
{hire, and Dorfetlhire, and terminate in an 
irregular line of bold breaks and disjointed 
malTcs, running from the nonh«eaft to the 
fouth-weft fide of the county \ and the latter 
being chiefly compofed of a rich tradt of 
vale land, ftrctching north-eaft and ibuth- 
wett through the county, under the foot of 
thofe hills, but rifmg gsadually north-weft 
till it joins, the high lands of Gloucefterfliire. 
In fpealil^/pf this county, it is ufual to 
feparate it mto two diftriOls, viz, “ South 
Wiltfliit'e,’’ atid North Wikiin’re," and 
the divificn is generally by ruppofing 

an eait and weft line palfing through the 
comity at or near Devizes, thereby leaving 
Marlborough Downs, in North Wiitlhire : 
but a gentleman of great knowledge and 
abilities, who tranmiitted the general view 
to ihu Board of Agriculture, from which 
this account is principally taken, thinks it 
will make a more natural divifum to draw 
an inegular line round the foot of the chalk 
hills, from their entrance into the north-eaft 
part of the county, from Berk&ire, to their 
ibutb-weft termination at Maiden Bradley, 
thus comprehending the whole oi Wiltfiiirc 
Downs, with their intcrfeiling vaiiies and 
furrounding edges, under the name of South 
Wiltftiire, or, perhaps, more properly South- 
Eaft Wiltfhire, and calling the other par: 
of the county North Wiltfiiire, or more 
properly Norrh-Weft Wiitlhire ; and fays, 
the nararal appearance, as well as the agri- 
cukural application of the two parrs of the 
county, well warrant this divifion intoSouih- 
Eaft and North- Welt, Wiirihire, the firft 
comprehending the chalk hills, ufually 
called WiltJJnxe Do^wns, whofe general ap- 
plication is to corn-husbandry and ftiecp- 
walks 1 and the latter being remarkable for 
its rick pafture-land on the banks of the 
Lower Avon and the Thames, fo famous for 
the feeding of cattle, and ftiil more fo for 
the prpdudtion of one of the moft excellent 
kinds of cheefe this ifland can boaft. Tl>e 
diftri^ .called 
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prebending that part of the county called 
Wllijhire Vowns^ is divided into two prin- 
cipal fubdivifions, called Salisbury Plain^^ and 
Marlborough Doivns, and contains in all 
afaouW78o fquare miles, or nearly 500^000 
acres. The diftant appearance of the whole 
^is that of a large elevated .plain, but the fur- 
face is broken into numbcrlufs inequalities, 
findinterfedted by feverai deep vailies, form- 
ed by brooks or rivulets, chic% rifing within 
this dillridf, and on which the villages, with 
very few exceptions, arehtuated. The foilof 
this diftridl, though various, is in a certain 
degree uniik>rm. The hills are chalk, with 
its ufual accompaniment of iiint. The 
land on the fides of the hills from which 
the hints have been \va{l:ied, is ufually a 
chalky loam, or rather a dilTolved chalk 
(provincially called white-land) the flatter 
parts arc generally a flinty loam, and the 
centre, of the vallies, next the rivuictSj is 
ufuaiiy a bed of broken flints, covered with 
the black earth wafhed from the hills above ; 
aiul in fome of thefe, there are veins of peat, 
formed by the black Crirth, without any 
mixture of flints : and it necelTarily follows, 
that thofe parts near the fource of the rivu- 
lets w'here the hilis are the lleepefti abound 
moflly with the white-land foil, and thofe 
near the jundlion of the rivulets, where the 
country is of courfe iiatteft, abound moflly 
\vith the flinty loam. The fldes of the hills 
which have been the moft waffled, are the 
thinneft and weakeft foil, and the level tops, 
which have been very little waffled, or not 
%vaffled at all, frequently the deepeft and 
ilrongefl: : but there are fome very ilngular 
fand veins, running through a large portion 
of this diflridf, and there are fome inflances 
of flrong clays and clayey loams on the 
fkirts. The climate of Wiltfjiire Downs is 
fo well known for its .coldnefs and keennefs, 
as to be almoft proverbial. The foil of the 
north-weft diftridf, though not fo uniform as 
South Wilts, may, neverthclefs, be reduced 
to a few leading features : the under-foil 
of a large proportion of it, % iz. in a direction 
from Cirencefter to Bradford, is a loofe irre- 
gular mafs of that kind of flat broken ftones, 
called in Wikfhire, corn-gratc, the ftones 
being, in fome places, thin enough for ilatcs 
to cover houfes j in others, lying in large 
flat beds, fit for pavement, and in fome, 
alTumiug the fbape and qualities of frec- 
ftone; biit, in general, ^lying in thofe loofe, 
flat, broken pieces, fo well adapted to the 
building the dry fence-walls in common ufe 
on Gloucefterfhire hills, and in many parts 
of this diftri^, and lying ufually in horizon- 
tal beds, mixed \vith earth. The top foil of 
this rock, or rather mafs of ftones, is chiefly 
that kind of reddifli, calcareous^ loam, mixed 
with irregular, flat, broken ftones, ufuaiiy 
, c^kd liohe,bra&,*'',„.. The podipfe of this 
%il;Vatries ’^ery much, accordmrf 


parative depth to the rock, and accord- 
ing to the abfcncc or prefcnce of an in« 
tervening vein of old, blue clay. This day 
is of a marley appearance ; but, in genefat, 
not fufficientiy calcareous to be valuable as 
manure, and its prefence is obvious to every 
traveller, by its natural and fpontaneous pro- 
duction of oak trees while its total abfence, 
or, at leaft, its lying very deep, is as ftrong- 
ly denoted by the iponrancous and plentifur 
produ< 5 tion of beautiful elms. The north- 
weft verge of the county may be truly called 
the Cotfwold part of Wiltlhirc. Its exter- 
nal appearance, and internal component 
parts, are nearly the fame with the Corfwoldl 
hills of Gioucefterlhire, except where the 
vein of clay -lies fo near the furfdce, as to 
make it colder. This part is, on account of 
the rhipnefs and loofenefs of its foil, ufuallfi, 
and, in many inftances necefTarily, kept in aa 
arable ftate 5 while the adjoining land, viz* 
about Chippenham, and from thence foufh- 
ward, through Melklham and Trowbddg^^ 
which happens to have a great depth of foil, 
and has a pure warm rock, without the in- 
tervening vein of cold clay, is capable of 
grazing the largeft oxen, and is, perhaps, onet 
of the moft fertile parts of the county, unkfs^ 
poffibly, the vein of gravel, next defcribed„ 
may be excepted. There is a vein of gravely 
of a moft excellait fmall pebbly, iflei.ly kind* 
and, in general, covered with a good depth 
of rich loam. . There are two veins of fand 
in this diftrifi* They arc, in general, red* 
and of a fliarp, loofe, gravelly texture, and, of 
courfe, not fo fertile as the tough, dole fands 
of South Wikfiiirc. The greateft part of the 
refidueof the foil of this diftridt lies on a hard* 
clofe rock, of a rough, irregular, ruftic kind 
of baftard linaeftone, of very little ufe but for 
the roads. The foil over this kind of ftone 
is various, but generally cold, owing to its 
retentive nature, and to the frequent inter- 
vention of a vein of clay. The climate of 
this diftridi: is various, and though, in gene- 
ral, milder than that of the high lands m 
the fouth-caft diftridt, is, neverthclefs, cold, 
and, in general, unfavourable to the purpofes 
of early fpring vegetation, owing to the cold 
retentive nature of the under foil of great 
part of this diftridt. The county of Wilts 
.was once a weihwooded county, and till 
within the memory of man, wood made the? 
principal part of the fuel in the farm-houfes 
and country villages. The general intro- 
dudtion of pit-coal has very much JelTened 
the confumption of wood for fuel. And this 
has in ft)me degree ieftened the attention m 
its prefervatioiJ. The forts of timber moft 
natural, m thb oounty, ace oak, afti, and elm.

This place 
cOnfiCls properly of two towns, the mod 
confidirablcofvvhkh is called Wimiffe 7 i-anf- 
dtm-htP^ or V/impffen on the BtU, and the 
other iVmpffm-in’ihal or lVm 0 en in the 
Tak. In the former of thefe is a Lutheran 
parifli church, and a grammar-fchcol, as 
alio, a Homan Catholic hofpitali but in 
the latter is a Roman Catholic abby, with a 
convent of monks. The. magiftracy here 
are wholly Lutherans. The Huns are Paid 
to have ravaged this town; but an infiru- 
ment of donation by king Henry VII, 

. bearing date in the year i2zS, fliows it to 
have entirely recovered that calamity.^ On 
the failure of the dukes of Swabia, it 
gradually procured its freedom, and the 
e^mperors Charles IV and Wencellaus pro- 
mifed \o maintain it in its immediate de- 
pendency on the empire. Its* alTelTment to 
the matricula of the empire is ?:wenty-two 
jdorins. To the chamber at Vi etziar its 
quota is fifty -one rixdollars feventy-five 
Kruitzers and a half.

Wincbcombe^ a town of England, in tiia 
county of Gloucelier, with a weekly market 
on Saturday. It was anciently a county or 
fherificlom by itfelf, till the grant cf it, in 
the reign of k|i^^Etheidrcd, laid it to 
Gloucefier ; a borough in the reign ' 

of Edward the ^Cf^elTor. It had an abby, 
w’hofe abbot was kbltred, and fat in parlia- 
ment. The inhabitants planted tobacco here 
to very good account, till they were reftraineci 
in the Tzth of Charles II, after which the 
town decayed; fixteen miles NE. Gloucef- 
ter, and ninety-three W. London, 

lFi?jchelfeai a town of England, in the 
county of Suffex, and one of the Cinque- 
Ports, laid to have been built in the reign of 
Edward i, about two , miles from the place 
where a more ancient town of the fame name 
had been Iwallovved up by the fea. The 
new town was endowed with the fame 
privileges as the old, namely thofe of the 
Cinque Ports to which it belongs, as one of 
the ancient towns ; but the fea, which had 
before fwallowed up the old town, left the 
new before k was finifned. It Poll fends 
two members to the Britilh parliamenr, 
though the electors are but few ; the market 
and trade loft, and little more than the ikele- 
ton of a regular and handfome town re- 
mains. The ftreets ftand all at right-angles,

V/nicheJhr, a city of England, in the 
county of Hants, firuated on the weft fide 
of the river Aire, called, by Ptolemy and 
Antoninus, Fenta Belgarumy and by the 
Britons, Catr Gtveytt. It was very conlidcr- 
iible in the time of the Romans,^ and it is 
afft-rted that Conftans the monk lived here, 
who was ftrft appointed Caefar, and after- 
%vard3 emperor, by his father Conitaniine, 
Under the Saxon heptarchy, this city, though 
pillaged more than once, recovered itfelf, 
became the refidence of the Saxon kings ; 
and was eredfed into a bifiiopric, in the 
year 660, the fee being removed from Dor- 
chefter. During the Sorman times, it en- 
creafedj and became the depofitory of the 
archives, or public records. Zt fuftered 
confiderably in the wars between Stephen 
and the emprefs Matilda, the latter being 
befieged in it by the former, and, to efcape 
being taken, was carried out in a coffin. 
The caftlc is by tradition, aferibed to king 
Arthur. In this caftle William If, furnamed 
Rufus, was crowned. In the , civil wars of 
the laft century, it was taken from Charles I, 
by fir William Waller, and was afterwards 
demoliffied, except the old h dl, a magnificent 
building, in which the aifizes arc held. In 
this alfo hangs Arthur’s round table. Near 
the fite of this caftle (whofe keep, with foiin- 
dationsof flint walls, ftill remains) Charles 
ZI, in the year 1683, kid the foundation of a 
palace, of which only the fhell was finiihed. 
A cupola was defigned, thirty feet aDovc the 
roof, which would have been feen at fca, 
,and a ftreet was to have led from the front 
to the cathedral. The length of the whole is 
328 feet: a park often miles circumference 
was intended. The be ft materials have fince 
been difpofed of, and the whole was convert- 
edinto a prifonfome years fince. The cathe- 
dral is faid to have been founded on an an- 
cient, monafteryj the prefent edifice was be- 
, gun ill the i ith century, by Bifliop Waike- 
iyn, who built the tower, choir, tranfepts, 
and probably the weft end. Bifliop Edin- 
don undertook to repair the nave, but bifliop 
Wickham entirely rebuilt it, in the year 
1394. The choir under the tower was 
Tauitod h .the tojgn of Charles 1 5 the altar# 
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fereen is {aid fo be the nobicft in England r 
fide walls, roof of the preibytery, and its 
aifles, were built by bifhop Fox, in the year 
1525; the fereen at the entrance of the 
choir, was the work of Inigo Jones. Belides 
thirteen Saxon kings, whole bones are 
much difperfed as thVir monuments, having 
been fumbled out of the chefts, in wbieii' 
bifliop Fox lodged many of them, and reftored. 
without diftindtion after the reftofadon ; 
bere vvere buried the kings Lucius, Canute, 
Hardicanuce, and William Rufus ; queen 
Emma, and Richard, third fon of the Con# 
qneror. The tomb of Rufus In the choir 
was opened in the civil war, and a gold 
ring, fet with rubies, found on his thumbs 
faid to be worth 500!. ; his bones were put 
into one of bifliop Fex’s chefts. All that 
remains of the nionaftic buildings is th® 
prior’s hall, now made into difterent apar- 
ments for the deanery, and a piece of a pre* 
bendal-huiife. A noble college was founded 
here by William of Wickham, bifliop of the 
city, who laid the firft ftone, in the year 
1387, and finiflicd km the year 1393, with 
endowments For a warden, feventy fcholarS*, 
ten fellows, Sec. with exhibitions to New 
College Oxford, which was founded and 
endowed by the fame benefactor. Through 
the intereft of this bifliop, the ftapie for 
wool was, by Edward III, fixed at Winches- 
ter, though afterwards removed to Calais; 
he procured feveral privileges for his fee, 
particularly that the bilhops fliould always, 
be prelates of the Order of the ’Garter, and 
chancellors of the archbiihops of Canterbury. 
The city of Winchefter is about a mile and 
a half in circumference within the walls. It 
is governed by a mayor, high-ftev/ard, alder- 
men, recorder, &c. has two markets weekly, 
Wednefday and Saturday, and fends two 
members to the Britifh parliament. About 
threequarters of a mile fouth from the town, 
ftands an hofpital, called St. Crefs^ founded . 
in the year' 1136, by biihop Biois, for a 
mafter and penfioners ; the income is faid 
to be very great: fixty-one miles E8E, Bach, 
and fixty- three SW. London.

He ij&flt the royal palccc, with its 
chapel, and St, George*s-hall, the lodgings 
on the eaft and fouth fide of the^ inner court, 
the tower on the keep, the chapel of St, 
George, and the apartments for the dean 
and canons, v;ith all the wails, towers, and 
gates, as they now ftand. St. George’s 
Chapel was rebuilt by Edward iV, 
Henry VII added the ftately fabric adjoining 
to the king’s lodgings.

the comte de Zuylellein. The comte de 
March, who commanded in the city, began 
to be much prelTed, when the duke of 
Luxemburg arrived, with 9000 men. He 
palTed the morals by a way which was fup- 
pofed to be inaccclfible, forced the entrcnch- 
ments, a.nd put the enemy to flight. The 
Patch loft 2000 men, killed and wounded, 
the former of whom was the 'comte 
of Zuyipltein, and the French about xooo :

A royal 
academy is here eftyblinied, under the 
board of ordnance, for the inlbudfion and 
qualifying of young gentlemen, iutemkd as 
candidates for the office of engineer in the 
military branch of that office: thefe arc 
called cadets, and arc nppointed by that 
board. They arc taught in ic the principles 
aJidi art of fortification, and every branch of 
military fcience relating thereto, with the 
French and Liitin languages, writings 
fencing, and drawing. They are ursder tSr 
immediate diredtion of a governor, lieu- 
tenant-governor, and nndters in each re- 
fpedlivt branch of literamre. A part of the

burg, the territories of the Imperial towns 
Gemimd and Ulm, and the county of Oettin- 
gen,on the fouthby Auftrian Swabia, the ter- 
ritories of Furftenberg, Zwifalten, Rothweih 
and the Brifgau, and on the weft " by the 
marqiii fates of Baden Baden, and Baden 
Duriach ; about fixty-four miles from 
north to fouth, and about as much from 
eaft to weft. This dukedom confifts of a 
great number of counties and lordlhips, fome 
of which were purchafed, fome devolved "ta 
it by marriage, and others w^ere acquired by 
conqueft. It is beyond dlfpute the moft con- 
fiderable and fertile part of the circle of Swa- 
bia, and, may indeed, be faid, to be one of 
the beft countries in all Germany. From 
its natural difpofition, the country confifts o£ 
three tradls, which are all remarkably dif- 
ferent. Of ihefe the loweft and warmeft is 
the north, called, Unterland^ reaching from. 
Heilbronn to Stuttgard. This duchy abounds 
lb in grain, that it exports confiderable 
qantities j but this grain is chiefly fpelt 5 
rye. and wheat being much lefs cultivated 
here. Of all the other forts of grain, how- 
ever, here is alfo a iufficiency. Flax and 
hemp are alfo cultivated, and the former o£ 
thefe thrives beft in the cold parts. The 
vallies, fome of which are feven or eight 
miles in length, are covered as it were with 
forefts of fruit-trees, of which there is m 
fcarcity in the other parts of this country, 
cider and perry being the liquors drank in 
common by the country people, when wine 
happens to be dear. This duchy abounds 
likewife in yery rich, palatable, and wholefome 
wines, called by the general name of Neckar 
wines, jtjiough each has a particular title o£ 
its own, which it receives from the parts 
where it., grows. ■ The grapes 'alfo, , which 
yield the beft^ wines, kar the 



the countries, whence the fets ■ were lirll 
broughi, as the Chiavenna, Vakelme, Ty- 
rol efe, and Hungarian. The Yineyards of 
the duchy of Wurteniberg hace been greatly 
improved by flioets from France, Italy, 
Greece, Hungary, CvpruSp and- even Schi- 
ras, in Pe-Tid. The cultivation of fiik was 
revived untltr duke Chai]-.s. The forefts 
of ■ this ■ 'country ^ are eonfiderably ieiTened . 
The CO .tumption of cak, in particular, has 
.been very large. Mod parts of the country 
abound in game, iiearFrudeiiftadt, and near 
Konigfwart, are mines of fiiverand copper. 
Of minerals, the Ttna fgUlata^ which is 
reckoned preferable to that of Malta, ^and a 
fine clay for eartlicnware, as alfo porcelain, 
which Is worked at Calw ; tine vanegated 
marbles, feme of which are equal to thofe of 
Italy, and remaikabiy tranfparent alab.^fter, 
agate, cryftalline pebbles, black amber, fine 
mill-ftones, Stc. Among the baths in Wur- 
temburg, the moft celebrated is that of the 
Wildbad, The principal rivers are the 
Heckar, the Enz, and the Nagold. The 
number of inhabitants in this duchy, is 
known to precifion, an exa^ enquiry being 
made every year, by the general fuperin- 
tendants, and reported to the annual fynocL 
In the year 1754, were numbered 477 jJ 35 
fouls, and they^have hitherto been obferved 
to increafe. In the duchy are fixty-eight 
cities and towns, with alx)Ut 1200 boroughs, 
market-towns, villages, and hamlets. 1 he 
eftablirned , religion of this country is 
LiUtheranifiTi, and though duke Charles 
’ Alexander embraced the Roman, yet in the 
years 1729, 1732? i733> he gave afifur- 

ances to the States, in formal inftruments, 
that no chanae or innovation fliould be made 
in the Lutheran religion, in any part of the 
whole duchv, and that, in all the churches 
and fchools throug'nout the duchy, and the 
counii’ies riiercto belonging, no ether rcii- 
eion than tliat of Lui'beranirm iliould be 
uught ; that no new Catholic churches, 
diapjh, altars or images, fhould be ereaed 
or ler up, nor an v Inch as were decayed or 
■ forfaken again ufed. The Calvinifts only 
are tolerated hete, and their place of wor- 
fiiip at Stutigard is a private houfe. In 
this duchy are alfo fome Waldenfes, who 
are cither hulbandmcn or farmers, and live 
in the Italian villages, as they are called, 
fome few towns "alone excepted ; where 
tlu-v h-:ve, tHablilhed manufacliires of .hats 
aiia llock'ings, and are allowed the public 
exeicife* of their religion. The toleration of 
the fews inre, was abcliflred by an edia 
of duke Chriilopher, that of two or three 
families at Stutrgard excepted, under the,, 
particular proredtion of the coua* The 
origin uf the princely houfe, is fomewhat 
ob'fcure and uncertain- It h certain hovv- 
eprj that there were counts of Wunemberg 


at the beginning of the twelfth century. 
The Wurferoberg inheritance had fre- 
quently been divided, but the laft divifion 
of it, was in the year J442, betwixt the 
coimts Lewis arxd Ulrich. In the year 
1473, the leveral counts of Wurtemberg 
then living, entered into a compadt, for 
eilahiilbing the rights of primogeniturefhip, 
and indivifibility of the Wurremberg terri- 
tories. This compact: whs ratified, in the 
year 14S2, by the convention at ivlunzin- 
gen, as the fundamental law of Wunem- 
berg; and in the year 1484, received the 
fanibion of the emperor Frederick III. 
In the years 1485, i486, and 14S9, it was 
confiirntd by new coinpails, and pr-irticu- 
larly, in the year 1490, by the ratification 
of theftates of the country, and the Swabian 
confederacy. 3 n the year 1495, 'h.e em- 
peror Maxiinillian conferred on his fuc- 
ceffjr count Eberhard I, tl:e title of duke ; 
and again ratified the indivifibility of the 
country, and the right of primogeniturefliip 
in it. By the convention of Prague, in the 
year 1599, the reverfion of the duchy of 
Wurtemberg was ceded to the houfe of 
Auftria, who, by virtue of this ceifion, 
aflfumed its title and arms; but the ducal 
houfe of Wurtemberg maintains, that this 
reverfion became void in the year 1740, by 
the deceale of the emperor Charles VI. 
The dukes are hereditary ftanclard-bearcrs, 
and alio grand huntfmen of the empire ; 
and , m allufion to the laft honour, duke 
Eberhard Louis, in the year 1702, founded 
the order of Ivjn.tiug ; and in the year 1719, 
renewed and inrreifed its ftarutes, the reign- 
ing duke cf Wurkmberg being always 
grand maftcr. The afieftment in the ma- 
triciila of the empire is 1828 florins ; to 
the imperial chamber at W eizlar, the duchv 
pays nine hundred and fifty-three rixciolirtrs 
fifty-three kruitzers and a half. Stuttgart, 
is the capital; the caftle of Wurfcmberg, 
which gives name to the duchy, is fituatcd 
4 miles K. from Stuttgart.

The prevailing 
religion i-'’* the Roman Catholic ; but there 
are aifo Lutheran and Calvinift churches 
svithm the cccleiiafticd iuiifdidlion and te**- 
rite-ry uf Wurzburg, which- from timt to 
time, prefer to the diets of the empire 
fvTivc'Vous caniplaints of opnrefFion and iu- 
ruhico. In the fixteenih centum^, fh's 
biihupric abounded with Proteftant inhabi- 
tants. Bi&op Kilii-in ciinse, about the year 
OJIG, for the drib time, co Wurzburg, where 
at that time refided Gozbert, duke of Thu- 
ringia, whom he bag/tized in the year 687 ; 
but the biiliopric was not founded here till 
the year 741. The biihops of Wurzburg 
began, towards the middle of the fifteenth 
century, to Ryie the mfe Ives dukes ' of 
Frankeniand ; and it is generally held that 
bifltop Godfrey was the fir ft w-’ ho made ufe 
of that titkv and fucceeding bilhv^ps have 
retained -it.'' The biihops of Wurzburg 
caufed a naked fvvord to be carried before 
them. In the year 1752, pope Benedidl 
XIV granted them the privileges of bearing 
the a-rcliiepifcGpal pall and crofs ; but in 
other refpedfs they are fuffragans to the 
archbiftiops of Merirz. The Imperiai ma- 
iricular evaluation of this billiopric amounts 
to 850 dorins ; to the chamber-term it pays 
8.26 rixdollars. The epifcopal revenues are 
eilimated at 400,000 or 500,000 guldens. 
This prince and biihop maintains five regi- 
ments of foot and horfe, military affairs 
ioeing fubjedf to the auiic council c-f war. 

lVtir^,burg^ a city of Germany, in the 
circle of Franconia, and capital of a billiopric 
cf the fame name, and reftdence of the 
bi£hop. It is lituated on the Maine, well 
fortified, and defended by a fortrefs, iituated 
on a rock without the town ; in which for- 
trefs is an epifcopal palace, and a church, 
fuppofed to be the oideft in Franconia. The 
town is divided into four quarters and four 
fuburbs, in which are, a new epifcopal 
palace, built in the beginning of the prefent 
century, a cathedral, feverai collegiate and 
parifh churches, colleges, abbies, and con- 
vents.

Yarmouth, or Great a feaport

In the reign of 
William I, it had feventy burgeftes. It 
was furrounded with w'ails in the year 1340; 
and in a little time the inhabitants became 
fo powerful at fea, as frequently to attack 
their neighbc-ius of Lowefto^ and the 
Cinque ports, with great lois on both fidcs. 
The royal authority was at laft exerted to 
put a ftop to this turbulent fpirit : and a 
plague, which carried off 7000 people in one 
year, fo humbled their f[)irit, that they ap- 
plied thcmfelves to trade inftead of warfare, 
and fitted out veffcls for the herring fifliCM y ; 
which now employs about 1 50 vcffds, of 40 
to 50 tons ; the fiiliing feafon begins at 
Michaelmas, and continues to the end of 
Odlober, during which time, all the veffels 
that come to fiiia for the merchants of any 
part of England, are allowed to fell their fifti 
duty free, and fifty thouiand barrels of her- 
rings arc generally taken and cured in one 
year. The quay is handfome and convenient. 
The roads eaft of the town, within the 
dangerous fands and banks of the offing, 
are much frequented, though fbips are fre- 
quently caft away there ; large fums of 
money are expended yearly, to clear the 
harbour from the accumulating fand and 
mud : the fea coaft is for two miles each 
way, nearly a level common, about 8 feet 
above high-water mark : the tides do not 
rife above 6 feet. The harbour is conve- 
nient but will not admit large veffels :

Yemen, a province of Arabia, comprehend - 
ing the hnefl: and moft fertile part of Arabia, 
is furrounded by the Red Sea, and by 
the provinces of Hadramaut, Nejed, and 
Hedjas. Yemen is naturally divided into 
two parts, differing greatly in foil and cli- 
mate I that bordering on the Red Sea 
is a dry and fancly plain, nearly two days’ 
journey in. breadth, and is fcorched by the 
mod torrid heats j the other, extending im- 
mediarely beyond this, is a high-lying 
country, full of precipitous, yet fertile hills, 
and enjoying a much more temperate air. 
Yemen is, like tlie reft of Arabia, parcelled 
out among a number of different fovereigns, 
in unequal portions. Some of them are 
princes of coniiderablc power: but many 
are petty fehicchs, who are, however, per- 
fedtly independent : the mod confiderabie of 
thofe princes is the imam, who refidcs at Sana. 
There are feveral other independent dates, 
as Aden, Kaukeban, Kobaii, or Hafcliid-u- 
Bekil, Abu-Arifeh, a large diftridii: between 
Abu-Arifdi and Hedjas, inhabited by free 
Bedouins; Khaulan, Sahan, comprehending 
the principality of Saade, Nedsjerau ; Kach- 
tau, Nehhm, Eaft Kh-iutan, Jafa, and feve- 
_ ral others. The fame intermixture of fer- 
tile and barren territory, and the fame pro- 
dudfions, appear every where through the 
whole province : the imam, however, feems 
to be mafter of the richeR, the moft agree- 
able,. and the moft interefting part of this 
tradt of country. It would not be eafy to 
explain, dift'mftly, the isxtents and limits of 
this fovercigu’s territories, as they are fo in- 
lerfeded by the domains of a number of 
petty princes. The general divifion of 
Yemen into Tehama, the Lowlands, and 
Djebat, the Highlands, obtains in the imam’s' 
dominions, as well as* elfewhere. Upon 
this, grand divifion depends the fubdivifion , 

^ »f the kingdom of Sana into, thirty govern** 
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meats, or countries. Tehama contains fix: 
of thefe governments, and the Highland 
country twenty -four : thefe fmali grwerii- 
ments are hot ail alike populous, or remark- 
able. There arc in the territory of the 
imam many fchiechs difperfed among the 
mounrains, who acknowledge not his autho- 
rity, and are but in a very flight degree de- 
pendent upon him. From the expul fion of 
the Turks, in the year 1630, the reign of 
the imams began : their great aueeftor 
Khaffcm Abu "Mahomed, was the chief 
author of that revolution. The throne of 
Y'emen is hereditary; if generally approved 
of by the fubji-'dls, the eldeft legitimate fow 
of an imam is his rightful fucceffor. But in 
the defpotic governments of the caft, indeed 
no order can be clofely obferved, becaufe 
there are no fundamental laws. The imam 
is an abfolure prince, and the more fo by 
uniting in his own perfon fupremc authority, 
both fpirirual and temporal, over bis fubje^ls. 
His jurifdidion in ecclenaftical matters, 
however, extends not over the dominions of 
ocher fovereigns of the fame fedt : thefe 
ftates have each a mufti, or cadi, for its fpi- 
ritual ufe. AiUhough the imam be abfolute, 
he is checked in the exercife of his authority 
by the fupreme tribunal of Sana, of which 
he is only prefident: this tribunal, confifiing 
of a certain number of kadis, poffeffes the 
foie power of life and death. The imam 
may not order any of his fubjccfs for execu- 
tion, but fuch as have been condemned in 
coniequence of a criminal profecution before 
this court. The kadis are generally efieem- 
ed to be perfons of incorruptible integriry,- 
of blamelefs lives, and devoted to the faith- 
ful difeharge of their duties : they are not 
changed here fo often as in Turkey, but 
hold their offices ufually for life. Every 
petty diftriift in the dominions of the imam 
has its governor, if not a p^rince, of one of the 
higher nobility ; this governor is called 
v/aii and doia, or fomeiime.s emir, when he 
happens to be a perfon of low birth. In 
every little town, a fub-doja, with a fmall. 
garrifon, confifting fometimes of only five or 
fix foldiers, refidcs, to maintain order. The 
chief of a large village is a fchiech ; he of a 
fmaJi one, a hakin. Every city in which a 
doia refides, has alfo a kadi, dependent on 
the chief kadi of Sana ; the kadi is foie judge 
in civil and ecclefiaftical affairs, nor may the 
doia interfere, to contradi6t his fentences, or 
render them inefficacious. The kadis in the 
provinces, no lefs than in the capital, are in 
high reputation for wifdom and integrity. 
The manufaiSlures of a people of fo little in- 
duftry^ cannot but be very trifling : no fabres 
are manufaiftured in Yemen, 'nor any edged 
weapon, except a kind of crooked knives, 
called jambe^. The making of match fire-:

few years ; it fiicceeds but indifferently. It 
is only of late that ginfs-works have been 
eftabliihed at Mocha ; fome coarfe cloth is 
manufactured here, but nor fo much as is 
required for the ufe of the country : broad 
cloths are neither made nor worn here.- 
The EngliOi brought fome goods of this fort 
to Mocha, but were obliged to carry them 
b:^k to India unfold. A country which 
affords fo few articles for fa!e, cannot have 
a great trade. Coffee is almoft the foie ar- 
ticle exported from Yemen ; a valuable com- 
modity, in exchange for which many of thofe 
things which this country needs from 
abroad, may well be obtained. All the 
commerce of Yemen is carried on by Mocha, 
except only that fome fmall quantities of 
coffee are exported by Loheia and Hodeida.

It has always 
been con lid e red as the capital of the liorth 
part of England, and the fecond in rank. 
The origin of this city is not well known; 
certiiin it is, however, that it was the Itatiori 
of the fixrh legion, called ViiSlrix, which 
A.drian bfouglic our of GennanVj and a 
Rnm.in colony. The emperor Confiantius 
Chiorus, is faid to have died here, and hiii 
fon, Conftantine the Great, being iii Eng- 
land at the time of hh father’s death, to 
have been proclaimed emperor. This city, 
under the Saxon goverrsrncnr, was for a 
conlidcrablc rime in a very floarifliing ftate, 
rill the Damfh ftnrm, burfringon it from the 
north, wafted it in a dreadful manner with 
fire and iVvord. And in the next century' 
it felt greater and more terrible calamities in 
the Dimiih ravages. In the year 867, the 
walls had fullered fo much from the alTauits 
of war, that Olbright and Ella, kings of 
Northumberland, purfuing the Danes, goc 
the city without any dilHculry ; and being 
flain in a bloody battle in the middle of the 
city, left the vidlory to the Danes who had 
retired into it. Hence Maimibury obferves, 
that Y’^ork was always firft expofed to the 
fury of the northern nations, received the 
barbarous Ihocks of the Danes, and groaned 
under repeated devaftations ; bur, as the 
fmic author alTerts, oiir Athelftan wrefted it 
from the Bancs, and Icveflcd with the 
.ground the ftrong caftle which they had 
ereded there. It was not, huvvever, alto- 
gether free from wars in fuccceding years, 
that whole century being remarkable fur the 
ruin of cities: but the Normans, as they 
put a ftop to thefe calamities,, fo they aimoft 
utterly dc'ftroyed Y"ork ; for the fons of 
Swain arriving with a Beet of 240 Danilh 
Blips in the neighbourhood, the Normaa 
garrifon that held two caftics in the city, 
fearing leall the boafes in the fuburbs might 
favour the enemy in filling up the ditch, 
fet them on fire; but the wind biowitig 
fttong, rpfead the finmes over the whole 
city, fo that it was. ail in a- blare, when the 
D.-me^ broke in and made ‘a dreadful mafTacre 
of the inhabitants, putting' the Normans to 
the fword, referving only William Mallet 
and Gilbert Gant, principal officers of diftsne- 
tion, to be decimated with the foidiers. 
For they fet apart every tenth man. 
ot tite ."Normans by lot for execution*

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This fo provoked Wiliiam I, tllat be extir- 
pated the inhabitants, as if they bad take’ll 
part with the Danes* and burned the city' a 
fecond time, and, according to Malmlbury’s 
account, fo defolated the neighbouring vil- 
lages, and fo'exhauflcd this fruirful province 
by his devaftations, that the ground lay un- 
cultivated for fixty miles together. iPeace 
focceeding thefc turbulent time?, York 
recovered itfelf, though often devoted to de- 
Ifrudficn by the Scots and feditious. In the 
reign of Stephen, it fuffered by an accidental 
lire, which confumed the cathedral, St. 
Mary's abby, and other religious houfes, to- 
gether, as is generally thought, with a wcll- 
furnilhcd library, founded by archbifliop 
Sgelred. St. Mary’s abby foon recovered 
its former magnidcence by a new building, 
but the cathedral lay neglcfted till the time 
of Edward I, when John Roman, treafurer 
of the church, laid ilic founckuion of the 
new work, which his fnn John, William 
Melton, and John Thoreiby, ail archbi- 
ihops, gradually brought to perfeifiicn by 
the affiitance of the neighbouring nobiliiy. 
J^bout the lame time alfo, the citizens forti- 
fied the city with new wall^, and a number 
of towers, thick fet, and planned a body of 
excellent laws for their government. King 
Kichard II rnatlc it n county, corporate by 
itfelf, and Richard 11 1 began the caftje 
anew: and Henry VIII eftabHUied here a 
council or fenate-houle, not unlike the 
Ercndi parliaments, to try and determine 
the caufes of this part of the kingdom, con- 
lifting of a preiident and council, whole 
numbers depended on the king’s pleafure, a 
Ct-cretary, and ether ofticers. Before Wil- 
iiam the Conqueror baracd Yoik, siiuhorstio 
not ferupie ta cempare i\ to Rooic. It was. 
the chief emperium in the north of EngiRnd, 
And lirty years after the tesribleilre hi king 
Stephen’s time, in tl-.e }/e?r 1186, this city 
had fo railed its head, as to bear haif pro| 3 Qr- 
tiou to London. A woollen manufadl'ure 
was held here ro the reign of Henry Vllf, 
Eut the navigi.'io!i of the Oufe was neglcwhted 
till the reign of Gt*<3rgc: I, when an adl of 
parliament was obtained for its improvement, 
but not culitShiidly carried into execution at 
that time. The walls of tliis ancient city 
^re all entire, being repaired every year if 
there is occafion. Tliofe on the footh and 
caft from Fifliergate to the Red Tower, 
and thence to W-almgatc, were rebuilt ' in 
the years 14S7 and 1675 *, and in the former 
of thefe divifions is a walk. The city is 
divided into four wards, Mickkgare, 
Botham, Monk, and Walingate, and has 
four principal gates, and fix pofterns. ^ The 
lalter of - thefe gates is fuppofed to derive its 
name by' corruption from . \Yatling 4 keet; 
"In the reign of Henry V,‘ lt’had:fbrty-four 
parllh chufehcs, befidw ftyenteei- cfepels, 
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fixtcen hofpitals, and nine religious houfes 
At the reformation, thefe were reduced la 
little more than half the number of 
parifli churches', eighteen of them being 
united to the reft, three hofpitals, and one 
or two chapels. Clifford’s Tower, a round 
Ihell, is beautifully fttuated on an artificial 
mount, commanding an extenfive view over 
the river. Tt is faid to be as old as the Con« 
queft, and might have been raifed by the 
Conqueror, or, as its mount exadly corre- 
fponds with the old bank on the weft fide of 
the river, it may have been Roman work.- 
It was nfed. as a garrrifon in the civil war, 
and till the year 16S3, when the magazine 
blowing up, reduced it to its prefent form. 
The bridge over the Oufe confifts of five 
arches, the middlemoft eighty-one feet, or 
twenty-feven yards wide, and feventcen high. 
It was built ab)ut the year 1566, after 
the old one had been broken down by a fnd- 
den thaw. On its north fide is an old 
chapel, v.'iHi Saxon zigzag, probably built 
by the cit izens, iu the year 1 268, in memory 
of cenain Scots tlien ilain in an affray on 
the bridge. It was turned into an exchange. 
The cathedral, alike venerable for fizc, ftile, 
and ornaments, two centuries in build- 
ing, from the ycarTszy, \yhen archbifiiop 
Grey began thc-fjurh crof?, to 142.6, when 
the grants of the dean and chapter call it 
iU'Tj bidlt. The whole length, from call to 
welt, i‘: 524 feet, the breadth 109, length of 
the croft -aiile and the height of the lantern 
fteepne iSo. The call; window is faid hardly 
to have its equal fur tracery, painting, and 
prefervation, and w’as the work of John. 
Thoiuton, a glazier, of Coventry, in tho 
year *40^. The archiepiicopal fee of York 
was infiituted in form, though nor in fub- 
ftance, by pope Gregory, in his let:.er to 
Augiiftine, in the year 602, but in fubftnncc 
by pope Hemoaus, who font to Pauli- 
nus, in the year 634. By a charter cf 
Pjch-ird I, it was governed by a na‘yor, 
to which the title of lord was prefixed by 
Richard II. Cdier members of the cai*po- 
ration arc aldermen, alhfiants, towr -clerks, 
cominon-council, &c. The guild-hall was 
bud: in the yeas' 14^6 ; the lord -mayor’s 
houfe in the year 1726 ; and an elegant 
aiTtmbly-room in the year 1736, from a 
defign of the earl of Burlington. Manufac- 
tures have not fncceedcd in York. The 
diftridt fituated to the fourb and fouth-weft of 
the ciiy Is called the Jlhijity of Tork. It fends

York (NezvJ, a Rate of United America, 
bounded on the nouh by the 45tb degree of 
latitude, which feparates it from Cdiiada, 
on the eaR by Connedlicnr, MaiTachurects, 
land Vermont, on the fouth-eaR by the At- 
lantic, on the fouth and fouth-weit, by New 
Jerfey and Permfyivania, and on the north- 
weR by the river St. Lawrence, and the 
lakes Erie and Ontario; containing in the 
whole 44,000 fquare miles, or about zS mil- 
lions of acres. The Rate, to fpcak generally, , 
is interfedfed by ridges of mountains, running 
in a north-eaft and fouth-weR diredlion. 
Beyond the Allegany Mountains, however, 
the country is a dead level, of a fine rich 
foil ; covered, in its natural Rate, with maple, 
beach, birch, cherry, black walnut, locuCt, 
hickery, and fome mulberry trees. On the 
banks of lake Erie, are a few cheRnut and,., 
oak ridges. Hemlock fwamps, are inrer- 
fperfed thinly through the country. All 
the creeks that empty into lake Erie, have 
falls j w'hichaRbrd many excellent mill-feats. 
Eaft of the Allegany Mountains, the coun- 
try is broken into hills, with rich interven- 
ing vallies j the hills are doathed thick 
with timber, and when cleared, afford fine- 
paRure 5 the vailies, when cultivated, pro- 
duce yyheat, hemp, flax, pea?, grafs, oats, and 
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Indian corn : befides the trees already men* 
tioned, there are, in various parts of the 
Rate, : the feverai kinds of oa^-" 
white, red. yellow, black, andch 
white, vdlow, fpruce, and pitch, pin 
cedar, bal fa m, or fir-tree; burrernut, pop 
white-wood, which in Fennfsdvania is cdllecl 
poplar, and in Europe, the tulip-tree; { 
and rock maple, the linden -t 
with the white- wood, grows on 
rich ground; the button -wood, or fycamore 
fiirub cranber>-y, the fruit of which hangs in 
duRers, like grapes, as large as cherries; 
this ihriib, too, grows on low ground. Be- 
fides theffi is the fumach, which bears 
ters of red berries ; the Indians chew the 
leaves inftcad of tobacco; the bsrrics are 
iifed in dyes. Of the- commodities 
duced from culture, wheat is the 
which imrnenfe quaaiities are 
exported. Indian corn, and peas, 
wife raifed for exportation ; and 
barley, &c. for home confumption 
, fome parts of the Rate, large dariesarc 
which furnifh for the market, butter 
cheele. ThebeR lands in this Rate, 
lie along the Mohawk River, and weR 
Allegany Mountains, are yet in a Rate 
nature, or are juft beginning to be fettled 
This Rare, agreeably to an adV of 
giflature, paired in March, 17S8 
into 16 counties ; which, by 
paRed at the fame time, were 
towmlbips, in the above-mentioned 
the limits of the counties and townfliips 
defined. Thefe rownihips, are corpora- 
tions, inveRcd with certain privileges. The 
act direds, that the freeholders in the f 
ral townlhips, lliall aiTemble in town 
ings, on the lirR Tuefday in April, annu- 
ally, and choofe their town-oflicers. The 
number of inhabitants in this Rate, in 17S6, 
was 238,897; of which 18,8^9 tver'e 
negro'^s. In 1756, there were 83,233 
whites, and i3>54a blacks; 96,775 in the. 
whole. In 1771, there were 148,124 
whites, and X9,SS3 blacks; total 168,007. 
The population for every fquare mile, in- 
cluding the whole Rate, is on'^y five, fo that 
this Rate is but a nindt part as pjrpulous as 
Conneodcut. But it is to be confidered, 
that Connecticut has no \vaRe lands, and 
not half the Rate of New York is fettled. 
The Rate of Connedliciit, however, 
throughout, is at leaR three rimes as thickly- 
populated, as the fettled parts of New 
York. This Rate contains .vaft quantities 
of iron ore. There is a River mine at 
Philiplburg, which produces virgin River, 
fpar, zink, or fpelter, a femi-metal, mag- 
nez, ufed in glazings, peritus, of a golden 
hue ; various kinds of copper ore, and lead 
and coal mines^ are found in this Rate. 
Alfo petrified woodj^ plaRer of Paris, ifing- 
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glafs m talcsj and cryftal of* t'arlons 

kinds aiul colours, alueftos, and feveral 
P:.hcr foffils. A fmall black ftonc had 
alfo been found, which vitrifies with a 
fmall heat, and makes excellent glafs. 
The principal rivers are, Hudfon, Onen- 
dzgo, Mohawks, Delaware, Sufquehanna, 
AiUegany, Tyoga, See, The coallitution 
of this hate, provides for the free exerr 
cife of religious profelfion and worlhip,- 
without diferimination or preference, 
within the ftate, for all mankind; provid- 
ed the liberty for cenicienre hereby grant* 
ed fball not be fo conllrucd as to excu'C 
of iicentiouuufs, or jufiify pra6tices 
inconfiCtent with the peace and fafety of 
the ftatc. The minifiers (i everv <ienf>- 
mination in theftau, arc fupported by fhe 
voluntary contribuiicns of the pc'-^pie, 
raifed generally by fi’brcriprion, or by a 
tax upon the pews, except ‘he Dutch 
churciKS ii Nc.v York,.- ibany, bkenec* 
tady, and Kin^.fi:on, which have, except 
the two lafi, large ellares confirnied by a 
charter. The epiCcopai church, 'dfo, in 
iNewYork, poifeis a very large eftate in 
and near the city, The fupreme legifia- 
tive powers of the ftate, are veiled in two 
^tranches, a fen ate and aficmbly. The 
members of the fenate, are cledfcd by the 
freeholders of the dates, who pofiefs free- 
hold efiates to the value of lool. dear of 
debts, For the purpofe of dedfing lena- 
tofs, the ftatc is divided into four great 
ditlri^ts, each of whxh clionfes a certain 
number. The ienstors arc divided by lot 
into four clalTt’s, fix in each c.lafs* and 
numbered, firft, fccond, third, and fonnh. 
The feats of tbe firil cials, ;sre vacated at 
the expiration of one vest; the fecon-l at 
, the expiration of the next, Sec, and iheir 
places filled bv new eic.^V.ons. Thus a 
fmall change is iriade in the fenate eVerv 
vear ; bur tlu'cc-fmirrhs of the members 
iemuieing, preiervea lu.owledgc of tlv.' bufi- 
jiefs of the fjrmcr reflL.'n. A majority of 
the fenate is r.cctflarv to do bufinek ; and 
each branch of the icgiilarurc, lias a negative 
upon tlie other. The U-ghlature can'at any 
rime alter this d'vifiou of the rlate, for the 
clioice of ferwitors ; and an increafe of elec- 
tors iii anv to the amount of one 

Twenty-fourth of the decors in the vvhoie 
ftate, cntiik’S the dilAri£): to another fenacor. 
But the iiumber of fenatort,- can never ex- 
ceed erne lumdred. I he alTcmbly of the 
ihitf, iscornpGibd of reprefentatives, from the 
ffVcral conntiv;i;, chofui annually in May. 
By the confikution, however, it is ordercus 
that at the end of feven years, after the ter-^ 
ipi nation of the hire war^ a cenfus’ ;of -tfety 
cledlovs and inbalfifHnts fhall be taken^ and 
the reprefemation apponicned} according tp 
.-*the number of cleaors^in 'eaish. co«itey» 
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The fuprciTse executive power of the 
ftiite is veited in a governor (in whole 
abfer.ee, a deputy-geveruor isappoinred to 
ferve) clioBu once inth'tee years, by the 
freemen of the hate. The lifutenant- 
governor is, by his prcficlcnt of the 

fenate ; and, upon an equal divifion of voices^ 
has a caking vo'c ; hut has no vedee on other 
occafions. The governor has nr;t a feat in 
the Icgifiaturc ; bu^, as a member of the 
councji of rcv-fion, and counc l or appoint- 
mem, he has a vafi iuBuence in tfe Itate. 
Hudfonk River, was rkfi; dilcovnmd in iboS, 
bv Henry Hudfon, an EngiiOiman, wnho 
f.ild his chim to the Dutch. Ti 1014, the 
Scates-Gencral granted a piatciK to feveral 
merchants, for ati exclufive trade on the 
river Hudfm, The fame year this com- 
pany built a fort on tite well fide of the 
river, near Albany, and ‘ named it Fort 
Orange, In 1624, captain Argali, under 
fir Thomas Dale, governor cf Virgininj 
vifited the Dutch on UmUhn’s River, 
\vlio being uTirible to refift him, prudently 
fuhmittcdy for the prcfeiit, to the king of 
England, and, under him, to the governor of 
Virginia. Determined upon the fetilement 
of a colontv, the Statcs-General, in 1621, 
granted the ^untry to the Weft- India com- 
pany ; and, in the year 1629, Wouter Van 
Tvvilkr arrived at Fort AiTifttrciam, and 
took upon liimfelf tiie government. On 
Auguft 27, 1664, governor Stuvclant fur- 
rcndcred the colony to colo'^ei Nicolls, who 
had arrived in the hay a few days before, 
with three or four s and about 300 foU 
cliers, a co'nrniili.jn from king 

Charles If, to reduce the d'.hcCj whicli was 
then cailed Nti'ii' Jlvjlfnhv^h but was changed 
to New York, as was Fort Orange to Albany, 
in honour of hin royal ' hi ghnefs James, duke 
ofY rk and Albany, Very few oF the in- 
liaoitaiits tlnnight proper to remove out of 
the count'TV ; and their numerous defeend- 
anr.s ere ftiil in many parts of this ibite and 
New' jerfey. In 1607, at the peace of 
Breda, New 'York was confirmed to the 
Engliih, who, in exchange, ceded Surinam 
to the Dutch. The Engjilh kept peaceable 
pofieibon of rfie country until the year 5673, 
when the Dutch, with • w'hom they weve 
then at war, feiit a fmall fquadron, which 
arrived at Staten Illand on the 3Qth of July. 
‘■John Manning, a captain of an independent 
company, who had, at that time, the com- 
mand of the f<?rr, fent a mefiengcr down to 
the commodore, and trsacheroufiy made his 
terms with him. On the fume day the 
liiips crime up, moored under the fmt, landed 
their men, and entered the garrlfon, withouy 
giving or receiving a Ihot, All the niagif- 
tr;itcs and coiiftables from Eaft Jerfey,- 
'Dcmg Ifland, ATopus, and Albany, were 
. faaimoued to New Yorkj and the majot 

psrt 


part of them fwore aUcgiancc to fbc States- 
General and the prince of Orange. The 
conquerors, iiowever, did not long enjoy the 
fruits of their fucccis, for, on ti'ie of 
February, the year following, a treaty of 
peace beuveen England and Holland wa^ 
iigoed at Wcitminller ; by the fixth article 
of which, this province wa. rcMored to the 
Knglifh, in whofe Irands it rernaiTred until 
the late revolution. While. New York re- 
mained in poiTei'fion of the Dutcli, it was 
called Krjj or AYce and 

governed by an efcout, burgomahers, and 
cchevins. From its furrender to the Eng- 
liih, in 1664 to 16^3, the province was ruled 
by governors, appointed and comn'i-liocf d 
by the duke of Y'ork, an;! their council, 
whofe rules aiicl orders had the force of, laws. 
From the lad-named juriod, the pcopie were 
admitted to a iharc of the legiflaLive autlm- 
riry. The confederated caiit.un.s of Indians, 
before the incorporation of the Tufearoras, 
a people driven by the Caroliii'ans f -om the 
frontiers of Virginia, confided of live nations, 
yiz, the Mohawks, Oneidas, Suiccas, Gnon- 
dagas, and Cayugas. The alliance and trade 
of thefe fix nations, inh,.biiing r!ic territory 
weft of Albany, to the dilunec t)f more chan 
zoo miles, though much courted by the 
French of Canada, have been almoft unin- 
terruptedly enjoyed by the Engiilh- The 
chief towns arc New York, Albany, and 
Hud Ton. 

Yor^ fNew), a city cf America, an J capi- 
tal of a flare of the fame Ui^jrne, fivuated et the 
fouth- weft point of an ill and, at the confiu- 
crtce of the Hudion Emd' E;i<ft Ph.ver. The 
principal part of the city lies on the eafi fide 
cjf the illand, ahJiough the buildings extend 
fronvone river to the other. The length of 
the city on Eait River is about two miles, 
but falls much fhort of that difisnce on the 
banks of the Hudfon : its breadth, on an 
average, is nearly three-fourths or a mile, 
aiid its circumrcrence may be four mile?. 
The plan of this city is not perfectly rega- 
.lur, but is laid out agreeably to the fituation 
of the ground. The principal ftreets are 
Bcaviy parallel with the rivers : thefe are 
interfedled, though not at right angle'', by 
ftreets running from river to river : the 
width of the ftreets is various. The houRs 
are generally built of brick, and the roofs 
tiled: there arc remaining a few houfes 
built after the old Dutch manner, but the 
Eiigiifia tafte has prevailed almoft a century. 
Upon the fouth-weft point of the land ftands 
the fortj which is a fquare, with four baf- 
tions ; within the walls of which the gover- 
nors 'ufed forrneriy to refide. Btlow the 
fort, near the water, there is a, line of forti-. 
fioations of confidcrable extent, defigned to 
command the entrance into both rivers. 
But it is qucftionable, whether any number

mayor and recorder sr-v appointed, annually, 
by *1.0 cou '.dl cf aiipointineiiL . This city 
is eftcemed the moft eligible tit nation for 
commerce in the Ikiired State!:; ; it almoft 
necdia'r'^ly commands the trade of onc-half 
of New Jcri'jry. moft of thac. of Conncdlicut, 
and part of ‘.hat cf MaiNchufetts, befides the 
whole fertile i ivcrior country. -.vh.cb is pene- 
trated b; one of 1.1 to large ft "Ivers in Ame- 
rica. This' city imports moft of the goods 
confumed between a line of tuirty miles 
call of Conrcuticut River, and twenty miles 
weft of the Huuibn, which is 130 miks ; 
and between the ocean and the confines of 
Canada, abr-ut 250 irii.es : a r.onfiderablc 
portion of which is the belt peopled of any 
part of the United Staces, and the v. hole ter- 
ritory contains at leaft half a million of 
people. In times of peace, New Y^ork \v;ll 
command more commercial ' bufineft rhrm 
any town in the United States. In time o£ 
war it will he infeciire wi'clnrit a marine 
force; but a fmall number of ihips wifi be 
able to defend it from the moft formidabic 
attacks- by fea. A want of goud\\ater is a 
great inconvenience to the citi/.ens, there 
being few wells in the city : nsoft of tiie

Ybr^/r^, . a county of England, and by 
far the largeft in the kingdom, h bounded on 
the north by Durham,, from which it is fe pa- 
rated* by the Tees, on the eaft and nonh-eaft 
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hy the (MifA’S.n Sea, on the fouth by Lincoln - 
Ihire, Kottingharnfhire, and Dertiylhire^ on 
the fouth-weft by Chelhire and Lancafibire, 
and on the north -weit by Wefimoreiand ; 
about 8o nhle$ from north to fouth, and loo 
from eaft lo weft* It is divided into three 
ridings, called, from their refpefitive Htua- 
tion, north, eaft, and well ridings, which are 
again fubdivided into wapontakes; the 
north'«riding containing twelve, the eaft 
feven, and the well twelve. The north- 
riding is bounded by the county of Durham 
cn the north, the German Sea on the 
north-eaft, the call-riding on the fouth-eaft, 
the weft- riding on the fuuh, and the county 
of Weftmoreland on the weft. The length 
of the riding, from eaft to weft, is eighty- 
three miles, the breadth, from north to fautb, 
forty- feven miles, and it' contains about 204^ 
fquare miles, gr 1,31 1,187 acres. Tiic 
whole riding may be divided into the fol- 
lowing diftridts, via. the Coaft, Cleveland, 
the vale of York, with Howardian Hills, &c. ; 
Ryedale, with Eaft and Weft Marlhes, and 
the Eaftern and Weftern Moorlands, The 
diftridt defcribccl by tbs term Coaft, com- 
prehends the land lying between the EaO.ern 
Moors and the Octan. it is hilly, bold, and 
bleak; bur in fornc of the vales, which are 
ihekered both from the weftc! ly winds and 
the leanir, corn ripens w^dl. The foilsare 
a brownilli clay, a clayey loam, a loam upon 
a ftrong clay, a lightiih ft;il upon an alum 
ihale, a loam upon a frce-iV'uc, or, as it is 
here called, a grtet flonc, and uj fonte valHes 
weft of Whitby, a deep ri:h ioarn. The 
hills along the coaft abound with alum 
ftale, and works for procuring this minerrd 
are carried on in feverai p'^ris of it ; no 
Other minerals have b<'en found. The fer- 
tile diftrifl of Cleveland lies on the norih- 
weft ftcle of the Eaftcrn Ivlocrs; Irom rhefe 
jt is divided by a range of ciilF>, from wjiich, 
probablV) it dt'rivc> "its name : it is lightly 
featured with hills, and has few helds, except 
near the fca, which h'dve not a gentle ilope. 
The climate of it, from its fituation betwixt 
the Eadcru Hourlands and the Tea, and from 
lying open to the: weCiern winds, form an 
extenftve, uncultivated, and mountainous 
country j is cold ; but the foil, dry and ft iff, 
by a long ftate of culture, and the frequent 
ufe of lime, bakes with the heat of the fun, 
and haiiens harveft to the time of warmer 
climates : the ftdl is generally a fertile clay, 
with home clayey loam, and nne red Tandy 
foil. The vale "of York is extenfive, and 
has the Moorlands on each fide, except 
where k opens into Clevcdand, or is feparated 
from Eyedale by a range of hills ^ !the foil 
and femiky’^are here extremely.' vadable. 
■The Howardian Hills runs from weft 
dividing the vale of York 
tlm cr^dl is high and bold-; 
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ticularly of the woft end, from its vicinity 
the hluors anti grea-'er elevation, is cold, and 
the corn, conreQueuny, rather late in ripen- 
ing. Tiic ibi’, on the weft end of this 
iratk, is moitiy a urong loam, upon a clay- 
mixed wi:h cobble-ftoncs ; but on the 
fouthern lidc of thefe hills, a good clay and 
loamy foil prevails ; fome pits have been 
here funk for coab, but the quantity has- 
proved fo ordinary, and the feams fo ihin, as 
not to encourage a farther fearch. The 
furfacc of the lower parts of Ryedalc is very- 
flat, and a large proportiem of it liable to be 
flooded. The climate is mild and favour- 
able to the production of crops in an extra- 
ordinary degree. The foil, at the foot of 
the northern margin, confihs chiefly of an 
hazlc icini upon a cl:iv botrom ; this full k 
of extrsordiiiarv fertility: feme cold clay, 
and yellow loamy foil, or lefs fertility than 
the iaft, are in Ibrne place'* to be met with. 
The Eaftern Ivioorlands are a wild and ex- 
tenftve trad’i of mountains, which occupy 
a fpace or ab.>u£ thirty miles by fifteen, or 
upvvai-d;, pcncLr.it;od by a number of fer- 
tile cultivated dales. The great elevation 
of 'theft- IXTcors, renders the climate extremely 
cold ;.ui.d rdcak, which will always he a bar 
to their iniprovornent. The furface of 
fome of the higher hills is eutirely covered 
with i'argp frec-ftones; on others, large 
beds of peat (-vvhich in many places are 
very deep, frequently not to be paiTed, and 
never vvitiiout darger) extend thcmfelves to 
a great diflante. The niinerals are coak 
anil alum : the fn-ft of but an ordinary qua- 
lity, and thin in the foam ; the laft of great 
thickueiSHnd inexhauftibie. The climate is 
colder than in the country furrounding this 
diftri6t, yet com will ripen very well, where 
Town in pretty good afpedt. Moft of the 
dales partake more or lefs of a bhek moory 
earth upon a chay, a loam upon n clay, a 
fandy foil in fome place-s intermixed with 
large greet -ftones upon a fliale, and a light 
loam upon a greet-rock. On the eaftern 
part of the Moors we And, in fome inftances, 
on the hill fldcs, a rather itiiT loam upon 
lime-fione, and a deep fandy loam upon a 
whin-ftone ; and in the buttoms, a light 
loam upon gravel, or free-ftone. The 
Weftern Mcorinnds are a part of the long 
range of mountains which extend northward, 
from Staffordlhire, through Derbyihire, 
Yorkfliire, Lancaflflre, Weftmoreland, and 
Cumberiai^d, into Scotland : that part of it 
which lies within the north-riding, differs 
materially from the Eaftern Moorlands; in* 
ftead of black heath, we find many of th^ 
mountains covered with a fine fweet graft, 
others with extenflve tradls of bent; fome 
produce heath, but it is moftly mixed with 
a large portion of grafs bent, or rufhes. In 
ihd lower parr of thefe.

loamy foil, in many placos a ftiff loani upon 
blue iimc«toc. The bills, covered with 
grafs, confifi:, with Icarce any exception, of 
iimc-ftone. There are *many lead mines 
upon thefe Moors, fome of which have been, 
and hill are, very valuable. Coals are aif® 
got, but they are not good. The quan- 
tity of woodland in this part of the county 
is’ eftimated' at z 5 . c;o.o acres. Y orklhire con « 
tains the city of York and nineteen towns, 
viz. Ailcrigg", Bedaie. Eafingwouid, Gifbo- 
rough, Hawes, Heimfiey-biackmoor, Kirby ■

}htthallerton^ Pickering, Reerhe, Richmond^ 
Scarborough^ Stokefiey, Ihirjh, Whitby, and 
Yarm, and about 4^0 villages. The prin- 
cipal rivers are the Oufe, Derwent, Swale, 
Fofs, and Efk. The eaft-riding is bounded 
on the north by the river Derwent, which 
feparates it from the north-riding, on the 
caft by the German Ocean, on the fouth by 
the Humber and Oufe, and on the weft by 
the weft-riding. Almoft every variety of 
foil is found here ; that part adjoining the 
fea is much expofed to the eafteriy winds, 
which generally blow a confiderable length 
of time in the fpring. The Ihore is for the 
moft part low, except round Flamborough- 
Head, which is high ; behind which lie 
what are called Tbs Yorkjbire If'^olds; d. 
diftri 61 : particularly adapted for the feeding 
iheep. Wood is fcarce. The country is 
^eii watered by fraali ftreams which run 
through aimoft every village : the country, 
extending from the Oufe to the Wolds, and 
fouthward to the Humber, is fiat, and the 
foil loamy, or clayey, with a fpringy bottom. 
That part which is ficuated to the eaft of 
the river Hull is called Holdenufi . The 
produce of wheat in this part of the county 
is greater than the confumption, as the 
manufadfures are not extenlive ; the exports 
confift of grain, bacon, butter, horfes, cattle, 
flieep, hogs, and potatoes, chiefly to London. 
The coals ufed in this riding are ufually im- 
ported.from Nevvcaftle, or fupnlied from the 
weft-riding : the towns are Benjerlcy^ Brid- 
lington, Cave, Driffield, Ileado?!^ Howden, 
Hulli Hunmanby, Flornlea, Kiiham, Patring- 
ton, Pocklingt-.m. and Weighton.

Ypres, or J/nvfr, a city of Flanders, htoated 
on the river Yperlee, from whence it rakes 
its name. Before the year Soo, it was only 
a chateau, which was facked and ruined by 
the Normans, Baldwin III, cornte of 
Flanders, repaired the chateau, and built a 
tovvn, about the year 960, which %vas after- 
wards enlarged by Tnierry, comte of Flan- 
ders, and Ferrand, the Ion erf Sanchez, 
king of Portugal, who had efpoufed Jane, the 
daughter of Baldwin IX, eighteenth comteof 
Flanders. Jnthe year 112S, it was taken 
by Louis VI, king of France; and more 
than half of it pillaged and burned. Philip 
Auguftus, king of France, took it in the year 
It 13. In the year 1240, great part of it 
was burned by accident. In the year 1297, 
the Fauxbourgs were taken by the troops of 
Philip the Fair, king of France. In tlic 
year 1325, the inhabitants revolted with 
moft part of the neighbouring towns again ft 
Louis de Nevers, comte of Flanders, and 
pulled down the old wall to build a new one, 
in which they incioled the Fauxbourgs, 
which had become fo extiemely populous, 
from weavers and ether tvadefpeople, that, 
in the year 1242,, the number of p^r- 
fons amounted to two hundred thoufand. In 
the J4rh century the inhabitants of Ypres, 
for the moll part weavers, were exceedingly 
rroublefome to their neighbours, being un- 
willing that any people Ihould carry on trade 
befides themfeives. In the year 13S3, the 
rebels of Ghent, affiftcd by the Englith, un- 
der the command of the bifhop of Norwich, 
befieged this town with great vigour for fix 
weeks, but were compelled to retire; and 
the Englifn being obliged to quit Flanders, 
Philip the Hardy, duke of Burgundy, hav- 
ing become maftcr by a marriage with the 
heirefs of the late comte Louis, enlarged it, 
and furrounded it with walls, it was eredl- 
ed into a bilhopric, under the arebbilhop of 
Malines, by pope Paul IV,. in the year 1559. 
The prince of Ifengbein is lord of the town, 
which is governed by an advocate, twelve 
schevins, four or five council, and a grefBer, 
whofe jmifdidlion extends over the city 
and precindls, which arc of no great extent.

In 167S, 
Louis XIV took it in perro5i,and added it to 
his doniinions- By the treaty of Utrecht, 
it was ccfled to the houfe of xluftria, as one 
of the Dutch barriers, in whofe pofteffion it 
remained til! 1744, v;hen the French laid 
fegetu.it, and took it in a few days; but 
they reftored it at the peace of Aix-ia-Cha- 
pellc. the 20th of June, 1792, this 
city furrertHred to the French; on the Sch 
of November following, ir was retaken by 
the Auftrians; and on the lorh of June, 
1794, it was a^aiii taken by the French, , 
It was blockaded on the of June, and an 
army of obfervation advantageoufty polled, 
which general Claiifait atiacked'cn flu:

Of the ceurxtry in genejal, vve are 
much unacquainted : the whole tradt is re- 
prefented as barren and unhealthy, the lands. 
Iving low, and iiuerfedlud with rivers, lakes, 
thick woods, foreits, and marfliy grounds., 
The fruits of it arc very iinwhoiefome, their 
rivers, for the moft p^art, covered or choked 
up with weeds, bufijes, and thickets ; all 
which fa ilagUxate the air, and corrupt the 
produdls of tiiC earth, and render the inhabi- 
tants fo fid-ily and indolent, that tliey receive 
little or no benefit from ius produce. The 
Bedouin Arabs arc the only people who 
make advantage of it, by breeding multi- 
tudes of cattle, and living multiy upon theit 
fielh and milk*, whilli the negroes, Oi Zanges, 
content thenifelvts with feeding upon wild 
beads and fowl, which 1 warm all over thofe 
parts. To> fuppiy the want of corn, puife, 
roots, and other whctlefornc food, of which 
they are deftitute, the Divine Providence 
hath interfperfed that whole country with 
mines of gold,, eafily got, by the help of which 

ttiey: 
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" ilsey .cmi: puVchafe all the. itecelTaries and 
convenkncies. of life from other parts; but 
this is the very .clrcumftance that makes them 
ib extremely' jea,lous of letting' firangers 
penetrate into the, inland ; more erpecially 
iince the Portugiiefe have made themfelves 
mafters of fuch a ni.irab.er of places along thi.s 
coaft. They are in their nature tierce and 
tout, ignorant 'and brutiOi, without reli- 
gion, d'peciaily ihe negroes ; ' upon which 
laCt accoVint they irave the name of Gaffers, 
i\sf for the Bedouins, they have forae kind of 
■religion, or rariier oedt-rve a variety of fuper- 
ihtious rites, but are" no Icfs ignorant and 
uncivilized than the Caifers ; yet they chieily 
herd among themfelvcs, and live ar a great 
diiianGe from the coaRs, and by the ildcs of 
kikes and' rivers,' for the ccmvenience oi paf- 
nire for their nornerous herds. l''hey go all 
naked, both Gaffers and Arabs, excepting 
that they wrap a of cotton cloth ro.u’id 
'their middle, wivich delcends a little below 
the knee ; but t hole who live along the coads 
are foraewhat more civilized, aitedt a little 
more finery in their drefs, and iiiRead of 
cotton . clothj stover themfelvcs with the 
ikins cf wild bcahs, more ov ids rich, ac- 
cording to tiieir rank, with the tai,ls of ani- 
mals trailing behind on the ground ; they 
likewife -adorn their necks, arms, and legs, 
with variety of beads, bugles, and other 
trinkets, of amber, jett, glail, and other 
-materials, which they purchafe from the 
merchants with their gold, fun, ivory,, and 
©ther commodities. There are among thefe 
coafters a great fmmber. <T Mahometans, but 
a much. greater number ftill among the 
iflanders along the coaft ; they being, for the 
Kioft part, defeended from thofe Arabs who 
were banifiied our of their country. The 
countries are Melinda, Mongala, Jubo, 
Mofambiqiie, and fome others.

The coaft is much 
interfedied by large bays ; and within the 
country are fcveral lakes, which, as well as 
the rivers, abound in filh. The foil is gene- 
rahy fertile, and produces corn more than 
fufucient for the inhabirants, with excellent 
paftures, and in nioft parts is plenty of 
wood, except towards the centre of the 
iftand, where rlie inhabiraius generally ufe 
turf for fuel. Ceperdiagen is the capital.

Zealand (Slate of)^ one of the United 
Dutch Sra‘es. It confifts of iftands which 
are for ned by thofe branches and outlets of 
the SdiK-kir, called Zeei^-rv/cbe Slro?r.en, or 
Sea Streams ; on the north it is bounded by 
Holland, eaftward by Brabant, foutlnvaid by 
Flanders, and we ft ward by the North Sea*"*, 
its name fufiicientiy indicates its natural 
pofitiori and fttuatiun. The inlands of Wal- 
cheren and Schouwcn,ou the weftern coaft, 
are defended aeaiaj; the vieience of the fea, 

ypx..iiL 
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by .downs, or fand hills, and on the other 
fides, like the reft of the iftands of Zeeland, 
by vaft dykes, which, at the bottom, have a 
breadth of twenty-five German ells, ami at 
the top are fo wide, that two carriages may- 
pars abreaft : the height is alfo proportioned 
to their thicknefs ; notwithftancling which, 
in high tides and .ftormy weather, the waves, 
in many places, force a pafiage, or even flow 
over them : the firft formation of thefe 
dykes muft have been attended with immenfe 
expence, the very repair and maintenance 
of them requiring large fums. Eniainiel 
van Mcteren, in the fixteenth book of his 
Commentaries, fays, and confirms it by the 
atteftations of the workmen employed m 
them, that the dykes, in this province alone, 
if placed in one dircci-ion, would form a 
length of forty miles, each mile to be rec- 
koned at 1400 rods, and that the expence of 
one rod vvith another was a pound Flemiili, 
or ftx Dutch gnildcr.u Thus the charge of 
the feveral outward dykes taken, amount: 
to 340,000}. ftcriing. Though the inhabi- 
taiiis of the other provinces, and foreigners 
in general, complain of the air, here, as being 
heavy, difagreeable, and unhealthy, yet na 
people look better, or enjoy a more confirmed 
ftate of health, th.an the natives who are 
born and bred up in it. The foil too is 
very fruitful, and famed for its excellent 
whc2r, as likcwife for madder, the cultiva- 
tion of which furnilht'G out great employ- 
ment to the • inhabitants of Zealand j it 
abounds aUb in g('.Qd fruits, and its rich, 
paftures arc covered with docks of fine 
iheep. The waters around the iflands fup- 
ply them with plenty of fiili, particularly 
with oyftcrs, lobftcr.s, and mufeies, of an 
uncomnion fize and goodneL. Zealand en- 
joys like wife an aftiuence of all kinds of 
proviiions, but fuel is very fcarce there, 
efpecially turf, which, b.dng brought from 
the other provinces, bears a high price : 
great quantities too of EngliiTa coals are ufed 
here, in the whole province are 121 towns 
and villages, fome of which arc very large. 
The inhabitants are reckoned the moft 
woalrhy in ail the Netherlands, which is, in 
a great rneaihre, ov/ijjgto te.eir traffic bv fea, 
and for this, indeed, liicy have every conve- 
niency that can be dclircd. Zea'and was 
anciently a county, but iiiftead of particular 
counts tf its own, thofe of Hoikuid were 
likewife counts of Zealand, and in the vear 
1436, the two provinces devolved together 
.to the Houfe of Burgundy. The alTemoly 
of, the ftates of Z-.aiancr confifts of fevea 
members, the prefident of which is the firft: 
nvibieman of the province : this d-gnii-y was 
ann ixcd. to the m'krquiiate of Vliffingen, or 
Flufttiag and Veere, beiongmg to the prince 
of Naffau Orange. On tfie death of king 
WiiUam XU, iLwa$ aboji&ed^ but k 1747, 
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tie'.llatcs' of rovince tiaaBimouJIy con-* 
firmed it ■ to' ' the ftadthoider . W ilfiam IV,. ■ 
Since that timej a claufe has been added to 
the inveftiture, that the- digni'cy fliall not be 
annexed to any parucular ftate, rankj or 
family. The other mewbers^ or ftates of 
this provincej are deputies of the voting 
towns, which are, Middleburg, Ziriczee, 
Goes, Tolen, Flu&lng, and Veere : this 
aiT&mbly, as well as that of the deputriten 
Kathe, or deputed counfellors, hold their 
aneeiings at Middleburg, as being the capital 
of the province. Zealand has two^ high 
courts of juftice in common with Holland, 
viz. the high council} and the provincial 
court. To the affeiTibly of the Stares- 
General it fends four deputies, who hold 
their ofhce during life, and are alternately 
chofen from among the magUtrates 
feveral voting towns, exceptiD| that M'-d* 
dleburg always fends one. The aright 
hranch of the Scheldt, called the Eajl 
Scbeldi^ dividing this province into two 
quarters, viz. into that on the eaft and that 
on the weft of the faid river. The quarter 
on the Weft Scheldt is compofed of hve 
iflands, viz. Walcheren, South Bcveland, 
I^orth Beveland, Wolferidyk, and St. Jooft- 
land. The quarter of the Eaft Scheldt con- 
tains four iflandsj vix. Schouwen, Duiveiand, 
Tholen, and St. Philip's Land. ^ 

Zealand (Us'iv)^ two iftands in tne South 
Pacific Ocean, firft dilcovered by Tafman. 
Ihtbe year 1642, he traverfed the eaftern 
coaft from 34 * 43 * entered the 

ilrak called Counts Straii attack- 

cd by the nativ«?s, foon after he came 
anchor, in the place to which he gave the, 
name of Mn'dcrcd s Bay, and never went 
on &ore: he gave the country the name 
of SfaaUnLand, in honour of the States- 
General, and it is now generally dif- 
tinguifhed in our maps and charts, by tue 
^ rame of JVifw Zeedand* As the whole of 
this country, except that part of the coaft, 
which was hen by 1 aunan from on board 
tis 15 . 0 , liadtrom his time, to the voyage 
ohhs Endeavour in the year 1770^ remamed 
sltogether unicnown ; it was by many fup- 
pofed to be part of a feuthern. continent. 
J.t is, however, now known to confift of two 
large iiOiands, divided from each other by a 
Iftrait or palTage, which is about four or five 
leagues broad. The northermoft of thefe 
ifiands, is called by the natives Eabemomau-^ 
w; and the fouthermoft Tovy, or Twvai 
IPoenamnJco ; yet, It is uncertain whether 
the name Tri/v comprehends the 

whole fou^hern iiland, or only part of it. 
TmPaemmmoo is for the moft part a moun- 
tainous, and to ail appearance, a barren 

country and thinly peopled. MMnma^ 
has a much better appeamme-i it is in- 
deed, not only billy, but jet 
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'even the hills and mountains a'fe , co'veft!id''" 
with wood, and every vally has a rivulet of 
water; the foil in thefe rallies, and in th^ - 
plains, of which tlrere are many that are 
not over-grown with w^ood, is in genera! 
lights but'fertile, and fit for every kind of 
European grain, plants and fruit, hrom 
the vegetable's that was found here, there 
isreafon to conclude the winters are milder 
than in England, and the funrmer not hotter, 
tho'Ugh it vvas more equally warm clogs and 
rats are- the only quadrupeds that were 
feen, and of the latter only a few. The 
inhabitants breed the dogs for the foie pur- 
pofe of eating them. There are feals and 
whales on the coaft, and they oace faw 
3 fca-lion. The birds are hawks, , owls, 
quails ; and., tliere are fong-bir^, whi^fe 
note is wonderfully melodious. There are 
ducks and fhags of feveral forts, not un- 
like thofe cf Europe ; and the garmet, which 
is exaaiy the’.f^me. The fca-cciaft is vifited 
by albatroffes,’ Iheer- waters, pintados, and 
penguins. The infeas are fiefh- files, beetles, 
bauerfiies, fand- flics, ard mufquims ; and 
the neighbouring Tea abounds with fifh, 
which are equally delicate and wholefome 
food ; captain Cook feldom came to anchor, 
but they catch ed enough, with hook and 
line only, to fupply the whole fhips crew ; 
and, when they nlhed with nets, every mds 
in the fitip, except thofe who were too in- 
dolent, faited as much as fuppHed them 
when at fea fome after. The fiih^ wp 
not lefs various in kind than plentiful in 
quantity ; there were many Ibfrs they had 
never before feen, but the failors icadily 
gave names to all them. This country abounds 
with forefts filled with very large, itrait, 
and clean timber. Tim re is one tree about 
the fue of an oak, which was diftingiiiilKd 
by a fcarlet fiowt-r, that appcarecl to be com- 
pofed of feveral fibres : and another which 
grows in fwampy ground, very ftrait and 
tall, bearing fmall bunches of berries, aud 
a leaf refembling that of the yew-tree ; about 
four hundred fpecies of plants were found, 
all of which are unknown in England, ex- 
cept garden night-ihade, iow-thiftlc, two 
or ihme kinds of fern, and one or two iorts 
of graft. They found wild celciv, and a 
kind of creffes, in great abundance on the 
fea Ibore, and of eatable piairts raifed by 
cultivation^ only cocoas, yam<, and fwcet 
potatoes. There are plantations of ^ many 
acres of thefe yams and potatucs. The in- 
habitants like wife cultivate the gourd ; 
and the Chinefe paper mulberry-tree is to 
be found, but in no abundance. There is only 
one ihrub or tree in this country ‘ which 
produces fruit, and that is a kind of berry 
almoft taftelefs : but they have a plant which 
anfwers all the ufes of hemp and flax. 
Thw m two Uni^ of ihispknt| the* Itaves 
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...of ...one. of .which are yellow's and the other 
:dee,p redj .and’, both of them refcmbk the 
leaves of flags ; of thefe leaves they make 
lines and cordage, and much fironger than 
any thing of tiie kind in Europe. ‘ Thefe 
leaves they ilkewife fpUt into breadths, and 
dying the flips together form their fifhing- 
nets. Their common apparel by a ilmple 
procefs is made from leaves, and their finer 
by another, preparation, is made from the 
fibres. This plant is found both on high 
and low ground, in dry mould, and deep 
;bogs but as it grows largeft in the latter, 
that feems to be its proper foil. The men 
of this country are as large as the largeft 
Europeans. Their complexion is brown, 
but little more fo than that of a Spaniard. 
They are full of fiefh, but not lazy or lux- 
urtous, and are ftout and well fhaped. The 
women pofTefs not that delicacy which 
diftinguii'hcs the European ladies, but their 
voice is finguiariy loft, which, as the drefs 
of both fexes is fimilar, chiefly diftinguilhes 
them from the men. The men are adtivc 
of a high degree, their hair is black, and 
their teeth are white and even. The features 
in both fexes are regular ; they enjoy perfe(Sl; 
health, and live to a very advanced age; 
they are of the ger.tlefi: difpolitions, and 
treat each other with the utmolt kindnefs, 
but they are perpetually at war, every 
■little diftridl: being at enmity with all the 
reft. They have neither black cattle, Iheep, 
hogs, nor goats 5 fo that their chief food be- 
ing nfh, and that not at all times to be ob- 
tained, they are in danger of dying through 
hunger j they have a few, and but a very 
few dogs ; and when no filh is to be gol:, 
they have only vegetables, fuch as yams and 
potatoes to feed on, and if, by any accident 
thefe fail them, their fituation muft be de- 
plorable. This will account for their (hock- 
ing cuftom of eating the bodies which are (lain 
in battle, for he who fights through mere iiun- 
ger, will not feruple to eat the adverlary he 
has killed. The inhabitants of New ZeaTand 
are modeft and referved in their behaviour, 
and converfation. The women, indeed 
were not dead to the fofter impreffions; 
but their mode of confent was, in their idea, 
£3 harmiefs as the confent to marriage with 
us, and equally binding for the ftipulatcd 
time. If any of the Englifti addrefrtd one 
of their women, he was informed, that the 
confent of her friends muft be obtained, 
which ufualiy followed, on his making a 
prefent. This done, he was obliged to 
treat his temporary wife, at ieaft as deiica-ely 
as we do in England. Tiiey anoint their 
hair with oil, melted from the fat of fiih or 
birds. The poorer people ufe that which 
m rancid, fo that the fmell is^very difagree- 
abte : but tfiofe of fuperior rank, make ufe 
tf that which i$ fteilh. Thev wear combsj, 
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both of bone and wood, which is conlidered 
as an ornament, when ftuck upn'ghr in the 
hair. The men tie thek ha r m a bunch 
on the crown of the head, and adorn it with 
the feathers of birds, which they like wife, 
fometimes, place on each fide of the tem- 
ples. They commonly wear ikort beards ; 
the hair of the women fometimes flows over 
the Ihoulders, and fometimes is cut (horte 
Both fexes, but the men more than the 
women, ‘mark their bodies with black 
(tains, called Amoco i in general, the women 
(lain only the lips, but fometimes mark other 
parts wdth black patches ; the men, on the 
contrary put on additional marks from year 
to year, fo that thofe who are very ancient, 
are almoft covered ; esclufive of the Amoco,, 
they mark thenifeives with furrows : theib 
furrows make a hideous appearance, the; 
edges being indented, and the whole cpiite 
black. ^ The ornament-j of the face are 
drawn in the fpiral form, with equal ele- 
gance and corredlnefs, both cheeks being 
marked exaCfiy alike, while the painting 
on rheir bodies, refemblc fiilagree work, and 
tiic foliage in old chafed ornaments, but no 
two faces or bodies are painted exadfly after 
the lame model. Thefe Indians iikewife 
paint their bodies, by rubbing them with 
red oker, either dry or mixed with oil. 
Their drefs is formed of the leaves of the 
fplit into flips, which arc interwoven, 
and made into a kind of matting, the ends, 
which are feven or eight inches in length, 

' banging out on the upper fide. One 
piece of this matting being tied over the 
ihoulders, reaches to the knees * the other 
piece being wrapped round the waift, falls 
aliuoft to the ground. Thefe two pieces 
are faftened to a uring, which by means of 
a bodkin of bone, is paffed through, and 
tacks them together. The men wear the 
lower garment only, at particular times. 
V/hat they confider as the molt ornamental 
part of iheir drefs, is the fur of dogs, which 
they cut into ftripes, and few on different 
parts of their apparel. As dogs are not 
plenty, they difpole thefe ftripes with i^reat 
,oeconomy._ They have a few dreffes, orna- 
mented with feathers ; and one man was 
feen covered wholly with thofe of the red 
parrot. The women never tie their naif 
on the top of their head, nor adorn it with 
feathers; and are lefs anxious about drefs 
than the men. T. heir lower garment is 
bound tight round them, except when they 
go a filhing, and then they are careful that 
tho'-men (hail not fee them. Tfie ears of 
both fexes are bored, and the holei ftrctched 
10 as to admit a man^s finger. TKe orna- 
ments of their ears arejeathers, cloth, bones, 
and fometimes bits of wood ; a great many 
or theiiv ufe nails, which were given them 
by the Enghlh, for this ptarpofe, and the 
* ' ''V wmm 


women fom^tlrnes aciom cheir ears with tlie 
■white down of the albatrofs', which they 
fpread before and behind the hole, in a large' 
bunch. They likewife hang to their ears 
by ftrings, chilTels, bodkins, the teeth of 
dogs, and the teeth and nails of their de- 
ceafed friends. The arms and ancles of 
the women, are adorned with flielis and 
bones, or any thing eiie, through which 
they can pals a ftring. The men wear a 
piece of green talc, cTr whalebone, with the 
yefe'.Tiblance of a man caived on it, hanging 
to a ftring .round the neck. The houfes 
are from lixteen to twenty -four feet long, 
ten or twelve wide, and fix or etght in 
height. The frame is of flight hicks of 
■wood, and the wails and roof, are made of 
dry grafs, pretty firmly compadled. Some 
of them are lined with bark of trees, and the 
ridgd of the houfe is formed by a pole, 
which runs from one end to the other. The 
door is only high enough, to admit a perfon 
crawling on hands and knees ; and the roof 
is floping. There is a fquare hole near the 
door, 1' rvingboth for window and chimney, 
near which is the fire, place. A plank is 
placed near the door, adorned with a fort 
of carving, and this they confider as an or- 
namental piece of furniture. , The fide 
walls, and roor, projedling two or three fece 
beyond the walls at each enct, fenn a fore 
of portico, where benches are placed to nt 
on. Tlie fire is made in the* niiddle of a 
hollow fquare, in the door, which is eacioiL.d 
with wood or rione. i .hey fleep near tne 
walls, where the ground is covered with 
ii,TH%v for their beds, iicfidcs the rern root., 
which ferves them for bread, they feedi on 
■albatroffes, penguins, and (emc otlier 
bird's. Whatever they eat is cirher roalicd 
baked, as they have^no vefiek in which 
welter can be boiled, i hey law no plan- 
tations of coacos, potatoes, and yams, to the 
routhward, though they v.cre many in the 
Borthern parts. The natives drinl: no other 
■‘liquor rh'sn water, and cuiwy perfect and 
■uninterrupted health. nen ^.t^unded in 
battle, the wound heals in a very fliort time, 
without ihe appheation of mediemx: 5 and 
the very old pehple, carry no other marks 
of decay about rderu, than the Ms of their 
hair and teeth, and a taijure of tlicir mu-f- 
ciilar ftrength ; but enjoy an equal fliare of 
health and chceriklncfs with the youngeft. 
The caa<.>es of this country, are not unlike 
■the wha’e boats of New England,^ being 
long and narrow. The larger Eh feem to* 
be built for war, and will hold from thirty 
to one hundred menq one of thtil* meafufei 
.jjiear feventy feet in length, fix in width, and 
feur in depth- .Ic was fiiarp at the bottom, 
and confilbed of three lengths, about two or 
three inches thick, and tied firmly together 
with firong piaidbg : each fide was, formed 


of one entire plank, ' about- twelve inches 
broad, and about an inch and a half thick, 
which were fitted to the bottom part, with 
equal ftrength and ingenuity . * Several 
thwarts were laid from one fide to the other, 
to which they were fecurely fafteneol, in 
order to llrengthen the iainfes. - : -Thefe 
■vefieis are rowed with a kind of paddles, 
between five and fix feet in length, the blade 
of which is a long oval, gradually decreaf- 
ing till it ^reaches the handle j and the ve- 
locity with which they row with thefe pad- 
dles, is really fiirprifingy their fails are 
compofed of a kind of mat or netting, ■\vdiicii 
is extended between two upright poles, one 
of which is fixed on each fide. Two ropes 
faftfe'ned to the top of each pole, ferve inftead 
of ihcets. The velTels are fleered by two 
men, having each a paddle, and fitting in 
the fiern 5 but they can only fail before the 
wind, in which diredtion, they move witk 
ccfufiderable fvviftnefs. Thefe Indians ufe 
axes, adzes, and chifiels, with which lail 
they likewife bore holes. The chiffeis are 
are made of jafper, or of the bone of a man’s 
arm; and their axes, and adzes, of a hard 
black flone. Their tillage of the ground is 
excellent, owing to the "necelfity they are 
under of cultivating, or running the riik 
C)f itarving A long narrow ftake, fliar- 
pened to an edge at borroni, with a piece 
fixed acrofsj a little above it, for the conve- 
nience of driving k into the ground vvith 
the foot, fuppdiss rlie place both of pioug*h 
and fpadc, lire foil being ligiit, their 
work is not very laborious, and with this 
inllrumcnt alone they will turn up ground 
of fix cr feven ac’-*es in extent. Their fish 
hooks are of ilieli ur bone ; and they have 
ba&ets of wicker-work to hold the fiih. 
Their warlike vvvapuns are fpears, darts, 
bactic-axes, and the patoo-patoo. The 
■ fpear, %vhkh is - pointed at each- end,- is 
about fixteen feet in length, and they iioic] 
in the middie, fo that it is difncult to puny 
a pufh from it. Whether they fight in 
boats or on fiiore, the battle is hand to 
hand, their contefts rnuif be bloody. The 
employment of the men, is fuppqfed to 
conliit in cultivating the ground, making- 
nets, catching birds, and fii'hing; while the 
women are engaged in weaving cloth, pro- 
curing fern roots, and ihcU fifh, anddrciT- 
ingtood. With ’•egard to religion, they ac- 
knowledge one ibperior being, and fevcrai 
fabfH-diuate. Their jnode of woriliip could 
not be learned, nor was any place proper for 
that ptirpofe feea. There was indeed a 
fmail fquare area, cncompuficd with ftones^ 
in the middle of which, hung a ba%et of 
fern roots on one of their fpadcs. This 
they faid "was offered to the gods, in the 
hope of a plentiful; crop of provifion. The 
iafobtonts of the fouthem difiridt, laid 
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dlfpofed of their dead by thro Vidng them 
the' feaj hut thofe; of the north faid 
Juried them in the ground; captain 
Cook’s cre.w, howeverj faw not the iedft..%n 
of any grave, or monument; but the body 
©f aimoil every inhabitant bore the marks of 
wounds which they had given themfelves, in 
token of grief for the iols of their friends 
andf elations. Some of thefe fears were 
newly ^ made, which is a proof that their 
friends had died while the ihip’s crew were 
there, yet no one faw any thing like a fune- 
ral, as thefe iflanders conceal every thing re- 
fpc«5ting the dead, with the urmoft caution. 
A great limilitude was obferved between the 
drefs, furniture, - boats, and nets of the New 
Zealanders, and thofe of the inhabitants of 
the South Sea Hands, which furnifli a ftrong 
proof that the common anceftors of both 
were natives of the fame country. Lor.g.

The' walls, of the 
old. city are demoliOied, and the- very ruins 
are fold by poor people, whTo gather out the 
ftones, and fell them for buiidi.ng new • 
houfes : the prefent buiidiogs occupy about 
half of the zincient extent of the city. 
Zebid is ftill diftingui (bed for an academy, 
which the youth of Tehama, and a part 
of Yemen, ftudy fuch fciences as are culti- 
vated among the Mulfaiman i.

befteged by the ifeh etian confederacy, and 
not only neglected by the .archduke, but 
even recommended by him to furrender, it 
followed his advice, and was admitted into 
the confederacy, 10 which its territory had 
pveviouEy atcecled. This canton is the 
feventh in rank, and among the hlier ones 
the fifth, befides which, it is in a particular 
manner connedfed with Lucern, Uri, 
Schweitz, and Undervvalden, commonly , call- 
ed the Eve territorial confederates. The 
government of this canton is entirely de- 
mocrstical ; the fupreme council being 
lodged in the landegemeine, which meets 
annually in the town of Zug. In this 
council, every male of fixteea years of age 
is paffelTed of a vote, and here alfo all pub.* 
Me polls are conferred. It is compofed of 
deputies from the federal quarters of the 
canton. The chief perfon here is the am- 
mnk^^ who, is eledled akemtclj .from'.the 
tliwh.and the territory, though; with this 
thw the tow» ammsua ^mtinues 


in office three years, but the country 
man two ; this officer muft always refide in 
the town ; next to him is the ftatthalter, 
who has the keeping of the provincial feal. 
The people of this canton ore reckoned 
the mod rcftlefs of Swiffierland ; their gene- 
ral affiemblies are often tempeftuous, though 
fekiom attended with bioodfhed.

Zuric^ or Zurich, a canton of Swiiferhnd, 
and Hrft in rank, bounded on the north by 
Swabia and the canton of Scaffhaufen, on the 
eaft by the Thurgau and the county of Tog- 
genburg, on the fouth by the cantons of 
Schweitz and Zug, and on the weft by the 
county of Baden>^. . This canton is not un- 
aptly called an epitome of all Swilferiand, 
^s^ontamingiix it hiiB, vailies, plains, corn* 
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lands,, vineyards, lakes, rivers, vegetables of 
all kinds, and whatever cife is neceflary to 
the fupport of life. Grain is cultivated all 
over the country "j but it ripens later in the 
mountainous pans, where the air is coldeft, 
than in the levels or funny vailies. The 
hilly grounds in the eaft, weft, and fouth 
borders, aftt)rd a fpecimen of the fertile 
Alps, as abounding in cattle, milk, butter, 
and cheefe ; at flrft the wines have a tartnefs 
attending them, yet they improve by keep- 
ing ; and, after lying Tome years in the calk, 
become fmooth, pleafanr, and wholefomeM 
Fruits alfo are every where found in great 
plenty, and very good. The xnoft remark- 
able minerals and foifils are chalk, potters* 
earth cf fevcral forts aiid colours, fulplmr, 
and pit-coal ; fomc mineral Iprings are like- 
wife found. The pr-!.ponion of grain to the 
other produftions of the earth, will appear 
from the following calculation ; there are 
217,424 acres laid out in grain, 14,466 in 
vines, 94,553 in meadows, 42,549 in paftur- 
age, and 103,772 in forefts. As fufEcient 
corn is n«t produced for the interior con- 
fumption, the deficiency is chiefly fupplied 
from Swabia. In order to prevent a fcar- 
city of this material article, a public granary 
is maintained, at the expence of govern- 
ment, for grain at the common price ; but^ 
in feafons of fcarcity, it is fold conftderably 
cheaper than it can be purchafed at the 
market. The canton contained,, |b 1784, 
i’74,572 fouls, including 10,500 capi- 

tal : this large population, in proportion to 
the ftze of the canton, is o\Yi%;,to the^trade 
of Zuric; as, at leaft,' two-thirds of the in- 
habitants derive their livelihood by fpinning 
thread and filk, and making linen for the 
manufactures of the town. The fovereign 
power refides exclufively in the borgelTes of 
the town, bonftfting of about 2000.- The 
reformation was begun by Zuinglius, in 
the year 1517, in the town of Zurich; 
and in 1524, gained footing hi the whole 
canton. 

Zurich, a city of Swifferland, and capital 
of a canton of the fame-name, lituated on a 
large lake, where the river Limmat is dif- 
charged, which divides it into two parts, 
fuppofed to have been built on the fitc>of the 
ancient Tigurum, which was‘ cleftroyed by 
the Allemanni. Zurich was formerly au 
imperial city, and obtained, from the em- 
peror Frederic 11 , very confidex-able privi- 
leges^ which were acknowledged and aug^ 
mented by feveral of his fucceffors. The 
civil war between the magiftrates and the 
people, in the year 1335, nearly reduced the 
city to ruins 5 but the former being bamftied, 
the citizens, in :i.337, eftabliftied anew form 
of goveriunent, which was confirmed by the 
' emperor Louis of 'Bavaria. The exiles, after ^ 
feveral fTOtlefs attempts, were at length 
re-admitted f 


re-admitted j but engag’mg in .a confpiracy 
againft the city, were difcovered, and put 
to death. In confequence of this tranfa«S^ioii, 
the nobles in the neighbourhood took up 
arms j and Zuric, after having inefFedtually 
applied foraffiHauce to the emperor Charles 
IVj formed an alliance with Lucerne, Uri, 
Schwdtz, and Undcrwalden, and was ad- 
mitted a meniber of their confederacy : this 
'event happened in the year 1351. The 
four cantons yielded the pre-eminence, to 
Zuric ; 'a privilege it enjoys at prefent ; 
being the firll canton in rank, and the mofl 
confiderahle in extent, both of territory and 
power, nest to Berne. In the fame year, 
Zuric was aflifted by the four cantons agairft 
J\lbert, duke of Auiiria, who bedeged the 
town, and was repulfcd with great lo!s, 
Zuric was the nru town in SwilTerlaiiid that 
Separated from the church of Rome, being 
converted by the afguments of Zuiugiius. 
The town is divided into two parts, the 
old part, furroundfcd with the Line ancient 
battlements and towers which cxitled in the 
thirteenth century; and the fuburbs, which 
are firengthened by forciticaiions in the 
modern ftykjbut too extenfive. The ditches, 
infiead of being fiiied with Ilagnant water, 
are moRly fupplicd with rnraiing ftreams. 
The inhabitants are very induCuious, and 
carry on with fiiccefs fevernl manufactures : 
the principal are thofo of linens and couona, 
muhins and {ilk handkerchiefs. The manu- 
fadturers do not, in general, dwell within 
the walls j but the materials are moRly pre- 
pared, and the work is compltted in the 
adjacent dirtti6f.s ; for this realbn, Zuric does 
not exhibit the adtiviry and numbers of a 
great commercial city : the environs, on the 
contrary, are fo , extremely populous, that, 
perbapr, few diRridts in the neighbourhood 
of a town, wiiofo population fcarcely ex- 
ceeds 20,500 inhabitants, contain, within fo 
iinali a compafs, fo many fouls. The llreets 
are moftly narrow ; the houfes and public 
buildings accord more with plainnefo and 
convenience, than with the elegance and 
fpkndour of a capital. The town contained, 
in 37S0, 10,559 fouls. Among their fump- 
tuary laws, the ufe of a carriage in the town 
IS prohibited to ail forts of perfons, except 
fxrangers. The militia of the canton 
amounted, in 17B1, to 25,728 infantry, 
T025 artillery, 836 dragoons, and 406 
chafieurs ; in all, 28,235 effective men. 
The arfonal is well fupplied with cannon, 
arms, and amir-imition, and contains a re- 
ferve of mAets for 30,000 men : 41 miles 
SE.'

The States hefieged 
it twice, -in 1584, and in 15S6, without 
fucceis ; at length it v>/as taken by Maurice, 
prince of Orange, in the year 1591, having 
firft lurprifed the fort of Zurphen, nine d33^3 
before, by means of fome foldicrs, dreiled as 
peafants. It remained with the Hollanders 
till the year 1672, when the French, under 
the coiidudt of Piiilip, duke of Orleans, the 
only, brother of Louis XIV, made them- 
feives mailers of it in a few days, although 
it was well provided, and defended by a 
garrifon of two ihoufaad five hundred foot, 
and four companies of liorfe, befides the 
inhabitants. In the year 1674, French 
deftroyed the fortifications, and abandoned 
the place ; the fortiheations have been 
hnce repaired.

This ifland was taken by the 
Ruffians, in the year 17^4; in the year 
1743, it was again taken b? the Ruffians 5 
but a large body of Swedes being fent from 
Stockholm, defeated the Ruffian troops, in 
number about 1200, killing the greater part, 
and making the reft priibners.

Alford, a villaga of Scotland, in the county 
of Aberdeen, where the marquis of Montroie 
defeated tlie Scotch Covenanters on the 2d 
of July, 1645 : fifteen miles W. Inverary. 

Algs^dra^ in Andalufia. In the year 
1342, Alphoiifo, king of Callile, laid fiege 
to this tf.wn, then in the pofTeffion of the 
Moors, and, though affided by troops from 
the kings of England and France, and by 
money from the pope, could not compel 
the inhabitants to furrender till the end of 
the year 1344, when they had confunied ail 
their proviiions and warlike fiores. In this 
ik'ge, it is laid, the Spaniards firft made ufe 
of g u n po w d er an d 'bai 1 . 

Alhan:a, in Grenada. This town was 
taken from the Moors, in the year 1482, by 
king Ferdinand, after an obftinate and 
bloody refiftance. 

Alkant. In the year 1705, this town 
refnfing to acknowledge the archduke 
Charles as king, was bombarded by the 
Englhh, and taken by ftonn. In the 
month of December, 1708, it was befieged 
by the troops of king Philip, under the 
command of chevalier d’Asfeldt ; but no ad- 
vantages being gained for three months, 
the chevalier ordered a rock to be under- 
mined, and in the hollow 200 barrels of 
gunpowder to be conveyed. The governor 
of the town, Syburg, was informed of this, 
and fummoiied to furrender : after refufing 
three times to capitulate, the expiofion took 
place, and buried the governor, and many of 
the officers, with thirty-fix of the centinels, 
in the ruins. , Notwichftanding which, colo- 
nel TAlbon, whofucceeded to the command, 
refolved to defend the place to the iall ex- 
tremity ; but the Heet which arrived, not 
being able to afford the garrifon any relief, 
he was obliged to furrender on the 5 th 
cf April, 1709. 

Alici2ia, in Sicily. In the year 1553, this 
town was taken by the Turks, affihed by the 
French. 

Alla, a town of thcTyrolefe, on the Adige, 
taken by the French, in the month of Sep- 
tember, 1796 : feven teen miles S. Trent, 
and eighteen N. Verona.

Alloa^ a town of Scotland, in the county of 
Clackmannan : two miles W. Clackmannan, 
and fix SE. Stirling. 

Almeria. In the year 1146, this town 
was taken from the Moors, by the Caf- 
tilians, alfifted by the Genoefe. The town 
was given to be plundered, ?aid the Genoefe 
were rewarded with a diih made of a fingle 
emerald, of more value than the reft of the 
fpoil. 

Jilmeyda. Afevere battle was fought near 
this town, in the year 1663, between the 
Spaniards and Portuguefe. 

Aloji. In the year 1 576, this town was 
taken and facked by the troops which had 
revoked from Spain. Six years after, it was 
taken by the duke of Akncoa, brother of 
Henry ill, king of France, whom the dates 
of the confederate provinces ha<l called in 
to their alfifiance. It afterwards fell into 
the power of the Englilb, by whom it was 
fold to the duke of Parma. In the year 
1667, Louis XIV became maker of it,, 
and reftored it to Spain, but not before the 
fortifications w^ere deftroyed. In the year 
1706, it furrendered to the duke cf Marl- 
borough. Its magiftracy formerly held jurif- 
didfion over 172 villages. 

Alresford. On the 29th of March, 1644^ 
a battle was fought near this town , between 
the troops of Charles I, commanded by lord 
Hopton,and the parliament forces, under fir 
William Waller, in which the latter had the 
advantage,

cle of Weftphalia, and county of Mark, oa 
tile Lenne : thirty miles NS. Cologn, and 
thirty-three E. Duffieklorp. 

Alienburg or Ovar, In the year 1529, 
that town was taken by the Turks, and ia 
1605 it was burned by them. In 1619, it 
was much injured- by Bethlen Gabor. 

Altenburg, in the circle of Leipfic. In 
the year 1430, this town was burned by the 
Huffites, and in 1632 was taken by the Im- 
penalifis. 

Ahenkirchen, in the circle of Weftphalia, 
On the ift of June, 1796, the French re- 
publican general Kleber, furprifed the van of 
the Auftrian army, under the prince of Wur- 
temberg, near this town, and totally defeated 
it, with the loft of 2400 killed, and 3 oqc» 
mken prifoners. On the 9rh of September 
in the fame year, the French were defeated^, 
after a fevere engagement, near the fame 
place, by the Auftrians, wader general Hotze^ 
the French general Marceau was killed.

dize of the country produce and manufac- 
ture, as wtd! as other articles, European and 
Afiatic, In one of the churche.s is the tomb 
Of Schek. Seti, a celebrated faint, which is 
an inviolable afylum, and conilandy vifited 
by pilgrims from all parts of Perfia. Ca- 
ravans are frequently going to and from 
Conflantinople and Smyrna. 

Ardkhe, a department of France, bound- 
ed on the north by the department of the 
Rhone and Loire, on the ealt by the Rhone, 
which feparates it from the department of 
the Drome, on the feurh by the department 
of the Gard, and on the wed by the de- 
partments of the Lozere and the Upper 
Loire i about fixty-hve miles from north to 
foutb, and froim fifteen to rhirty-two in 
breadth, from eaR to weff. Before the re- 
volution, it was a province of Languedoc, 
called Vavarah. It takes its prefeut name 
from the river Ardeche, which waters the 
fbiuh part of it. Privas is the capital,- 

AfdtnbuYg. In the year 160.1, this town 
was taken from the Spaninrds, by prince 
Maurice of Naffau, and the garrifon , fur- 
render prifoners of war. 

Ardennes^ a department of France, bound- 
ed on the north by a part of . Haihau, 
Liege, and Luxemburg, on the eaft by 
Luxemburg and 'the department of .the 
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Meufe, oii; the fouth by the departmer^t 
of the Marne, and on the well by the de- 
partment of the Ainfe ; about fifty miles 
from north to fouth, and forty-five from 
eaft to wefl. It is the north part of what 
was before the revoiution, called Champagne. 
Mesieres is the capital. 

Arga^ a river of Spain, %vhich joins the 
Aragon,- near Peralta, in the province- of 
Navarre., 

Arlon. On the 9th of June, .1793,: the 
Aurtrians were, defeated 'near this town of 
the French,, ...under general Laage, with the ' 
lofs of an immenfe quantity of military 
fiores ; and on the iSth of April, 1794, the 
towndtfelf was taken by general Jourdan. 

Arnay le Due. On the 20th of February, 
1792, the aunts of Louis XVI were ftopped 
by the municipality of this town, in 
journey to Italy ; bur, after fome delay, were 
permitted to proceed. 

Arnheim. In the year 1585, this town 
was taken from the Spaniards, by the count 
of Meurs, acommanderof the Dutch States.

Avignon, in the year 1791, feme hor- 
rid malTacres were committed here foon 
after its union with France, which was de- 
creed in the month of September following ; 
and in Janu^y, 1796, acknowledged by the 
pope to be a part of the French Republic. 

Au'ivaif a village of Bohemia, where, on 
the 6tli of May, 1757, a battle was fought 
between the Auftrians and the Prufiians ; 
the latter commanded by the king in perfon. 
The Auftrians had 20,000 men killed ; 
the Prufiians ioft nearly as many, but

The drefs of the greater part is compofed of 
ihirts, made of blue cotton, manufacturc^d in 
the country, a red cap brought from Tri- 
poli, and a w’hirc mufiin turban : gold rings 
are worn in the nofes by the principal people 
as a mark of clifti nation. V\ heat and barley 
are feidom raifed in Bnrnou ; bur the Eu- 
ropean hv^irfe-bcau and common kidney-bean 
are cultivated, with fome grain peculiar ro 
the country; and, near the city of Bornou, 
rice and Indian corn. Among the fruits arc 
grapes, apricots, lemons limes, melons, a 
fruit like olives, &c. ; among the animals 
arc (})ecp, cows, goats, hories, buffaloes, 
antelopes, lions, leopards, civet-cats, wolves, 
dogs, a few elephants, oftriches, partridges, 
fijc. Tlie reptiles, of different kinds, are 
nunu-ruus, efpccially (erpents, lhakes, fcor- 
pions, centipedes, and loads. Part of the 
inhabitants are Maliomedans, and part 
Pagans. On the dcatli of the king, the 
ruccL'ftur is elcdlcd by the people. The 
king’s .palace, in the city of Bornou, is fur- 
rounded with a wall like a citadel, and the 
whole ciry has a wall round it, fourteen feet 
in height, with a ditch cncompalfing the 
vviLole ; the other towns of the kingdom are 
open.

Laracha was fortified at the end of the fix- 
tcenth century; in the year 1610, it was 
given up to the Spaniards, and retaken in 
the year 16S9. A fort, built by the Spa- 
niards on the land fide, yet remains, and the 
caftlc on the fide of the road is defended by 
batteries clofc to the water's edge. In the 
year 1765,1110 French purlued two corfairs 
into the nver, and bombarded rho town.

In the year 1599, 
Maurice prince of NafTau, took it, for the 
States, after a (liort hege, though well forti- 
fied and defended by a good garrifon ; and 
in the year 1605, it \vas taken by the Mar- 
quis of Spinoia. 

Li/caf one of the fmalier Lipari iflands, 
anciently called Euenymus. 

Lijfih an iHand in the Adriatic, about 
eight leagues in circumference, near the coaft 
of Dalmatia, anciently called IJJa^ and ce- 
lebrated for its commerce and its marine. It 
was in alliance with Rome, and warred with 
the kings of lilyrium ; at the decline of the 
Roman empire, this illand funk too, and be- 
came fuccelfively dependent on Narenta, 
Lelfina and Venice. It abounds in moun- 
tains, -which contain marble, interfedted by 
fertile valiies ; vines, olives, mulberries, al- 
monds, and hgs, flourifli ; and the mountains 
arc richly furniHied with odoriferous plants, 
from which the bees collcdt an exquifite kind 
of honey ; but the principal riches of the 
illand arife from its filhery, efpecially of 
lardines j it contains two towns, and feverai 
villages.

Buonaparte’s anfw^er to the fummons was, 
that if the Auftrlan general had the ef- 
frontery to take the commander-in-chief 
of the army of Italy, he had only to advance j 
that he ought to know, that the republican 
army was at that place, and that all the 
general officers belonging to the divifion 
iliouid be refponfible for the perfonal infult 
he had been guilty of towards him, ands, 
that if hiS' divillon did not, in the fpace 
of eight minutes, lay down their arms, he 
will not ffiow mercy to one of them. This 
anfwer produced the defired elfedl, and the 
whole column furrendered.
